INVOCATION  BY  THE  RIGHT  REVEREND 
CHRISTOPHER  P.  GRIFFIN 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

Come,  Holy  Spirit,  enkindle  in  these,  Thy 
servants,  the  fire  of  Thy  love.  Come  from  the  four 
winds  and  breathe  upon  them  that  they  may 
clearly  understand,  bravely  accept,  and  nobly  carry 
out  the  vocation  of  public  service  to  which  You 
have  called  them.  As  centuries  ago  Thy  holy  Spirit 
did  transform  twelve  disillusioned  and  frightened 
Galileans,  so  now,  we  pray,  quicken  these  leaders" 
with  Xhy  holy  inspiration  that  for  the  business  of 
this  session  they  may  be  granted  clarity  of  vision, 
maturity  of  judgement,  quiet  confidence,  and 
strength  of  resolution.

ESCORT  TO  MAYOR  WHITE 

Chairman  IANNELLA:  His  Honor,  Mayor 
Kevin  H.  White,  will  deliver  his  annual  address  at 
10.15  a.m.  The  Chair  appoints  Councillors 
Langone  and  McDonough  to  escort  the  Mayor  to 
the  Council  Chamber. 

Pending  the  arrival  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  there 
will  be  a  shor|"recess. 

(Short  recess.) 

The  committee  appointed  to  escort  Mayor  Kevin 
H.  White  to  the  chamber  retired  and  presently 
returned  in  company  with  the  Mayor,  who  was 
greeted  with  applause  upon  his  entrance. 

Chairman  IANNELLA:  Members  of  the  City 
Council,  invited  and  honored  guests,  it  is  my 
pleasure  to  present  the  Honorable  Kevin  H.  White, 
who  will  now  deliver  his  annual  address.  Mayor 
White. 

Mayor  WHITE:  Councillor  Iannella,  public 
officials,  my  fellow  citizens: 

This  is  the  eighth  occasion  that  I  have  come 
before  this  body  to  present  an  annual  message. 
Seven  years  have  elapsed  since  I  took  my  first  oath 
of  office. 

Looking  back  over  that  time,  this  past  year  has 
proved  to  have  been  the  most  difficult  for  us  as  a 
city,  and  this  annual  message  the  most  difficult  for 
me  to  deliver.  For  words  seem  so  inadequate  when 
weighed  against  the  dimension  of  our  problems  in 
1975  -  yet  words  define  our  deeds,  and  specific 
actions  make  them  a  reality. 

As  this  new  year  begins  this  city  is  faced  with 
several  seemingly  insoluble  problems,  problems 
that  have  touched  the  lives  of  each  and  every  one 
of  us.  As  a  community  we  are  not  the  cause,  and 
we  alone  cannot  provide  a  cure  to  the  difficulties 
we  must  endure. 

A  final  solution  to  the  hardship  of  inflation,  the 
fear  of  crime,  and  the  suffering  of  last  fall  still 
remains  beyond  our  reach.  But  to  acknowledge 
these  facts  is  not  to  say  that  we  cannot  fight  these 
influences  that  affect  us  or  the  forces  that  govern 
us. 

So  let  me  state  at  the  outset  simply  and  directly 
the  four  major  problems  that  face  this  city  and  the 
steps  we  intend  to  take  to  challenge  them. 

They  are  busing,  inflation,  crime,  and  taxes. 

First  and  paramount  is  the  issue  of  busing. 

Today  we  are  a  city  in  trouble,  a  people  divided 
and  a  community  confused,  angry,  and  afraid.  At

this  moment  I  stand  here  and  speak  not  for  any 
one  person  or  any  single  group.  I  speak  as  Mayor  of 
this  city,  determined  to  obey  the  law,  to  hold  this 
city  together,  and  to  effect  a  peaceful  resolution  of 
our  differences. 

To  those  ends  I  will  take  the  following  action  in 
1975  with,  I  hope,  your  help  and  support. 

1.  We  will  carry  out  the  financing  and 
construction  of  three  new  high  schools  and  nine 
other  schools  —  giving  us  more  new  schools  than 
any  city  our  size  in  the  country.  The  children  and 
teachers  of  this  city  deserve  the  best  educational 
environment  we  can  provide  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

2.  I  will  ask  the  federal  court  to  appoint  a 
monitor  with  full  powers  to  provide  the  court  with 
all  the  true  facts  as  they  occur  and  power  to 
quickly  resolve  jurisdictional  disputes  between 
governmental  bodies,  if  and  when  they  arise. 

3.  I  will  request  Judge  Garrity  to  appoint 
immediately  a  representative  citizens'  group  to 
review  any  final  plans  and  the  process  of 
implementation.  In  my  opinion  the  single  greatest 
tragedy  of  this  last  year  is  that  the  parents,  black 
and  white,  were  never  given  a  sufficient  or 
significant  voice,  in  a  formal  sense,  by  the  court  or 
the  state  in  drawing  the  original  plan. 

4.  I  have  secured  a  firm  commitment  from 
Governor  Dukakis  that  the  state  will  assume  all  the 
cost  of  the  implementation  of  any  plan.  Governor 
Dukakis  has  evidenced  his  willingness  to  help  in 
any  way  he  can,  and  in  that  regard  I  will  ask  him  to 
have  the  National  Guard  given  special  training  so 
that  every  measure  of  public  safety  will  be 
available  to  us. 

5.  I  will  take  whatever  action  is  necessary  to 
provided  education  and  safety  for  our  children  and 
any  action  that  is  in  the  public  interest.  That 
includes  my  appeal  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  my  opposition  to  Phase  II  until  the 
inequities  of  Phase  I  are  resolved,  and  my 
conviction  that  any  building  where  the  life  of  a 
child,  black  or  white,  is  highly  endangered  should 
be  closed,  and  it  makes  no  difference  which  section 
of  the  city  it  is  in. 

If  as  individuals  we  cannot  always,  in  good 
conscience,  agree  on  a  course  of  action,  I  think 
most  of  us  agree  that  violence  and  frustration  serve 
no  purpose,  and  they  represent,  whenever  they  rear 
their  ugly  heads,  the  product  of  our  collective 
failures,  our  failures  as  a  people  to  deal  at  all  times 
with  the  issues  of  busing  responsibly  and  maturely 
-  and  that  includes  the  Mayor.  I  admit  to 
mistakes,  but  I  also  know  that  there  are  public 
officials  in  this  city  so  scared  of  this  issue  that 
they'd  attend  a  rally  for  their  own  execution  if  the 
crowd  were  big  enough. 

There  is  no  odor,  save  death,  worse  than  that  of 
a  public  official  too  frightened  and  fearful  to  say, 
above  a  whisper,  what  he  honestly  believes  and 
knows. 

We  have  failed  collectively  as  a  community  to 
give  moral  guidance  by  example  to  our  own 
children.  In  fatt,  the  vast  majority  of  school- 
children have  reacted  better  while  under  greater 
pressures  than  some  adults  in  this  city. 


We  have  failed  collectively  to  face  some  very 
simple  truths:  the  truth  that  this  city  is  no 
different  from  any  other  —  that  bigotry  and  racial 
intolerance  are  wrong;  the  truth  that  blacks  should 
be  allowed  to  walk  the  street  in  any  section  of  this 
city,  and  so  shall  whites;  the  truth  that  the  law 
must  be  obeyed  unless  and  until  it  is  changed. 

These  are  also  other  equal  truths:  the  some- 
times unspoken  truth  that  Phase  I  —  the  state  plan 
—  is,  in  part,  seriously  flawed,  unworkable,  and 
unfair;  the  truth  that  some  children  in  this  city  are 
being  denied  any  education  because  of  tension  in 
the  schools;  the  truth  that  many  community 
leaders,  black  and  white,  are  more  concerned  about 
headlines  than  heartaches,  blaming  everyone  but 
themselves. 

But  the  greatest  truth  of  all  is  that  in  this  city  in 
which  all  of  us  live  we  have  the  skills,  the 
resources,  and  the  people  to  honorably  resolve  this 
problem. 

And  we  have  the  reasons  for  doing  so  -  not  the 
least  of  which  is  to  restore  to  the  life  of  this  great 
city  her  confidence  and  hope  in  her  own  future. 

That  future  will  be  tested  not  by  busing  alone 
but  by  the  equally  serious  challenges  of  unemploy- 
ment, rising  crime,  and  unchecked  inflation. 

These  are  serious  problems.  There  are  people  out 
of  work  in  this  city  who  desperately  need  our  help. 
The  numbers  of  unemployed  are  growing  daily. 
There  are  no  rallies  or  parades  for  these  victims  of 
unemployment.  But  their  voices  must  be  heard, 
and  jobs  must  be  found  for  them. 

Crime  continues  to  rise  across  the  country,  and 
in  this  city  it  intimidates  the  elderly,  who  are 
afraid  to  go  out,  and  afflicts  the  young.  Their 
suffering,  unlike  busing,  is  muted,  but  it  is  just  as 
real. 

Inflation  is  killing  the  spirit  of  people  who  have 
worked  a  lifetime  to  share  just  the  basic  necessities 
and  enjoyment  of  life  for  themselves  and  their 
children.  No  City  Council  or  Mayor  creates 
inflation,  but,  so  long  as  people  in  our  city  suffer 
from  it,  we  must  help. 

To  fight  these  three  problems  I  will  present  over 
the  next  two  months  a  fourteen-point  action 
agenda. 

To  relieve  the  hardship  created  by  the  national 
economic  crisis  we  will: 

1 .  Help  the  homeowner  in  the  city  by  providing 
cash  grants  for  home  improvements. 

One  year  ago  we  were  among  the  first  in  the 
nation  to  offer  property  tax  abatements  for  private 
home  improvement.  Now,  with  community  sup- 
port, we  will  be  the  first  in  the  country  to  use 
revenue-sharing  funds  as  direct  cash  payments  to 
free-up  private  home  improvement  loans  and  to 
directly  subsidize  housing  fix-up. 

2.  To  protect  the  rent  payer  and  to  safeguard 
against  soaring  rents  we  will  propose  to  the  Rent 
Control  Administration  no  across-the-board  rent 
increases  for  the  next  twelve  months. 

3.  To  provide  opportunities  for  the  unemployed 
we  intend  to  hire  no  fewer  than  2,000  public 
service  employees  within  the  next  twelve  months, 
and  they  shall  be  residents  of  this  city. 
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4.  To  redress  the  inequities  borne  by  individual 
consumers  I  will  issue  an  executive  order 
establishing  a  blue-ribbon  commission  to  investi- 
gate proposed  utility  and  telephone  rate  increases. 

At  a  time  when  city  government  has  held  the 
line  on  tax  increases,  despite  soaring  costs  and 
inflated  expenses,  the  public  deserves  to  know  why 
utility  companies  demand  a  20  percent  increase 
and  why  the  phone  company  must  increase  charges 
by  30  percent.  This  commission  will  report  its 
findings  in  thirty  days. 

These  four  measures  represent  a  creative  and 
comprehensive  municipal  attack  on  the  ravages  of 
inflation,  tight  money,  soaring  rents,  and  utility 
rate  increases. 

But  efforts  to  fight  the  impact  of  inflation  and 
to  resist  recession  cannot  offer  a  lasting  solution  to 
a  mismanaged  national  economy.  That  is  Washing- 
ton's responsibility. 

But  we  will  continue  in  1975  to  meet  our 
commitments  to  this  economic  battle,  and  one  area 
which  becomes  more  important  as  the  national 
crisis  deepens  is  taxes. 

To  provide  tax  relief  to  people,  we  will  take  the 
following  steps: 

1.  We  have  now  held  the  tax  rate  down  for 
years,  and  we  will  strive  to  stabilize  the  rate  below 
$200  for  the  next  eighteen  months,  through  June 
of  1976. 

For  three  straight  years  we  have  not  allowed  a 
one-penny  increase  in  the  property  tax.  And  those 
are  the  same  three  years  in  which  prices  rose  a 
staggering  35  percent,  and  taxes  in  surrounding 
towns  like  Milton  and  cities  like  Cambridge  soared 
$25  and  $36,  respectively. 

2.  We  have  fully  implemented  our  ten-point 
austerity  program  announced  two  years  ago,  and 
this  year  we  will  initiate  a  new  phase  of  fiscal 
fitness,  with  a  heavy  emphasis  on  productivity 
goals  and  cost-effective  budgeting. 

At  a  time  when  the  federal  and  state 
governments  are  only  now  beginning  to  heed  the 
call  for  budget  cutting  and  balanced  spending,  this 
city,  which  includes  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council, 
and  everyone  who  works  for  it,  can  point  with 
pride  to  our  accomplishments:  no  tax  increases,  a 
national  reputation  for  sound  financial  manage- 
ment, and  an  unprecedented  two-step  increase  in 
our  city  bond  rating  to  straight  "A"  in  less  than 
eighteen  months. 

3.  This  year,  hoping  to  enlist  Governor 
Dukakis's  aggressive  leadership,  we  will  win  the 
right  to  tax  commercial  property  at  the  airport. 

We  have  waged  this  seven-year  legislative  battle 
not  to  increaselaxes  but  to  raise  revenues,  unfairly 
denied  and  too  long  withheld  from  this  city,  and 
this  year  we  will  win. 

4.  Despite  the  recent  comments  of  the  press,  we 
are  vigorously  opposing  property  revaluation  in 
Boston,  and  we  will  expand  our  drive  to  place  this 
issue  before  the  voters. 

I  will  resist  —  and  I  hope  you  do,  too  —  any 
effort  to  impose  unfair,  unwanted,  and  undeserved 
revaluation  on  this  city.  Revaluation  would 
amount  to  nothing  short  of  virtual  confiscation  of 


residential  property  in  Boston,  increased  rental 
costs,  and  an  exodus  of  commerce  and  industry 
from  our  city.  This  fight  against  revaluation  will  be 
accompanied  by  a  demand  for  tax  reform.  They 
must  go  hand  in  hand.  Tax  equity  will  only  come 
with  changes  in  the  tax  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

While  inflation  and  tax  bills  threaten  our 
pocketbooks,  the  very  real  presence  of  crime  in 
Boston  threatens  our  safety. 

To  meet  this  challenge  of  crime  many  steps  must 
be  taken  to  ensure  maximum  police  visibility  and 
accountability. 

1.  Our  experimental  125-man  undercover  anti- 
crime  unit  will  be  expanded  from  downtown  to  the 
availability  of  every  neighborhood  in  the  city.  For 
the  past  ten  months  this  specially  trained  unit  has 
made  over  1,000  arrests,  with  an  incredible  90 
percent  conviction  rate. 

2.  In  1974  we  spent  $1.5  million  and  relighted 
seven  business  districts:  Roslindale,  Hyde  Park, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Mattapan  Square,  and,  in  Dorches- 
ter, Uphams  Corner,  Fields  Corner,  and  Codman 
Square. 

In  1975  we  will  expand  our  lighting  program  by 
over  $2  million.  This  is  part  of  a  new  program  that 
I  will  announce  to  relight  the  entire  city  with  high 
intensity  sodium  vapor  lamps  over  the  next  five 
years. 

3.  We  will  graduate  sixty-eight  new  police 
officers  on  February  6  from  the  Academy.  They 
have  been  trained  longer  and  better  than  any 
recruits  in  the  history  of  the  department  or  any  big 
city  police  department  in  the  country.  They  will  be 
assigned  almost  exclusively  to  the  neighborhoods. 

4.  I  will  file  legislation  that  all  new  police 
officers  —  that  is,  new  men  who  come  on  the  force 
for  the  first  time  —  must  come  from  and  reside 
permanently  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Not  only 
should  new  employees  reside  in  the  city,  but  police 
officers  should  be  recruited  from  and  live  in  the 
neighborhoods  they  patrol. 

5.  By  good  administrative  practice  last  year  250 
more  police  were  out  on  the  street  for  patrol,  and 
we  increased  the  use  of  patrol  cars  in  neighbor- 
hoods in  one  year  by  47  percent.  This  policy  will 
be  expanded. 

6.  I  have  directed  Police  Commissioner  di 
Grazia  that  all  future  police  deployment  policy 
center  on  foot  patrolmen.  The  strategic  placement 
of  foot  patrolmen  living  in  and  working  in 
neighborhoods  —  a  policy  that  was  abandoned  by 
this  city  years  ago  —  will  be  renewed. 

All  these  actions  are  designed  for  a  safer  and 
better  city  in  which  to  live.  And  you  know,  despite 
the  frustrations  and  the  bitterness  and  sometimes 
the  dissension  that  is  apparent  by  a  walkout,  by  a 
parade,  by  a  public  utterance,  a  speech,  or  a  cry, 
even  despite  the  dimensions  of  the  differences 
between  us  that  aren't  even  spoken,  the  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  the  life  of  this  city,  despite  the 
tension  and  trauma  of  the  fall,  is  today  undeniably 
healthier  and  richer  in  balance  than  a  decade  or 
century  ago. 

And  the  strength  of  this  city  flows  not  only 
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from  the  heritage  of  her  past,  but  also  from  the 
hopes  and  the  very  real  prdspects  for  her 
immediate  future,  because  it's  in  that  future  that 
everyone  in  this  room  and  beyond  it  hopes  to  live. 

It's  a  future  which  promises  progress  in  the 
neighborhoods,  more  public  improvements  per 
capita,  more  schools  and  libraries  and  police  and 
fire  stations  and  playgrounds  and  safety  lights  and 
street  improvements  than  in  any  city  in  America, 
more  public  investment  in  the  neighborhoods  in 
the  next  twelve  months  than  in  any  four  years  in 
Boston's  history,  and  that  stands  to  be  challenged 
by  none. 

And  it  is  a  future  which  holds  promise 
downtown  as  well.  Within  the  next  six  weeks  we 
will  announce  the  single  largest  private  develop- 
ment ever  planned  or  built  in  this  city  in  the 
downtown  retail  area. 

Boston,  then,  is  striving  not  only  to  live  but  to 
grow. 

And  her  people  have  demonstrated  a  willingness 
not  only  to  endure  the  hardships  of  the  present  but 
to  reaffirm  their  commitment  to  this  city's  future. 

In  order  to  realize  our  dreams  for  the  future  we 
must  strive  together  with  patience  and  tolerance 
and  understanding,  and  that  is  with  our  enemies  as 
well  as  our  friends,  with  the  understanding  that, 
although  our  city  is  divided  into  neighborhoods, 
differentiated  by  race,  and  distinguished  by 
diversity  and  tradition,  we  are,  all  of  us,  part  of 
one  human  settlement,  and  with  the  understanding 
that  from  these  separate  identities  and  individual 
neighborhoods  comes  our  collective  strength. 

From   that   collective  strength  must  come  the 
spirit  to  face  this  next  new  year  with  courage  and 
compassion  and  a  sense  of  decency  toward  one 
another   -   and  with   the   resolve   that   in  saving 
Boston  we  are,  in  fact,  saving  ourselves  as  a  people 
and  a  civilization. 
And  in  closing  I  want  to  wish  each  and  every 
one  of  you  a  healthy,  a  prosperous,  and  a  peaceful 
new  year.  Thank  you  very  much.  (Applause.) 

Chairman  1ANNELLA:  Thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor, 
for  a  very  fine  address.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  PASSED  BY  THE 
CITY  COUNCIL  DECEMBER  16,  1974, 
CREATING  THE  EDWARD  INGERSOLL 
BROWNE  COMMISSION  AND  DEFINING 
ITS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  31,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  .your  Honor- 
able Body  on  December  16,  1974,  creating  the 
Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Commission  and  defining 
its  powers  and  duties.  My  reasons  for  disapproval 
of  this  measure  are  as  follows: 

1.  Section  1  of  the  ordinance  provides  that 
two  members  of  the  proposed  commission  are 
to  be  elected  by  the  Art  Commission  and  the 
Conservation  Commission.  Under  section  9  of 
the  City  Charter  (St.  1907,  c.  486),  however, 
"all  .  . .  members  of  municipal  boards  .  .  .  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  ..." 

2.  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  provides  that 
the  Commission  shall  have  the  "care,  manage- 
ment, supervision,  and  control  of  the  funds 
bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  Edward 
Ingersoll  Browne"  and  "shall  prudently  invest 
and  reinvest  such  funds."  Section  10  of  chapter 
25  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961v 
however,  declares  that  the  Collector-Treasurer 
shall  have  those  powers  with  respect  to  all 
properties  bequeathed  to  the  city,  unless  the 
donors  have  otherwise  directed. 

3.  Section  3  of  the  ordinance  provides  that, 
even  if  it  were  possible  to  give  the  proposed 
commission  the  power  to  invest  and  reinvest 
the  principle  of  the  bequest,  we  know  such  an 
arrangement  is  impractical.  It  is  well  established 
that  public  boards  may  not  delegate  their 
duties.  Therefore  every  investment  decision  will 
have  to  come  before  the  proposed  commission 
at  a  meeting.  Secondly,  the  proposed  commis- 
sion will  properly  be  composed  of  persons 
skilled  in  the  ornamentation  of  the  city,  not  in 
the  investment  of  its  funds. 

While  it  is  true  that  some  funds  -  notably  those 
of  the  Library  -  have  at  times  done  better  than  the 
funds  under  the  control  of  the  Treasurer,  that- 
deficiency  is  being  rectified  with  the  reorganization 
of  the  Treasury  Department  and  the  employment 
of  investment  counsel. 
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I  shall  in  the  immediate  future  send  you  a  new 
draft  of  an  ordinance  establishing  a  commission  to 
decide  on  the  use  of  the  funds  from  the  Browne 
bequest  which  eliminates  these  difficulties.

An     Ordinance  Creating    the    Edward    Ingersoll 
Browne  Commission  and  Defining  Its  Powers 
and  Duties. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  -There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board 
appointed   by  the   Mayor,   to   be    known   as  the 
Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Commission,  which  shall 


consist  of  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities,  the 
Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  and  the 
President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex  officiis,  a 
commissioner  recommended  by  the  Art  Commis- 
sion, a  commissioner  recommended  by  the 
Conservation  Commission,  a  commissioner  chosen 
from  two  persons  recommended  by  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  a 
commissioner  chosen  from  two  persons  recom- 
mended by  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscapes 
Architects  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Those  members 
appointed  upon  recommendation  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purpose 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  All  members 
shall  serve  without  compensation.  Members  recom- 
mended by  the  Art  Commission  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  those  bodies.  Any  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  in  like  manner  as  the  member  vacating  the 
appointment  for  a  similar  term  as  the  original 
appointee.  The  commission  shall  organize  annually 
and  elect  a  chairman  from  among  its  own 
membership.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Reference  is  made  to  the  order  filed  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  December  9,  1974,  regarding 
Boston's  drinking  water. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  taken  no 
action  to  determine  the  use  of  lead  water  pipe  in 
any  particular  section  of  the  city.  The  problem  of 
the  lead  pipes  is  not  peculiar  to  any  particular 
section. 

The  city  stopped  using  lead  pipe  in  1927. 
Therefore,  any  service  connected  in  1928  or  later 
would  be  copper.  The  services  prior  to  1927  are 


being  replaced  under  contracts  advertised  annually 
for  replacement  of  service  pipes  and  contracts  for 
replacement  of  old  water  mains,  which  include 
replacement  of  lead  services. 

The  total  lead  service  pipe  replaced  last  year  was 
approximately  20.07  miles.  This  figure  does  not 
include  similar  work  being  done  by  ,the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  areas  under  their 
control.  The  Public  Works  Department  does  not 
have  the  facilities  or  contractual  services  available 
to  make  water  analysis  tests.  We  have  recom- 
mended, due  to  the  order  of  Councillor  Tierney, 
that  these  tests  be  made  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  which  has  the  services 
available. 

The  City  Council  can  assist  in  the  elimination  of 
the  danger  inherent  in  lead  pipes  by  continuing 
their  cooperation  of  the  past  several  years,  in 
which  they  have  approved  increased  funding  of 
programs  for  replacement  of  water  mains  and  lead 
services.  In  addition,  the  Council  could  request  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  raise  the  pH 
factor  of  the  supply,  making  it  less  corrosive  to 
lead  pipe  and,  -therefore,  reducing  the  lead  content 
at  the  tap. 

If  the  water  system  under  the  control  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  was  completely  free  of 
lead  pipe,  the  lead  pipe  under  control  of  the 
private  owners  could  still  contribute  to  the  lead 
content  at  the  tap  unless  the  pH  factor  is  raised. 

Due  to  the  vast  number  of  water  accounts, 
approximately  90,000,  the  expenditure  of  the  time 
involved  in  research  and  compilation  of  the 
addresses  of  accounts  that  have  had  lead  services 
would  prohibit  a  reply  to  the  questionnaire  within 
a  time  frame  that  the  order  seems  to  imply  is 
necessary.  The  Public  Works  Department  has  had 
no  reason  to  keep  a  survey  of  the  existing  lead 
services  up  until  now.

INFORMATION  RE  PARKMAN 
HOUSE  AND  PARKMAN  FUND 

The  following  was  received:

I  am  pleased  to  transmit  herewith  information 
regarding  the  Parkman  House  and  Parkman  Fund 
which  was  requested  in  various  orders  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  December  2,  1974. 

1.  Attached  hereto  is  a  statement  prepared  by 
the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  remaining  principal 
in  the  Parkman  Fund,  the  income  of  the  fund  for 
the  twelve-month  period  ended  June  30,  1974,  and 
the  expenditures  charged  to  the  fund  for  the  last 
two  fiscal  periods  of  the  city,  namely,  the  calendar 
year  1972  and  the  eighteen-month  period,  January 
1,    1973,  to  June   30,    1974.  These  expenditures 
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were,  as  usual,  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body 
in  each  year  as  part  of  the  annual  budget  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 

The  principal  of  the  fund  is  invested  and 
reinvested  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  in  accordance 
with  section  10  of  chapter  25  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended  by  chapter  3  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1972. 

2.  With  respect  to  the  order  inquiring  about  the 
use  of  the  Parkman  House.  I  must  point  out  there 
are  no  restrictions  on  the  use  of  the  Parkman 
House  in  the  will  of  George  Francis  Parkman.  The 
house  was  simply  left  to  the  city  in  1908  as  part  of 
the  residue  of  Mr.  Parkman's  estate,  along  with 
securities  and  other  things  of  value  "to  constitute  a 
fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Common 
and  the  Parks  now  existing.  .  .  ."  The  only 
obligation  with  respect  to  the  house,  therefore,  was 
that  it  either  be  sold  or  rented  to  produce  income 
in  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  Parkman  Fund. 

On  April  25.  1910,  Mayor  Fitzgerald  recom- 
mended to  the  City  Council  that  the  house  be  sold 
to  one  L.  Coues  Page.  That  recommendation  was 
rejected  by  the  City  Council  on  May  23,  1910.  On 
September  28,  1910.  Mayor  Fitzgerald  recom- 
mended that  the  city  buy  the  house  from  the 
Parkman  Fund  as  a  headquarters  for  the  Parks 
Department.  Finally,  on  September  4,  1912,  the 
Parks  Department  leased  the  house  for  use  as  its 
headquarters.  It  continued  to  occupy  the  house 
until  1968,  when  it  moved  to  the  New  City  Hall.  It 
was  succeeded  by  the  Institute  of  Contemporary 
Art.  which  occupied  it  until  1972  when  current 
renovation  was  commenced.  It  is  now  leased  to  the 
Public  Facilities  Department. 

Contrary  to  your  assertion,  there  is  no  provision 
in  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  which  precludes 
any  of  the  uses  now  made  of  the  Parkman  House  as 
the  city's  seminar,  conference,  and  distinguished 
visitor's  center,  and  as  headquarters  of  the 
Parkman  Center  for  Urban  Affairs. 

3.  Also  transmitted  with  this  letter  are  materials 
that  should  answer  the  other  questions  raised  in 
your  order.

d.  Expenditures  from  the  income  of  the  George

improvement  of  parks  in  existence  on  January  12, 
1887,  as  provided  for  in  Mr.  Parkman's  will.

Enclosed  is  a  draft  copy  of  the  first  annual 
report  of  the  Parkman  Center  for  Urban  Affairs.  It 
describes  in  some  detail  what  we  have  done  to 
achieve  the  broad  purposes  you  outlined  when  the 
center  was  created. 

As  you  know,  the  first  year  of  our  existence  has 
been  a  combination  of  planning  and  activity.  We 
have  been  hard  at  work  simultaneously  designing 
programs,  getting  them  funded,  and  executing 
them.  The  results  are  displayed  in  the  report,  and  I 
believe  they  are  cause  for  satisfaction. 

I  am  more  convinced  than  ever  that  the  instincts 
which  led  you  to  create  the  center  as  place  where 
the  resources  of  the  private  and  academic 
communities  could  be  tapped  to  help  the  city 
adjust  to  changes  taking  place  was  correct.  The 
greatest  part  of  the  burden  of  the  social  changes 
now  taking  in  the  United  States  is  being  borne, 
unfairly,  by  the  residents  of  large  old  cities  like 
Boston.  We  shall  need  all  the  resources  of  the  city, 
from  the  strength  and  pride  in  our  neighborhoods 
to  the  intellectual  capabilities  of  our  great 
universities,  to  find  humane  and  just  ways  of 
responding  to  the  changes  being  forced  upon  us. 

On  a  personal  note,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the 
leadership  you  have  provided  in  developing  the 
Parkman  Center  and  for  the  continuing  support 
you  have  given  me  as  its  director.  I  hope  our 
programs  and  performance  continue  to  merit  your 
confidence.

EXTENSION  OF  RENT  CONTROL 
FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  January  1  3,  1975. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 
Re:       Extension  of  Rent  Control  for  the  Elderly. 

This  letter  is  in  response  to  your  request  of 
December  27,  1974,  asking  to  be  advised  relative 
to  the  feasibility  of  a  home  rule  amendment  to  the 
existing  Commonwealth  Rent  Control  Statute 
which  would  grant  an  extension  of  the  law  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  based  on  the  fact  that  the  City  has 
such  a  large  proportion  of  elderly  citizens. 

It  would  be  feasible  to  extend  the  local  option 
Rent  Control  Law  of  general  application  by  special 
statute.  However,  the  large  proportion  of  elderly 
citizens  residing  in  Boston  would  be  a  reason  to  (1) 
lobby  for  an  extension  of  the  general  act;  (2)  pass  a 
special  act  similar  to  the  general  act  for  Boston 
alone;  (3)  continue  the  existence  of  the  special 
statutes  allowing  Boston  to  adopt  whatever  form 
of  rent  regulation  it  wishes  (see,  for  example, 
Ordinances  of  1972  -  rent  control  for  federally 
subsidized  housing),  and  thus  the  Council  will  be 
able  to  pass  an  vordinance  to  fill  any  void  created 
by  the  termination  of  the  general  act. 

The  only  difference  between  rent  control  under 
the  general  act  and  rent  control  by  ordinance 
(enabled  by  the  special  statutes,  St.  1969,  c.  797; 
St.  1970,  c.  863;  St.  1971,  c.  843)  would  be  that 
any  ordinance  would  have  to  exempt  all  buildings 
with  less  than  three  units  (but  the  special  statute 
could  be  amended  in  this  regard). 

Thus,  in  my  opinion,  if  the  Council  does  in  fact 
want  rent  control  and  if  the  general  act  is  not 
extended  by  the  General  Court,  it  is  most  feasible 
to  enact  it  by  ordinance  pursuant  to  our  own 
enabling  legislation  which  does  not  expire  in  April 
of  1975.

COST  OF  POLICE  PROTECTION 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Statistics  show  that  the  City  of  Boston 
spends  $78  per  capita  for  police  protection;  and 

Whereas,  The  comparative  cost  for  cities  with  a 
population  ranging  from  500,000  to  1,000,000  is 
only  $18  per  capita;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  pays  more  than 
four  times  the  amount  for  police  protection  paid 
by  other  comparably  sized  cities;  and 

Whereas,  These  per-capita-cost  figures  do  not 
include  additional  expenditures  incurred  with 
police  overtime  pay  as  a  result  of  forced  busing  in 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  high  per-capita  cost  for  a  police 
protection  has  not  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  crime 
as  revealed  in  recent  FBI  statistics  which  showed 
that  the  index  of  crimes  against  persons  and 
property  increased  25  percent  in  Boston  last  year; 
and 

Whereas,  With  the  proposed  valuation  of 
property  at  100  percent  and  the  resulting 
implications  for  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  such  high 
per-capita  expenditures  indicate  an  unusual  per- 
centage of  the  tax  bill  devoted  to  police 
protection;  and 

Whereas,  Every  possible  step  necessary  should  be 
taken  to  ease  the  burden  of  a  spiraling  city  tax 
rate;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  inform  the 
Boston  City  Council  forthwith  as  to  the  reason  for 
the  inordinate  per-capita  amount  expended  for 
police  protection  in  the  light  of  comparative 
figures  and  in  addition  to  the  alarming  increase  of 
crime  as  revealed  in  recent  FBI  statistics.

Whereas,  President  Gerald  R.  Ford's  program  of 
"Whip  Inflation  Now"  is  aimed  at  those  middle- 
income  Americans  who  are  able  to  cut  back  and 
reduce  unnecessary  spending;  and 

Whereas,  Senior  citizens  are  unable  to  cut  back 
on  basic  and  essential  expenditures  due  to  a  fixed 
income;  and 

Whereas,  We  must  be  committed  to  sharing  with 
the  elderly  that  good  life  which  today's  senior 
citizens  so  generously  nurtured;  and 

Whereas,  Major  cutbacks  in  the  Food  Stamp 
Program  would  further  place  the  elderly  at  the 
mercy  of  the  ravages  of  inflationary  food  price 
increases;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  be 
placed  on  record  in  support  of  a  program  that 
would  grant  food  stamps  to  the  elderly  poor  on  a 
priority  basis  and  distribute  these  stamps  at  a 
dollar  ratio  in  proportion  to  the  real  net  income  of 
the  elderly  citizen;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Gerald  R.

STOCKPILED  CIVIL  DEFENSE  SUPPLIES  TO 
BE  MADE  AVAILABLE  TO  RESIDENTS  OF 
BOSTON 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Civil  Defense  Program  as 
previously  administered  by  the  City  of  Boston  has 
been  phased  out;  and 

Whereas,  The  Shelter  Space  Program  created  by 
the  civil  defense  administrators  as  protection  from 
nuclear  fallout  does  remain  intact  but  has 
stockpiled  foodstuffs  produced  more  than  a  decade 
ago;  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  in  various  stockpiles 
sufficient  food  to  feed  10,000,000  people  for  two 
months;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  Mr.  Louis  F.  Saba,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Director  of  Civil 
Defense,  there  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston 
2,779,000  pounds  of  high-nutrient  biscuits  stored 
in  public  and  private  shelter  areas;  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  Boston  City  Hall 
sufficient  foodstuffs  for  20,000  persons;  and 

Whereas,  The  current  Civil  Defense  Program 
does  not  include  the  utilization  of  the  decade-old 
biscuits,  but  rather  depends  upon  food  that 
individuals  will  bring  to  the  shelter  in  case  of 
nuclear  attack;  and 

Whereas,  Supplies  in  current  shelter  areas  were 
stockpiled  under  a  federally  funded  program  that 
originated   in   the   early   1960s  and  consequently

were  donated  to  the  residents  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  high-nutrient  biscuits  belong  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  therefore  responsibility  for 
the  allocation  of  the  foodstuffs  rests  with  the  city; 
and

Whereas,  The  United  States  Senate  Committee 
on  Nutrition  has  been  informed  of  the  availability 
of  these  commodities  and  could  be  instrumental  in 
aiding  the  distribution  of  foodstuffs  to  the  needy 
throughout  the  world;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  Boston  have  for  long 
supported  and  championed  the  cause  of  oppressed 
people  across  the  nation  and  indeed  the  world; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  that  his  Honor  the  mayor  compile  a  list 
forthwith  of  stockpiled  high-nutrient  biscuits  that 
might  be  available  to  the  world's  starving  and  in 
joint  cooperation  with  the  federal  government 
assist  in  the  distribution  of  such  valuable 
foodstuffs;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  all  supplies  stockpiled  in  shelter 
areas  that  are  no  longer  essential  to  the  Civil 
Defense  Program  be  utilized  by  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

AUTHORIZING  COLLECTOR-TREASURER  TO 
ACCEPT  CETA  GRANT  OF  $5,600,000 
AND  FILING  OF  APPLICATION  BY 
MAYOR'S  OFFICE  OF  COMMERCE  AND 
MANPOWER 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  15,  1975. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

I  enclose  herewith,  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt,  a 
proposed  order  authorizing  the  application  for  and 
the  expenditure  of  funds  under  the  Emergency 
Jobs  and  Unemployment  Assistance  Act  of  1974, 
which  is  designated  as  Title  VI  of  the  Com- 
prehensive Employment  and  Training  Act  of  1973. 
I  have  also  attached  a  proposal  for  the  expenditure 
of  those  funds  which  was  developed  by  the  Office 
of  Commerce  and  Manpower.  That  office  will 
oversee  the  conduct  of  this  program. 

As  you  know,  on  December  31,  1974,  President 
Ford  signed  legislation  providing  funds  for 
unemployment  insurance  and  the  creation  of  an 
Emergency  Jobs  Program.  This  legislation  provides 
Boston  an  allocation  of  $5,5  38,000  to  create 
temporary  jobs  in  special  projects  of  one  year's 
duration.  These  new  funds  are  in  addition  to,  and 
should  not  be  confused  with,  the  city's  Public 
Employment  Program  funded  under  Title  II  of  the 
Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training  Act  of 
1973  (CETA).  The  Title  II  program  is  a  permanent 
part  of  the  CETA  manpower  delivery  system, 
whereas  the  Emergency  Jobs  Program  is  designed 
to  be  shortlived  and  to  address  itself  to  our  current 
economic  crisis  and  extraordinarily  high  unemploy- 
ment rate. 

The  Congressional  and  Presidential  intent  in  this 
legislation  was  clearly  to  place  unemployed  people 
in  jobs  as  quickly  as  possible.  Boston  submitted  an 
initial  application  for  the  funds  on  January  8.  We 
are  now  prepared  to  submit  our  final  program 
proposal  and  begin  hiring.  The  past  two  weeks  have 
been  devoted  to  a  major  effort  to  design  an 
employment  program  which  will  serve  Boston's 
neediest   citizens  and  improve  the  quality  of  city

services.     We     believe     our     plan     meets    these 
objectives. 

For  these  reasons  I  encourage  you  to  give  the 
attached  order  your  earliest  possible  consideration.

This  letter  $  in  reference  to  the  City  Council 
resolution  passed  on  December  27,  1974,  au- 
thorizing acceptance  by  the  City  of  Boston  of  a 
federal  grant  of  S888,000  for  the  city's  Model  City 
Program.  Said  resolution  contains  six  stipulations. 
It  is  stipulation  No.  1,  "That  none  of  these  funds 
shall  be  used  for  travel  outside  the  Commonwealth 
unless  specifically  required,  in  writing,  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development," 
which  is  the  subject  of  this  letter. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  chief  executive  officer  and 
the  local  government  body  have  the  responsibility 
for  the  development,  implementation,  and  per- 
formance of  the  Model  City  program.  The 
establishment  of  priorities  and  the  allocation  of 
resources  is  the  prerogative  of  the  chief  executive 
officer.  In  our  effort  to  support  local  control  and 
responsibility  we  have  net  encouraged  HUD  review 
of  administrative  budgets  in  the  past,  and  as  of 
Fiscal  Year  1974,  such  reviews  were  totally 
eliminated  by  this  department.  The  criteria  for 
eligible  and  ineligible  expenses  are  contained  in 
Model  Cities  3100.8,  chapter  4  "Eligible  and 
Ineligible  Costs."  In  that  chapter  in  section  14,  M, 
"Travel,"  the  following  policy  is  stated  in  reference 
to  ineligible  travel  expenses,  "costs  in  excess  of 
those  allowed  by  the  local  government  for  its 
equivalent  employees." 

Since  this  department  does  not  review  the  Model 
City  administrative  budget  and,  in  addition,  since 
the  criteria  for  eligible  travel  expense  is  that 
applied  by  the  city  to  its  constituent  departments, 
it  would  not  be  proper  for  this  office  to 
specifically  approve  or  disapprove  out-of-state 
travel  by  Model  City  officials.  The  establishment 
and  enforcement  of  travel  regulations  in  this 
instance  is  clearly  a  local  responsibility.  This 
department  will  actively  review  the  eligibility  of 
such  an  expenditure  only  at  the  time  of  audit. 

Based  upon  the  above,  you  are  advised  that 
stipulation  No.  1  of  the  City  Council  resolution 
C  ntains  a  local  policy  in  which  this  office  will  not 
take  an  active  role.  Our  position  is  based  upon  the 
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principle    of    local    control    of   the    Model    City 
program.

Whereas,  According  to  the  Regional  Manpower 
Administrator,  Lawrence  Rogers,  Boston  will  lose 
much  of  the  funding  provided  for  federally 
financed  public  service  jobs  (CETA)  if  the  hiring 
process  administered  by  the  city's  Department  of 
Commerce  and  Manpower  does  not  speed  up;  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Rogers  has  been  publicly  quoted  in 
Boston  newspapers  threatening  to  find  other  ways 
and  other  cities  to  disperse  the  funds;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  already 
received  $6,000,000  to  provide  jobs  for  800 
persons,  and  could  receive  an  additional 
$7,000,000  for  more  than  1,000  new  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  is  in  jeopardy  of  its  right  to 
run  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training 
Program  (CETA)  if  it  does  not  replan  and  spend  its 
funds  and  hire  persons  by  January  31,  1975;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  sufficient  time  to 
determine  the  most  deserving  applicants,  since 
applications  have  been  accumulating  from  July  1, 
1974; and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  significantly 
improved  the  hiring  process  more  than  one  month 
ago  with  the  introduction  of  a  lottery  system  that 
assigns  applicants  a  number  and  they  are 
subsequently  placed  in  preferential  categories  that 
applicants  qualify  for,  including  veterans,  un- 
employed heads  of  households,  and  'welfare 
recipients;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  apparent  inactivity  in

innocent  schoolchildren;  and 
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Whereas,  The  forcible  busing  of  schoolchildren 
has  occurred  as  a  result  of  federal  court  edicts;  and 

Whereas,  Although  Congress  has  reasserted  its 
independence  from  the  executive  branch  of 
government,  it  now  faces  a  similar  usurpation  of 
power  by  the  judiciary;  and 

Whereas,  The  founding  fathers  intended  our 
government  to  be  divided  equally  in  power  among 
three  separate  branches,  each  one  possessing  a 
check  and  balance  upon  the  other;  and 

Whereas,  The  time  has  come  to  eliminate  the 
spectre  of  forced  busing,  which  is  so  alien  to  the 
American  dream  of  life  in  a  secure  environment, 
with  liberty  to  make  choices  and  to  pursue  those 
goals  that  guarantee  lifelong  happiness;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
respectfully  urges  the  ninety-fourth  Congress  to  be 
the  responsive  instrument  of  a  beleaguered  people, 
redressing  the  manifested  judicial  disregard  for  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land,  our  nation's  most 
cherised  and  indestructible  guarantor  of  the  rights 
of  the  people  -  the  United  States  Constitution; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  be 
placed  on  record  in  support  of  the  filing  of  bills  in 
the  94th  Congress  that  will 

1.  Limit  the  jurisdiction  of  federal  courts 
with  respect  to  public  schools  to  issue  forced 
busing  orders  in  order  to  achieve  racial  balance. 

2.  Postpone  any  present  busing  order  to 
achieve  racial  balance  in  schools  until  all 
appeals  in  connection  with  such  orders  have 
been  exhausted. 

3.  Retain  and  enhance  the  neighborhood 
school  concept. 

4.  Amend  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  to 
provide  for  freedom  of  choice  in  student 
assignment  in  public  schools. 

5.  Reopen  applications  of  any  federal 
educational  agency  that  depend  upon  court 
desegreation  plans  in  the  name  of  civil  rights 
acts  and  modify  these  applications  to  comply 
with  the  above  provisions. 

6.  Prohibit,  through  the  enactment  of  a 
constitutional  amendment,  the  forcible  busing 
of  our  schoolchildren.

Whereas,  The  Ukrainian  Independence  Day  in 
Boston  will  be  celebrated  on  January  22,  1975, 
commemorating  the  fifty-seventh  anniversary  of 
the  proclamation  of  the  free  Ukrainian  National 
Republic;  and 


Whereas,  Despite  the  many  conflicts  for  world 
freedom  the  Ukrainian  people  continue  to  struggle 
to  gain  freedom  and  national  statehood  for  their 
beautiful  land  in  the  economically  abundant  region 
of  the  Ukraine,  which  is  still  under  Communist 
control;  and 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  Ukrainian  patriots 
languish  in  Russian  Communist  prisons  as  a  result 
of  their  fight  for  the  restoration  of  national  and 
human  rights  in  the  Ukraine;  and 

Whereas,  Valentyn  Moroz,  who  has  become  a 
symbol  of  Ukraine's  current  struggle  for  national 
rights  and  liberties  by  enduring  145  days  of  a 
hunger  strike  at  the  Valdimir  Prison  outside 
Moscow,  continues  to  be  imprisoned  for  his 
freedom  fight  for  the  Ukraine;  and 

Whereas,  The  world  council  known  as  the 
United  Nations  is  continually  ignoring  the  plight  of 
those  enslaved  people  of  eastern  Europe  who  were 
promised  freedom  and  self-government  but  whose 
right  have  been  ignored;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  concerned  for  the  relatives  and  friends  of  its 
many  American  citizens  of  Ukrainian  ancestry 
residing  here  in  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  appeals 
to  our  national  leaders  to  press  the  Soviet 
government  to  free  the  Ukrainian  patriots,  such  as 
Valentyn  Moroz,  L.  Plyushch,  L.  Lukianenko,  E. 
Sverstiuk,  and  V.  Chornovil,  from  imprisonment  in 
the  Soviet  jails  and  to  exert  through  the  United 
Nations  all  the  effort  possible  to  bring  about 
freedom  for  these  enslaved  people  of  the  Ukraine.

COMMISSIONER  OF  ELDERLY  AFFAIRS  TO 
IMPLEMENT  "GROCERY  ON  WHEELS" 
PROGRAM 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  elderly  citizens  of  Boston  have 
been  repeatedly  victimized  when  grocery  shopping 
-  particularly  those  senior  citizens  who  live  in 
housing  projects  and  otheT  high  crime  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Special  bus  services  have  been  curtailed 
due  to  cutbacks  in  social  welfare  programs;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  an  intolerable  situation  when  the 
elderly  citizens  of  Boston  are  forced  to  go  without 
basic  needs  because  they  are  afraid  to  travel 
between  their  homes  and  shopping  centers  in  their 
community;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  that  the  city  adopt 
innovative  measures  to  provide  the  necessities  of 
life  to  our  senior  citizens  and  maximize  protection 
of  senior  citizens  from  robbery  and  assault;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Elderly 
Affairs  shall  within  sixty  days  of  this  order 
implement  a  "Grocery  on  Wheels"  for  the  elderly 
of  Boston  along  the  following  lines: 

1.  Special  buses  to  be  secured  and  converted 
into  "minigrocery  stores"  equipped  with 
shelves  and  refrigeration. 

2.  Cooperative  agreements  to  be  made 
between  the  sponsoring  agency  and  local 
supermarket  chains  so  that  the  cost  to  the 
elderly  for  goods  would  not  be  prohibitive  in 
view  of  their  fixed  income. 
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3.  The  buses  could  make  regular  visits  to 
strategic  locations  on  a  weekly  or  biweekly 
basis,  and  the  goods  could  be  sold  to  the  senior 
citizens  within  a  few  yards  of  their  homes. 

4.  Since  there  are  existing  escort  services  in 
many  housing  projects  for  elderly  citizens, 
these  services  could  be  coordinated  with  the 
"Grocery  on  Wheels"  Program  to  insure  an  even 
greater  degree  of  security  for  elderly  shoppers. 

5.  Once  the  program  is  in  full  operation 
additional  funding  could  be  sought  through 
existing  federal  and  state  agencies  so  that  the 
"Grocery  on  Wheels"  could  be  expanded  to 
reach  as  many  of  our  elderly  as  possible,  so  that 
they  may  be  sure  of  obtaining  the  basic  needs 
and  necessities  of  life,  as  is  their  right.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

Consistent  with  the  maintenance  of  the  high 
quality  service  deliverynhat  is  the  tradition  of  this 
department,  I  respectfully  request  your  considera- 
tion of  a  supplementary  budget  for  the  con- 
tinuation and  improvement  of  the  number  two 
professional  services  listed  below,  under  account 
number  40813.  The  request  covers  the  delivery  of 
professional  contractual  services  that  I  believe 
essential  in  providing  a  humane  rehabilitative 
environment  to  the  inmates  of  the  Suffolk  County 
House  of  Correction. 

The  request  involving  legal  service  to  inmates  is 
in  response  to  the  growing  body  of  case  law 
indicating  the  need  for  greater  vigilance  on  behalf 
of  correctional  administrators  towards  the  pro- 
tection of  civil  rights  and  due  process  for 
institutional  inmates. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  economic  and 
administrative  efficiency  of  the  Suffolk  County 
House  of  Correction  can  and  will  improve 
measurably  with  the  approval  and  execution  of  the 
proposed  management  study.  Current  procedures 
are  too  often  a  function  of  the  outmoded  tenets  of 
our  predecessors  in  penal  management. 

The  therapeutic  recreation  appropriation  will 
insure  the  availability  of  recreational  activity  for 
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inmates  regardless  of  their  individual  ability  or 
interest,  and  directly  addresses  one  of  the  difficult 
problems  facing  any  correctional  institution  -  the 
frustration,  boredom,  and  inevitable  unrest  that 
grows  out  of  monotony. 

An  additional  dental  care  appropriation  will 
allow  for  the  delivery  of  dental  services  on  a 
preventive  basis  and  insure  the  high  standard  of 
care  not  previously  available  to  inmates. 

The  Offender  Manpower  Services  Program  will 
provide  stipends  to  inmates  based  on  maintenance 
work  performed  at  the  institution.  There  is  a  clear 
economy  involved  in  assigning  inmates  to  institu- 
tional maintenance,  but  the  therapeutic  values  to 
Be  realized  by  making  these  men  responsible  for 
their  assignments,  providing  an  opportunity  to 
become  tangibly  productive,  and  providing  training 
in  skills  and  work  habits  can  be  critical  in  creative 
rehabilitative  efforts. 

Under  the  category  of  institutional  maintenance, 
your  approval  of  supplementary  appropriation  can 
be  of  tremendous  value  in  addressing  the  most 
pressing     need     facing     the     institution  the 

provision  of  a  sanitary,  decent  environment.  This 
appropriation  will  contribute  toward  modern  trash 
collection,  sorely  needed  upgrading  and  mainte- 
nance of  residential  facilities  and  sanitation 
equipment,  and  the  efficient  operation  of  heating, 
electrical,  and  automotive  equipment. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  emphasize  my 
concern  over  these  issues,  assure  you  that  I  have 
examined  the  proposed  supplement  in  minute 
detail,  and  that  these  expenditures  are  ultimately 
in  the  interest  of  the  most  economic  operation  of 
an  effective  correctional  effort  by  this  department.

During  a  severe  storm  with  high  winds  in 
February,  1974,  building  materials  and  other 
debris  from  the  construction  of  the  new  State 
Office  Building  (McCormack  Building)  was  blown 
on  to  the  roof  of  the  old  Suffolk  County  Court 
House  Building,  doing  considerable  damage.  As  this 
condition  created  an  extreme  emergency  it  was 
necessary  to  make  immediate  repairs  to  the  roof 
and  gutters,  in  order  to  protect  the  contents  of  the 
building  from  further  damage. 

The  work  entailed  represented  an  expenditure  of 
approximately  $6,000.  The  Court  House  Com- 
mission contacted  the  contractor  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  State  Office  Building,  and  as  a 
result  the  insurance  companies  reimbursed  the 
Court  House  Custodian  Department  in  the  amount 
of  $6,000. 

This  was  received  in  the  form  of  two  checks  - 
one  from  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Company  and 
Vappi  &  Co.,  the  principal  contractor  in  the 
amount  of  $3,300,  and  from  the  Hartford 
Insurance  Company,  the  insurers  of  Acme 
Plastering  Company,  the  subbidder  involved  in  the 
contract,  in  the  amount  of  $2,800.

Pursuant  to  a  City  Council  order  passed 
December  16.  1974,  the  following  information  is 
supplied. 
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1 .  "Fringe  Benefits"  totaling  $87,506  have  been 
billed  to  the  Model  Cities  Administration  from 
1969  through  1974.  These  billings  represent  the 
expenditure  the  City  of  Boston  has  made  toward 
the  premiums  for  health  and  life  insurance  for 
employees  of  the  Model  City  Administration. 

2.  The  "fringe  benefits"  percentage  charged  to 
city  departments  that  receive  federal  funds  is 
derived  from  a  buildup  of: 

Retirement,  13.007  percent;  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation, .274  percent;  Health  Insurance,  1.921 
percent  -  total,  $15,202. 

The  total,  15.202  percent  is  applied  to  the 
monthly  payroll  and  is  billed  to  the  individual 
grant  by  special  draft.  To  date  $69,628  has  been 


billed  to  the  applicable  grants  for  fringe  benefits, 
and  $262,052  has  been  billed  for  indirect  costs. 
The  indirect  cost  percentage  of  8.1  percent  to  be 
applied  to  total  monthly  expenditures,  was  arrived 
at  by  an  overhead  study  performed  by  Arthur 
Young  &  Co.  This  overhead  percentage  of  8.1 
percent  applies  to  all  federal  grants  in  the  Mayor's 
special  activities  departments.  The  system  of  billing 
the  federal  grants  for  fringe  benefits  and  indirect 
costs  was  not  instituted  until  December,  1973.  The 
BRA,  BHA  and  MTTA  make  a  contribution 
towards  retirement  costs.  This  contribution  is 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Insurance  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  is  based  on  the  ratio  of  salaries 
of  active  employees  of  the  agencies  to  the  total 
payroll  of  the  members  of  the  retirement  system.

In  response  to  the  City  Council  resolution  of 
January  13.  1975.  as  submitted  by  Councilwoman 
Louise  Day  Hicks,  relating  to  the  current  status  of 
civil  defense  survival  biscuits  stored  in  shelters 
located  within  757  buildings,  both  public  and 
private,  within  the  City  of  Boston,  I  am  submitting 
the  following  information  and  recommendations. 

The  "high  nutrient  biscuits"  referred  to  in  the 
Council  resolution  are  cereal-based  shelter  rations, 
and  packed  in  weather-resistant  fiberboard  cases 
containing  two  five-gallon  cans  per  case.  While 
these  shelter  supplies  are  at  least  nine  years  old, 
most  of  them  are  expected  to  have  considerable 
additional  usable  life.  Samples  of  the  supplies  have 
been  examined  each  year  by  the  United  States 
Army  and  Air  Force  Veterinary  Service.  Their 
findings  have  consistently  indicated  that  these 
survival  biscuits  have  not  deteriorated  sufficiently 
to  materially  affect  their  nutritive  value  and  are 
not  considered  to  be  harmful  to  health. 

Since  the  abolition  of  the  Civil  Defense  Agency, 
in  early  197  3,  there  has  not  been  a  staff  to  provide 
for  the  effective  management  or  control  of  these 
supplies;  however,  our  records  indicate  the 
following: 

Total  number  of  stocked  facilities,  757. 

Total  number  of  tons  currently  within  the  above 
facilities,  1,279.5. 

Number  of  tons  recently  withdrawn  from 
Boston  for  use  in  Bangladesh,  1 10.  These  1 10  tons 
shipped  to  Bangladesh,  about  eight  months  ago, 
were  funded  and  coordinated  under  a  federal  civil 
preparedness  agency.  No  local  assistance  was 
provided  other  than  my  approval  to  release  this 
amount  to  them  for  removal  and  shipment  overseas 
to  the  point  of  destination. 


I  have  been  informed  by  the  Federal  Defense 
Civil  Preparedness  Agency,  Region  No.  1,  Maynard, 
that  any  subsequent  withdrawals  for  local  com- 
munities across  the  nation  to  be  used  overseas 
would  most  probably  be  conducted  by  the  Federal 
Agency  for  International  Development,  which  is  an 
arm  of  the  State  Department. 

Essentially,  the  major  consideration  in  the 
distribution  of  these  supplies  to  the  needy 
throughout  the  world  would  lie  directly  in  cost 
factor  relative  to  the  following: 

1.  Manpower  requirement  to  pull  these 
supplies  out  of  the  basements  within  the  757 
buildings  in  Boston. 

2.  Trucking  requirements  to  move  these 
supplies  from  the  particular  building  location  to 
the  point  of  departure. 

3.  Provision  of  necessary  shipping  at  the 
point  of  departure  for  overseas. 

4.  Manpower  to  place  these  supplies  from 
the  trucks  onto  the  ships. 

Obviously  this  costly  endeavor  is  well  out  of  the 
scope  of  any  local  community  to  contemplate.  It 
is,  therefore,  a  federal  obligation,  with  the  local 
communities  cooperating  in  identifying  the  given 
location  where  the  stocks  are  located  and  the 
permission  to  remove  same  for  shipment. 

In  the  last  paragraph  of  Mrs.  Hicks's  resolution 
there  is  a  reference  made  to  the  possibility  that 
these  supplies  may  be  "utilized  by  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston."  May  I  suggest  that  however 
austere  the  food  diet  of  certain  residents  of  Boston 
is,  one  should  be  cautious  in  considering  this 
approach,  since  the  supplies  have  shown  a  degree 
of  rancidity  in  taste  in  certain  locations.  Although 
this  rancidity  in  no  way  affects  the  life-sustaining 
value  of  the  supplies,  they  could  well  be 
unacceptable  to  residents  of  Boston  in  any 
situation  other  than  a  full-scale  disaster  where 
there  was  a  near  total  cut-off  of  normal  food 
supply  to  the  people.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I  have  a  copy  of  the  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  asking  you  to  secure  from  me  the  reasons 
why  I  did  not  enter  an  appearance  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  case  of  Town  of  Sudbury  v. 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 
which  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
on  December  24,  1974.  The  Council  order  also 
asks  what  action  I  plan  to  take  in  representing  the 
best  interests  of  the  homeowners  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  the  Sudbury  case. 

1 .  I  did  not  enter  an  appearance  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the  Sudbury  case,  because 
I  felt  certain  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  would 
grant  the  relief  which  Sudbury  sought,  namely, 
declaring  that  the  Commissioner  of  Corpora- 
tions and  Taxation  should  more  actively  press 
cities  and  towns  to  arrive  at  100  percent 
valuation.  That  is  what  the  .statute  (G.L.  c.  58, 
ss.1-8)  requires.  In  fact,  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  did  declare  that  the  Commissioner  should 
be  more  aggressive,  and  required  him  to  report 
back  to  the  court  within  six  months  what  he 
intended  to  do. 

2.  That  brings  me  to  the  second  question 
asked  by  the  Council,  having  to  do  with  the 
remedial  phase.  In  that  respect  we  will  study 
with  care  the  report  which  the  Commissioner 
makes  to  the  court  ftand  ask  the  court  to  hear 
the  City  of  Boston's  comments  upon  it.  You 
may  be  sure  that  we  will  make  every  effort  to 
protect  the  interests  of  property  owners  in  the 
city,  as  they  may  be  affected  by  any  decision 
the  court  finally  reaches. 

3.  As  you  have  correctly  indicated  in  your 
several  actions  since  the  opinion  in  the  Sudbury 
case,  real  relief  from  the  crushing  burden  of  the 
propery  tax  is  to  be  found  elsewhere  than  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  For  these  reasons 
we  have  prepared,  and  you  have  filed, 
legislation  which  would  permit  assessors  to 
consider  other  factors  than  sales  prices  in 
valuing  property,  to  subject  properties  leased 
by  the  Port  Authority  for  business  purposes  to 
taxation,  to  relieve  Boston  of  some  of  the 
burden  of  tax-exempt  properties  and  a 
constitutional  amendment  which  would  allow 
different  classes  of  property  to  be  valued  at 
different  rates.  We  are  also  actively  defending  a 
suit  commenced  by  the  City  of  Maiden  and 
others  on  December  27,  1974,  in  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  which  would  nullify  the  effect  of 
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a  favorable  decision  which  the  city  obtained  in 
November  from  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  with 
respect  to  its  equalized  valuation.  On  our 
success  in  this  case  depends  a  substantial 
amount  of  the  state  aid  which  the  city  will 
receive  in  the  next  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1,  1975.  Four  assistant  corporation  counsel 
have  been  assigned  to  that  critical  litigation.  We 
are  also  supporting  legislation  which  would 
revise  the  distribution  formula  for  state  aid. 
And  we  are  commencing  a  suit  to  require  the 
Commonwealth  to  reimburse  us  for  the  greater 
burden  of  tax-exempt  institutions  which 
Boston  bears  compared  to  other  Massachusetts 
cities  and  towns.

Whereas,  New  England  is  twice  as  reliant  on  oil 
as  any  other  region  of  the  country  and  would  pay 
higher  costs  in  comparison  with  other  forms  of 
fuel;  and 

Whereas,  Prior  increased  energy  costs  have 
already  overburdened  the  people  of  New  England, 
contributing  to  the  recessed  economy  and  creating 
a  continued  rise  of  unemployment;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  Boston  have  been 
especially  oppressed  with  unemployment,  in- 
flationary prices,  and  recessionary  economic 
trends;  and 

Whereas,  Many  homes  in  Boston  are  heated  by 
oil  and  require  many  gallons  to  insure  a 
comfortable  room  temperature  during  our 
notoriously  cold  New  England  winter  months;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  apparent  that,  in  President  Ford's 
desire  to  take  positive  action,  once  again  the 
people  of  Boston  and  indeed  New  England  have 
been  used  unfairly  in  energy  program  attempts; 
and

economic  survival  of  a  beleaguered  New  England 
people,  must  be  carefully  scrutinized  and  assessed;

Redevelopment  Authority  never  gave  them  permis- 
sion for  this  construction  and  more  important  than 
the  money  involved,  is  the  usurping  of  the  rights  of 
the  public  by  a  private  individual  for  his  benefit 
and  gain  by  this  construction,  which  cuts  off  and 
takes  up  part  of  the  public  way  to  which  the  public 
is  entitled;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  responsible  agencies  of  the 
city  take  whatever  action  is  needed  to  immediately 
restore  the  rights  of  the  public  by  forthwith 
ordering  the  demolition  of  the  construction,  thus 
restoring  to  the  public  that  which  they  have  a  right 
to  and  which  was  brazenly  and  illegally  taken  from 
them  by  a  private  individual  for  a  cocktail  lounge

1.  The  number  of  ambulances  operated  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals: 

a.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
Ambulance  Fleet  consists  of  eight  ambulances. 

b.  Four  are  old  models  (1967  -  1971),  have 
heavy  mileage,  are  fully  equipped,  but  do  not 
meet  state  and  federal  standards  for  size  of 
patient  area. 

c.  Four  are  new  modular  ambulances  but 
meet  all  state  standards. 

d.  Two  new  modular  ambulances  are  pres- 
ently on  order. 

2.  The  locations  where  these  ambulances  are 
stationed  and  the  hours  they  are  stationed: 

8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.,  six  ambulances  —  one 
ambulance,  District  1;  one  ambulance,  District 
2;  one  ambulance,  District  7  (East  Boston); 
three  ambulances,  Ambulance  Station  (Albany 
Street). 

4  p.m.  to  12  midnight,  six  ambulances  -  one 
ambulance,  District  1;  one  ambulance,  District 
2;  one  ambulance,  District  7  (East  Boston); 
three  ambulances,  Ambulance  Station  (Albany 
Street). 

12  midnight  to  8  a.m.,  three  ambulances  — 
one  ambulance,  District  7  (East  Boston);  two 
ambulances,  Ambulance  Station  (Albany 
Street). 

3.  What  steps  are  being  taken  or  will  be 
taken  to  improve  the  ambulance  services 
provided  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals: 

a.  Recognizing  the  need  for  developing  an 
effective  city-wide  ambulance  service,  the 
department  established  and  recruited  for  the 
position  of  Director  of  Emergency  Service, 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals.  Dr.  Jerold 
Ramp  is  the  current  incumbent  in  this  position. 

b.  Training  of  Personnel.  The  department  is 
a  leader  in  the  training  of  emergency  service 
personnel.  Not  only  have  we  trained  emergency 
medical  technicians  (EMTs)  for  our  own 
institution  but  we  have  trained  a  large  number 
of  EMTs  for  other  institutions,  including  other 
city  departments.  Four  state  and  federally 
approved  (DOT)  81-hour  emergency  medical 
technician  (EMT)  courses  have  been  developed 
and  given  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  Emergency  Medical  Services  in  the 
past  year.  Federal  and  state  standards  for  a 
state-approved  ambulance  service  require  all 
ambulance  personnel  to  be  registered  EMTs  by 
July  1,  1977.  In  this  area  the  department  is  far 
ahead  of  schedule  -  more  than  80  percent 
(80%)  of  the  department's  ambulance  personnel 


are  now  registered  EMTs;  five  men  of 
retirement  age  will  be  leaving  within  the  year, 
bringing  the  retirement-adjusted  figure  to 
greater  than  90  percent  of  the  service-trained; 
and  the  majority  of  the  remaining  men  have 
signed  up  for  courses  that  are  being  given  now 
or  that  will  start  within  the  next  two  months. 
With  this  series  of  consecutive  training  pro- 
grams the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  of 
Emergency  Medical  Services  has  become  a  focal 
point  for  EMT  training.  Four  of  our  EMTs  are 
now  state-certified  instructors  and  give  courses 
in  our  own  institution  as  well  as  other 
institutions. 

c.  Leadership  in  EMS  Planning.  The  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department  of  Emergency 
Services  is  very  active  in  EMS  planning  for  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  metropolitan  region. 
The  department  wrote  a  grant  proposal  for  a 
city-wide  ambulance  service  which  became  a 
significant  and  essential  part  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health's  grant  submission 
to  HEW.  The  state  plan  was  funded  for  $1.9 
million.  The  city  plan  calls  for  twelve  fully 
equipped  federally  approved  ambulances  sta- 
tioned in  satellite  units,  staffed  by  two 
registered  EMTs  and  controlled  by  a  central 
communication  system  with  computer  capa- 
bility for  data  collection.  This  plan  is  being 
followed  in  our  efforts  to  expand  and  improve 
the  department's  ambulance  service  for  the 
entire  city. 

d.  In  February,  1974,  a  cost  analysis  was 
prepared  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  for  expansion  of  the  Emergency 
Ambulance  Service  to  provide  city-wide  cover- 
age. 

e.  New  Management  and  Supervision.  In 
March  of  1974  a  new  superintendent  assumed 
leadership  and  day  to  day  supervision  of  the 
Ambulance  Service.  The  effect  was  a  tightening 
up  of  the  entire  operation,  with  a  marked 
increase  in  performance  figures.  Problems  with 
the  vehicles  were  attended  to  as  well  as  certain 
chronic  problems  with  some  of  the  personnel, 
resulting  in  Health  and  Hospitals  performing 
slightly  greater  than  50  percent  of  the 
emergency  ambulance  service  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

f.  Implementation  of  Central  Dispatch.  Ar- 
rangements have  been  made  with  Deputy 
Superintendent  Bradley  of  the  Police  Com- 
munications Center  to  move  in  six  trained 
Health  and  Hospitals  emergency  ambulance 
dispatchers.  This  would  allow  for  more  efficient 
communications  and  less  log  time  in  dis- 
patching ambulances.  Eventually  this  will  link 
in  with  police  computer-aided  dispatch  pro- 
grams. 

g.  Thirty  additional  EMTs  are  included  in 
the  budget  for  the  next  year  and  have  tentative 
approval.  These  men  will  staff  the  additional 
ambulances  to  provide  city-wide  coverage  as 
federal  and  state  monies  become  available. 

h.  Application  for  New  Ambulances.  Two 
new  modular  fully  equipped  ambulances  are  on 
order.     An    application     is     presently     being 
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prepared  for  four  to  six  additional  ambulances, 
which  will  be  partially  funded  from  the  public 
health  grant  and  Department  of  Transportation 
funds.  If  we  are  successful  in  our  application 
these  ambulances  will  be  modular  in  design  and 
will  meet  all  state  and  federal  regulations.  These 
ambulances  will  be  placed  in  satellite  stations 
throughout  the  city  and  will  provide  first-class 
emergency  ambulance  service  for  all  areas  of 
the  city.  The  plan  of  operation  is  as  follows: 

8   a.m.  to  4  p.m.,  ten  ambulances  (satellite 
stations);   4    p.m.    to    12    midnight,    ten  am- 
bulances (satellite  stations);  12  midnight  to  8 
a.m.,  five  ambulances  (satellite  stations).

TRANSFER  OF  APPROPRIATION  OF 
$3,100,000  TO  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPART- 
MENT; TRANSFER  OF  APPROPRIATION 
OF  $175,000  TO  ACQUIRE  LAND  FOR 
PARKS  AND  CONSERVATION  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

As  part  of  the  annual  capital  budget  submis- 
sion, in  addition  to  the  annual  capital  loan  order, 
cash  appropriations,  and  the  usual  appropriation  of 
Parkman  Fund  income,  I  am  recommending  certain 
orders  for  the  utilization  of  cash  proceeds  from 
sales  of  city  property  over  the  past  year.  Section 
63  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  provides  that 
such  income  be  reserved  generally  for  purposes  the 
city  would  otherwise  borrow  for.  To  so  use  it  saves 
the  city  the  costs  of  interest  for  borrowing  for 
these  projects. 

The  law  specifically  reserves  the  proceeds  from 
sale  of  parkland  to  be  reused  only  in  this  area. 
Therefore  I  am  submitting  one  of  these  orders  so  as 
to  devote  this  income  back  to  acquisition  and  thus 
preservation  of  such  scarce  resources  for  the  city. 

The  other  order  is  from  the  general  sales 
account,  not  so  closely  reserved  by  the  law,  and 
could  have  been  devoted  to  most  of  the  projects  in 
the  overall  capital  budget.  This  cash  having  come 
from  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  Dorchester  Avenue  to 
the  Postal  Service,  however,  it  is  suggested  as 
appropriate  to  apply  it  to  projects  for  the  Public 
Works  Department,  which  costs  equal  this  amount. 

I  respectfully  recommend  these  two  orders  for 
your  approval.

APPROPRIATION  OF  $280,000  FROM

Together  with  the  annual  capital  loan  order, 
cash  appropriations  included  within  the  annual 
budget,  transfers,  and  anticipated  federal  revenue 
sharing  funds,  there  is  one  special  appropriation 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the 
1975-76  capital  budget. 

Because  of  Council  action  some  while  ago  with 
respect  to  investment  policy,  the  annual  income 
available  from  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  has 
been  increased.  Last  year,  as  part  of  our  change  to 
the  new  fiscal  cycle,  you  appropriated  to  be  spent 
eighteen  months  of  this  appropriation  consistent 
with  other  segments  of  the  budget.  As  you  are 
aware,  this  income  can  only  be  expended  for 
purposes  consistent  with  the  terms  of  the  bequest 
from  Mr.  Parkman. 

I  submit  herewith  an  appropriation  for 
$280,000  from  income  received  and  to  be  received 
from  this  trust  fund  on  this  basis,  to  the  special 
reserved  account  for  eligible  improvements  only  to 
the  Common  and  certain  parkland,  and  respect- 
fully recommend  adoption  of  this  order  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

ANNUAL  LOAN  ORDER  FOR 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Pursuant  to  the  statutory  mandate  of  section  6 
of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  I  submit 
herewith  for  your  consideration  the  annual  capital 
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loan  order.  This,  together  with  certain  cash 
appropriations  and  transfers,  including  those  in  the 
annual  cash  budget  submitted  today,  one  out- 
standing loan  order  pending  before  your  Honorable 
Body  since  last  year,  and  funds  previously 
authorized  by  you,  will  enable  the  city  to  carry 
forward  capital  projects  during  the  forthcoming 
fiscal  year. 

These  local  funds  will  be  used  together  with 
such  other  funds  as  may  be  secured  from  outside 
sources  such  as  "Chapter  90"  reimbursements  from 
the  state,  and  from  federal  assistance  such  as 
community  development  revenue  sharing  pro- 
posed. 

This  year  the  city  contributions  to  ongoing 
urban  renewal  programs  previously  approved  are 
included  with  the  budget  request.  They  comprise 
about  one-third_  of  the  total  program.  Direct  city 
expenditures  fori  the  same  general  areas  of  public 
works  and  parks  are  nearly  another  third  of  the 


overall  program  The  remainder,  for  new  buildings 
and  renovations,  is  again  largely  for  continuations 
of  programs  begun  in  earlier  years.  It  should  finish 
our  major  construction  at  Boston  City  Hospital, 
finance  construction  of  several  fire  stations  for 
which  design  began  some  while  ago,  and  authorize 
the  second  group  of  off-street  parking  improve- 
ments to  community  business  districts. 

The  new  school  loan  is  for  those  expenses 
required  to  prepare  projects  for  state  aid  approval; 
the  last  large  appropriation  for  this  was  in  19?0, 
for  $10  million.  Only  after  state  approval  can  those 
funds  voted  by  you  under  chapter  645  of  the  Acts 
of  1948  be  utilized. 

On  this  basis  I  believe  this  capital  budget  to  be 
necessary  and  justified  and  respectfully  recom- 
mend passage  of  this  order  to  your  Honorable 
Body.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS  FOR 
FISCAL  YEAR,  JULY  1,  1975,  TO  JUNE  30, 
1976

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909  as  amended  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
849  of  the  Acts  of  1969  as  amended,  the  operating 
budget  of  the  city,  county,  and  income  depart-' 
ments  for  the  fiscal  year  1975-76. 
City  Budget 
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This  is  the  third  operating  budget  I  have 
presented  to  your  Honorable  Body  since  the 
beginning  of  our  long-range  effort  to  stabilize  the 
city's  tax  rate.  As  in  the  two  previous  budgets,  we 
are  continuing  our  program  of  austerity,  and  we 
have  carefully  calculated  the  amounts  necessary  in 
each  department  to  maintain  the  levels  of  services 
needed  by  our  citizens,  while  still  holding  the 
budgets  to  levels  within  our  financial  capacity. 

As  I  stated  in  my  State  of  the  City  address,  we 
will  initiate  this  year  a  new  and  heavy  emphasis  on 
productivity  and  cost-effective  budgeting  as  the 
best  long-range  approach  to  preserving  what  we 
have  gained  through  the  austerity  program.  We 
have  held  the  tax  rate  down  for  three  years  now, 
and  this  budget  is  a  major  step  in  our  continuing 
effort  to  stabilize  the  rate  below  $200  through 
June  of  1976. 

We  are,  of  course,  unable  to  avoid  the  impact  of 
inflation.  Just  as  any  housewife  has  had  to  pay 
higher  prices  for  food  and  household  supplies,  so 
has  the  city  had  to  pay  more  for  the  supplies  and 
services  we  have  to  buy  to  conduct  our  program  of 
services.  The  price  increases  are  fully  funded  in 
this  budget.  The  cost  of  electricity  and  steam  alone 
will  require  an  increase  in  this  budget  of 
$2,939,105.  Price  increases  for  gasoline  and  fuel 
oil,  which  have  already  added  considerably  to  the 
increase  in  the  1974-75  budget,  will  require  a 
further  increase  of  $501,738  in  the  1975-76 
budget.  The  increased  cost  of  other  supplies  and 
services  such  as  food,  medicines,  telephones, 
hospitalization  insurance,  rubbish  removal,  etc., 
requires  a  further  budget  increase  of  close  to 
$4,000,000. 

A  budget  increase  of  $2,780,494  in  salaries  for 
permanent  employees  is  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  cost  in  1975-76  of  wage  increases  which  were 
funded  for  only  part  of  the  current  year.  Step-rate 
increases  in  1975-76  will  require  $1,359,284.  The 
Police  Department  overtime  account  requires  an 
increase  of  $1,000,000  to  provide  for  current  usage 
not  related  to  the  school  balance  situation.  The 
cost  of  new  wage  increases  for  city  employees  in 
1975-76  is  not  reflected  in  this  budget  because 
negotiations  on  those  wage  increases  have  not  yet 
begun. 

Some  program  expansions  will  also  require 
budget  increases^  such  as  the  opening  of  four  new 
community  schools  at  a  cost  of  $952,141  for 
staffing  and  expenses  of  areas  of  the  schools  used 
by  the  communities;  three  new  ladder  trucks  for 


the    File    Department    at    a    cost    of   $450,000; 
additional  vehicles  for  the  Police  Department  at  a 
cost   of  $452,000;  and  upgrading  of  the  central 
computer  facilities  at  a  cost  of  $503,600. 
County  Budget 

The  county  budget  has  increased  by  $3,053,499 
from  $22,581,089  in  1974-75  to  $25,634,588  in 
1975-76.  The  major  items  which  make  up  this 
increase  are  1974  wage  increases,  which  will  cost 
an  additional  $1,021,364  in  1975-76,  salary 
increases  and  added  positions  mandated  by  the 
Legislature  at  a  cost  of  $1,085,470;  and  a  new 
program  for  children  in  need  of  services  at  a  cost  of 
$200,000. 
Income  Departments 

The  income  departments'  budgets  have  increased 
by  $1,178,007,  from  $11,442,745  in  1974-75  to 
$12,620,752  in  1975-76.  This  increase  will  be 
financed  from  the  increased  income  of  these 
departments.

PROPOSED  TARIFF  ON  PETROLEUM

This  letter  is  to  acknowledge  and  thank  you  for 
forwarding  a  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
City    Council    on    January    1 3    concerning    the 
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proposed     tariff    on     imported    petroleum    and 
petroleum  products. 

I  share  your  deep  concern  over  the  impact  which 
the  administration's  newly  announced  energy 
policy  would  have  on  New  England's  economy. 
Nothing  could  be  more  disastrous  to  the  economy 
of  our  region  than  a  tax  increase,  with  its  resultant 
inflation.  The  solution  to  double-digit  inflation  and 
rising  unemployment  is  not  higher  prices.  Yet  the 
administration's  new  policy  can  have  no  other 
effect  but  to  increase  the  cost  of  virtually  every 
conceivable  product. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  have  taken  several  steps  to 
ensure  the  formulation  of  a  more  reasonable 
program.  On  January  14  I  joined  with  the 
twenty -four  other  Members  of  the  New  England 
Congressional  Caucus  in  sending  a  letter  to  the 
President  urging  that  hearings  be  held  immediately, 
so  that  the  full  impact  of  his  proposals  could  be 
made  known  before  any  final  decisions  to  increase 
tariffs  on  crude  oil  and  oil  products  could  be  made. 
This  letter  was  followed  up  with  a  similar  telegram 
two  days  later,  reiterating  our  request  for  full  and 
complete  hearings.  I  have  also  cosponsored  the 
Kennedy-O'Neill  bill  as  well  as  the  McFall-Reuss 
bill.  Each  would  urge  a  ninety-day  delay  in  the 
imposition  of  higher  tariffs,  and  require  a  full 
Congressional  review  of  the  matter.  In  addition,  I 
have  cosponsored  legislation  with  Representative 
Conte  to  amend  section  232  of  the  Trade 
Expansion  Act  of  1962  by  adding  the  following 
new  subsection:  "After  January  14, 1975,  no  tariff 
or  license  fee  may  be  imposed  by  the  President 
pursuant  to  this  section  with  respect  to  imported 
petroleum  or  petroleum  products  unless  the 
Congress  by  concurrent  resolution  first  approves 
the  imposition  of  such  tariff." 

As  you  know,  serious  legal  questions  are  created 
by  continued  Presidential  use  of  section  232  to 
change  drastically  -  by  executive  order  - 
restrictions  on  imports  of  petroleum  products 
without  benefit  of  the  statutory  investigation  and 
findings  required  by  that  provision.  The  chairman 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  a  committee 
on  which  I  serve,  has  already  expressed  grave 
reservations  about  the  legality  of  the  President's 
actions  in  a  letter  to  the  President,  and  I  have 
personally  directed  the  committee's  staff  to 
prepare  an  in-depth  report  on  the  legal  considera- 
tions involved  in  the  use  of  such  "Presidential 
power."  The  full  committee  is  expected  to  take  up 
consideration  of  this  entire  matter  later  this  week, 
and  you  may  be  confident  that  the  views  expressed 
by  the  City  Council  will  be  well  before  me  at  that 
time.

Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  has  sent  the  attached  City  Council  order 
to  me  for  reply. 

Please  be  advised  of  the  following: 

1.  The  garage  operators  (the  lessees)  are 
responsible  for  the  security  of  the  garages 
according  to  their  lease  agreements. 

2.  The  lessees  carry  vandalism  and  theft 
insurance. 

3.  The  lease  agreements  require  that  an 
attendant  be  on  the  premises  at  all  times  while  the 
parking  facility  is  open  for  business. 

4.  The  Boston  television  station  that  indicated 
that  a  serious  security  problem  exists  in  parking 
garages  owned  and/or  operated  by  the  City  of 
Boston  has  never  conferred  with  this  department. 

5.  A  copy  of  the  City  Council  order  has  been 
given  to  the  assistant  real  property  agents  to 
investigate  and  report  back. 

The  Real  Property  Department  works  closely 
with  the  garage  operators  to  see  that  all  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  lease  agreements  are 
adhered  to,  and  any  specific  situations  that  are 
called  to  the  attention  of  this  department  are 
quickly  rectified. 
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As  a  result  of  the  order  we  consulted  with 
Richard  Coffman,  president  of  New  England 
Parking  Association,  and  Marvin  Meyers,  BRA 
parking  consultant  and  former  president  of  the 
New  England  Parking  Association,  and  both  are  in 
agreement  that  vandalism  occurs  in  private  parking 
garages  on  an  average  of  once  a  month,  car  thefts 
on  an  average  of  once  a  year,  and  muggings  are  a 
rarity  —  and  that,  by  comparison,  the  city  garages 
have  suffered  less  than  the  private  segment. 

Also,  in  addition,  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment is  in  the  process  of  awarding  contracts 
for  repairs  and  alterations  to  five  of  the  city-owned 
garages.  Included  in  these  contracts  is  electrical 
work,  which  calls  for  the  installation  of  modern 
mercury  vapor  lights.  The  garages  are  St.  James 
Avenue,  Fort  Hill,  Kilby  Street,  Lincoln-Essex,  and 
Kingston-Bedford. 

This  department  is  also  awaiting  Change  Order 
No.  2  from  the  Government  Center  Garage,  which 
will  provide  for  forty-one  new  "Type  <B"  lighting 
fixtures  and  lamps.  Two  hundred  bulbs  and  lenses 
will  be  replaced  with  mercury  "Type  A"  lights 
throughout  the  garage.

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  January  13)  for  confirmation  and 
approval  of  appointment  of  Otto  P.  Snowden  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  -  with 
no  recommendation.

The  Committee  on  Confirmations  has  submitted 
a  report  of  "no  recommendation"  on  docket 
numbered  2259,  "an  order  for  appointment  and 
confirmation  of  Otto  Phillip  Snowden  as  a  member 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority."  It  is  the  desire 
of  the  committee  to  explain  why  no  re- 
commendation has  been  given  to  the  Council. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  Mr.  Snowden 
has  dedicated  himself  to  assisting  the  citizens  of 
Boston,  and  Mr.  Snowden  does  possess  the 
qualifications  to  perform  the  assignments  required 
of  him  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  Board. 

Yet  it  is  also  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that 
the  city's  administration  has  failed  to  consult  those 
most  affected  by  the  selection  of  a  Boston  Housing 
Authority  Board  Member,  the  tenants  in  Boston 
Housing  Authority  facilities.  Basically  the  selection 
of  Mr.  Snowden  was  a  decision  by  the  Mayor 
without  input  from  tenants.  The  only  opportunity 
afforded  to  the  tenants  to  voice  their  opinion  has 
been  before  the  City  Council's  Committee  on 
Confirmations. 

In  the  committee's  opinion  a  simple  rejection  of 
Mr.  Snowden's  appointment  is  unfair  to  Mr. 
Snowden,  due  to  the  work  he  has  done  for  Boston. 
Simultaneously,  the  committee  feels  that  a  simple 
confirmation  of  Mr.  Snowden's  appointment  will 
not  have  taken  into  account  the  desires  of  the 
tenants  in  Boston  Housing  Authority  facilities. 
Accordingly,  the  committee  feels  that  the  entire 
body  should  participate  in  the  process  to  decide  on 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Snowden.

Resolved,  That  since  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
biggest  financial  supporter  of  the  MBTA,  and  since 
the  residents  of  the  Brighton-Allston  sections  of 
the  city  pay  their  share  of  the  Authority's  deficit, 
that  the  Boston  City  Council  records  itself  in  favor 
of  House  Bill  3227.  -  Petition  of  John  F.  Melia 
that  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Au- 
thority be  directed  to  restore  streetcar  service  from 
Park  Street  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  car  station 
in  the  Town  of  Watertown;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  Massachusetts 
Senate,  Speaker  of  the  Massachusetts  House,  the 
chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Transportation,  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  the  Secretary  of  Transportation.

AMENDING  ORDER  RE 
FRANKLIN  SQUARE  HOUSE

I  submit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  the  accompanying  order  which  relates  to  the 
Franklin  Square  House  and  amends  a  previous 
Council  order. 

The  order  passed  by  the  Council  on  April  23, 
1973,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  April  30, 
1973,  transferring  the  Franklin  Square  House  to 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission  contained  a

The  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  has 
objected  to  the  imposition  of  a  "condition"  due  to 
the  fact  that  a  breach  thereof  by  the  developer 
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might  give  rise  to  a  possibility  of  reverter  or  right 
of  entry  by  the  City  of  Boston,  thereby  destroying 
its  mortgagee  interest  in  the  project. 

I  am  recommending,  therefore,  that  the  city's 
interests  be  protected  by  a  "covenant"  enforceable 
in  equity  in  the  event  of  its  breach  by  the 
developer. 

In  addition,  the  MHFA  requested  that  a  "first 
preference"  be  afforded  to  the  elderly  rather  than 
exclusive  elderly  use,  based  upon  its  studies 
concerning  the  demand  for  elderly  housing  in  the 
area. 

I  recommend  the  early  adoption  of  this  order  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

The  following  was  received:

To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

For  the  current  fiscal  year  (1974-75)  capital 
improvements  program  of  the  city.  I  have 
previously  recommended  certain  appropriations 
and  loan  orders  for  the  various  intended  projects 
for  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  The  City 
Council  has  previously  agreed  to  these  recom- 
mendations to  the  extent  of  $6,500,000  in  total. 
Two  separate  orders  have  been  passed  and 
approved  by  the  Council  and  Mayor  to  this  end. 

We  have  been  informed,  however,  that  because 
of  the  amended  form  and  language  of  the  one 
order  for  $300,000  intended  to  support  specif- 
ically the  tree-planting  program,  bond  counsel  will 
not  concur  with  it.  Consequently,  the  Treasurer 
would  be  hampered  in  issuing  bonds  under  this 
order,  and  it  is  of  no  effective  use  as  it  stands.  It  is 
normal  practice  for  the  Treasurer  and  Corporation 
Counsel  to  have  recommended  loan  orders 
reviewed  by  bond  counsel  prior  to  my  submittal  to 
you  so  that  such  problems  do  not  arise,  and  this 
has  of  course  been  done  with  the  attached 
recommendations. 

There  is  no  problem  with  the  other  order  the 
Council  approved  to  support  this  fiscal  year's 
program,  in  the  amount  of  $6,200,000. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  Council 
rescind  the  problematic  order  and  subsequently 
approve  a  new  order  in  the  same  amount  as 
herewith  enclosed.  The  total  appropriation  for  the 
total  departmental  program  will  thus  remain  as 
previously  approved  by  you,  to  be  expended  in 
accordance  with  our  agreed  intent  and  the  statutes.

Reference  is  made  to  the  attached  City  Council 
order  filed  for  City  Councillor  Lawrence  DiCara 
regarding  information  on  openings  on  the  public 
way. 

I  apologize  for  not  responding  to  the  order 
sooner,  but,  as  you  can  see,  there  were  many 
questions  that  needed  extensive  research  to 
properly  answer. 

Concerning  Water  Division 

Q.  How  many  openings  in  the  pavement  and 
sidewalks  of  Boston  were  made  during  the  past 
twelve  months? 

A.  During  the  past  twelve  months  5,699 
openings  were  made  in  the  pavements  and 
sidewalks  of  Boston.  Of  these  3,363  were  made  by 
the  Water  Division  and  2,336  by  contractors. 

Q.  How  many  remained  without  either  tem- 
porary or  permanent  repair? 

A.  Of  all  the  openings  made,  none  remained 
without  temporary  or  permanent  repair  for  seven 
days  or  more. 

Q.  How  many  remained  without  permanent 
repair? 

A.  All  remained  without  permanent  repair  after 
sixty  days.  Approximately  45  percent  remained 
without  permanent  repair  after  120  days. 

Q.  The  Water  Division  normally  brings  a  new  or 
repaired  water  line  to  the  edge  of  the  sidewalk.  The 
connection  to  the  customer's  basement  is  effected 
by  the  Water  Division  for  a  fee  of  $200,  paid  in 
cash.  Under  what  heading  is  this  revenue  accounted 
for? 

A.  The  cost  for  the  installation  of  a  new  service 
pipe  is  entirely  assumed  by  the  applicant.  The  cost 
for  the  repair  of  a  ruptured  domestic  water  pipe  on 
city  property  is  borne  entirely  by  the  city. 

Q.  In  how  many  cases  where  domestic  water 
service  was  effected  or  renewed  was  a  private 
contractor  employed  to  make  the  connection 
between  sidewalk  edge  and  basement  wall? 


A.  Private   contractors  are  employed  to   make 
the     connection    between     sidewalk     edge    and 
basement  wall  in  all  cases  by  the  owner. 
Concerning  Lighting  Division 

Q.  What  is  the  normal  period  of  time  that 
elapses  betwe/en  the  inception  of  a  contract  for  the 
installation  of  new  street  lights  and  its  completion? 

A.  Nine  months. 

Q.  Is  it  the  responsibility  of  the  Lighting 
Division  to  effect  permanent  repairs  to  sidewalks 
after  new  street  lights  are  installed? 

A.  If  it  is  a  street  lighting  contract  without 
other  roadway  construction  it  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Lighting  Section  of  the  Highway  Division  to 
make  permanent  repairs.  If  a  roadway  construction 
contract  includes  facilities  for  street  lighting  the 
permanent  repairs  are  included  in  the  construction 
contract. 

Q.  How  many  new  street  lights  were  installed  in 
the  last  twelve  months? 

A.  Approximately  1,100  new  lighting  units 
were  energized.  There  were  approximately  900 
additional  lighting  units  in  various  stages  of 
construction.  In  general,  a  lighting  installation  is 
done  in  two  stages  —  underground  facilities  and 
aboveground  facilities  consisting  of  post,  luminaire, 
etc. 

Q.  For  how  many  of  these  do  permanent 
sidewalk  repairs  remain  to  be  effected? 

A.  In  almost  all  cases  the  permanent  sidewalk 
repairs  have  been  completed,  with  the  exception 
in  some  cases  of  a  small  block  approximately  20 
inches  by  20  inches  repaired  with  bituminous 
patching  material  when  the  post  is  installed.  On 
some  lighting  installation  installed  under  the 
control  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
only  temporary  repairs  have  been  made  to  the 
sidewalk,  as  the  BRA  plans  to  reconstruct  the 
roadway  and  sidewalk  at  a  later  date.  The  BRA 
would  have  data  on  these  installations. 

Q.  How  many  street  lights,  installed  more  than 
twelve  months  ago  do  permanent  sidewalk  repairs 
remain  to  be  effected? 

A.  In  general,  the  same  answer  to  above  would 
apply. 

Concerning  Openings  by  Utility  Companies 

Q.  How  many  were  made  during  the  last  twelve 
months? 

A.  Approximately  5,000. 

Q.  How  many  remained  without  either  tem- 
porary or  permanent  repairs? 

A.  All  patches  have  been  temporarily  repaired 
within  seven  days. 

Q.  How  many  remained  without  permanent 
repair  thirty  days  after  the  original  opening  was 
backfilled? 

A.  All  have  remained  without  repair. 

Q.  Sixty  days? 

A.  Probably  all  have  been  without  repair. 

Q.   One  hundred  twenty  days  or  more? 

A.  Probably  45  percent  left  open  without 
permanent  patch. 

Q.  Of  all  the  openings  made  more  than  twelve 
months  ago  how  many  still  remain  without 
permanent  repair? 

A.  Approximately  5,000. 
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Q,  On  how  many  occasions  in  the  last  twelve 
months  has  the  PWD  acted  to  enforce  penalties 
against  utility  companies  for  failing  to  comply  with 
PWD  specifications  concerning  openings  in  the 
street? 

A.  Our  records  for  the  past  year  indicate  nine 
formal  meetings  with  utility  company  officials  and 
several  dozen  meetings  with  their  engineers  to 
discuss  problems  relative  to  their  field  operations 
and  the  conflict  between  their  installation 
standards  and  the  standards  the  city  desires. 
Relative  to  the  expression  "enforce  penalties,"  we 
feel  that  we  have  accomplished  this  effectively  by 
insisting  on  many  long-range  improvements. 

Q.  What  was  the  total  in  dollars  exacted  in  the 
way  of  penalty? 

A.  The  answer  to  the  previous  question 
indicates  the  stand  we  have  taken  with  the  utility 
companies.  We  have  instituted  many  changes 
relative  to  size,  depth,  and  location  of  the  manholes, 
vaults,  duct  lines,  and  other  installations  which 
have  increased  their  installation  expenses  by 
thousands  of  dollars  but  are  resulting  in  making 
their  installations  much  more  compatible  to  live 
with  relative  to  the  many  usages  that  a  given  street 
space  requires.  Concerning  openings  in  the  street, 
in  general,  see  enclosed  pamphlet  for  all  parts  of 
question  concerning  safety  at  construction  sites. 

Q.  By  what  authority  are  sidewalks  closed  to 
pedestrians  in  the  interest  of  construction? 

A.  Permittee  must  always  maintain  safe  passage- 
way. 

Q.  Wliat  requirements  relating  to  public  safety 
are  imposed  upon  contractors? 

A.  Requirements  on  back  of  permits. 

Q.  By  regulation  in  the  case  of  private 
construction?  By  regulation  and  by  contract  in  the 
case  of  public  construction? 

A.  Answer  to  both  of  the  above  questions:  city 
ordinances,  chapter  21,  section  9. 

Q.  On  how  many  occasions  in  the  last  twelve 
months  have  contractors  been  called  to  account  for 
failing  to  meet  public  safety  requirements? 

A.  Almost  exclusively  our  problem  in  this 
respect  has  been  contractors  for  utility  companies 
failing  to  properly  sheet,  dangerously  undercutting 
excavations,  and/or  failing  to  provide  adequate  and 
safe  access  to  the  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic 
through  or  around  their  work.  In  these  cases  we 
have  contacted  the  utility  company  having  the 
work  done,  and  they  have  had  the  contractor  make 
the  necessary  corrections.  Since  this  is  usually  an 
urgent  telephoned  request,  no  formal  records  are 
kept  as  to  numbers;  but  it  would  be  a  fair  estimate 
to  say  that  there  have  been  ten  problems  of  this 
type. 

Q.  During  the  last  twelve  months  a  block  length 
of  Dilla  Street  (Prudential  Center)  and  Stuart 
Street  were  without  both  sidewalks  for  a  period. 
By  what  authority  was  this  done?  What  procedure 
does  the  PWD  have  for  answering  the  safety  of  the 
public  in  such  circumstances? 

A.  According  to  the  permit  issued  by  the  Permit 
Section  all  construction  work  must  adhere  to  the 
safety  precautions  prescribed  on  the  back  of  the 


permit.  Fulfillment  of  these  requirements  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  inspector  on  the  job  site.

Specifications  for  Street  Openings 
In  General: 

a.  Keep  a  competent  foreman  and  sufficient 
competent  employees  thereon  to  carry  on  the 
work  with  all  proper  speed  and  in  accordance  with 
the  requirement  of  law  and  all  other  public 
authorities  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioner. 

b.  Conduct  the  work  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to 
interfere  with  other  work  being  done  by  the  city, 
by  contract  or  otherwise,  and  if  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Commissioner  the  work  done  under  these 
specifications  shall  conform  to  the  progress  of  said 
other  work.  Cooperate  with  other  contractors  or 
employees  who  may  be  doing  work  for  the  city, 
and  with  public  service  corporations  affected  by 
the  work,  in  arranging  for  storage  places, 
temporary  support  for  structures,  repairs,  etc. 

c.  Take  all  proper  precautions  to  protect 
property  from  injury  or  unnecessary  interference; 
provide  proper  means  of  access  to  property  where 
the  existing  access  is  cut  off  by  the  permittee  and 
replace  or  put  in  good  condition  every  public  or 
private  way,  conduit,  catch  basin,  tree,  fence,  or 
other  thing  injured  by  the  permittee  in  carrying  on 
the  work,  unless  the"  same  has  been  permanently 
done  away  with  on  approval  of  the  Commissioner 
as  being  necessary. 

d.  Take  all  proper  precautions  to  protect 
persons  from  injury,  unnecessary  interference,  or 
inconvenience;  leave  an  unobstructed  way  along 
public  and  private  places  for  travelers,  streetcars, 
and  vehicles,  and  for  access  to  hydrants;  provide 
proper  walks  over  or.  around  any  obstructions 
made  in  a  public  or  private  place  in  carrying  on  the 
work,  and  maintain  from  the  beginning  of  twilight 
through  the  whole  of  every  night,  on  or  near  the 
obstruction,  sufficient  lights  and  guards  to  protect 
travelers  from  injury  thereby;  when  the  work  is 
suspended  keep  all  roadways  in  proper  condition, 
and  when  the  work  is  completed  put  the  place  and 
its  vicinity  in  proper  condition  and  so  leave  them. 

e.  In  all  the  operations  connected  with  the  work 
defined  by  the  permit  all  city  ordinances  and  all 
laws  controlling  or  limiting  in  any  way  the  actions 
of  those  engaged  in  the  work,  or  the  method,  or 
materials  to  be  used,  must  be  respected  and  strictly 
complied  with.  If  any  person  employed  on  the 
work  by  the  permittee  be  disobedient,  or  appears 
to  the  Commissioner  to  be  incompetent  or 
disorderly,  he  shall  be  discharged  immediately  on 
the  request  of  the  Commissioner  and  shall  not  be 
again  employed  on  the  work. 

f.  Furnish  and  maintain  from  the  beginning  of 
twilight  through  the  whole  of  every  night  suitable 
lights  at  or  near  every  traffic  or  detour  sign 
necessitated  by  the  work,  including  those  erected 
by  the  Traffic  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
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g.  All  materials  and  workmanship,  and  the 
manner  and  method  of  doing  the  work,  are  to  be 
to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner. 

h.  No  work  shall  be  done  without  a  permit 
issued  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  work  and 
must  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  a  City  of 
Boston  Department  of  Public  Works  inspector. 

Manner  of  Doing  Work 

1.  Before  any  pavement  is  removed  at  the 
trench  location  the  full  perimeter  of  the  trench 
shall  be  saw  cut  or  cut  with  a  pneumatic  or 
hydraulic  chisel  to  the  full  depth  of  the  existing 
pavement. 

2.  In  all  trenches  that  are  of  sufficient  depth  to 
cause  settlement  in  the  adjacent  roadway  or 
sidewalks  excavation  shall  be  carried  on  only  with 
adequate  shoring  and  bracing,  as  all  settlement 
caused  by  the  trench  excavation  shall  be  repaired 
at  the  expense  of  the  permittee. 

3.  All  excavated  material  that  is  suitable  for 
backfill,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner,  may 
be  used  up  to  within  twenty-one  inches  of  the 
roadway  surface.  The  remainder  must  be  com- 
pleted with  clean  bank  gravel  properly  compacted 
with  power-driven  tamping  equipment  to  a  level 
three  inches  below  the  adjoining  pavement.  All  fill 
or  gravel  used  must  be  deposited  in  horizontal 
layers  not  exceeding  twelve  inches  in  thickness. 

4.  All  surplus  and  unsuitable  material  must  be 
removed  from  the  site  and  disposed  of. 

5.  Care  must  be  taken  so  that  all  parking 
meters,  signposts,  water  shutoffs,  etc.,  that  are 
disturbed  in  the  work  area  are  properly  replaced. 

6.  A  temporary  pavement  over  the  entire 
surface  of  the  opening  shall  consist  of  a  hot  mix 
Type  I  bituminous  concrete  at  least  three  inches 
thick.  During  the  winter  months  when  no  hot  mix 
is  available  an  approved  cold  patch  of  three  inches 
in  thickness  may  be  used. 

7.  All  temporary  surface  patch  must  be 
maintained  until  permanent  patch  has  been  placed. 

8.  Payment  for  permanent  repairs  for  openings 
covered  by  this  permit  shall  be  made  on  the  basis 
of  rates  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
9  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
or  the  latest  revision  thereof.

HEARING  RE  BOATING  CONDITIONS 
OF  BOSTON  HARBOR 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  incidence  of  vandalism  and  boat 
thefts  has  measurably  increased  since  the  dis- 
bandment  of  the  Boston  Harbor  Police  Patrol,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  get  insurance  to  cover  this 
vandalism;  and 

Whereas,  Moorings  are  being  indiscriminately 
dropped  close  to,  and  occasionally  directly  on  top 
of,  pre-existing  moorings  so  as  to  cause  damage  to 
yachts  moored  to  the  latter,  and  to  make 
navigation  within  the  fleet  difficult;  and 

Whereas,  A  considerable  number  of  moorings 
have  been  negligently  dropped  directly  within  the 
fairway,  thereby  making  it  difficult,  and  in  the  case 
of  larger  yachts  sometimes  impossible,  to  gain 
access  to  yacht  club  facilities,  the  fairway  should 
be  cleared  to  the  old  boundaries  on  the  coast  and 
geodetic  charts;  and 
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Whereas,  Boats  are  frequently  operated  at 
excessive  speeds  when  in  or  near  restricted  dockage 
areas,  and  consequently  leave  large  wakes  which 
cause  damage  and  inconvenience  to  other  yachts; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  matter  be  referred  to  an 
appropriate  committee  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
to  hold  a  hearing  in  order  to  institute  measures  to 
correct  this  situation.

DISAPPROVING  PAYMENT  OF  LEGAL  FEES 
TO  DR.  KENNETH  EDELIN 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Board, 
Boston  City  Hospital,  have  recently  stated  that 
consideration  will  be  given  at  their  next  meeting 
relative  to  the  payment  of  the  legal  fees  for  Dr. 
Kenneth  Edelin.  I  want  to  point  out  at  this  time 
that  Dr.  Edelin  was  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  and 
later  found  guilty  of  manslaughter  by  a  jury. 

The  average  citizen  and  taxpayer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  who  has  any  kind  of  legal  problem  with  the 
courts  has  to  pay  for  his  legal  fees,  and  I,  as 
chairman  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Committee 
for  the  Boston  City  Council,  will  not  under  any 
circumstances  honor  the  idea  of  paying  any  legal 
fees  for  Dr.  Edelin  with  the  taxpayers'  money. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  cease  and  desist  from  even 
suggesting  that  the  legal  fees  of  Dr.  Kenneth  Edelin 
be  paid  by  the  taxpayers  of  this  city.  If  the 
Trustees  insist  on  paying  Dr.  Edelin 's  legal  fees, 
then  I,  as  chairman  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals 
Committee,  will  appeal  to  the  District  Attorney  of 
Suffolk  County  to  indict  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  for 
direct  misuse  of  public  funds.

BY  THE  MAYOR,  CITY  COUNCILLORS, 
AND  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  MEMBERS

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An   Ordinance   Requiring  Full  Disclosure  by  the 
Mayor,  City   Councillors,  and  School  Com- 
mittee Members. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  chapter  29  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  29A. 
Full  Financial  Disclosure  by  the  Mayor, 
City  Councillors,  and  School  Committee  Members. 
Section  1.  Effective  January  6,  1976,  the 
Mayor,  each  member  of  the  City  Council,  and 
each  member  of.  the  School  Committee  shall 
file    annually    with    the    City    Clerk   a   report 


containing  a  full  and  complete  statement  of: 

(a)  The  amount  and  source  of  each  item 
of  income,  each  item  of  reimbursement  for 
any  expenditure,  and  each  gift  (other  than 
gifts  received  from  his  or  her  spouse  or 
dependent  children),  from  whatever  source 
derived,  received  by  him  or  her,  or  by  him 
or  her  and  any  other  person  or  persons 
jointly,  or  in  his  or  her  behalf  by  any 
person,  group,  or  committee,  during  the 
preceding  calendar  year  which  exceeds  $25 
in  amount  or  value,  or  which,  when 
combined  with  other  income  or  gifts  from 
the  same  source,  cumulatively  exceeds  $25 
in  amount  or  value.  Income  or  gifts  include, 
but  are  not  limited  to,  any  wages,  salaries, 
or  professional  fees;  any  fee  or  honorarium 
received  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
preparation  or  delivery  of  any  speech  or 
address;  attendance  at  any  convention  or 
other  assembly  of  individuals;  or  the 
preparation  of  any  article  or  other  com- 
position for  publication ;  any  loan  of  money 
from  a  source  other  than  a  commercial 
lending  institution  or  on  terms  other  than 
those  customarily  used  by  a  commercial 
lending  institution;  donations  of  money;  the 
monetary  value  of  subsistence,  entertain- 
ment, transportation,  lodging,  or  any 
gratuitous  service  or  benefit  received  by  him 
or  her  in  kind. 

(b)  The  amount  and  source  of  any  funds 
received  by  him  or  her  or  in  his  or  her 
behalf  by  any  person,  group,  or  committee 
during  the  preceding  calendar  year  from 
testimonial  dinners  or  functions,  or  any 
affair,  by  whatever  name  it  may  be  called, 
having  a  purpose  similar  to  that  of  a 
testimonial  dinner  or  function,  when  the 
admission  price  or  donation  is  $5  or  greater, 
or  if,  when  combined  with  other  ticket 
purchases  or  donations  by  the  same  source, 
that  source  cumulatively  spends  or  donates 
$5  or  more. 

(c)  The  value  and  full  identification  of 
each  asset  or  credit  held  by  him  or  her,  or 
by  him  or  her  and  any  other  person  or 
persons  jointly,  which  as  of  the  close  of  the 
preceding  calendar  year  exceeds  $2,000  in 
amount  or  value,  or  which,  when  combined 
with  other  assets  or  credits,  such  as  shares  of 
stock  or  certificates  of  deposit,  held  in  the 
same  entity  or  against  the  same  debtor, 
cumulatively  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or 
value;  the  amount  and  full  identification  of 
each  liability  (other  than  liabilities  incurred 
as  a  result  of  medical  or  dental  treatment) 
owed  by  him  or  her,  or  by  him  or  her  and 
any  other  person  or  persons  jointly,  which 
as  of  the  close  of  the  preceding  calendar 
year  exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or  value,  or 
which,  when  combined  with  other  debts 
owed  to  the  same  creditor,  cumulatively 
exceeds  $2,000  in  amount  or  value. 

(d)  A  full  identification  of  any  business 
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transaction,  including  the  sale,  purchase,  or 
transfer  of  any  commodity,  real  or  personal 
property,  security  of  any  business  entity,  or 
any  other  asset  or  any  interest  therein,  by 
him  or  her,  or  by  him  or  her  and  any  other 
person  or  persons  jointly,  or  by  any  person 
acting  in  his  or  her  behalf  or  pursuant  to  his 
or  her  direction,  which  exceeds  $2,000  in 
amount  or  value,  or  which,  when  combined 
with  other  business  transactions  with 
respect  to  the  same  business  entity  or  with 
the  same  party,  cumulatively  exceeds 
$2,000  in  amount  or  value  during  the 
preceding  calendar  year. 

(e)  The  amount  and  source  of  each  item 
of  income  or  gift  as  described  in  section 
1(a),  the  amount  and  source  of  funds  from 
testimonial  dinners  as  described  in  section 
1(b)  received,  and  the  value  and  full 
identification  of  each  asset  and  the  amount 
and  full  identification  of  each  liability  as 
described  in  section  1(c)  held  or  owed,  and 
the  full  identification  of  any  business 
transaction  as  described  in  section  1(d) 
transacted  by  his  or  her  spouse  or 
dependent  children,  or  his  or  her  spouse  or 
dependent  children  and  any  other  person  or 
persons  jointly  during  the  preceding 
calendar  year. 

Section  2.  Reports  required  by  this  or- 
dinance shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  not 
later  than  May  15  of  each  calendar  year.  In  the 
case  of  any  person  who  shall  cease  before  May 
15,  or  commence  after  May  15,  in  any  calendar 
year  to  occupy  the  office  the  occupancy  of 
which  imposes  upon  him  or  her  the  duty  to  file 
the  report  required  by  this  ordinance,  he  or  she 
shall  file  such  report  within  one  month  of  time 
he  or  she  ceases  or  commences  to  occupy  such 
office. 

Section  3.  Reports  required  by  this  or- 
dinance shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  City  Clerk 
may  prescribe. 

Section  4.  All  reports  filed  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  shall  be  maintained  by  the  City  Clerk 
as  public  records,  shall  be  published  annually  in 
the  City  Record,  and  shall,  under  such 
reasonable  regulations  as  the  City  Clerk  may 
prescribe,  be  available  for  inspection  by 
members  of  the  public.  The  City  Clerk  shall 
cause  each  report  to  be  published  no  later  than 
one  month  after  the  filing  date  prescribed  in 
section  2  of  this  ordinance  in  at  least  two  daily 
newspapers  serving  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  5.  The  City  Clerk  shall  provide  at 
least  one  copy  of  each  report  for  the  use  of  the 
Finance  Commission. 

Section  6.  Whoever  wilfully  fails  to  file  the 
report  required  by  this  ordinance,  or  knowingly 
and  wilfully  files  a  false  report,  shall  be  fined 
$50.  Each  day  after  filing  day  specified  in 
section  2  of  this  ordinance  during  which  the 
required  report  remains  wilfully  unfiled,  or  a 
false  report  remains  knowingly  and  wilfully 
uncorrected,  shall  constitute  a  separal :  offense. 


The  computation  of  days  for  the  purposes  of 
this  section  shall  include  only  days  on  which 
the  City  Clerk's  office  is  open  to  receive  the 
required  report  and  shall  not  include  days  later 
than  one  year  after  the  filing  day  specified  in 
section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  severable,  and,  if  any  of  its  provisions 
should  be  found  unconstitutional  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

An  Ordinance   Limiting  Expenditures  by  Candi- 
dates for  the  Office  of  Mayor,  City  Council, 
and  School  Committee. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  chapter  29  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  2 9  A. 
Limitations  on  Expenditures  by  Candidates 
for  the  Offices  of  Mayor,  City  Council, 

and  School  Committee. 
Section  1.  No  candidate  for  election  to  the 
office  of  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  any 
person,  persons,  group,  or  committee  acting  in 
his  or  her  behalf,  shall  incur  liabilities  or  make 
expenditures  to  .promote  his  or  her  nomination 
or  election  for  use  in  the  calendar  year  of  a  city 
election  exceeding  $200,000  for  the  pre- 
liminary election  and  $200,000  for  the  city 
election. 

Section  2.  No  candidate  for  election  to  the 
Boston  City  Council  or  any  person,  persons, 
group,  or  committee  acting  in  his  or  her  behalf 
shall  incur  liabilities  or  make  expenditures  to 
promote  his  or  her  nomination  or  election  for 
use  in  the  calendar  year  of  a  city  election, 
exceeding  $20,000  for  the  preliminary  election 
and  $20,000  for  the  city  election. 

Section  3.  No  candidate  for  election  to  the 
Boston  School  Committee  or  any  person, 
persons,  group,  or  committee  acting  in  his  or 
her  behalf  shall  incur  liabilities  or  make 
expenditures  to  promote  his  or  her  nomination 
or  election  for  use  in  the  calendar  year  of  a  city 
election  exceeding  $25,000  for  the  preliminary 
election  and  $25,000  for  the  city  election. 
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Section  4.  Any  candidate  who  knowingly 
incurs  liabilities  or  makes  expenditures  or 
allows  liabilities  to  be  incurred  or  expenditures 
to  be  made  by  any  other  person,  persons, 
group,  or  committee  acting  in  his  or  her  behalf 
in  excess  of  the  amounts  specified  in  sections  1, 
2,  and  3  shall  be  fined  up  to  $50  for  each  day 
of  the  term  of  the  office  for  which  he  or  she  is 
a  candidate. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  should 
be  found  unconstitutional  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

2.  That  the  Housing  Improvement  Program 
establish  no  more  than  four  separate  site  offices 
and  that  there  be  no  more  than  four  site  office 
managers.

4.  That  $250,000  be  allocated  for  improved 
street  lighting  on  Tremont  Street  between  the 
intersection  of  Huntington  Avenue  and  the 
intersection  of  Parker  Street,  including  said 
intersections.

Whereas,  The  threat  to  the  1975  spring  planting 
posed  by  the  current  shortage  of  necessary  farm 
credit  is  a  threat  to  the  food  supply  of  the  United

Whereas,  The  vital  industrial  production  neces- 
sary for  agriculture  has  collapsed  and  chemical  and 
auto  plants  convertible  to  fertilizer  and  tractor 
production  have  cut  back  or  shut  down;  and

curtail  railway  service  announced  by  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Penn  Central  Railroad  would  result  in 
a  further  breakdown  of  industrial  capacity,  a 
massive  increase  in  unemployment  nationally, 
further  collapse  of  agricultural  production,  and 
severe  food  shortages  for  the  people  of  America 
and  of  the  world ;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  Boston  are  already 
severely  affected  by  the  collapse  of  real  pro- 
duction, reflected  in  an  official  unemployment  of 
over  7.8  percent,  in  continuing  cutbacks  of 
necessary  municipal  services,  in  runaway  inflation 
and  skyrocketing  food  prices  causing  extreme 
hardship  for  those  citizens  on  fixed  or  declining 
incomes,  in  declining  production  and  employment 
in  vital  Boston  industries  like  construction  and 
meat  packing; and 

Whereas,  The  restarting  of  production  requires 
ensuring  the  necessary  credits  and  suspending 
existing  debts  for  agricultural  production  and 
authorizing  the  necessary  funds  for  equipment  and 
payment  of  wages  for  expanded  tractor  and 
fertilizer  production;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  members  of  the  City  Council 
respectfully  request  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  enact  the  following  emergency  measures 
to  ensure  the  maintenance  and  expansion  of  food 
production  and  continuing  operation  of  the 
nation's  rail  transport  system. 

1.  That  Congress  consider  immediate 
nationalization  of  the  rail  systems  of  the 
country. 

2.  That  it  take  measures  to  ensure  that 
adequate  food  crops  be  planted,  harvested,  and 
distributed  to  all  sections  of  the  nation.

1,  the  Board 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  has  charge  of  that 
department.  Therefore  it  is  not  appropriate  to 
instruct  it  by  the  ordinance  what  to  do.  I  have, 
however,  forwarded  the  ordinance  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  asked  him  to 
respond  appropriately.  I  might  point  out  that  if  the 
city  does  undertake  a  program  for-  screening  and 
early  detection  of  cancer  in  women,  I  am  sure  it 
should  not  be  restricted  to  city  and  county 
employees  but  should  be  available  to  all  women 
residing  in  the  city.

The  following  is  a  response  to  the  questions 
presented  in  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  February  10,  1975,  requesting 
information  concerning  the  advertising  promotion 
of  the  "Mayor's  Older  Bostonians." 

1.  Total  amount  that  the  City  of  Boston  will 
have  expended  for  advertising  of  services  to  the 
elderly,  $30,503.96.  To  date,  no  person  or  firm 
has  received  payment  from  the  city. 

2.  Funds  will  be  expended  from  the 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation. 

3.  No. 

4.  As  the  development  of  the  promotional 
work  for  the  "Mayor's  Older  Bostonians"  was 
essentially  of  a  creative,  subjective  nature,  there 
were  considerations  which  we  wished  to  take 
into  account  other  than  cost.  The  firm  of  Hill, 
Holliday,  Connors,  Cosmopulos,  Inc.,  is  one 
with  which  the  City  of  Boston  has  had  previous 
experience  and  one  which  it  was  felt  could  be 
counted  on  to  come  up  with  an  attractive 
campaign  at  a  reasonable  cost.  As  the 
advertising  of  services  to  the  elderly  was  viewed 
as  being  an  integral  component  of  the  services 
themselves,  and  as  a  successful  advertising 
campaign  was  in  fact  essential  to  the  success  of 
these  programs,  it  was  felt  that  the  benefit  to 
be  derived  from  dealing  with  a  known  and 
proven  quantity  exceeded  that  which  might  be 
gained  by  putting  the  contract  out  to  bid.  In 
short,  it  was  felt  that  matters  of  a  creative, 
subjective  nature  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the 
bidding  process.  I  think  it  should  be  noted  that 
the  result  of  our  promotional  efforts  have  been 
to  date  very  encouraging.  For  example,  the 
information  and  referral  service  known  as  the 
Elderly  Hotline  has  seen  an  increase  in  calls  for 
information  on  elderly  programs  and  benefits 
from  an  average  of  approximately  thirty  calls 
daily  to  a  range  today  of  from  seventy  to  125 
daily.  In  addition,  over  14,000  elderly  Boston 


residents  are  taking  advantage  of  the  city-wide 
discount  program,  with  hundreds  more  joining 
daily.  We  have  also  sold  over  3,500  taxi  coupon 
booklets,  enabling  elderly  persons  to  enjoy  a 
twenty  percent  reduction  in  their  cab  fares. 
Finally,  as  a  direct  result  of  our  promotional 
campaign, /many  older  Bostonians  have  not  only 
been  assisted  through  the  programs  mentioned 
above,  but  have  for  the  first  time  become  aware 
of  programs  such  as  SSI,  home  care,  nutrition, 
Medicaid,  food  stamps,  free  medical  services, 
volunteer  and  job  opportunities,  and  com- 
panionship programs  which  have  beeen  estab- 
lished for  their  benefit,  which  many  elderly 
persons  had  not  taken  advantage  of  simply  for 
lack  of  knowledge  that  such  a  range  of  services 
existed.  The  significance  of  this  contribution  to 
the  needs  of  the  elderly  in  the  City  of  Boston 
cannot  be  overestimated. 

5.  No,  for  reasons  outlined  above. 

6.  The  "Mayor's  Older  Bostonians"  is  a 
promotional  theme  designed  to  brine  to  the 
attention  of  elderly  Boston  residents  the  range 
of  services  and  benefits  which  are  available  to 
them.  Aside  from  the  age  and  residency 
requirements  of  certain  programs,  there  is  no 
policy  of  exclusion  whatever,  and  thus  no 
authority  is  required  to  support  such  a  policy. 
The  only  program  which  requires  the  use  of  the 
membership  card  itself  is  the  city-wide  discount 
program,  the  requirements  for  which  are  simply 
that  the  member  must  be  age  sixty  or  over  and 
a  resident  of  Boston.  As  our  agreements  with 
participating  merchants  provide  that  only  such 
persons  are  eligible  to  take  advantage  of  the 
program,  it  was  felt  by  the  merchants  that  an 
identification  card  was  the  most  practical 
means  of  ensuring  eligibility  while  at  the  same 
time,  simplifying  the  identification  procedure  at 
the  time  of  purchase.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  AGRICULTURAL 
COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION  SERVICE  IN 
SUFFOLK  COUNTY

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  which  would  establish 
an  agricultural  cooperative  extension  service  in 
Suffolk  County.  As  Suffolk  County  is  the  only 
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county  without  such  a  service,  and  it  is  thought  it 
would  benefit  from  having  one  at  no  expense,  and 
as  the  Council  has  already  on  February  24  passed  a 
resolution  in  favor  thereof,  I  believe  there  should 
be  no  reluctance  to  approve  this  petition. 

There  is  legislation  now  pending  in  the  General 
Court  which  would  attain  this  objective.  It  is 
necessary,  however,  to  proceed  by  this  method 
rather  than  by  endorsement  of  pending  legislation, 
since  the  establishment  of  such  a  service  in  Suffolk 
County  and  the  appointment  of  the  trustees  to 
oversee  it  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  affect  the  City 
of  Boston  differently  from  any  other  municipality. 
Under  section  8  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment, 
therefore,  such  legislation  must  originate  with  a 
home  rule  petition.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
iton  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  40,  as 
amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  990  of  the  Acts 
of  1971,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  40.  In  each  county  except  counties 
maintaining  vocational  agricultural  schools 
there  shall  be  an  unpaid  board  of  nine  trustees 
to  be  known  as  trustees  for  county  cooperative 
extension  service.  The  county  commissioner  of 
each  such  county  except  Suffolk,  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  Suffolk  County,  shall  annually  appoint  three 
trustees,  qualified  as  hereinafter  provided,  to 
serve  for  three  years  from  April  first  of  the  year 
of  the  appointment,  and  shall  fill  any  vacancy 
in  said  board  for  the  unexpired  term.  All  of  said 
trustees  shall  be  residents  of  the  county  where 
they  are  appointed,  one  shall  always  be  a 
county  commissioner  of  said  county  or,  in  the 
County  of  Suffolk  a  member  of  the  City 
Council  of  Boston,  and  four  so  far  as  is  possible 
shall  be  taken  from  the  directors,  chosen  as 
provided  in  the  following  section,  of  such  cities 
and  towns  as  have  appropriated  funds  toward 
carrying  out  sections  40  to  45,  inclusive.  The 
accounts  of  the  trustees  in  each  county  except 
Suffolk  shall  be  audited  by  the  director  of 
accounts,  and  in  Suffolk  County  shall  be 
audited  by  the  auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 
the  manner  in  which  other  county  accounts  are 
audited  under  general  law.  The  trustees  shall 
annually  submit  to  the  county  commissioners, 
or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  the  case  may  be,  a  report  for  the 
previous  year  with  a  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  in  such  form  and  at  such  time  as  is 


required  by  them,  and  they  shall  cause  the  said 

report  to  be  printed  as  part  of  their  regular 

annual  report. 

Section  2.  Of  the  trustees  first  appointed  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  as  provided  in  section  40  of  chapter 
128  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by  secticn  1 
of  this  act,  three  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of 
one  year,  three  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  two 
years,  and  three  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of 
three  years,  and  each  shall  serve  until  the 
qualification  of  their  respective  successors.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  trustee,  his 
successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a 
term  of  three  years.

In  the  open  environment  oxidation  of  bronze 
statuary  is  a  natural  process.  Steps  to  reduce  or 
retard  oxidation  are  through  an  extensive  program 
of  washing,  sealing,  and  oiling. 

The  following  are  accepted,  proven  methods: 

Lacquered  or  oxidise  1  surfaces  should  be 
abraded  to  base  metal,  using  low-pressure  sand-or 
glass-bead-blasting;  glass-btad  method  is  preferable. 
After  oxidation  is  removed  the  statue  is  washed 
with  a  mild  solution  of  sulfuric  acid,  Rinse  with 
water  to  remove  residual  cleaners  or  blasting  and 
sanding  dust.  Hand  dry  and  burnish  uniformly  to 
promote  adhesion  and  produce  a  more  uniform 
finish.  The  work  should  be  given  a  final  rinse  with 
warm  water  to  avoid. contamination. 

The  finish  color  is  governed  by  the  strength  of 
solutions  used.  A  uniform  finish  is  obtained  by 
repeatedly  going  over  the  entire  surface.  Sponging 
with  a  dampened  sponge  is  essential  for  a  uniform 
finish  and  to  remove  residual  chemicals.  Highlights 
at  this  stage  may  be  applied  if  desired.  After 
statuary  is  completely  dry  the  protection  of  the 
new  finish  is  obtained  by  applying  successive  coats 
of  clear  lacquer.  The  type  of  finish  desired  dictates 
the  method  of  applying  the  lacquer.  Wax  may  be 
used  but  is  more  vulnerable  to  the  elements  and 
does  not  protect  for  a  long  period.  A  new  process 
is  to  spray  clear  lacquer  rather  than  wax. 
Regardless  of  what  finish  is  applied  to  protect  the 
bronze,  a  natural  oxidation  will  still  occur.

DEFINING  ITS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An    Ordinance    Creating    the    Edward    Ingersoll 
Browne  Commission  and  Defining  Its  Powers 
and  Duties. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 


Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  to  be  known  as  the 
Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Commission,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities,  the 
Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation  and  the 
President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex  officiis,  a 
commissioner  recommended  by  the  Art  Com- 
mission, a  commissioner  recommended  by  the 
Conservation  Commission,  a  commissioner  chosen 
from  two  persons  recommended  by  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  a 
commissioner  chosen  from  two  persons  re- 
commended by  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Those  members 
appointed  upon  recommendation  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  All  members 
shall  serve  without  compensation.  Members  recom- 
mended by  the  Art  Commission  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  those  bodies.  Any  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  in  like  manner  as  the  member  vacating  the 
appointment  for  a  similar  term  as  the  original 
appointee.  The  commission  shall  organize  annually 
and  elect  a  chairman  from  among  its  own 
membership.  The  commission  shall  annually  elect 
from  either  within  or  without  its  membership  a 
secretary,  and  may  appoint  a  temporary  secretary 
whenever  the  secretary  is  not  in  attendance  at  a 
meeting  of  the  commission. 

Section  2.  The  commission  shall,  subject  to 
appropriation  by  the  Mayor  and  Council,  expend 
the  income  from  the  bequest  of  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  will, 
along  with  any  other  funds  available  to  it. 

Section  3.  The  commission  shall  annually,  in 
January,  submit  to  the  Mayor  a  report  of  its  doings 
in  the  then  previous  year  together  with  an  audited 
statement  of  the  funds  then  in  its  control  and  its 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  that  will  be 
available  for  expenditure  in  accordance  with  said 
will  in  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  requirement  of 
appropriation,  for  the  purposes  of  matching 
federal,  state,  or  private  grants,  grants-in-aid,  gifts, 
or  bequests  the  commission  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  Council,  obligate  the  expenditure 
of  funds  under  its  control,  for  purposes  agreeable 
to  the  aforesaid  Browne  will,  whether  or  not  the 
same  is  to  be  expended  within  the  then  current 
municipal  year. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  passing  the  same.

$4,899,232.29  toward  the  Metropolitan  Parks 
District  Reservations  and  Boulevards;  now,  there-

OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN

Whereas,  Federal  Court  Justice  W.  Arthur 
Garrity,  Jr.,  ordered  Phase  I  Desegregation  Plan, 
under  which  45,000  Boston  public  school  students 
were  reassigned  and  18,000  students  bused, 
affecting  80  out  of  200  Boston  public  schools  and 
destroying  the  neighborhood  school  concept;  and 
Whereas,  The  neighborhood  school,  a  time- 
honored  and  meaningful  force  for  community 
well-being,  an  integral  part  of  the  community,  a 
center  for  cultural  enrichment,  an  environment  for 
extracurricular  activities,  is  being  endangered;  and 

Whereas,  The  number  of  white  pupils  in  the 
Boston  public  school  system  has  decreased  by 
18,418  since  1965,  and  4,000  students  this  year 
alone  have  left  the  system  as  a  direct  result  of  the 
Phase  I  plan ;  and 

Whereas,  Public  controversy  over  forced  busing 
to  achieve  integregation  of  the  Boston  public 
school  system  has  stirred  significant  political  action 
and  reaction;  and 

Whereas,  Heat  has  been  generated  by  this 
controversy  and  has  not  been  converted  into 
illumination;  and

Housing  Project. 

2.  That  the  Housing  Improvement  Program 
establish  no  more  than  four  separate  site  offices 
and  that  there  be  no  more  than  four  site  office 
managers. 

3.  That  the  funds  allocated  for  urban 
renewal  projects  not  exceed  $6,000,000. 

4.  That  $250,000  be  allocated  for  improved 
street  lighting  on  Tremont  Street  between  the 
intersection  of  Huntington  Avenue  and  the 
intersection  of  Parker  Street,  including  said 
intersections. 

5.  That  $500,000  be  allocated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Old  Colony  Public  Housing 
Project. 

6.  That  $300,000  be  allocated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Washington  and  Beech  Streets 
Public  Housing  Project. 

7.  That  $200,000  be  allocated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Maverick  Street  Public  Housing 
Project. 

8.  That  $100,000  be  allocated  for  the 
establishment  of  a  so-called  "Senior  Citizen 
Mini-Bus  Program." 

9.  That  sufficient  funds  be  allocated  to 
establish  a  Community  Center  in  the  building 
known  as  the  Broadway  Theater  in  South 
Boston. 

10.  That  $125,000  be  allocated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Cathedral  Public  Housing  Project. 

11.  That  the  grant  funds  under  the  Housing 
Improvement  Program  be  increased  by  the 
amount  all  other  programs  have  been  reduced. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  to  amend  the  foregoing 
by  striking  out  after  the  word  "Government"  on 
the  tenth  line  of  the  order  the  words  "and  to  act  as 
the  authorized  representative  of  the  City  of  Boston 
in  connection  with  said  act." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  to  amend  the  order  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  "Provided, 
however,  that  any  change  in  the  distribution 
and/or  expenditure  of  monies  in  a  plan  approved 
by  the  City  Council  on  February  24,  1975,  and 
annexed  hereto,  whether  in  the  amount,  purpose, 
or  area  of  the  city,  must  first  be  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  for  approval  by  a  majority  of  its 
members." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  to  amend  the  order  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  "No 
community  development  revenue-sharing  money 
accepted  and  approved  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
1975-76  shall  be  used  for  the  planning, 
acquisition,  demolition,  development  or  redevelop- 
ment, or  in  any  way  or  any  connection  with  or  for 
the  'Park  Plaza  Project.'  " 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  to  amend  the  order 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  "That 
no  program  funded  by,  under,  or  through  this 
program  shall,  whether  by  name  or  title,  by 
document,  sign,  or  other  indication,  be  identified 


as  being  sponsored  by,  offered  through  or  by, 
funded  through  or  by,  or  a  part  of,  any  officer  of 
the  city  or  county,  nor  by  any  office  maintained 
by  said  officer  containing  a  personal  name  or  the 
title  of  any  elected  official  of  the  city  or  council.

Rent  Collection 

The  collection  of  rent  is  a  fundamental 
requirement  of  good  housing  management. 

The  economic  viability  of  a  complex  is 
interdependent  on  three  major  areas,  income, 
services,  and  social  interaction.  Without  income 
services  cannot  be  provided,  causing  negative 
attitudes,  which  in  turn  increase  the  probability 
that  management  will  be  unable  to  reach  its  goals. 

Working  within  the  conditions  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  lease,  the  following  is  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority's  rent  collection  policy 
and  is  to  be  strictly  adhered  to  by  each  housing 
manager. 

The  housing  manager  will  employ  all  resources 
at  their  disposal  to  maximize  the  collection  of  all 
monies  owed  by  tenants  on  the  first  day  of  each 
and  every  month.  The  housing  manager  has  the 
discretionary  power  to  allow  a  ten-day  grace  period 
before  initiating  preeviction  or  eviction  processes. 
The  exception  to  this  policy  will  be  for  those 
tenants  who  have  executed  a  written  agreement 
with  the  housing  manager  to  pay  the  current 
month's  rent  in  two  installments.  This  agreement 
must  be  filed  in  the  tenant's  file  along  with  the 
lease  and  other  documents.  All  other  tenants  will 
be  deemed  delinquent  if  their  rent  has  not  been 
paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  working  day  of  the 
current  month,  and  will  be  processed  for  eviction 
for  nonpayment  of  rent. 

Why    Rent    Collection    Is    Such    an    Important 
Function  of  Management. 

We  need  every  rent  dollar  we  get.  In  a  recent 
GAO  report  they  told  Congress  that  each  Housing 
Authority  must  aggressively  attempt  to  collect  all 
rents  legally  due.  In  the  same  report  the  GAO 
states  that  the  financial  problems  of  public  housing 
began  to  escalate  with  the  passage  of  the  "Brooke 
Amendment."  This  amendment  provided  that 
public  housing  tenants  could  not  be  required  to 
pay  more  than  twenty-five  percent  of  their  income 
in  rent.  In  the  meantime  costs  such  as  oil, 
electricity,  gas,  etc.,  have  increased  faster  than 
tenants'  incomes. 

The  Authority  has  made  it  as  easy  as  possible  for 
tenants  to  pay  the  rent. 

Most  people  have  experienced  money  manage- 
ment problems.  We  must  expect  that  our  tenants, 
because  of  theif  low  incomes,  are  subject  to  such 
problems.  The  important  part  of  a  good  rent 
collection  program  is  to  identify  as  soon  as  possible 
the  delinquents  before  the  tenant  gets  so  far 
behind  as  to  create  a  real  hardship  on  the  family. 
The  ability  to  develop  and  maintain  an  effective 
rent  collection  program  is  a  major  test  of  a 
manager's  leadership. 

Identify  the  rent  delinquent  by  proper  and 
frequent  checking  of  all  printouts. 

Keep  records  so  that  you  know  who  owes 
how  much  and  what  arrangements  are  being  made 
for  collection.  Be  sure  other  members  of  staff 
know  system  being  used  so  that  in  your  absence 
the  system  can  be  continued. 
The  Conference  Letter 

The     conference    letter    should    be    sent    by 


registered  mail  according  to  the  terms  of  the  lease, 
but,  because  of  cost,  letters  can  be  sent  first  class 
mail.  If  the  tenants  fails  to  keep  the  appointment 
or  calls  requesting  a  different  time  you  should 
follow  up  with  a  certified  letter  so  that  you  have 
proof  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  hold  a 
conference,  in  the  event  that  you  may  want  to 
proceed  with  eviction. 

Before  you  meet  with  the  tenant  in  conference 
get  to  know  everything  you  should  know  about  the 
family  -  rent  paying  record,  income,  source  of 
income.  Give  the  tenant  a  chance  to  explain  why 
they  are  in  arrears.  If  they  want  to  make 
arrangments  for  paying  arrears  be  prepared  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  by  negotiating  an  agreement 
that  is  not  only  fair  to  the  Authority  but  also  fair 
to  the  tenant.  You  can't  expect  a  tenant  to  keep  an 
agreement  that  will  strip  him  of  all  income,  leaving 
little  or  nothing  for  the  necessities  of  life.  The 
agreement  that  is  reasonably  negotiated  has  a 
better  chance  of  being  kept  than  one  that  is  forced 
on  a  take  it  or  leave  it  basis.  Even  though  you  have 
a  signed  agreement  let  the  tenant  know  that  if  for 
any  reason  (sickness,  etc.)  during  the  term  of  the 
agreement  they  are  unable  to  meet  a  payment, 
they  should  notify  you  or  a  member  of  your  staff. 

By  identifying  the  delinquent  as  early  as  possible 
the  chances  of  making  a  workable  agreement  are 
better  because  the  amount  of  arrears  is  not  a 
next-to-impossible  figure. 

Any    manager   who    allows    large    amounts    of 
arrears   to   accumulate  before   starting  collection 
procedure  does  both  the  tenant  and  the  Authority 
an  injustice. 
The  Fully  Employed  Tenant 

We  have  that  class  of  people  who  although  fully 
employed  have  trouble  handling  money.  They 
usually  owe  more  dollars  per  month  than  they  have 
coming  in.  They  pay  the  one  that  is  pressuring 
them  the  most. 

This  family  may  need  help,  and  you  should 
know  of  programs  and  services  which  can  assist 
them  with  their  problem.  The  family  service  aid  of 
the  Tenant  Services  Department  could  be  helpful 
in  making  proper  referrals  for  money  management. 

Other  problems  could  be  drinking,  gambling, 
etc.  Try  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the  tenants.  It 
will  be  helpful  in  getting  the  tenants  to  talk  about 
their  problems.  Don't  come  on  as  a  gangbuster. 
That  won't  get  the  arrears  paid  or  an  agreement  to 
pay. 

When   talking  to   tenants,  first   convince  them 
that  no  matter  what  problems  they  may  have  they 
cannot  solve  any  of  them  unless  they  have  a  place 
to  live. 
The  Unemployed  or  Recently  Unemployed 

Sometimes  tenants  forget  to  notify  the  manage- 
ment office  that  they  have  been  laid  off  or  fired. 
The  manager  does  not  find  out  until  the 
conference  letter  is  sent.  When  the  income  changes, 
the  tenant  is  entitled  to  a  rent  reduction.  The 
manager  should  keep  himself  informed  of  all 
programs  within  the  city  to  help  unemployed 
people.  This  can  be  done  by  making  regular  visits 
to  the  local  Little  City  Hall  and  being  in   close 
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contact  with  agencies  working  in  their  section  of 
the  city.  Many  managers  have  posted  civil  service 
openings  on  office  bulletin  boards.  Be  knowledge- 
able about  what  is  going  on  in  your  community  so 
that  you  in  turn  can  advise  your  tenants  of  what 
may  be  available. 

Workmen's  Compensation  or  Unemployment  Bene- 
fits 

When  rent  delinquency  results  from  a  case  of 
Workmen's  Compensation  or  Unemployment 
Emergency  Compensation,  these  tenants  are 
entitled  to  rent  reductions  in  keeping  with  their 
new  income.  Monthly  records  should  be  kept  so 
that  when  the  tenant  returns  to  work  the  rent  can 
be  redetermined  in  keeping  with  the  new  income. 
Tenants  Receiving  AFDC  or  General  Relief 

Today  a  majority  of  our  tenants  are  in  this 
group.  Again  it  is  important  to  identify  the 
delinquent  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  the  amount 
owed  is  relatively  small. 

The  welfare  family  is  subject  to  the  same 
pressures  that  turn  up  unexpectedly.  With  no  bank 
account,  or  assets  of  any  kind  to  fall  back  on,  at 
times  of  heavy  pressure  (holidays,  death  in  family, 
etc.),  they  tap  the  only  asset  thay  may  have  -  the 
rent  money. 

We  can  always  expect  increased  arrears  with 
welfare  families  at  Easter,  school  opening,  and 
Christmas.  These  are  the  times  the  rent  money  is 
tapped.  Most  families  make  up  the  arrears  within  a 
reasonable  time.  The  .manager  should  contact  these 
families  and  have  an  agreement  -  the  same  as  in 
other  arrears. 

The  manager  should  be  in  close  contanct 
(regular  monthly  meetings)  with  the  welfare 
workers  in  their  development.  The  managers  must 
keep  the  welfare  worker  in  their  development  up 
to  date  on  all  rent  arrears.  This  request  was  made 
by  the  Welfare  Department,  and  the  Authority  is  in 
full  agreement. 

When    you    have    an    AFDC    family    that    is 


constantly  in  arrears,  arrangements  can  be  made  to 
put  the  family  on  protective  payments,  but  only 
after     the     manager    and     social    worker     have 
exhausted  every  other  means. 
The  Elderly  Tenant 

If  we  had  all  elderly  tenants  our  rent  problems 
would  be  few  and  far  between.  This  is  why  it  is 
important  to  review  each  case  before  sending  out  a 
conference  letter. 

If  the  tenant  is  elderly  with  a  good  paying 
record,  maybe  a  phone  call  or  a  friendly  home  visit 
would  be  in  order. 

Many  times  a  son  or  daughter  pays  the  rent  and 
maybe  forgot.  If  known,  a  note  to  this  effect  and 
how  to  contact  should  be  in  the  case  folder. 

With  age  we  sometimes  become  a  little  forgetful 
and  may  need  a  gentle  reminder. 

Rent  checks  and/or  statements  can  get  mis- 
placed and  not  get  mailed.  For  these  reasons  we 
should  proceed  with  caution. 

A  conference  letter  could  be  a  very  traumatic 
experience  and  should  only  be  used  when  other 
methods  have  failed. 
Rent  Withholding  for  Code  Violations 

Tenants  cannot  withhold  rent  for  a  code 
violation  or  a  dangerous  defect  in  their  apartment. 
The  tenant  must  deposit  his  rent  into  an  escrow 
account,  pending  a  ruling  of  the  Hearing  Panel. 

Any  tenant  not  following  the  proper  procedure 
for  withholding  rent  as  indicated  in  the  tenants', 
handbook    (page    3)    shall   be  treated  as  a   rent ' 
delinquent  and  be  subject  to  eviction. 

Managers  are  required  to  take  an  active  part  in 
dealing  with  the  Task  Force.  He  or  she  should  ask 
the  Task  Force  to  use  their  influence  with  the  rest 
of  the  tenants  to  impress  upon  them  how 
important  it  is  to  have  the  rent  paid  on  time  so 
that  the  Authority  can  meet  its  fiscal  commit- 
ments. 

The  Task  Force  is  not  to  be  used  to  collect  rent; 
this  is  the  managers'  responsibility. 
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Each  yeai  when  the  Authority  submits  a  budget  to  either  DCA  or  HUD.  the  authority  starts  with  the 
amount  of  money   they  expect  to  receive  in  rents.  Anything  less  than  this  amount  puts  the  budget  out 
balance  for  the  rest  of  the  budget  period.  Funds  must  be  shifted  from  one  or  more  accounts  to  knake 
up  for  any  deficiency  —  meaning  less  services  to  the  tenants.

LICENSING  SALE  OF  BEER  AND  WINE  IN 
BOSTON  COMMUNITY  SCHOOLS

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of 
the  law  to  the  contrary,  the  licensing  authority  of 
the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant 
one-day  special  licenses  for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages  in  buildings  under  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  Boston  Community  School  Coun- 
cils, provided  that  such  beverages  shall  be  served 
only  to  persons  over  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Section  2.  Such  special  licenses  shall  not  be 
restricted  to  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages. 

Section  3.  Applications  for  said  special  licenses 
must  have  the  approval  of  both  the  Director  of 
Community  Schools  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
director  of  the  community  school  where  said 
license  is  applied  for.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  have  a  copy  of  your  order  of  February  24, 
1975,  that  my  opinion  be  sought  concerning  the 
status  of  Albert  Sherman,  chairman  of  the  Suffolk 
County  Court  House  Commission.  I  understand 
that  he  is  also  a  principal  owner  of  the  Charles 
River  Pharmacy,  which  in  1973-74  was  paid 
$30,975.93  for  drugs  sold  to  Suffolk  County  for 
use  at  the  Jail.  For  the  last  six  months  of  1974 
Charles  River  Pharmacy  was  paid  $10,804.37  for 
the  same  purpose.  The  question  is  whether  a 
conflict  of  interest  arises,  because  of  Mr.  Sherman's 
service  as  chairman  of  the  Court  House  Com- 
mission. 

Members  of  the  Court  House  Commission 
receive  no  pay  for  their  services.  By  definition 
appearing  in  G.L.  c.  268A,  s.  l(m),  Mr.  Sherman  is 
a  "special  county  employee,"  since  he  is  not  an 
elected  official  and  he  "occupies  a  position  which, 
by  its  .  .  .  conditions  of  employment,  permits 
personal  or  private  employment  during  normal 
working  hours"  and  which  pays  no  compensation. 

As  such  special  county  employee,  he  may  enter 
a  contract  with  another  agency  of  the  county  since 
the  prohibition  thereof  in  s.  14  does  not  apply  "to 
a  special  county  employee  who  does  not 
participate  in  or  have  official  responsibility  for  any 
of  the  activities  of  the  contracting  agency,"  if  he 
"filed  with  the  State  Secretary  a  statement  making 
full  disclosure  of  his  interest  and  the  interests  of 
his  immediate  family  in  the  contract  .  .  .  ."  Since, 
however,  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County,  who 
makes  decisions  respecting  provisions  for  the  Jail, 
also  serves  on  the  Court  House  Commission  with 
Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Sherman's  dual  activity  may  give 
"reasonable  basis  for  the  impression  that  any 
person  can  improperly  influence  him  or  unduly 
enjoy  his  favor  in  the  performance  of  his  official 
duties  or  that  he  is  unduly  affected  by  the  . . . 
influence  of  any  party  or  person." 

There  is,  however,  a  necessary  solution  to  this 
problem.  Since  in  both  the  previous  and  the 
present  fiscal  years,  the  sales  of  drugs  to  the 
county  exceeded  $2,000,  a  contract  must  be 
awarded  therefor  based  upon  bids  obtained  after 
public  advertising.  If  this  step  is  taken,  and  the 
contract  is  nevertheless  awarded  to  Mr.  Sherman,  I 
believe  the  impression  of  undue  influence  would  be 
dissipated.  The  requirements  of  s.  8  of  St.  1909,  c. 


486,  could  then  be  satisfied  if  Mr.  Sherman 
notified  the  Mayor,  City  Council,  and  Finance 
Commission  in  writing  of  such  contract  and  the 
nature  of  his  interest  therein.

ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  THE  RIGHTS  OF 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  EMPLOYEES  AND 
ESTABLISHING  A  PENALTY  FOR  THE 
VIOLATION  OF  SUCH  A  RIGHT 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An  Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Rights  of  City  and 
County  Employees  and  Establishing  a  Penalty 
for  the  Violation  of  Such  a  Right. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  right  of  every 
employee  of  the  city  and  county  to  report  any 
activity  of  the  city  or  county,  or  any  officer  or 
employee  thereof,  which  in  the  opinion  of  that 
employee  is  in  violation  of  any  statute  or 
ordinance  to  any  or  all  of  the  following,  without 
reprisal  or  intimidation:  the  Mayor,  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, the  City  Council,  or  the  School 
Committee,  and  to  the  media. 

Section  2.  A  report  made  hereunder  may  be 
either  verbal  or  in  writing,  but  this  ordinance  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  legally  imposed 
requirement  of  confidentiality. 

Section  3.  Any  person  doing  anything,  or 
assisting  or  authorizing  such  doing,  intended  to 
harass,  intimidate,  or  punish  any  employee  who 
makes  a  report  under  the  provisions  of  section  1 
hereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $50  for  each 
such  incident  and  for  every  day  such  an  incident  or 
the  effects  thereof  shall  continue.  Whether  or  not 
such  employee  is  otherwise  entitled  to  damages  or 
payment  or  compensation  of  any  sort  whatsoever 
as  result  of  any  action  in  contravention  of  this 
ordinance,  the  monies  recovered  as  fine  for 
violation  hereof  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  employee 
harassed,  intimidated,  or  punished. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  ordinances,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  printing  the  same 
in  the  three  editions  of  the  City  Record  published 
next  following  the  effective  date  hereof,  and  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  shall  cause  a 
copy  of  this  ordinance  to  be  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  every  department  and  division 
of  the  city  and  county,  and  shall  replace  the  same 
in  case  of  loss.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
REQUIRING  MASSACHUSETTS  PORT  AU- 
THORITY TO  PAY  CERTAIN  LOCAL 
REAL  ESTATE  TAXES 

Coun.  Langone  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,     There     are     some     thirty     business 


enterprises  located  on  the  Fish  Pier  in  South 
Boston,  virtually  all  of  which  are  engaged  in  the 
business  of  purchasing  and  receiving  catches  of 
fresh  fish  from  North  Atlantic  fishing  vessels  and  in 
grading,  cleaning,  processing,  packing,  marketing, 
and  shipping  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  Until  April  21,  1972,  these  business 
enterprises  occupied  their  respective  premises  at 
the  Fish  Pier  as  sublessees  of  the  Boston  Fish 
Market  Corporation,  which  was  in  turn  a  long-term 
lessee  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  (MPA); 
and 

Whereas,  While  they  occupied  said  premises  as 
such  lessees  the  said  business  enterprises  were 
paying  substantial  rents  to  the  Boston  Fish  Market 
Corporation  plus  substantial  additional  payments 
representing  contributions  towards  Boston  real 
estate  taxes  levied  on  the  leasehold  of  Boston  Fish 
Market  Corporation  pursuant  to  St.  1956,  c.  465, 
s.  1 7 ;  and 

Whereas,  On  April  21, 1972,  MPA  purchased  the 
leasehold  interest  of  Boston  Fish  Market  Corpora- 
tion in  the  Fish  Pier,  at  which  point  the  said 
business  enterprises  (hereinafter  "the  Fish  Pier 
tenants")  became  direct  tenants-at-will,  or  tenants- 
at-sufferance,  of  MPA;  and 

Whereas,  Shortly  thereafter  MPA  unilaterally 
decided,  and  notified  the  Fish  Pier  tenants,  that 
thereafter  they  would  be  responsible  for  paying 
City  of  Boston  real  estate  taxes  levied  on  the  Fish 
Pier  premises,  plus  the  .rentals  formerly  paid  to 
Boston  Fish  Market  Corporation,  plus  the  con- 
tributions to  taxes  formerly  paid  to  Boston  Fish 
Market  Corporation  (which  would  now  be  regarded 
as  simply  additions  to  rent);  and 

Whereas,  By  similar  letters  to  each  of  the  Fish 
Pier  tenants,  MPA  advised  them  that  if  they 
refused  to  accept  MPA's  new  terms  they  would  be 
evicted  from  the  premises;  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  the  Fish  Pier  tenants  are  in 
serious  financial  difficulties  because  of  the  long 
period  of  time  during  which  they  have  been  forced 
to  operate  under  adverse  circumstances,  chief 
among  which  being  the  obsolete  and  rundown 
character  of  the  Fish  Pier  premises  (the  condition 
of  which  has  markedly  worsened  since  MPA  took 
over  from  Boston  Fish  Market  Corporation),  and 
the  inadequate  supply  of  fresh  fish  reaching  the 
Fish  Pier  because  of  overfishing  by  the  Russians 
and  other  foreign  fleets;  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  the  Fish  Pier  tenants  find  it 
difficult  to  survive  at  their  present  level  of  costs 
and  would  be  incapable  of  remaining  in  business  if 
they  should  submit  to  the  double  taxation  sought 
to  be  imposed  by  MPA; and 

Whereas,  The  continued  existence  of  the  Port  of 
Boston  as  a  fishing  port  would  be  seriously 
threatened  if  not  doomed  should  the  Fish  Pier 
tenants  be  forced  out  of  business;  and 

Whereas,  Great  benefits  flow  to  the  City  of 
Boston. from  the  employment  provided  by  the  Fish 
Pier  tenants  and  from  the  ripple  economic  effect 
caused  by  the  activities  of  the  Fish  Pier  tenants; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
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accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  pro- 
vision of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws,  or  of 
section  17  of  chapter  465  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  or 
of  any  other  general  or  special  law,  the 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority  shall  be  required  to 
pay  local  real  estate  taxes  on  so  much  of  the  lands 
situate  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  Boston  called 
South  Boston  and  known  as  the  Fish  Pier  as  are 
shown  on  Lot  A3  on  a  plan  by  Ernest  W.  Branch, 
Inc.,  dated  March  6,  1958,  entitled  "Plan  of 
Comm,  Pier  No.  6  (Fish  Pier),  Boston,"  and  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  State  Secretary  on  June  2, 1958, 
as  Plan  No.  4651,  so  long  as  the  same  shall 
constitute  property  of  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  January 
1,1973.

POLICY  OF  CITY  RE 
CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  SYSTEM 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Police  reports  indicate  that  crimes  of 
violence  continue  to  be  on  the  increase  in  both  the 
nation  and  our  city  and  violent  crimes  against  the 
person  have  increased  so  dramatically  in  the  past 
ten  years  as  to  constitute  a  distinct  threat  to  our 
urban  communities;  and 

Whereas,  Each  and  every  day  new  acts  of 
violence  are  reported  in  our  city  —  crimes  so 
senseless  and  violent  that  they  rival  the  most 
gruesome  fiction  depicted  on  our  television 
screens;  and 

Whereas,  Violent  crime  and  the  fear  of  violence 
have  forced  themselves  upon  the  consciousness  of 
all  of  us,  have  deterred  many  people  from  making 
their  homes  in  Boston,  and  have  contributed  to  the 
decision  of  many  of  our  residents  to  leave  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  The  economy  of  our  city  suffers 
because  people  fear  violence  and  therefore  shun 
many  areas  of  our  city,  especially  after  dark,  which 
results  in  diminished  business  for  the  city's  stores, 
restaurants,  theaters,  and  other  places  of  business, 
thereby  contributing  to  unemployment  and  the 
failure  and  relocation  of  businesses;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Attorney  General 
has  stated  that  the  quick  detection  and  punishment 
of  the  criminal  is  the  key  to  making  our  system  of 
criminal  justice  work;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  federal  court  ruling  has 
upheld  our  state  law  requiring  stricter  terms 
governing  the  release  of  those  convicted  for  crimes 
of  violence  as  a  legitimate  exercise  of  the  legislative 
prerogative,  to  provide  sanctions  which  it  deems 
appropriate  for  certain  criminal  conduct; and 

Whereas,  In  the  same  ruling  the  court  said  the 
history  of  the  challenged  statute  demonstrates  a 
legislative  finding  that  crimes  of  violence  are 
matters  of  the  greatest  public  concern  and  that  the 
Legislature  has  labeled  the  commission  of  violent 


crimes  as  being  a  high-risk  proposition  for  those 
who  would  live  outside  the  law;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  our  responsibility  as  City 
Councillors  to  help  create  a  climate  of  safety, 
based  on  law  and  order,  so  that  the  residents  of, 
workers  in,  and  visitors  to  this  city  —  especially 
during  bicentennial  celebrations  -  may  enjoy 
peace  and  security ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  in  its  budget  for 
the  coming  fiscal  year  will  ask  our  taxpayers  to 
support  over  $75  million  in  law  enforcement, 
court,  and  correctional  programs;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  to  achieve  an  immediate  and 
significant  lessening  of  crimes,  so  as  to  restore  the 
public's  right  to  the  safe  enjoyment  of  their  homes 
and  communities,  it  shall  be  the  policy  of  this  city 
that  all  who  are  lawfully  convicted  of  crimes  which 
inflict  physical  harm  on  another  shall  suffer  speedy 
and  certain  punishment;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  working  with  the  City 
Council,  develop  a  strong  public  policy  to  promote 
the  arrest  and  punishment  of  those  who  commit 
violent  crime,  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  give 
this  policy  first  priority  in  the  community's 
criminal  justice  program  to  use  all  appropriate 
resources  and  work  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  all 
appropriate  public  agencies,  particularly  the  courts, 
in  effectuating  this  policy;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  17f  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  be  requested  to  answer  the  following 
questions  on  or  before  May  1,  1975: 

1.  Does  he  believe  that  it  should  be  the 
public  policy  of  this  city  to  make  the  first 
priority  of  its  criminal  justice  system  the 
lessening  of  crimes  of  violence? 

2.  Does  he  believe  that  it  should  be  the 
public  policy  of  this  city  that  all  who  are 
convicted  of  violent  crimes  within  the  city 
should  be  certain  to  suffer  punishment 
commensurate  to  the  harm  which  they  have 
criminally  inflicted? 

3.  Will  he  enumerate  and  describe  the 
actions  he  proposes  to  take  to  insure  that  all 
appropriate  public  agencies,  particularly  the 
courts,  make  the  elimination  of  violent  crime 
within  the  city  their  first  priority  objective?

Coun.  HICKS,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  has 
examined,  studied,  and  perused  the  budget 
recommendations  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
city  and  county  and  has  interrogated  all  depart- 
ment heads  who  appeared  before  the  committee. 
After  due  consideration  and  careful  study  it 
recommends  that  the  appropriations  and  tax  order 
for  the  fiscal  year  1975-76  be  passed  with  reduced 
items  as  shown  on  the  attached  schedule. 

Your  committee  recommends  further  that  no 
municipal  employees  shall  be  charged  to  a 
departmental  budget  unless  that  employee  spends  a 
majority  of  his  time  working  for  that  department, 
and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
prepare  such  legislation  as  necessary  to  effect 
changes  in  either  charter  provisions  or  ordinances 
so  that  the  above  policy  shall  become  permanent. 

The  current  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1975-76  is 
void  of  essential  detail,  and  therefore  your 
committee  recommends  that  the  Budget  Depart- 
ment adopt  hereafter  the  program  budgeting 
technique,  specifying  in  detail  the  cost  of  each  and 
every  program. 

The  practice  of  having  attorneys  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  city  should  be  eliminated,  and 
all  attorneys  should  be  in  the  Law  Department  of 
the  city. 

In  order  to  effect  the  greatest  possible 
economies  for  the  city  and  in  order  to  eliminate 
incompatible  data  processing  systems,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  be  directed  to  prepare  for  the 
consideration  of  your  committee  a  timetable  for 
the  completion  of  a  central  data  processing  unit 
which  would  service  all  of  said  city's  needs,  said 
report  to  be  submitted  no  later  than  July  1, 1975. 

The  Assessing  Department  should  be  directed  to 
use  the  maximum  6  percent  of  the  property  tax 
levy  as  the  overlay  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1957, 
chapter  717,  and  make  every  effort  to  reduce, 
rather  than  increase,  abatements  for  future  years. 

The  practice  of  awarding  contracts  without 
public  bidding  appears  to  be  on  the  increase,  and  is 
a  threat  to  honest  government.  Though  some 
contracts  are  awarded  after  invitational  bids,  little 
is  gained  by  this  process,  and  much  opportunity 
exists  for  awarding  contracts  and  increasing  city 
costs. 

The    perennial    practice    of   transferring    funds 


from  one  city  budget  category  to  another  serves  to 
make  a  mockery  of  effective  budgetary  scrutiny  by 
the  City  Council. 

The  committee  recommends  that  a  management 
expert  be  placed  in  control  of  the  fiscal  policy  of 
the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  and  that  a 
special  commission  be  named  in  the  City  Hospital 
to  study  the  reorganization  of  the  administrative 
function  of  the  department  and  to  report  to  the 
Boston  City  Council  by  January,  1976. 

Your  committee  thanks  the  City  Council  staff, 
the  city  budget  analysts,  and  the  Boston  Municipal 
Research  Bureau  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance. 

Your  chairman  personally  thanks  each  member 
of  the  committee  for  his  cooperation.

PRESIDENT  TO  BE  ELECTED  AT  LARGE 

Couns.  DiCARA  and  O'LEARY  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

An   Act  Creating  in   the  City  of  Boston  a  City 

Council  of  Nine  Members,  Eight  to  Be  Elected 

at  Large  and  One  to  Be  Elected  at  Large  as 

the  City  Council  President. 

Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 

hereby   amended   by   striking   out  section  14,  as 

appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the  Acts 

of    1951,    and    inserting    in    place    thereof    the 

following  section: 

Section  14.  At  the  regular  municipal  elec- 
tion of  1977,  and  at  every  regular  municipal 
election  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  at 
large  eight  city  councillors,  and  one  city 
councillor  at  large  as  president  of  the  city 
council,  each  to  hold  office  for  the  two 
municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in 
which  he  is  elected. 

Section  2.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  15, 
as  appearing  in  section   1   of  chapter  190  of  the 


Acts  of  1952,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 

following  section: 

Section  15.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  the  city  council  from  any  cause  the  city  clerk 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  city  council  thereof; 
and,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  notification, 
the  remaining  city  councillors  shall  choose,  as 
city  councillor  for  the  unexpired  term,  in  the 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a  councillor 
elected  at  large,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  at 
large  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at  which 
city  councillors  were  elected  for  the  term  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such 
defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
a  registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  at  large,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  seat  of  president  of  the  city  council 
elected  at  large,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  president  of  the 
city  council  elected  at  large  at  the  regular 
municipal  election  at  which  city  councillors 
were  elected  for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy 
occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
council  president.  If  at  a  regular  municipal 
election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  city 
councillor  or  if  a  person  elected  city  councillor 
at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies  before  taKing 
office,  the  city  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  remaining  city 
councillors-elect  take  office,  notify -the  city 
council  of  such  failure  to  elect,  resignation,  or 
death;  and,  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
notification,  the  remaining  city  councillors  shall 
choose,  as  city,  councillor  for  the  unexpired 
term,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a 
councillor  elected  at  large,  whichever  of  the 
defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  at  large  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  city  councillors  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who 
are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  city 
duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  city  councillor  at  large;  and  in  the  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a  councillor  elected 
at  large  as  city  council  president,  whichever  of 
the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  city 
council  president  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  city  councillors  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs, 
who  are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election, 
or,  if  there  so  no  such  defeated  candidate 
eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter 
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of  the  city  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  for 
the  office  of  city  council  president.  If  in  any  of 
the  aforesaid  events  a  choice  is  not  made  as 
hereinbefore  provided  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  notification  of  the  city  council  by  the  city 
clerk,  the  choice  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor, 
or,  if  there  is  no  mayor,  by  the  city  councillor 
senior  in  length  of  service,  or,  if  there  be  more 
than  one  such,  by  the  city  councillor  senior 
both  in  age  and  length  of  service.  For  the 
purposes  of  section  17D,  votes  of  the  city 
council  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
votes  electing  officials. 

Section  3.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  54,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  words 
"mayor  or  city  councillor  or  school  committee- 
man" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"mayor  or  city  councillor  at  large  or  city  council 
president,  or  school  committeeman." 

Section  4.  Section  54  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter 
376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  semicolon  and  the 
words  "and  provided  further,  that  no  person  who 
is  a  candidate  for  city  councillor  at  large  shall  be  a 
candidate  for  city  council  president." 

Section  5.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section 
55A,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of 
the  Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  55A.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be 
issued  by  the  election  commission  not  later 
than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day 
(Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  ex- 
cluded) after  the  subscription  of  a  statement  of 
candidacy,  except  that  no  such  petition  shall  be 
issued  before  the  eleventh  Tuesday  preceding 
the  preliminary  election.  A  nomination  petition 
shall  not  relate  to  more  than  one  candidate  nor 
to  more  than  one  office.  A  nomination  petition 
may  state  the  elective  public  offices  which  the 
candidate  holds  or  had  held  under  the 
government  of  the  commonwealth,  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  or  the  city  of  Boston,  or  in  the 
congress  as  a  representative  or  senator  from  the 
commonwealth,  provided  that  such  statement 
shall  not  exceed  eight  words  and  shall,  with 
respect  to  each  such  office,  consist  solely  of  the 
title,  as  hereinafter  given,  of  such  office, 
preceded,  if  the  candidate  is  the  then 
incumbent  thereof,  by  the  word  "present" 
otherwise  by  the  word  "former"  and  followed 
if,  but  only  if,  the  office  is  that  of  city 
councillor  or  city  council  president  or  school 
committeeman  by  the  words  "at  large,"  as  the 
case  may  be.  For  the  purposes  of  such 
statement  the  titles  of  the  elective  public 
offices  which  may  be  stated  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  as  follows:  city  councillor,  school  commit- 


teeman, mayor,  district  attorney,  sheriff, 
register  of  deeds,  register  of  probate,  county 
clerk  of  superior  (criminal)  court,  county  clerk 
of  superior  (civil)  court,  county  clerk  of 
supreme  judicial  court,  state  representative, 
state  senator,  governor's  councillor,  attorney 
general,  state  auditor,  state  treasurer,  state 
secretary,  lieutenant  governor,  governor,  con- 
gressman, and  United  States  senator. 

If  the  candidate  is  a  veteran  as  defined  in 
section  21  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws, 
his  nomination  petition  may  contain  the  word 
"Veteran,"  which,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate 
holding  or  having  held  elective  public  office  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  section 
and  sections  55,  58,  and  62,  be  counted  as  a 
part  of  the  statement  concerning  the  elective 
public  offices  held  by  him,  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
candidate  who  does  not  hold  and  has  never  held 
elective  public  office  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  said  sections,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
statement  concerning  the  elective  public  offices 
held  by  him.

Section  8.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  61, 
as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  61.  The  two  persons  receiving  at  a 
preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  mayor 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
said  office;  the  sixteen  persons  receiving  at  such 
an  election  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
office  of  city  councillor  at  large  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office; 
the  two  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  the  office  of  city  council  president 
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shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
said  office;  the  ten  persons  receiving  at  such  an 
election  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
office  of  school  committeeman  at  large  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office. 
If  a  preliminary  election  results  in  a  tie  vote 
among  candidates  for  nomination  receiving  the 
lowest  number  of  votes  which,  but  for  said  tie, 
would  entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated,  all  persons 
participating  in  said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated,  although  in  consequence 
there  be  printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be 
used  at  the  regular  election  names  to  a  number 
exceeding  twice  the  number  to  be  elected. 

Section  9.  Section  2  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts 
of  1948  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first 
sentence  thereof. 

Section    10.  Sections   3,   4,   5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  21 

through  52,  inclusive,  and  66  through  72,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for 
acceptance  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  at 
the  regular  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the 
year  1975  in  the  form  of  the  following  question 
which  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be 
used  at  said  election:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the 
General  Court  in  the  year  1975  entitled  'An  Act 
Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  City  Council  of 
Nine  Members,  Eight  to  be  Elected  at  Large  and 
One  to  Be  Elected  at  Large  as  the  City  Council 
President  Be  Accepted'?"  If  a  majority  of  voters 
voting  on  this  question  vote  in  the  affirmative,  this 
act  shall  take  effect  immediately  for  the  purpose  of 
the  next  regular  municipal  election,  and  for  all 
things  relating  thereto,  and  shall  take  full  effect 
beginning  with  such  election.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  officers  of  the  city  having  to  do  with 
elections  and  holding  office  at  the  time  of  such 
acceptance  to  do,  in  compliance  with  law,  all 
things  necessary  for  the  nomination  and  election  of 
officers  first  to  be  elected  under  this  act.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
CITY  COUNCIL  OF  FIFTEEN  MEMBERS 

Couns.  DiCARA  and  O'LEARY  offered  the 
following : 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows : 

An  Act  Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  City 
Council  of  Fifteen  Members,  Five  to  Be 
Elected  at  Large  and  Ten  to  Be  Elected  from 
Districts  Established  by  the  City  Council. 


Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  11,  as 
appearing  in  section  00  of  chapter  376  of  the  Acts 
of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
mayor  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  city,  a  city  council  of  fifteen  members 
which  shall  be  the  legislative  body  of  the  city, 
and  a  school  committee  of  five  members  which 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  by  law. 

Section  2.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
1  IB,  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  the  following  new  section: 

Section  11C.  In  the  year  1975  and,  if  the 
existing  districts  do  not  contain  an  equal 
number  of  inhabitants,  as  nearly  as  may  be 
ascertained  in  the  year  1980  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter,  the  city  council  shall  divide  the 
city  into  ten  districts  of  compact  and 
contiguous  territory,  bounded  in  so  far  as 
possible  by  the  center  lines  of  known  streets 
and  ways  or  by  other  well-defined  limits.  In 
determining  district  boundaries  no  precinct 
shall  be  divided;  each  district  shall  contain,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants;  no  district  shall  contain  inhabitants 
to  a  number  less  than  90  percent  nor  more  than 
110  percent  of  the  average  number  of 
inhabitants  in  all  such  districts;  and  recognized 
neighborhoods,  so  far  as  is  possible,  shall  not  be 
divided.  From  each  of  the  districts  created 
hereunder  there  shall  be  elected  one  district 
city  councillor  as  more  fully  set  forth  in  section 
14.  The  city  council  shall  cause  such  districts  to 
be  depicted  on  maps,  and  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  publish  lists  of  all  voters 
who  are  inhabitants  of  each  district,  which  lists 
shall  be  used  for  the  election  of  district  city 
councillors. 

If  the  city  council  shall  not  have  made,  on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  July  in  the  year  1975,  the 
divisions  as  aforesaid,  then  such  divisions  shall 
be  made  by  the  board  of  election  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  and  such  divisions  as  so  made 
shall  be  in  force  for  every  purpose  of  this  act. 
Within  the  districts  as  established  under  this  act 
the  board  of  election  commissioners  may  from 
time  to  time  make  divisions  and  redivisions  into 
precincts  conformably,  so  far  as  is  applicable, 
with  section  2  of  chapter  54  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  3.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  14, 
as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section : 

Section  14.  At  the  regular  municipal  elec- 
tion of  1977,  and  at  every  regular  municipal 
election  thereafter  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected, 
there  shall  be  elected  at  large  five  city 
councillors,  each  to  hold  office  for  the  four 
municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in 
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which  he  is  elected.  At  the  regular  municipal 
election  of  1977,  and  at  every  regular  municipal 
election  thereafter  whether  or  not  a  mayor  is 
elected  thereat,  there  shall  also  be  elected  ten 
district  city  councillors,  each  from  one  of  the 
ten  districts  established  pursuant  to  section 
11C,  and  each  to  hold  office  for  the  two 
municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in 
which  he  is  elected. 

Section  4.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  15, 
as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  190  of  the 
Acts  of  1952,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  15.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  city  council  from  any  cause  the  city  clerk 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  city  council  thereof; 
and,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  notification, 
the  remaining  city  councillors  shall  choose,  as 
city  councillor  for  the  unexpired  term,  in  the 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a  councillor 
elected  at  large,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  at 
large  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at  which 
city  councillors  were  elected  for  the  term  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such 
defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
a  registered  voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  at  large,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  seat  of  a  councillor  elected  from  a 
district,  whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates 
for  the  office  of  city  councillor  from  the  same 
district  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at 
which  city  councillors  were  elected  for  the  term 
in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible 
and  willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is 
no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing 
to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  district  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to  vote 
for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city  councillor 
from  such  district.  If  at  a  regular  municipal 
election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  city 
councillor  or  if  a  person  elected  city  councillor 
at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies  before  taking 
office,  the  city  clerk  shall,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  remaining  city 
councillors-elect  take  office,  notify  the  city 
council  of  such  failure  to  elect,  resignation,  or 
death;  and,  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
notification,  the  remaining  city  councillors  shall 
choose,  as  city  councillor  for  the  unexpired 
term,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a 
councillor  elected  at  large,  whichever  of  the 
defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  at  large  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  city  councillors  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who 
are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  city 


duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  city  councillor  at  large,  and  in  the  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  seat  of  a  councillor  elected 
from  a  district,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  from 
the  same  district  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  city  councillors  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who 
are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the 
highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if 
there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  district 
in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to 
vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  city 
councillor  from  such  district.  If  in  any  of  the 
aforesaid  events  a  choice  is  not  made  as 
hereinbefore  provided  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  notification  of  the  city  council  by  the  city 
clerk,  the  choice  shall  be  made  by  the  mayor, 
or,  if  there  is  no  mayor,  by  the  city  councillor 
senior  in  length  of  service,  or,  if  there  be  more 
than  one  such,  by  the  city  councillor  senior 
both  in  age  and  length  of  service.  For  the 
purposes  of  section  17D,  votes  of  the  city 
council  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
votes  electing  officials. 

Section  5.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  53,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  words  "at 
large." 

Section  6.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  54,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the  words 
"mayor  or  city  councillor  or  school  committee- 
men" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"mayor  or  city  councillor  at  large  or  city 
councillor  from  District  No.  ,  or  school 
committeeman." 

Section  7.  Section  54  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter 
376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  period  at  the  end  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  semicolon  and  the 
words  "and  provided  further,  that  no  person  who 
is  a  candidate  for  city  councillor  at  large  shall  be  a 
candidate  for  city  councillor  from  a  district." 

Section  8.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section 
55A,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of 
the  Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section : 

Section  55A.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be 
issued  by  the  election  commission  not  later 
than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day 
(Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays  ex- 
cluded) after  the  subscription  of  a  statement  of 
candidacy,  except  that  no  such  petition  shall  be 
issued  before  the  eleventh  Tuesday  preceding 
the  preliminary  election.  A  nomination  petition 
shall  not  relate  to  more  than  one  candidate  nor 
to  more  than  one  office.  A  nomination  petition 
may  state  the  elective  public  offices  which  the 
candidate     holds     or    had     held     under    the 
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government  of  the  commonwealth,  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  or  the  city  of  Boston,  or  in  the 
congress  as  a  representative  or  senator  from  the 
commonwealth,  provided  that  such  statement 
shall  not  exceed  eight  words  and  shall,  with 
respect  to  each  such  office,  consist  solely  of  the 
title,  as  hereinafter  given  of  such  office, 
preceded,  if  the  candidate  is  the  then 
incumbent  thereof,  by  the  word  "present" 
otherwise  by  the  word  "former"  and  followed, 
if,  but  only  if,  the  office  is  that  of  city 
councillor  "at  large"  or  "for  district"  (here 
insert  district  number  or  numbers  in  numerals, 
which  shall  be  counted  as  one  word),  or  school 
committeeman  by  the  words  "at  large,"  as  the 
case  may  be.  For  the  purposes  of  such 
statement  the  titles  of  the  elective  public 
offices  which  may  be  stated  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  as  follows:  city  councillor,  school  commit- 
teeman, mayor,  district  attorney,  sheriff, 
register  of  deeds,  register  of  probate,  county 
clerk  of  superior  (criminal)  court,  county  clerk 
of  superior  (civil)  court,  county  clerk  of 
supreme  judicial  court,  state  representative, 
state  senator,  governor's  councillor,  attorney 
general,  state  auditor,  state  treasurer,  state 
secretary,  lieutenant  governor,  governor,  con- 
gressman, and  United  States  senator. 

If  the  candidate  is  a  veteran  as  defined  in 
section  21  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws, 
his  nomination  petition  may  contain  the  word 
"Veteran,"  which,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate 
holding  or  having  held  elective  public  office  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  section 
and  sections  55,  58,  and  62,  be  counted  as  a 
part  of  the  statement  concerning  the  elective 
public  office  held  by  him,  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
candidate  who  does  not  hold  and  has  never  held 
elective  public  office  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  said  sections,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
statement  concerning  the  elective  public  offices 
held  by  him.

The 
election  commission,  when  drawing  under 
section  58  the  position  on  the  ballot  of  the 
candidates  for  nomination  at  every  preliminary 
election,  shall  draw  the  positions  of  all 
candidates  for  mayor,  if  any  are  to  be  drawn, 
before  drawing  the  position  of  any  candidate 
for  city  councillor  or  school  committeeman, 
and  shall  draw  the  positions  of  all  candidates 
for  city  councillor,  if  any  are  to  be  drawn, 
before  drawing  the  position  of  any  candidate 
for  school  committeeman.  The  election  com- 
mission shall  number  consecutively,  regardless 
of  office,  all  candidates  drawn,  the  candidate 
first  drawn  being  assigned  the  number  1  and  the 
candidate  last  drawn  being  assigned  the  last 
number  assigned.  No  position  shall  be  drawn 
for,  nor  shall  any  number  be  assigned  to,  any 
candidate  deemed  under  section  57C  to  have 
been  nominated;  nor  shall  any  number  be 
assigned  to  any  blank  space  provided  under 
section  64  or  to  any  sticker  candidate,  so 
called;  and  no  vote  by  sticker,  which  term  shall 
be  construed  to  include  the  slip  provided  for  by 
section  57B,  shall  be  counted  if  any  candidate 
number  appears  thereon.  The  numbers  assigned 
under  this  paragraph  shall  be  separate  and 
distinct  from  the  alphabetical  or  numerical 
code  of  any  voting  machine.  On  the  ballots  and 
voting  machine  ballot  labels  for  use  at  every 
preliminary  election  there  shall,  as  an  aid  to  the 
voter,  be  printed  in  numerals,  before  the  name 
of  each  candidate  and  with  type  the  same  size 
as  the  name,  the  number  assigned  to  the 
candidate  by  the  election  commission  under 
this  paragraph. 

Section  11.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  61, 
as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  376  of  the 
Acts  of  1951,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  61.  The  two  persons  receiving  at  a 
preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  mayor 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for 
said  office;  the  ten  persons  receiving  at  such  an 
election  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
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office  of  city  councillor  at  large  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office; 
the  two  persons  receiving,  in  respect  of  each 
district  from  which  a  city  councillor  is  to  be 
elected,  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  the 
office  of  district  city  councillor  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office;  the  ten 
persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  at  large  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  nominated  for  said  office.  If  a  preliminary 
election  results  in  a  tie  vote  among  candidates 
for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest  number  of 
votes  which,  but  for  said  tie,  would  entitle  a 
person  receiving  the  same  to  be  deemed  to  have 
been  nominated,  all  persons  participating  in 
said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated,  although  in  consequence  there  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  the 
regular  election  names  to  a  number  exceeding 
twice  the  number  to  be  elected. 
Section  12.  Section  2  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  first  sentence  thereof. 

Section  13.  Sections  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  21 
through  52,  inclusive,  and  66  through  72,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for 
acceptance  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  at 
the  regular  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the 
year  1975  in  the  form  of  the  following  question 
which  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be 
used  at  said  election:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the 
General  Court  in  the  year  1975  entitled  'An  Act 
Creating  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  City  Council  of 
Fifteen  Members,  Five  to  Be  Elected  at  Large  and 
Ten  to  Be  Elected  from  Districts  Established  by 
the  City  Council  be  accepted'?"  If  a  majority  of 
voters  voting  on  this  question  vote  in  the 
affirmative,  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately 
for  the  purpose  of  the  next  regular  municipal 
election,  and  for  all  things  relating  thereto,  and 
shall  take  full  effect  beginning  with  such  election. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  city  having 
to  do  with  elections  and  holding  office  at  the  time 
of  such  acceptance  to  do,  in  compliance  with  law, 
all  things  necessary  for  the  nomination  and 
election  of  officers  first  to  be  elected  under  this 
act.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
INCREASING  NO-BID  EXEMPTION  ON 
CONTRACTS  FROM  $2,000  TO  $5,000 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  14,  1975. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  enclose  herewith  an  order  for  a  home  rule 
petition  modifying  contracting  procedures  in  a 
number  of  ways.  I  urge  you  to  adopt  this  order. 

The  amendment  would  increase  from  $2,000  to 
$5,000  the  limit  over  which  contracts,  other  than 
construction  contracts,  must  comply  with  certain 
formalities,  including  public  advertising  for  bids. 
This  amendment  was  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Commission  in  its  report  on  no-bid  contracts  of 
April  4,  1975.  The  limit  for  written  contracts  of 
the  Commonwealth  is  also  $5,000.  The  $2,000 
limit  is  an  anachronism  first  etablished  in  1890;  it 
now  serves  only  to  clog  the  government  with 
unnecessary  paperwork  and  expenses,  while 
causing  delays  and  complexities  discouraging 
especially   to   the   smaller   contractors.  While  the 


limit  was  set  eighty-five  years  ago  to  protect  the 
public  interest,  it  now  has  a  contrary  effect. 

The  amendment  would  also  make  discretionary 
with  the  contracting  official  the  decision  whether 
to  require  a  performance  bond  with  contracts 
other  than  construction  contracts.  Such  a  decision 
is  discretionary  in  other  cities  and  towns,  and  this 
amendment  would  merely  conform  the  City  of 
Boston's  procedures  to  those  under  the  General 
Laws.  There  are  times  when  performance  bonds  are 
inappropriate,  and  in  such  cases,  when  mandatory, 
they  are  a  wastful  expense  passed  along  to  the  city 
by  the  contractors. 

Finally,  the  amendment  would  authorize  the 
city  to  participate  in  collective  purchasing  with  the 
Commonwealth  and  with  other  municipalities. 
Here  again  the  amendment  would  simply  conform 
this  city's  procedures  to  those  applicable  to  other 
cities  and  towns  under  the  General  Laws.  Collective

purchasing  would  allow  the  city  to  benefit  from 
the  savings  achievable  through  large-scale  pur- 
chasing. 

I  urge  your  earliest  positive  consideration  of  this 
order,    which    would    be    a    long    step    toward 
modernizing  the  city's  contracting  procedures.

contract  shall  be  altered,  except  by  a  written 
agreement  of  the  contractor,  the  sureties  on  his 
bond,  if  any,  and  the  officer,  board,  or  official 
making  the  contract,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  affixed  thereto.

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  order  which 
would  authorize  the  Commissioner  of  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  be 
Fiduciary  Officer  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  it  relates 
to  the  processing  of  rehabilitation  grants  under  the 
city's  housing  improvement  program  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Community  Development  Act 
of  1974  (Public  Law  93-383). 

It  is  most  important  and  imperative  that  we,  as 
the  duly  elected  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston,  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  preserve  our  present 
housing  stock  by  rehabilitating  sound  structures  so 
that  they  meet  the  code  standards  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  thus  protect  our  housing  accom- 
modations from  deterioration,  decay,  abandon- 
ment, and  subsequent  demolition  and  loss  of  tax 
revenue. 

In  order  to  attain  these  necessary  and  laudable 
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objectives,  I  believe  it  is  not  only  our  right  but  our 
duty  to  provide  incentives  in  the  form  of  financial 
grants  to  homeowners  and  lenders  to  supplement 
the  cost  of  rehabilitation. 

It  is  necessary  to  establish  a  Rehabilitation 
Escrow  Disbursement  Account  funded  by  monies 
allocated  and  made  available  to  the  City  of  Boston 
from  the  entitlement  grant  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Community  Development  Act  of 
1974  (Public  Law  93-383). 

In  order  to  efficiently  and  expediently  process 
the  disbursements  from  this  account  as  required 
upon  receipt  of  requests  for  payments  from  duly 
qualified  applicants,  I  believe  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Housing  Inspection  should  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  act  as  Fiduciary 
Officer  in  the  processing  of  these  rehabilitation 
grants.  This  authorization  is  similar  to  the  order 
adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  September 
15,  1969.  May  I  recommend  to  you  the  adoption 
of  the  accompanying  order.

In  response  to  the  order  passed  in  the  City 
Council  March  10,  1975,  requesting  answers  in 
writing  to  questions  concerning  the  West  Roxbury 
Crushed  Stone  Company's  quarry  at  Grove  Street, 
West  Roxbury,  I  submit  the  following  answers 
numbered  according  to  the  City  Council  order: 

1.  In  order  to  carry  out  your  request  that  I 
investigate  the  possibility  of  finding  alternative 
sites  to  the  Gardner  Street  landfill  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse  I  am  inviting  proposals  for  the  same  to  be 
opened  on  April  17,  1975.  To  determine  the 
contract  quantities  that  will  be  involved  it  was 
necessary  to  weight  the  refuse  now  going  to  the 
Gardner  Street  landfill  and,  as  there  are  no  scales  at 
this  facility,  it  was  most  feasible  to  have  this 
weighing  done  at  the  nearest  commercial  scales, 
which  are  at  the  West  Roxbury  Crushed  Stone 
Company  at  Grove  Street.  This  weighing  was  done 
for  five  days  during  the  week  of  March  10, 1975.  It 
is  not  intended  to  use  the  scales  again  until 
possibly  sometime  in  the  future  when  the 
weighings  may  need  to  be  updated. 

2.  The  refuse  collection  contractors  were 
directed  to  inform  their  truck  drivers  to  use 
caution  and  observe  all  posted  speed  limits  in  going 
to  the  Grove  Street  scales,  as  they  would  be 
departing  from  their  usual  hauling  routes  during 
the  week  of  March  10, 1975. 

3.  The  city  is  not  using  the  quarry  for  any 
purposes.  We  have  agreed  to  pay  the  West  Roxbury 
Crushed  Stone  Company  $1  for  each  load  weighed 
during  the  week  of  March  10,  1975,  which  is 
somewhat  less  than  the  prevailing  rates  at 
commercial  scales. 

4.  This  location  is  zoned  R-35,  which  is 
residential.  Any  change  from  the  present  use  of 
this  land  (which  is  non-conforming)  for  use  as  a 
transfer  station  would  require  a  change  in  the 
zoning.  Also,  to  construct  or  operate  a  transfer 
station  at  this  pr  any  other  site  in  the  city  would 
require  an  assignment  for  the  same  issued  by  the 
Health  Commissioner,  this  assignment  subject  to 
appeal  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 
Presumably,  such  an  assignment  would  not  be 
made  unless  it  were  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
public  health  to  do  so. 

5.  We  have  now  under  way  an  engineering  study 
concerning  the  necessity  for  and  the  possible 
location  of  one  or  more  transfer  stations,  which 
will  become  necessary  if  we  are  to  close  our 
municipal  incinerator  and  our  sanitary  landfill  and 
send  the  refuse  for  disposal  at  any  appreciable 
distance  outside  the  city.

As  there  has  been  some  interest  expressed  in  the 
City  Council  concerning  that  aspect  of  our  ongoing 
renovation  of  the  City  Hall  Annex  involving  the 
just  installed  doors,  I  am  pleased  to  provide  the 
following  report  on  the  matter.  I  fully  agree  with 
the  Council's  interest  in  the  preservation  of  the 
unique  and  historical  in  the  city  which  certainly 
you  have  shown  you  share.  The  retention  of  the 
City  Hall  Annex  in  the  first  place  had  this  aspect  to 
it  among  other  economic  factors,  and  I  hope  the 
Council  feels  the  appearance  of  this  building  has 
been  appreciably  restored  by  its  recent  cleaning 
and  careful  treatment  of  the  windows  and  trim.  As 
to  the  change  to  the  doors: 

1.  The  cost  of  the  original  doors  is  not 
determinable,  since  they  were  installed  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  original  building  contract 
and  we  have  been  unable  to  find  any  records  of 
cost  breakdowns  in  the  city's  files  from  that 
period.  The  doors  just  removed  were  not  in  fact 
"bronze",  but  wood-framed  construction 
covered  with  plain  copper  sheet  metal.  They 
should  not  be  confused  with  b/onze  or  brass 
castings  designed  by  artists,  which  are  much 
more  more  unique  and  costly. 

2.  The  designer  of  the  original  doors  was,  as 
far  as  can  be  told,  the  building's  original 
architect.  No  plans  or  documents  have  been 
found  which  reveal  the  actual  manufacturer  or 
installer  of  the  doors,  which  must  be  presumed 
most  likely  to  have  been  the  general  contractor. 

3.  The  value  of  the  doors  just  removed  must 
be  taken  to  be  negligible,  since  we  were  unable 
to  interest  any  party  in  removing  them  on 
terms  other  than  our  paying  for  the  labor  of 
removal.,  although  this  was  minimal  due  to  the 
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scrap  value  of  the  copper.  Upon  our  in- 
structions the  architects  for  the  renovation 
investigated  thoroughly  the  pros  and  cons  of  the 
removal  of  the  doors,  and  subsequently 
recommended  that  the  contract  documents  call 
for  the  general  contractor  to  remove  them  from 
the  premises  and  dispose  of  them.  In  this  way 
the  city  would  receive  compensation  in  the 
form  of  the  low  bidder's  ability  to  obtain 
maximum  value  for  the  doors,  whether  in  resale 
or  salvage  value.  It  should  be  mentioned  that 
the  design  team  included  architects  with 
national  reputations  in  historic  preservation  and 
restoration,  and  we  believe  that  their  judgment 
as  to  this  matter  was  worth  serious  con- 
sideration. 

4.  The  doors  were  removed  by  the  general 
contractor  in  accordance  with  the  contract 
documents  for  the  renovation.  These  docu- 
ments were  reviewed  by  Public  Facilities 
Department  architects  and  engineers  who 
concurred  with  the  architect's  recommenda- 
tions to  remove  the  doors  after  much 
investigation  of  the  alternatives.  The  general 
contractor  states  that  the  doors  were  removed, 
cut  into  sections,  the  sheet  copper  salvaged,  and 
the  wooden  frames  taken  to  an  unknown 
commercial  dump.  According  to  the  contractor 
the  salvage  value  of  the  copper  was  just 
sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  removal, 
haulage,  and  dump  fees,  and  was  so  figured  in 
arriving  at  the  low  bid. 

5.  The  doors  had  to  be  removed.  They  were 
illegal  for  use  as  egress  doors  since  they  swung 
into  the  building,  rather  than  outward  in  the 
direction  of  egress  as  current  codes  demand.  In 
addition,  the  entire  perimeter  of  the  wood 
frames  was  throughly  rotted,  and  the  doors 
were  falling  off  the  hinges,  since  the  wood  was 
no  longer  capable  of  holding  screws  at  any 
point.  Even  if  it  had  been  possible  to  reverse 
the  swing  of  the  doors  by  changing  the 
hardware,  which  it  was  not,  because  of  the 
decay,  they  were  so  heavy  and  cumbersome 
that  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to 
equip  them  with  adequate  panic  hardware  and 
closers  required  by  law.  Under  present  codes 
these  doors  must  always  be  operable  from  the 
inside  when  the  building  is  occupied.  That 
notwithstanding,  even  if  we  had  decided  to 
completely  rebuild  the  doors,  replace  the 
frames,  reswing  the  doors,  and  install  new 
special  hardware,  we  still  would  not  have  had  a 
satisfactory  installation.  Since  the  doors  were 
solid  -  that  is  without  vision  panels  of  any  sort 
-  they  would  pose  a  hazard  to  the  public  upon 
swinging  outward.  Even  the  addition  of  vision 
panels  could  not  negate  the  inconvenience  of 
operating  such  clumsy  doors  and  would  have 
been  inconsistent  with  any  aesthetic  value.  We 
considered  the  possibility  of  allowing  the  doors 
to  remain  in  place  permanently  opened  inward 
as  purely  decorative  panels,  but  their  thickness 
encroached  upon  the  exit  clearance  which  the 
code   states  must   not  be   less  than   the   clear

opening  of  the  egress  doors.  Also,  since  the 
doors  were  as  described,  their  decorative  impact 
in  the  "open"  position  was  nil  in  the  judgment 
of  all  concerned  and  not  worth  the  cost  of 
fixing  them  flat  to  the  side  walls  of  the 
entrances,  which  would  have  been  the  only 
acceptable  solution  in  terms  of  egress  require- 
ments. If  in  fact  these  had  been  sculptural, 
decorative  doors  and  bronze,  this  would 
probably  have  been  our  solution  —  given  some 
real  artistic  value  to  be  preserved. 

6.  The  question  is  answered  in  paragraphs  3 
and  4. 

In  summary,  every  careful  consideration  was 
given  to  the  preservation  of  all  important 
architectural  features  of  the  building.  In  the  case  of 
the  copper-clad  doors  the  decision  was  reached 
that  their  functional  and  structural  liabilities  far 
outweighed  dubious  aesthetic  advantages  to  the 
remodeled  building.  Further,  it  was  felt  that  bright 
new  modern  entrances  would  signify  the  fact  that  a 
fine  old  building  had  been  completely  recycled  and 
modernized  on  the  inside.  This  judicious  blending 
of  old  and  new  is,  we  believe,  the  very  essence  of 
the  charm  of  the  City  of  Boston.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  THE  PUBLIC  EM- 
PLOYMENT COMMISSION  AND  DEFINING 
ITS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An   Ordinance  Creating  the   Public  Employment 
Commission    and    Defining    Its    Powers    and 
Duties. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 


Section  1.  There  shall  be,  within  the  city,  a 
commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Public  Em- 
ployment Commission,  which  shall  be  the  sole  and 
exclusive  agent  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of 
applying  for,  receiving,  and  expending  such  funds 
as  may  hereafter  be  available  to,  or  granted  to,  the 
city  under  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and 
Training  Act  of  1974,  the  Emergency  Employment 
Act  of  1971,  any  successor  of  these,  any  act  of 
Congress  providing  public  service  employment,  and 
any  funds  received  or  available  from  the  federal 
government  as  the  result  of  any  act  of  Congress 
authorizing  the  employment  of  persons  by  the 
city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  by  order,  and  except  those  cases 
when  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress 
specifically  requires  that  such  funds  be  expended 
by  a  particular  agency  of  the  city,  other  than  such 
a  commission. 

Section  2.  Said  commission  shall  consist  of  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  ex  officio,  two 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  a  list 
of  four  nominees  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Action  for  Boston  Community  Development,  Inc., 
one  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from 
two  persons  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  one  commissioner 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  a  list  of  two  persons 
nominated  by  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  all 
of  whom  shall  serve  without  compensation.  Those 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall  serve  a  term  of  three 
years  and  they  shall  be  deemed  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  3.  The  said  commission  may  from  time 
to  time  employ  an  executive  director  and  such 
clerical  help  as  it  deems  necessary.  No  person  shall 
be  appointed  executive  director  who  has  been 
employed  by  any  department  of  the  city  or 
county,  other  than  the  commission,  in  the  two 
years  next  preceding  such  appointment.  The 
commission  and  the  executive  director  shall 
conduct  themselves  agreeably  to  the  law,  and  the 
executive  director  shall  give  bond  for  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  in  such  amount  as  the 
commission  shall  determine.  The  commission  and 
the  executive  director  shall  expend  such  funds  as 
may  be  granted  to  the  city  and  accepted  for 
expenditure  by  the  said  commission  in  such 
manner  as  applicable  regulations  and  the  order  of 
the  Council  and  the  Mayor  accepting  such  funds 
may  require.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  in  any  way  eliminate  or  waive  any 
requirement  that  the  Mayor  and/or  City  Council 
authorize  on  application  for  a  grant  or  grant-in-aid, 
or  give  any  approval,  or  make  any  finding  in  regard 
thereto,  nor  to  waive  any  requirement  imposed 
upon  the  city  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  ordinances,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  Excluding  children  from  other  parts  of 
the  city  from  the  Ohrenberger  Magnet  School  and 
any  other  magnet  school  would  not  serve  the 
purpose  of  integrated  quality  education;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that  the 
Ohrenberger  Magnet  School  in  West  Roxbury 
remains  open  to  children  residing  in  other  parts  of 
the  city;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  Federal  District  Court  Judge  Arthur 
Garrity,  to  each  of  the  masters,  to  the  State 
Commissioner  of  Education,  and  to  all  attorneys 
involved  in  the  case.

Whereas,  The  Sefrius  Corporation  has  submitted

the  City  of  Boston  and  Code  Realty  for  premises 
used  as  a  parking  facility  and  as  described  in  said 
lease ;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of  1974 
further  empowered  the  Real  Property  Board  to  sell 
the  land  and  structures  thereon,  if  any,  at  a  private 
sale  and  at  a  price  not  lower  than  that  established 
by  an  independent  appraisal  in  that  said  premises 
were  no  longer  required  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  474,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  The  lessee,  Code  Realty,  Inc.,  has 
assented  by  an  agreement  dated  August  27,  1974, 
as  amended,  to  the  cancellation  of  said  lease;  and 

Whereas,  An  independent  appraisal  has  estab- 
lished the  fair  market  value  at  $9l2,000;and 

Whereas,  Said  premises  are  encumbered  by  a 
leasehold  mortgage  held  by  the  State  Mutual  Life 
Assurance  Company  of  America,  which  mortgage 
secures  a  promissory  note  with  an  outstanding 
principal  balance  in  the  approximate  amount  of 
$598,000;  and 

Whereas,  Said  leasehold  mortgage  must  be 
discharged,  and  the  garage  located  thereon  must  be 
demolished  in  order  to  make  said  premises 
available  for  development;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  premises  under  lease  to  Code 
Realty  are  an  integral  element  of  the  development 
of  the  Lafayette  Place  project  as  proposed  by  the 
Sefrius  Corporation,  which  project  has  been 
authorized  by  the  City  Council,  and  for  which 
project  the  Mayor  has  been  empowered  to  execute 
a  tripartite  development  agreement  by  and  among 
the  Sefrius  Corporation,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  the  City  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  authority  be,  and  is  hereby, 
given  for  the  Real  Property  Board  to  cancel  the 
aforesaid  lease  with  Code  Realty;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council,  in  accordance 
with  chapter  456  of  the  Acts  of  1974,  hereby 
approves  the  sale  by  the  Real  Property  Board  of 
the  premises  subject  to  a  lease  by  and  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  Code  Realty,  Inc.,  and  further 
approves,  subject  to  the  discharge  of  a  leasehold 
mortgage  held  by  the  State  Mutual  Life  Assurance 
Company  of  America  and  the  demolition  of  the 
garage  structure  located  thereon,  the  execution  of 
a  purchase  and  sale  agreement  by  and  between  said 
Board  and  Sefrius  Corporation,  in  form  satis- 
factory to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  for  a  price  not 
less  than  $912,000. 


Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to

An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to 
Construct  Public  Improvements  in  the  Central 
Business  District. 

Section  1.  That  the  City  of  Boston,  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  appropriate  $11,200,000 
under  the  indebtedness  limitations  of  section  21  of 
chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  design 
and  construction  of  public  improvements  such  as 
streets,  sidewalks,  plazas,  curbs,  lighting,  traffic 
signalization,  surface  drainage,  landscaping,  and 
street  furniture  within  the  Central  Business  district 
of  said  city,  as  bounded  and  described  in  the 
Central  Business  District  Urban  Renewal  Plan, 
dated  July  27,  1967,  as  approved  by  the  City 
Council  on  December  11,  1967,  which  district 
includes  therein  the  Bedford-West  Urban  Renewal 
Project,  the  School-Franklin  Urban  Renewal 
Project,  the  Boylston-Essex  Urban  Renewal  Proj- 
ect, and  the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section  2 1 
of  chapter  121B,  as  amended,  the  sum  of 
$11,200,000  be,  and  the  same  is,  appropriated, 
subject  to  the  enactment  by  the  Great  and  General 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of 
"An  Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to 
Construct  Public  Improvements  in  the  Central 
Business  District,"  for  the  design  and  construction 
of  public  improvements  such  as  streets,  sidewalks, 
plazas,  curbs,  lighting,  traffic  signalization,  surface 
drainage,  landscaping,  and  street  furniture  within 
the  Central  Business  district,  as  bounded  and 
described  in  the  Central  Business  District  Urban 
Renewal  Plan,  dated  July  27,  1967,  as  approved  by 
the  City  Council  on  December  11,  1967,  which 
district  includes  therein  the  Bedford-West  Urban 
Renewal  Project;  the  School-Franklin  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  the  Boylston-Essex  Project,  and 
the  South  Station  Urban  Renewal  Project;  and  that 
to  meet  said  appropriation  the  Collector-Treasurer 
be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount.  With  the  intent  of  limiting  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  the  same  is  to  be  expended  as 
follows:  New  Essex  Street,  $6,175,000;  Washing- 
ton Street,  $2,300,000;  Landscaped  Plazas, 
$1,110,000;  Sidewalk  Widenings,  $825,000;  Street 
Facelifting)$760,000.  Total,  $11,200,000. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 
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Section  1.  In  addition  to  its  powers  under 
chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended,  and 
notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  contrary  in 
said  chapter  474,  as  amended,  with  respect  to  the 
premises  on  which  the  Lincoln-Essex  Streets

The  power  to  construct,  maintain,  and 
operate,  on  any  property  acquired  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  after  January  1,  1963,  or 
determined  after  said  date  to  be  devoted  to 
such  purposes  under  clause  (b),  and  to  lease  to 
any  person,  including  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority,  for  operation  for 
such  period,  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  upon 
such  terms  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  such 
terminal  for  buses  of  said  authority  or  of 
common  carriers  of  passengers  for  hire,  and 
such  facilities  accessory  and  incidental  thereto, 
as  the  Board  with  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking  of  the  city 
shall  determine;  also  the  power  to  sell,  lease,  or 
otherwise  convey  to  any  person  for  nonparking 
purposes,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  Board  shall  determine,  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  air-space,  or  any  other  space, 
deemed  to  be  surplus  by  the  Board  because  it  is 
unnecessary  or  inappropriate  for  parking 
purposes  above,  within,  or  contiguous  to  any 
public  parking  facility  constructed  under  this 
act  for  such  uses  as  said  Board,  giving  due 
consideration  to  the  maximum  use  of  the 
parking  facility,  shall  determine,  and  the  power 
to  include  in  any  deed,  lease,  or  other 
instrument  suitable  provisions  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  such  structures 
within,  over,  or  adjacent  to  any  such  parking 
facility. 

Section  3.  Chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as 
amended  by  chapters  962  and  1195  of  the  Acts  of 
1973,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 
section: 

Section  5D.  To  provide,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  funds  in  addition  to  the  funds  provided 
by  sections  5,  5A,  5B,  and  5C,  the  city  may 
borrow,  from  time  to  time,  an  amount 
outstanding  at  any  one  time  not  to  exceed  $20 
million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  at  a  public  sale 
serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  city  therefor,  which 
chall  be  registered  or  with  interest  coupons 
attached  as  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  city 


may  deem  best.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
on   their   face   the   words   "City   of  Boston, 
Parking   Facilities  Loan,  Act  of  1975."  Each 
issue  shall  constitute  a  separate,  and  such  loans 
shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty  (20) 
years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  from  time 
to  time  under  this  section  shall  not  be  included 
in  determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall,  except  as 
herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions, 
applicable   to  the  city,  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General    Laws,    exclusive    of   the    limitation 
contained  in  the  fust  paragraph  of  section  7 
thereof.    Said    Collector-Treasurer    may   issue 
temporary  notes  of  the  city  payable  in  not 
more  than  one  (1)  year  from  their  dates,  in 
anticipation  of  the  issue  of  serial  bonds  or  notes 
authorized  by  this  section,  but  the  time  within 
which  such  serial  bonds  or  notes  shall  become 
due  and  payable  shall  not,  by  reason  of  such 
temporary  notes,  be  extended  beyond  the  time 
fixed    by    this    section.   All   notes  issued   in 
anticipation  of  the  issue  of  such  serial  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  thereof. 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $13  million  be,  and  is 
hereby,    appropriated    for    the    acquisition    and 
clearance  of  land  and  the  design  and  construction 
of  a  public  parking  garage  for  approximately  1 ,500 
to    2,000    vehicles    on    a   certain   parcel   of  land 
bounded     by     Essex,    Chauncy,    Bedford,    and 
Columbia  Streets  by  the  Real  Property  Board,  and 
that    to    meet    said   appropriation   the  Collector- 
Treasurer  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  under  the 
provisions  of  section  5C  of  chapter  474  of  the  Acts 
of  1946,  as  amended,  to  issue  from  time  to  time, 
on    request    of    the    Mayor,   bonds,    notes,    or 
certificates   of  indebtedness   of  the  city  to  said 
amount.

listed  in  said  order: 

1.  1,220. 

2.  There  were  141  Civil  Service  examinations 
held  in  the  year  1974.  It  is  impossible  to  project  an 
accurate  figure  for  the  year  1975. 

3.  The  number  of  positions  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  require  Civil  Service  examinations 
for  the  filling  of  positions  on  a  permanent  basis  is 
13,117. 

4.  There  are  currently  3,511  positions  which  are 
either  vacant  or  filled  by  individuals  who  do  not 
possess  permanent  Civil  Service  status  under  the 
titles  in  which  they  serve.  These  categories  include 
"temporary  promotion,"  "temporary,"  or  "pro- 
visional emergency."  It  might  be  well  to  clarify  the 
three  categories  mentioned.  Employees  in  the 
"temporary  promotion"  category  are  those  per- 
manent Civil  Service  employees  appointed  pro- 
visionally to  a  higher  position  pending  the  results 
of  an  open  competitive,  departmental  competitive, 
or  qualifying  examination.  The  "temporary  em- 
ployee" category  emails  those  who  have  passed  a 
Civil  Service  examination  but  who  are  required, 
under  the  law,  to  serve  at  least  six  months  on  a 
provisional  basis  prior  to  being  made  permanent. 
"Provisional  emergency"  employees  are  those  who 
are  appointed  to  positions  on  an  emergency  basis 
for  which  there  is  no  existing  Civil  Service  list  or 
during  leaves  of  absence  by  permanent  people, 
which  may  be  a  short  duration  or  an  extended 
leave  due  to  sickness  or  other  reasons.  The 
liberalization  of  our  sick  leave  and  vacation 
programs  has  required  the  filling  of  many 
permanent  positions  on  a  "provisional  emergency" 


basis,  more  especially  in  the  larger  departments, 
such  as  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department. 

5.  The  number  of  positions  in  these  categories  is 
1,220.  There  are  currently  2,291  employees 
waiting  for  Civil  Service  examinations  or  certifi- 
cations from  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  which 
includes  575  employees  who  are  in  the  "temporary 
promotion"  category,  275  in  the  "temporary 
employee"  category,  and  1,441  in  the  "provisional 
emergency"  category.  Many  of  these  employees  are 
awaiting  the  results  of  examinations  already  taken 
and  the  establishment  of  eligible  lists,  while  others 
are  on  emergency  or  provisional  appointments  for 
either  thirty  or  ninety  days. 

6.  The  1,220  positions  referred  to  in  Question  1 
are  not  filled  at  the  present  time  on  a  temporary, 
provisional,  or  other  nonpayment  basis. 

7.  A  list  of  all  such  positions  was  submitted  to 
your  Honorable  Body  by  each  department  as  a 
result  of  an  order  passed  under  date  of  February  3, 
1975. 

8.  Department  heads  are  required  to  fill 
permanent  vacancies  from  eligible  lists  when  and  if 
such  lists  are  established.  In  order  to  keep 
personnel  costs  at  a  minimum  and  to  discourage 
the  filling  of  provisional  positions  in  this  period  of 
economic  recession,  department  heads  have  been 
requested  to  refrain  from  requesting  examinations 
for  the  filling  of  permanent  vacancies  when  they 
feel  it  is  possible  to  operate  their  departments 
efficiently  without  decreasing  the  services  they  are 
required  to  render.  I  am  unaware  of  any  case  where 
Civil  Service  lists  have  been  allowed  to  terminate 
while  permanent  positions  are  vacant  and/or 
presently  occupied  on  a  temporary  provisional,  or 
other  nonpermanent  basis. 

9.  To  my  knowledge  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  there  is  no 
agreement  existing  between  the  various  unions 
representing  city  employees  and  the  City  of  Boston 
with  respect  to  Civil  Service  rules  and  regulations 
regarding  the  filling  of  permanent  Civil  Service 
ap  ointments  now  vacant.

Whereas,  Legislation  known  as  House  603, 
amended,  calls  for  the  death  penalty  in  only  nine 
specific  crimes  in  which  a  life  is  taken;  and

ment before  being  sent  to  the  Governor;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

In  response  to  a  recent  17F  request  from 
Councillor  Iannella  the  Boston  urban  homesteading 
program,  as  created  by  chapter  13  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1973,  has  not  been  organized,  nor 
have  there  been  appointments  to  the  said 
committee. 

We  feel,  as  advised  by  the  Law  Department,  that 
the  ordinance  establishing  the  Boston  urban 
homesteading  program  provides  the  authorization 
for  such  a  program;  however,  we  do  not  feel  that  it 
is  feasible  to  implement  as  structured  by  the 
ordinance  for  the  following  reasons: 

First,  it  is  contrary  to  state  statute  and  the 
Constitution  of  Massachusetts  to  provide  tax 
abatements  to  private  individuals,  nor  does  the  city 
have  the  power  to  subordinate  its  claim  for  taxes 
to  a  mortgagee. 

The  financial  obstacles  to  a  homesteading 
program  in  Boston  are  overwhelming.  There  is,  at 
present,  virtually  no  mortgage  financing  available 
for  occupied  homes,  to  say  nothing  of  financing 
for  a  complex  rehabilitation  undertaking  such  as 
urban  homesteading.  Most  abandoned  structures  in 
city  title  are  completely  devoid  of  internal  systems, 
i.e.,  plumbing,  heating,  and  electrical,  and  would 
require  extensive  structural  as  well  as  cosmetic 
repairs,  which  average  an  estimated  cost  of 
$10,000  per  unit,  immediately  pricing  out  most  of 
the  low-  and_middle-income  families  for  whom  the 
program  was  largely  created. 

HUD  has  attempted  to  sell  properties  in 
conditions  comparable  to  those  owned  by  the  city 
at  "give-away  prices"  of  $500  per  building.  There 
have  been  very  few  special  financing  programs. 
These  do  not  exist. 

The  Directors  of  the  Wilmington  and  Philadel- 
phia Homesteading  Boards,  when  contacted, 
emphasized  that,  essential  to  a  successful  home- 
steading program,  is  the  inclusion  of  a  city- 
guaranteed  mortgage  financing  program.  Both 
Philadelphia  and  Wilmington  initially  had  no  setup 
for  guaranteeing  mortgages  for  the  homesteaders, 
but  both  soon  set  up  financing  programs.  These 
officials   also   stated   that   the   city  must  provide 


technical  rehabilitation  and  financial  advice,  if  not 
direct  supervision  of  the  homesteading  process 
(which  Philadelphia  has  done).  Baltimore  estab- 
lished, at  the  start  of  its  homesteading  program,  a 
municipal  loan  assistance  program,  along  with 
technical  assistance,  rehabilitation  estimates,  and 
rehabilitation  training  programs  for  homesteaders. 

The  success  of  the  three  operative  programs 
vary,  with  both  Wilmington  and  Philadelphia  now 
"on  hold."  All  three  concede  that  Baltimore's  is 
the  most  efficient  and  successful  program.  This  is 
due  in  large  part  to  Baltimore's  initial  recognition 
of  the  necessity  for  available  financing  at  low 
interest  rates,  coupled  with  delayed  reassessments 
on  the  property  improvements.  Also  to  Baltimore's 
benefit  is  its  legislative  flexibility.  The  program  is 
run  by  a  city  agency  which  oversees  and 
coordinates  the  numerous  city  agencies  involved  in 
housing  affairs.  Thus  administrative  delays  are 
minimized,  and  all  municipal  resources  are  made 
available.  Parenthetically,  you  submitted  com- 
parable legislation  to  the  City  Council  about  one 
year  ago.  Your  proposed  Department  of  Building 
and  Housing  Regulation  contained  a  Neighborhood 
Improvement  Services  Division.  Most  importantly, 
Baltimore  has  a  unique  setup  with  the  state,  in  that 
it  has  complete  jurisdiction  over  its  financial  affairs 
and  taxing  powers,  as  opposed  to  Boston's 
subordinate  role  to  state  jurisdiction. 

Without  extensive  financial  and  technical  as- 
sistance any  homesteading  program  is  doomed  to 
failure.  Few  families  have  the  financial  capabilities 
or  technical  expertise  to  undertake  a  homesteading 
program  without  some  sort  of  municipal  backing. 
Sweat  equity  is  a  valid  way  of  cutting  costs,  but 
few  people  have  the  skills  to  undertake  extensive 
plumbing,  electrical,  and  other  rehabilitative  work 
that  is  necessary  to  bring  a  structure  up  to  code 
standards  within  the  allotted  eighteen-month 
period. 

We  feel  that  the  urban  homesteading  concept  is 
one  that  has  great  potential;  however,  based  on  the 
experiences  of  other  cities  that  have  or  have  had 
homesteading  programs,  we  feel  that  any  home- 
steading program  must  include  financial  and 
technical  assistance.  Without  such  additions  it  is 
unfair,  unreasonable,  and  indeed  naive  to  consider 
an  urban  homesteading  program  in  Boston  except 
in  the  most  unusual  special  cases.  For  the 
foreseeable  future,  homesteading  is  not  a  program 
for  low-  or  moderate-income  families;  to  talk  about 
it  as  such  is  irresponsible.

REVIEW  AND  HEARING  RE  REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING  VEHICLES  FOR  HIRE 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  A  recent  story  appeared  in  one  of  the 
daily  newspapers  about  certain  alleged  price- 
gouging  practices  among  a  few  taxicab  operators  in 
this  city  and  the  illegal  manipulating  of  taxicab 
meters  so  that  the  consumer  passenger  is 
overcharged;  and 

Whereas,  For  many  years  there  have  been 
allegations  by  the  taxicab  industry  of  complaints 
against  limousine  and  livery  service  vehicles  which

Whereas,  There  is  confusion  in  the  law  as  to  who 
has  control  over  these  various  types  of  public  livery 
and  semipublic  livery  services  which  operate  in  the 
city,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  Police  Com- 
missioner specifically  is  entrusted  with  the  power 
to  control,  under  the  various  statutes,  the  taxicabs, 
but  there  is  no  specific  authority  for  him  to

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
REIMBURSEMENT  TO  PARENTS  OF 
PUPILS  ATTENDING  PRIVATE  OR 
PAROCHIAL  SCHOOLS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  following 
words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

City:   the  City  of  Boston. 

Gross  Annual  Income:  gross  annual  income 
as  computed  for  federal  income  purposes.  The 
gross  annual  income  of  all  income-earning 
persons  in  a  household  shall  be  imputed  to  any 
member  of  the  household  who  claims  a  tax 
credit  under  this  act. 

Parent:  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other 
person  having  responsibility  for  the  support  of 
one  or  more  children  of  such  age  as  to  be 
legally  required  to  be  enrolled  in  school. 

Private  or  Parochial  School:  Any  school 
located  in  the  city  other  than  a  public  school  or 
a  school  established  under  a  form  of  organiza- 
tion  which   permits   the   earning   of  a  profit. 

Tax  Credit:  An  amount  of  money  which  may 
be  deducted  from  a  taxpayer's  annual  payment 
of  real  estate  taxes  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Commissioner  of  Assessing 
of  the  city. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  tax  burden 
of  parents  whose  children  are  enrolled  in  private  or 
parochial  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston,  said  city 
may  by  ordinance  allow  a  tax  credit  to  such 
parents  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  following: 

a.  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  $7,000  or  less,  $500  for  each  child 
enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial  school. 

b.  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  more  than  $7,000  but  not  more  than 
$10,000,  $400  for  each  child  enrolled  in  a 
private  or  parochial  school. 

c.  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  more  than  $10,000  but  not  more 
than  $15,000,  $300  for  each  child  enroUed  in  a 
private  or  parochial  school. 

d.  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross  annual 
income  is  $15,000  or  more,  $200  for  each  child 
enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial  school. 

3.  The  city  by  ordinance  further  allows  a  tax 
credit  to  the  owners  of  rental  property  in  which 
life  tenants  ^re  parents  of  children  in  private  or 


parochial  schools,  in  such  amount  as  such 
ordinance  may  provide,  but  not  exceeding  in 
respect  of  each  such  parent  resident  therein  the 
amounts  as  aforesaid.  Any  ordinance  so  providing 
shall  direct  that  the  entire  tax  credit  allowed  to  a 
landlord  under  this  section  shall  be  applied  to  the 
reduction  of  the  rent  paid  by  every  parent  in 
respect  of  whom  such  credit  is  allowed,  and  the 
city  may  enforce  this  provision  by  other 
appropriate  measures.  So  long  as  rents  in  the  city 
are  controlled  pursuant  to  chapter  842  of  the  Acts 
of  1970,  or  pursuant  to  any  other  general  or 
special  law,  the  local  authority  having  responsi- 
bility for  regulating  rents  shall  also  ensure,  as  to  all 
housing  units  wherein  the  rents  are  controlled  by 
such  authority,  that  all  tax  savings  resulting  from 
the  operation  of  this  section  and  any  ordinance 
thereunder  are  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the 
rents  paid  by  such  parents. 

4.  The  city  may  by  ordinance  prescribe  the 
form  of  certificate  to  be  executed  by  any  person 
seeking  benefits  under  this  act,  and  may  by 
ordinance  require  any  such  person  to  furnish  such 
additional  information,  including  certified  copies 
of  income  tax  returns,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
verification  of  his  claim. 

5.  Any  person  who  knowingly  and  with  intent 
to  seek  a  benefit  under  this  act  to  which  he  is  not 
otherwise  entitled  makes, any  false  statements  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both,  and  each  such  false  statement  shall  be  a 
separate  offense.  Any  landlord  who,  having  sought 
and  obtained  a  tax  credit  under  section  (3)  of  this 
act,  fails  to  apply  the  entire  amount  so  credited  to 
the  reduction  of  the  rent  paid  by  the  tenant  in 
respect  of  whom  such  credit  was  obtained  shall 
likewise  be  punished,  and  in  addition  shall  be 
civilly  liable  to  such  tenant  for  three  times  the 
amount  so  withheld. 

6.  Any  student  whose  parents  receive  such  a  tax 
credit  and  are  enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial 
school  shall  not  be  required  as  part  of  their 
curriculum  to  study  any  course  pertaining  to  a 
religious  belief,  cult,  or  sect.

DISAPPROVING  RECOMMENDATION  TO  IN- 
CREASE BUDGET  OF  BOSTON  JUVENILE 
COURT  BY  $119,570 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  April  28,  1975,  adding  five  probation 
officers  and  eight  senior  clerk-stenographer  posi- 
tions to  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court.  The  annual 
cost  of  this  measure  is  $119,570. 

As  I  indicated  to  you  in  my  letter  transmitting 
the  request  for  this  increase  from  the  court,  I  had 
no  choice  under  G.  L.  c.  276,  ss.  83  and  88,  but  to 
recommend  it.  Those  sections  provide: 

"...  The  justices  of  the  district  courts  of 
Suffolk  county,  the  municipal  court  of  the  city 
of  Boston,  and  the  Boston  juvenile  court  shall 
annually,  before  the  first  day  of  November, 
submit  to  the  supervisor  of  budgets  of  the  city 
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of  Boston  estimates  of  the  amounts  necessary 
to  pay  the  compensation  for  the  ensuing  year 
of  the  probation  officers  appointed  under  this 
section,  and  said  estimates  shall  be  included  in 
the  county  budget  of  Suffolk  county  for  the 
ensuing  year." 

"Every  court  appointing  probation  officers 

may  employ  such  clerical  assistance  as  it  deems 

necessary  to  keep,  index,  and  consolidate  the 

records    required    to    be   kept   by    probation 

officers  and  for  such  other  work  in  connection 

with  its   probation   service  as  the  court  may 

determine.  The  compensation  for  such  service, 

together  with  such  other  necessary  expenses  as 

the  court  shall  incur  in  connection  with  such 

work,    shall    be    paid    by    the    county    upon 

vouchers  approved  by  said  court." 

Under  St.  1948,  c.  452  s.  7D,  however,  I  have 

the  power  to  veto  absolutely  appropriation  orders 

passed  by  your  Honorable  Body.  I  do  so  in  this 

case  because   the   city   simply   cannot  stand   the 

ever-increasing   expenses   placed   upon  it  by  the 

Legislature  and  the  judges  in  respect  to  the  courts 

of  Suffolk  County,  all  of  whose  costs  the  city  pays. 

We  must  persuade  the  Commonwealth  to  assume  a 

greater  share  of  those  burdens,  particularly  since 

they  arise  in  significant  degree  from  acts  of  persons 

who  do  not  reside  in  the  city.  I  ask  your  help  and 

that  of  the  courts  toward  that  end.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Traffic  Commission  held  on 
April  22,  1975,  it  was  voted  that  the  chairman  be 
authorized  to  request  permission  to  acquire  1,250 
parking  meters  and  that  the  funds  to  pay  for  the 
same  be  appropriated  from  the  item  "Parking 
Meter  Fees." 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  requested  that  the 
permission  of  the  City  Council  be  obtained  for  the 
acquisition  of  1,250  parking  meters  and  that  the 
monies  to  be  used  for  payment  be  charged  against 
the  item  'Tarking  Meter  Fees." 

It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  will  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  $110,000  and  that  payment  be  made  over  a 
period  of  two  years.  This  would  mean  a  payment 
every  six  months  of  approximately  $27,500  from 
parking  meter  revenue. 

It  is  our  intention  that  these  meters  be 
purchased  subject  to  General  Laws,  c.  40,  s.  22A, 
requiring  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder  on  the  basis 
of  competitive  bid.

OPINION  RE  PROPRIETY  OF  CITY  DOING 
BUSINESS  WITH  VARIOUS  CORPORA- 
TIONS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  May  8, 1975. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

On  March  31,  1975,  you  requested  me  to 
furnish  an  opinion  if  it  is  proper  for  the  city  to 
contract  with  various  corporations  whose  officers 


and  directors  consist  in  part  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs,  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  the  Boston  Bicentennial, 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel.  The  corporations 
which  you  mention  are:  Boston  200,  Inc.,  the 
Boston  Foundation,  Inc.,  and  the  Trustees  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Inc. 

This  question  was  first  raised  by  the  City 
Auditor  in  August  of  1968  concerning  the 
propriety  of  a  contract  between  the  city  and  the 
Boston  Foundation,  Inc.,  for  planning,  organiza- 
tion, and  management  of  the  program  which  has 
since  become  known  as  Summerthing.  At  that  time 
I  said  that  "...  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  contract 
is  a  proper  legal  obligation  of  the  city  and  that 
payment  should  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  agreement." 

The  officers  and  directors  then,  as  now,  included 
the  Mayor,  Ms.  Kane,  and  myself.  I  attach  a  copy 
of  that  opinion  to  this  communication,  since  what 
I  said  there  is  directly  responsive  to  your  inquiry. 
Now  as  then,  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  any 
conflict  of  interest  involved  either  under  G.  L.  c. 
268A  (the  Conflict  of  Interest  Statute),  or  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  8  (the  City  charter),  since  the 
officers  and  directors  receive  no  financial  remuner- 
ation from  the  corporations  involved  and  both 
statutes  are  directed  to  the  receipt  of  compensa- 
tion. 

Doing  business  in  the  corporate  form  allows 
flexibility  not  available  under  municipal  pro- 
cedures, yet  essential  for  the  conduct  of  programs 
either  produced  or  supported  by  the  corporations 
involved.  The  corporations,  unlike  the  city,  can 
pay  for  services  in  advance  of  their  having  been 
rendered  —  indispensable  for  the  engagement  of 
performing  artists  for  Summerthing  or  the^start-up 
of  community  health  centers.  Payment  for  services 
can  be  made  far  more  promptly  by  these 
corporations  than  by  the  city,  where  drafts  must 
be  approved  not  only  by  the  receiving  agency  but 
by  the  Budget  Dwjsion,  the  Auditor,  the  Mayor, 
and  the  Treasurer.  Yet,  since  books  of  each 
corporation  are  audited  in  each  case  by  an 
outstanding  firm  of  accountants,  proper  safeguards 
are  taken. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  that  contracts  of 
the  corporations  have  been  awarded  without  public 
advertising.  The  Mayor  has,  however,  directed  that 
all  contracts  where  there  is  a  possibility  of 
competition  shall  be  advertised  by  the 
corporations, 

I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  diminution  in  the 
control  which  the  City  Council  exercises  over  city 
expenditures  made  to  others  through  these 
corporations.  The  City  Council  has  been  fully 
informed  as  to  the  amount  of  city  funds  which  are 
paid  under  contract  to  these  corporations  and  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  used. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  it  is  proper  and  has 
proved  efficacious  for  the  city  to  contract  with 
these  corporations  for  certain  purposes.

Dear  Mr.  Fitzpatrick: 

In  response  to  your  recent  inquiry  concerning 
the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  Boston 
Foundation,  Inc.,  for  the  planning,  organization, 
supply,  and  management  of  the  city's  1968 
Summer  Festival  of  the  Arts  ("Summerthing"),  it 
is  my  opinion  that  the  contract  is  a  proper  legal 
obligation  of  the  city  and  that  payment  should  be 
made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
agreement. 

The  officers  and  directors  of  the  Boston 
Foundation,  Inc.,  are  for  the  most  part  officers  and 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston,  namely,  Kevin  H. 
White,  Herbert  P.  Gleason,  Clarence  J.  Jones,  Jr., 
Katharine  D.  Kane,  Paul  Parks,  Frank  J.  Kennedy, 
and  Nancy  A.  Huntington. 

However,  the  foundation  is  a  Massaachusetts 
charitable  corporation  organized  "for  the  purpose 
of  maintaining  and  conducting  in  the  City  of 
Boston  civic,  educational,  charitable,  recreational, 
literary,  scientific,  artistic,  theatrical,  and  musical 
functions  for  the  benefit,  enjoyment,  and  edifica- 
tion of  residents  and  visitors  in  the  city." 

The  articles  of  organization  specifically  state 
that  "no  part  of  the  funds  or  property  of  this 
corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefits  of  members 
or  directors  thereof." 

This  corporation  was  specifically  set  up  to  assist 
the  city  in  developing  and  managing  an  extensive 
program  for  a  summer  festival.  There  were  two 
chief  reasons  for  this  approach  to  the  summer 
program: 

(1)  The  foundation  as  an  entity  technically 
apart  from  the  regular  city  administration 
would  be  able  more  easily  to  raise  funds  from 
the  public  private  foundations,  and  the  federal 
government.  This  it  has  done.  The  total  funded 
budget  for  Summerthing  far  exceeds  the  city's 
contribution. 

(2)  The  placing  of  the  administrative  burden 
of  running  the  festival  on  the  foundation  would 
lessen  considerably  the  burdens  that  otherwise 
would  have  to  be  assigned  to  the  regular 
officers  and  administrative  staff  of  the  city 
government. 

The  contract  is  explicit  as  to  the  amounts, 
control,  and  manner  of  payment  of  city  funds.  The 
contract  requires  the  foundation  to  prepare  a  plan 
for  the  festival,  to  submit  the  plan  for  approval, 
and  upon  approval  to  carry  out  an  extensive 
program  of  performance  in  the  arts,  drama,  and 
dance  and  various  theatrical,  craft,  and  arts 
workshops.  The  city's  contribution  to  the  festival 
is  carefully  spelled  out.  The  city  is  undertaking  to 
pay  only  for  specific  items  supplied  by  the 
foundation  at  the  direct  and  actual  cost  that  the 
foundation  incurs.  Each  item  for  which  funds  are 
allocated  in  the  contract  has  been  approved  both  as 
to  the  substance  of  the  performance  or  workshop 
and  as  to  the  particular  cost.  Actually  the  charges 
to  be  incurred  by  the  foundation  are  the  minimum 


costs  for  the  services  to  be  supplied.  In  many 
instances  the  performers  and  organizations  have 
cut  the  cost  below  usual  minimum  charges  by 
partially  underwriting  their  own  costs  as  a  way  of 
showing  their  interest  in  the  public  affairs  of  their 
city. 

The  city  funds  to  be  expended  under  the 
contract  will  flow  through  the  foundation  direct  to 
the  performers  and  organizations  which  have 
provided  the  specific  services  at  the  costs  set  out  in 
the  contract.  Thus  the  foundation  as  far  as  city 
funds  are  concerned  is  in  effect  a  conduit  or 
"middleman,"  and  no  city  funds  will  remain  with 
the  foundation  or  its  members,  nor  will  the  officers 
and  directors  of  the  foundation  receive  anything  of 
value  from  either  the  foundation  or  city. 

As  an  additional  precaution,  the  contract  further 
provides  for  an  audit  of  the  records  of  the 
foundation  concerning  the  whole  Summerthing 
program  by  a  recognized  firm  of  certified  public 
accountants.  The  foundation  has  retained  the  firm 
of  Arthur  Anderson  and  Company  to  undertake 
the  complete  audit. 

Given  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  Boston 
Foundation,  Inc.,  and  the  Summerthing  contract, 
no  city  officer  or  employee  has  a  direct  or  indirect 
"financial  interest"  in  either  the  foundation  or  the 
contract.  Thus  I  see  no  conflict  with  General  Laws, 
chapter  268A.  Furthermore,  the  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter  (chapter  486,  section  8,  Acts  of  1909) 
in  my  opinion  are  not  applicable  to  an  arrangement 
of  this  sort  since  no  member  of  the  foundation  or 
its  Board  of  Directors  will  derive  any  financial 
benefit  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  foundation 
or  the  contract.

You  have  presented  me  with  an  order  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  May  19  appropriating  certain 
funds  and  accepting  others  from  the  federal 
government  under  the  so-called  Safe  Streets  Act 
for  various  programs  in  the  Police  Department.  I 
have  approved  the  appropriation  and  acceptance  of 
funds  in  the  total  amount  of  $449,791,  but  I  must 
disapprove  under  the  provisions  of  s.  17D  of  the 
City  Charter  (St.  1948,  c.  452)  two  amendments 
adopted  by  the  Council.  One  of  these  amendments 
would  add  to  the  order  the  following  language: 
".  . .  provided,  however,  that  no  part  of  these 
funds  or  any  other  funds  accepted  and  approved 
by  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  used  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  persons  presently  holding  the  following 
positions:  Director  of  Planning  and  Research, 
Assistant  Director  of  Planning  and  Research, 
Research  Assistant,  Director  of  Training,  two  Staff 
Assistants  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  and  Grant 
Manager." 

The  other  provides  ".  . .  the  legislative  intent  of 
this  new  draft  is  accepted  and  approved  on  the 
stated  conditions  and/or  restrictions." 

My  objections  to  these  parts  of  this  item  are  that 
they  represent  an  attempt  by  the  Council  to  take 
part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  business  of  the 
city  forbidden  by  s.  17G  of  the  Charter.  The 
determination  of  what  positions  are  needed  for  the 
effective  functioning  of  any  department  of  the  city 
is  to  be  made  by  that  department  with  the 
approval  of  the  Budget  Division  and  myself. 

Furthermore,  the  federal  government,  in  grant- 
ing funds  which  the  Council  accepted,  apparently 
saw  the  need  for  persons  to  direct  the  programs 
which  it  agreed  to  support  in  the  Police 
Department.  That  agreement  cannot  now  be 
changed  unilaterally  by  the  city.

Articles  concerning  the  Council  or 
Councillors  will  be  printed  if  received  prior  to  our 
deadline,  which  is  every  Tuesday  noon  preceding 
the   following   Monday's   publication.  Items  with 


regard  to  City  Council  upcoming  meetings  are 
never  sent  to  this  office  on  time.  The  meetings  of 
the  City  Council  body  and  the  names  of  the 
Councillors,  however,  appear  in  the  City  Council 
proceedings,  which  are  printed  in  the  City  Record 
approximately  eighteen  times  per  year. 

3.  There  were  501  press  releases  and  articles 
which  appear  in  the  City  Record  in  the  past 
fifty-two  weeks;  of  this  number  Mayor  White's 
name  was  mentioned  forty -one  times.

The  Public  Facilities  Department  is  continuing 
to  develop  plans  for  replacing  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail  presently  located  at  Charles  Street.  We  are 
exploring  alternative  solutions  which  will  satisfy 
the  court  order  at  a  reasonable  cost  to  the 
taxpayers.  I  point  this  out  before  addressing  the 
questions  raised  by  the  City  Council  to  stress  the 
fact  that  we  have  not  made  final  selection  of  a  site 
for  the  new  jail;  nor  are  we  even  cormnced  that  a 
downtown  location  for  the  jail  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  city.  I  should  also  point  out  that, 
although  the  Public  Facilities  Department  has 
undertaken  feasibility  studies,  we  do  not  have 
definite  plans  to  construct  a  new  Suffolk  County 
Court  House  at  this  time. 

Because  we  have  not  identified  a  final  site  for 
the  new  jail  and  because  we  do  not  have  definite 
plans  for  a  new  court  house  our  response  to  the 
City  Council's  questions  can  only  be  general  and 
tentative.  We  have  not  been  in  formal  contact  with 
the  Government  Center  Commission  with  regard  to 
either  a  new  jail  or  court  house  facility.  Until  a 
decision  has  been  reached  on  a  downtown  site  for 
the  jail,  such  contact  does  not  appear  to  be 
necessary.  We  do  intend  to  work  with  the 
commission  if  it  becomes  appropriate. 

There  have  not  been  any  proposals  for  a  single 
facility  to  house  both  the  jail  and  a  new  court 
house.  We  are  exploring  the  possibility  of  locating 
the  jail  and  court  house  on  the  same  parcel  of  land; 
we  have  not  as  yet  determined  the  feasibility  of 
such  an  agreement.  The  idea  of  a  single  massive 
structure  housing  both  institutions  has  been 
rejected  because  of  its  costs  and  because  of 
program  constraints  imposed  by  these  institutions. 
I  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible, but  the  advantages  of  a  single  building  would 
be  outweighed  by  difficulties. 

Finally,  we  have  been  in  contact  with  other 
correctional  agencies  to  see  if  a  joint  facility  might 
be   developed.  We  have  investigated  such  a  plan 


with  officials  of  Middlesex  County,  but  without 
success.  We  are  currently  negotiating  with  the  State 
Department  of  Corrections,  and  it  is  possible  that  a 
joint  facility  will  be  developed.  The  joints  use  of  the 
jail  with  a  non-related  governmental  agency  would 
almost  certainly  meet  strong  opposition,  and 
therefore  this  kind  of  approach  h#s  not  been 
pursued.

IN  POSTAL  RATES

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

This  is  to  acknowledge  and  thank  you  for  your 
recent  letter  to  my  Washington  office  informing 
me  of  a  proposal  in  the  Boston  City  Council  urging 
the  Postal  Service  to  consider  alternatives  which 
would  lessen  the  postal  rate  burden  on  the 
individual  citizen.  Please  find  enclosed  a  letter 
from  the  Postmaster  General  which  addresses  the 
issue  of  increased  postal  rates. 

As  John  C.  Lintner  states  in  the  correspondence, 
the  proposed  rate  raises  may  occur  as  a  direct 
result  of  inflation.  Higher  fuel  costs,  cost-of-living 
pay  increases,  and  other  inflationary  factors  have 
led  to  such  a  proposal. 

I  would  like  you  to  know  that  Congress  does  not 
have  jurisdiction  over  postal  rate  increases.  Rate 
increases  are  initiated  by  the  Postmaster.  There  is  a 
Postal  Rate  Commission  which  studies  the  impact 
of  these  increases  after  they  have  gone  into  effect. 
However,  the  Postal  Rate  Commission,  too,  is  a 
separate  and  independent  organization.  There  is 
currently  legislation  pending  before  the  House 
Committee  on  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service, 
Subcommittee  on  Postal  Service,  which  is  designed 
to  amend  existing  laws  and  stipulate  that  Congress 
must  approve  all  proposed  rate  increases.  This  bill, 
HR  4548,  is  designed  to  amend  Title  39,  United 
States  Code,  as  enacted  by  the  Postal  Reorganiza- 
tion Act.  Section  3629  would  be  added  to  Title  39 
to  provide  that  changes  in  postal  rates  and  classes 
shall  be  submitted  to  Congress  and  shall  be 
ineffective  if  either  House  disapproves  such 
changes  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  to  repeal  the 
authorization  for  temporary  postal  classes  and 
rates.  Please  find  a  copy  of  the  bill  enclosed  for 
your  review. 

You  may  be  assured  that  I  am  sympathetic  with 
your  concerns  and  will  have  them  well  in  mind  as 
this  legislation  receives  further  consideration. 

If  I  may  be  of  additional  assistance  to  you  in  the 
future,  I  do  hope  that  you  will  not  hesitate  to 
contact  me.

Dear  Congressman  Burke: 

Let  me  briefly  explain  why  the  Postal  Service 
may  propose  to  raise  rates  in  the  next  few  months. 
While  we  achieved  a  substantially  break-even  point 
with  our  budget  in  fiscal  year  1973,  soaring 
expenses  led  by  higher  fuel  costs  and  unpredictably 
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large  cost-of-living  pay  adjustments  for  our 
employees  resulted  in  a  net  loss  of  more  than  $400 
million  in  fiscal  1974.  Under  the  continued 
pressure  of  the  inflationary  spiral  a  much  larger 
loss  is  anticipated  for  fiscal  1975. 

We  are  committed  to  continuing  maximum 
efforts  to  avoid  postage  rate  increases.  Our  cost 
reduction  efforts,  however,  have  not  kept  pace 
with  increased  expenses  flowing  from  the  severe 
inflation  in  the  general  economy.  Therefore  we 
have  no  alternative  to  proposing  a  general  rate 
increase  for  first-class  and  other  mails,  to  be 
effective  sometime  during  the  latter  half  of  this 
calendar  year. 

We  appreciate  your  interest  in  the  efficient 
operation  of  the  Postal  Service,  and  we  can  assure 
you  that  quality  mail  service  at  the  lowest  possible 
cost  to  customers  is  our  highest  priority. 

The  Postal  Service  is  responsible  for  the 
processing  of  military  mail  within  the  United 
States  and  dispatching  it  overseas.  However, 
military  authorities  assume  responsibility  for  mail 
after  it  arrives  at  foreign  destinations.  We 
investigate  inquiries  about  the  handling  of  this  mail 
in  conjunction  with  the  Defense  Department.  If  it 
appears  the  difficulty  has  occurred  after  mail  has 
left  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Postal  Service,  the 
matter  is  referred  to  the  appropriate  military 
authorities  for  attention.  The  Postal  Inspection 
Service  works  closely  with  the  Defense  Department 
in  these  investigations.

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  April  28)  authorizing  execution  of 
agreement  among  city,  BRA,  and  Sefrius  Corpora- 
tion relative  to  so-called  Lafayette  Place  Develop- 
ment -  submitting  the  following  report: 

1.  Your  Committee  on  Urban  Development,  to 
which  was  referred  :  Docket  No.  2377,  order 
authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  certain 
tripartite  agreement  relative  to  the  so-called 
Lafayette  Place  Development,  is  satisfied  that  the 
proposed  development  will  provide  Boston  with 
great  benefits,  including  the  creation  of  badly 
needed  jobs,  both  during  construction  and  in  the 
completed  development.  Moreover,  this  infusion  of 
private  capital  into  the  central  business  district  will 
allow  our  retail  merchants  an  opportunity  to 
compete  on  a  more  equal  basis  with  those  in 
outlying  areas. 

2.  Your  committee  salutes  the  Jordan  Marsh 
Company,  the  Sefrius  Corporation,  Alstores,  and 
all  others  associated  with  the  Lafayette  Place 
Development  for  the  faith  in  Boston  that  their 
participation  in  this  project  evidences.  Their 
action,  in  a  time  of  economic  uncertainty,  is 
necessary  to  the  development  of  Boston,  and  helps 
to  guarantee  the  importance  of  Boston  as  New 
England's  trade  center. 

3.  Your  committee  is  concerned  that  the 
Council's  approval  of  this  most  worthy  develop- 
ment be  not  so  broad  as  to  allow  substantial 
change  in  these  plans  without  further  consideration 


by  the  City  Council,  and  therefore  recommends 
that: 

Docket  No.  2377  ought  to  pass  in  the 
accompanying  new  draft: 

Whereas,  The  Sefrius  Corporation  has  submitted 
a  proposal  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority for  the  development  of  land  between  Avon, 
Chauncy,  New  Essex,  and  Washington  Streets, 
which  would  include  retail,  commercial,  office, 
hotel,  recreational,  and  possibly  residential  use; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Sefrius  Corporation  development 
proposal  includes  land  located  within  and  adjacent 
to  the  Bedford-West  Urban  Renewal  Project,  which 
was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on  April  23, 
1973; and 

Whereas,  The  aforementioned  development 
proposal  involves  the  design  and  construction  of

City  Conservation  League, 

184  High  Street,  June  2, 1975. 
Dear  Councillors: 

The  Society  of  Architectural  Historians  and  the 
City  Conservation  League  seek  to  preserve  the 
Jordan    Marsh    brownstone   building    facades   on 
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Washington  Street  between  Summer  and  Avon 
Streets.  These  buildings  are  of  considerable 
architectural  and  historical  importance.  One  of  the 
buildings  was  the  original  Jordan  Marsh  store  built 
by  Evan  Jordan  in  1860.  It  was  one  of  the  few 
buildings  in  downtown  Boston  to  survive  the  great 
fire  of  1872.  The  other  three  buildings  in  the  row 
were  built  between  1873  and  1880,  and  their 
totality  represents  a  unique  mercantile  block  in 
Boston.  Their  loss  would  be  very  serious  for  both 
the  history  and  townscape  of  the  city.  These  two 
organizations  are  convinced  that  the  retention  of 
this  block  front  is  not  only  structurally  but 
economically  feasible.  The  facades  eould  be 
preserved  for  very  little  additional  cost  with 
conventional  techniques  and  still  permit  the 
uninterrupted  development  of  Jordan's  store. 

We  respectfully  request  the  Council  to  consider 
our  proposal.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  April  28)  approving  petition  for  special 
law  authorizing  loan  not  to  exceed  $20,000,000 
for  off-street  parking  facility  -  recommending 
passage  of  the  order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  its  powers  under 
chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended,  and 
notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  contrary  in 
said  chapter  474,  as  amended,  with  respect  to  the 
premises  on  which  the  Lincoln-Essex  Streets 
parking  facilities  are  located,  the  Real  Property 
Board  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  successor  to  the 
Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners  of  said  city, 
shall  have,  and  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  said  city,  exercise 
the  power  on  behalf  of  said  city  to  sell  the  land 
and  the  structure  or  structures  thereon,  if  any,  at 
private  sale  upon  such  terms  as  said  Board  deems 
satisfactory,  at  a  price  not  lower  than  that 
established  by  an  independent  appraisal  of  the 
premises,  it  being  hereby  determined  that  said 
premises  are  no  longer  required  for  the  purposes  of 
said  chapter  474,  as  amended. 
Section  2.  Section  (e  Vi)  of  chapter  474  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
thereof  and  substituting  the  following  sentence: 
"The  power  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate, 


on  any  property  acquired  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  after  January  1,  1963,  or  determined  after  said 
date  to  be  devoted  to  such  purposes  under  clause 
(b),  and  to  lease  to  any  person,  including  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority,  for 
operation  for  such  period,  not  exceeding  five  years, 
and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Board  shall  determine, 
such  terminal  for  buses  of  said  authority  or  of 
common  carriers  of  passengers  for  hire,  and  such 
facilities  accessory  and  incidental  thereto,  as  the 
Board  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Traffic  and  Parking  of  the  city  shall  determine;  also 
the  power  to  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  convey  to  any 
person  for  nonparking  purposes,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  air-space,  or  any  other 
space,  deemed  to  be  surplus  by  the  Board  because 
it  is  unnecessary  or  inappropriate  for  parking 
purposes  above,  within,  or  contiguous  to  any 
public  parking  facility  constructed  under  this  act 
for  such  uses  as  said  Board,  giving  due  considera- 
tion to  the  maximum  use  of  the  parking  facility, 
shall  determine,  and  the  power  to  include  in  any 
deed,  lease,  or  other  instrument  suitable  provisions 
for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  such 
structures  within,  over,  or  adjacent  to  any  such 
parking  facility." 

Section  3.  Chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as 
amended  by  chapters  962  and  1195  of  the  Acts  of 
1973,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following 
section: 

Section  5D.  To  provide,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  funds  in  addition  to  the  funds  provided 
by  sections  5,  5A,  5B,  and  5C,  the  city  may 
borrow,  from  time  to  time,  an  amount 
outstanding  at  any  one  time  not  to  exceed  $20 
million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  at  a  public  sale 
serial  bonds  or  notes  of  the  city  therefor,  which 
shall  be  registered  or  with  interest  coupons 
attached  as  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  city 
may  deem  best.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear 
on  their  face  the  words  "City  of  Boston, 
Parking  Facilities  Loan,  Act  of  1975."  Each 
issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such 
loans  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  from  time 
to  time  under  this  section  shall  not  be  included 
in  determining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the 
city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall,  except  as 
herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions, 
applicable  to  the  city,  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  exclusive  of  the  limitation 
contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  7 
thereof.  Said  Collector-Treasurer  may  issue 
temporary  notes  of  the  city  payable  in  not 
more  than  one  year  from  their  dates,  in 
anticipation  of  the  issue  of  serial  bonds  or  notes 
authorized  by  this  section,  but  the  time  within 
which  such  serial  bonds  or  notes  shall  become 
due  and  payable  shall  not,  by  reason  of  such 
temporary  notes,  be  extended  beyond  the  time 
fixed  by  this  section.  All  notes  issued  in 
anticipation  of  the  issue  of  such  serial  bonds  or 
notes  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  thereof. 
Section  4.  Chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946  is 
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hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  962  of  the  Acts  of 
1973,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

Section  3.  The  board  may  lease  land  under 
this  act  only  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of 
this  section. 

(a)  Leases  for  Periods  Not  Exceeding  Five 
Years.  Before  leasing  any  land  under  this  act, 
where  the  term  of  the  lease  does  not  exceed 
five  years,  the  board  shall  invite  proposals 
therefor  by  advertisement  in  at  least  one  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  city  once  a  week 
for  at  least  two  consecutive  weeks,  the  last 
publication  to  be  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
time  specified  for  the  opening  of  said  proposals. 
Such  advertisements  shall  state  the  time  and 
place  where  the  form  of  lease  may  be  had  and 
the  time  and  place  for  opening  the  proposals  in 
answer  to  said  advertisements,  and  shall  reserve 
to  the  board  the  right  to  reject  all  proposals.  All 
such  proposals  shall  be  opened  in  public.  No 
lease  shall  be  made  except  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder  as  determined  by  the  board. 
Every  lease  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
years  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with 
surety  satisfactory  to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit 
of  money,  certified  check,  or  other  security 
for  the  faithful  performance  thereof,  and  such 
bond  or  other  security  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  City  Collector  until  the  lease  has  been 
carried  out  in  all  respects.  The  preceding 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
leases  under  clause  (e  Vi)  of  section  1. 

(b)  Leases  for  Periods  Greater  Than  Five 
Years,  But  Not  Exceeding  Forty  Years.  Where 
the  term  of  a  lease  of  land  under  this  act 
exceeds  five  years,  but  does  not  exceed  forty 
years,  the  board  may  adopt  such  procedures  for 

the  selection  of  a  lessee  as  it  deems  to  be  in 
furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  in 
accordance  with  such  procedures  may  select 
lessees  and  enter  into  leases.  Every  lease  for  a 
period  exceeding  five  years  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  bond  with  surety  satisfactory 
to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money, 
certified  check,  or  other  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  covenants  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed,  any  structures  or  facilities  for 
parking;  and  such  bond  or  other  security  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  City  Collector  until  all 
such  covenants  have  been  carried  out  in  all 
respects. 

(c)  Other  Provisions.  All  amounts  received  in 
reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  plans  and 
specifications  and  all  amounts  received  as  a 
result  of  the  failure  of  faithful  performance  of 
covenants  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed,  structures  or  facilities  for  parki 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Parking  Facilities  Fund 
established  under  section  4;  in  addition,  on  July 
1  of  each  year  said  Parking  Facilities  Fund  shall 


also  be  credited,  from  the  amounts  received 
from  leases  entered  into  under  this  act,  with  an 
amount  equivalent  to  twelve  times  20  percent 
of  the  total  monthly  rental  of  all  leases  entered 
into  under  this  act  as  of  said  date;  and  all  other 
amounts  received  from  leases  under  this  act  or 
as  a  result  of  other  failure  of  faithful 
performance  required  in  any  such  lease  shall  be 
credited  as  general  funds  of  the  city  and  may  be 
appropriated  for. any  municipal  purposes.  No 
person  shall  be  assessed  any  tax  upon  any  real 
estate  or  buildings  of  which  he  is  the  lessee 
under  this  act,  any  provision  of  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed.

Report  on  resolution  (referred  May  5)  for  a 
hearing  re  parking  in  the  downtown  area  (North 
End)  -  submitting  the  following  report: 

A  meeting  was  held  on  May  27,  1975,  at  7:30 
p.m.,  at  the  North  End  Union,  20  Parmenter 
Street,  Boston.  Those  in  attendance  were  Super- 
intendent Lynch  and  Lieutenant  Brennan,  Boston 
Police  Headquarters,  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Traffic  Paul  Foster,  Councillors  Albert  O'Neil, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Services, 
Councillors  Langone,  Hicks,  Connolly,  Tierney, 
and  Iannella. 

Many  civic  leaders  and  residents  of  the  North 
End  were  present  -  and  the  following  suggestions 
were  made.  It  was  an  informative  meeting,  and 
most  of  all  a  very  orderly  and  cordial  meeting.  This 
kind  of  meeting  is  healthy  and  good  for  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  of  this  city.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  should  be  more  of  them. 

It  was  suggested  that  one  resident  of  the  North 
End  be  selected  to  sit  on  a  committee  with  the 
entire  City  Council  and  continue  to  iron  out  this 
serious  parking  problem  in  the  North  End. 
Assistant  Commissioner  Foster,  Police  Super- 
intendent Lynch  and  Lieutenant  Brennan  were 
most  cooperative  with  the  audience.  The  chairman, 
Councillor  O'Neil,  commends  them. 

Councillor  Tierney  suggested  that  the  CETA 
workers  for  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  posting  cardboard  signs  all 
around  the  North  Station  area  when  events  are 
there  which  read  "No  Parking  Anytime,"  and 
follow  this  up  by  meter  maids  and  police  to 
enforce  this  by  ticketing  the  violators. 

Councillor  Connolly  recommended  that  a  home 
rule  petition  be  filed  to  increase  parking  fines  to 
violators  at  all  Garden  events. 
Councillor  Langone  submitted  the  following: 


That  the  Post  Gazette,  the  Little  City  Hall, 
and  Mr.  Orlandella  of  APAC  notify  the 
residents  of  the  North  End  of  the  feasibility  of 
removing  parking  meters  under  the  ramps  and 
having  resident  parking  only. 

That  the  Government  Center  Garage  charge  a 
fee  of  50  cents  for  all-night  parking  for  North 
End  residents  only. 

That  the  lot  owned  by  the  BRA  on  North 
Washington  Street  be  used  at  night  for  persons 
with  resident  stickers  living  in  the  North  End. 

That  the  Public  Works  Yard  on  Commercial 
Street  and  Battery  Wharf  be  used  only  by 
residents  of  the  North  End  with  resident 
parking  stickers. 

That  arrangement  be  made  to  have  resident 
sticker  parking  only  on  the  roof  of  the  Hertz 
Garage.  Only  22  percent  of  the  residents  of  the 
North  End  have  resident  parking  stickers.  Why? 

That  the  North  Street  Ramp  and  Lincoln 
Wharf  be  used  for  resident  parking  only  -  and 
that  resident  stickers  be  issued  to  people  in  the 
North  End. 

That  the  nine  Councillors  and  the  nine 
people  (one  appointed  by  each  Councillor)  sit 
down  with  the  Traffic  Commissioner  and  work 
out  all  of  these  suggestions  and  once  and  for  all 
solve  this  serious  parking  problem  in  the  North 
End  of  Boston. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services  recommends  that  Docket  No.  2390  be 
passed  unanimously.

Heights  and  that  the  balance  of  the  money  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  the  land  on  Bennington  Street 
formerly  used  for  the  Suffolk  Downs  Open-Air 
Theatre;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  authorizes  the  appropriation  of  these 
funds  before  June  30,  1975,  as  requested  by  the 
East  Boston  Land  Use  Committee  and  the  residents 
of  East  Boston,  these  funds  will  be  forfeited ;  and 

Whereas,  The  East  Boston  community  desires 
that  the  Porrazzo  Skating  Rink  be  enlarged  so  that 
it  will  have  the  necessary  facilities  that  have  been 
included  in  some  of  the  rinks  that  are  now  being 
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constructed;  and 

Whereas,  The  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
indicated  at  its  last  meeting  that  it  favors 
purchasing  the  land  where  the  Suffolk  Downs 
Theatre  was  as  the  first  priority,  the  remainder  of 
the  money  to  be  used  for  improvement  of  the 
Porrazzo  Skating  Rink  in  Orient  Heights;  and 

Whereas,  The  East  Boston  community  voted  to 
give  the  enlargement  of  the  rink  the  first  priority, 
the  balance  of  the  funds  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  the  land;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  as 
representatives  of  the  East  Boston  community  in 
support  of  local  elected  officials  and  the  vote  taken 
at  the  East  Boston  Land  Use  Committee,  strongly 
supports  the  order  of  priority  as  set  up  by  the  local 
public  officials  and  the  East  Boston  Land  Use 
Committee  so  that  the  first  priority  in  the 
expenditure  of  these  funds  will  be  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Porrazzo  Skating  Rink  and  the 
balance  of  the  money  will  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  the  land  on  Bennington  Street  at  the  former  site 
of  the  Suffolk  Downs  Theatre;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  respect- 
fully requests  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  to 
intercede  with  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  members  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission,  of  which  the  City  of  Boston  is  a 
member  and  to  which  it  pays  its  proportionate 
share  for  these  recreational  facilities,  so  that  they 
support  the  East  Boston  community  in  the  order 
of  priority  as  heretofore  specified  and  appropriate 
said  funds  prior  to  June  30,  1975,  so  as  to  avoid 
the  forfeiture  and  loss  of  these  funds.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  reached  a  point 
of  temporary  insolvency  with  respect  to  its 
long-term  creditors  versus  its  more  direct  and 
immediate  responsibilities  for  the  health,  welfare, 
and  safety  of  its  work  force  and  citizens  that 
constitutes  a  state  of  financial  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  Under  these  circumstances  debt-service 
payments  can  continue  to  be  met  only  through 
massive  layoffs  of  city  employees  and  drastic 
cutbacks  in  health  care,  housing,  sanitation, 
education,  fire  and  police  protection,  and  other 
vital  services  which  will  inevitably  result  in 
destruction  of  the  productivity  of  the  population, 
epidemics,  and  deaths;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  this  body  that  fiscal 
measures  be  taken  to  restore  and  revitalize,  to  the 
extent  possible,  the  city's  revenue-producing 
process  and  to  order  fiscal  priorities  to  retard 
further  deterioration  in  the  standards  of  living  and 
vital  services  for  residents  and  work  force  and  to 
restore  capital  maintenance  to  at  least  replacement 
levels;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  financial  crises  of  both  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United 
States  Treasury,  combined  with  the  virtual  collapse 
of  the  private  capital  markets  with  respect  to 
municipal  indebtedness,  preclude  fiscal  relief  from 
these  sources;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  to  prevent  immediate  threats  to 
human  life  provoked  by  the  financial  crisis,  as  an 
emergency  measure  all  payments  of  interest  and 
principal  on  city  debt  be  suspended  for  a  period  of 
at  least  eighteen  months,  in  order  to  channel  all 
available  monies  to  vital  services,  wage  and  capital 
budgetary  items;  and  further,  should  city  revenues 
be  inadequate  to  maintain  a  level  of  wages,  capital 
improvements,  and  services  equal  to  1972  levels  of 
real  expenditures,  despite  the  above-cited  arrange- 
ments, then  additional  revenues  shall  be  arranged 
through  an  emergency  tax  on  the  assets  of 
commercial  banks  operating  in  the  city  in  the 
amount  necessary  to  satisfy  revenue  requirements; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  petition  the  State  Legislature 
to  declare  the  Commonwealth  to  be  in  financial 
emergency  and  to  pass  legislation  that  would 
extend  the  redemption  period  of  business  and 
homeowner  mortgage  foreclosures  for  a  period 
through  June,  1977,  and  to  amend  debt  re- 
adjustment procedures,  extend  creditor  status  to 
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pensioners  and  taxpayers  as  eligible  creditors  to 
any  readjustment  plan  of  composition.

"As  a  practical  matter  we  are 
now  busing  black  children  from  pre- 
dominantly black  schools  to  other 
predominantly  black  schools."  So 
said  a  superior  court  judge  who,  five 
years  after  ordering  busing  for  In- 
glewood,  Calif.,  recently  allowed 
that  city  I"  discard  its  busing  pro- 
gram. Meanwhile,  the  plan  cost 
$300,000  and  enrollment  in  the  17  dis- 
trict schools  went  from  (iO'.c  white  to 
SO' ii  minority.  Some  people  still 
claim  that  busing  failed  in  Inglo- 
wood  because  of  ball -hearted  en- 
forcement efforts,  but  that  seems  to 
be  largely  wishful  thinking. 

There  appears  to  bo  growing  un- ' 
derstnnding  that  busing  is  flawed  in 
both  execution  and  eoaeoption,  al- 
though it's  not  nlwavs  easy  to  con- 
vince, everyone  of  that.  I''i>r  exam- 
ple, a  federal  judge  recently  ordered 
busing  of  some  LM.000  Boston  school 
children  to  achieve  compulsory  inte- 
gration in  that  city.  Hut  busing  is 
nonetheless  losing  its  attraction 
even  among  longtime  enthusiasts, 
who  also  are  coming  to  understand 
its  implications. 

Philadelphia  educational  officials 
were  reportedly  astounded  several 
months  ago  at  the  results  of  a  two- 
year  federal  study  contradicting  ar- 
guments stressing  the  need  for  inte- 
gration. Those  results  bear  directly 
en  the  busing  controversy  because 
the  stale  Human  Relations  Commis- 
sion directed  Philadelphia  school  of- 
ficials to  seel?  total  integration, 
wjiicli  presumably  can  only  be  ac- 
complished through  massive  busing. 
Yet  the  study  found  that  while  black 
and  white  pupils  seClii  to  learn  bet- 
ter in  integrated  grade  school 
classes,  when  black  students  reach 
junior  high  they  benefit  more  from 
the  presence  of  a  black  majority. 

Even  more  damaging  to  the  pro- 
busing  argument  is  the  recent  state- 
ment by  sociologist  James  S.  Cole- 
man, whose  IfJCi  report  on  equal  ed- 
ucational opportunity  is  often  cited 
to  justify  busing  for  purposes  of  inte- 
gration. Professor  Coleman  recently 
reported  that  busing  in  Northern 
cities  has  failed  to  achieve  the  main 
goal  of  better  education  for  the  un- 
derprivileged, ami  may  cvci\  be  con- 
demning future  black  children  to 
even  greater  racial  isolation  than 
before. 

Forcing  integration  on  a  commu- 
nity through  busing,  ho  said,  can  be 
liormtul  ninl  overlooks  the  question 


of  whether  there  are  going  to  be  an; 
educational  benefits.  When  the  wil. 
for  integration  does  not  exist,  Pro- 
fessor Coleman  observed,  "the  im- 
position of  it  by1  the  courts  does  not 
make  it  successful." 

Instead,  court-ordered  busing  to 
advance  integration  often  results  in 
large  numbers  of  middle  class 
whites  fleeing  to  the  suburbs,  taking 
their  property  tax  payments  with 
them  and  further  impoverishing  city 
schools.  "White  flight"  can  be 
caused  by  factors  other  than  school 
busing,  of  course,  as  witness  the  ex- 
odus of  middle  class  refugees  from 
New  York  City's  crushing  tax  bur- 
den. Put  few  policies  are  as  likely  to 
produce  white  flipht  as  forcibly  bus- 
ing children  to  schools  in  unfamiliar 
and  possibly  dangerous  neighbor- 
hoods. 

We  do  not  for  a  moment  believe 
that  the  opposition  to  busing  means 
that  the  American  people  cannot 
create  a  viable  multiracial  society. 
This  society  over  the  past  U0  years 
has  swept  aside  racial  barrier  after 
racial  barrier.  Surely  racial  preju- 
dice still  exists,  but  much  of  the  bit- 
ter opposition  to  busing,  and  much 
of  the  white  flight,  is  a  response  not 
to  the  mixing  of  races  hut  to  the 
mixing  of  economic  classes.  Such 
opposition,  natural  for  any  parent 
who  desires  upward  social  mobility 
for  bis  children,  is  made  all  the 
more  bitter  when  busini;  is  ordered 
and  supported  by  judges  and  opinion 
leaders  whose  own  children  are  well 
insulated  from  the  lower  classes. 

Beyond  that,  we  think  that  much 
of  the  opposition  to  busing  reflects 
the  reasons  for  our  own  opposition  to 
it,  which  is  not  practical  but  moral. 
Busing  inevitably  implies  racial 
quotas,  and  that  is  not  the  kind  of  so- 
ciety we  want  to  create.  We  can  cre- 
ate a  society  with  equality  of  oppor- 
tunity, regardless  of  race.  When  we 
fully  succeed,  there-  will  not  be  the 
same  number  of  blacks  in  every 
school,  any  more  than  there  are  cur- 
rently tin;  same  number  of  Italians, 
Jews  or.

I  believe  this  matter  must  be  continued  with  the 
state.  In  the  meantime,  however,  this  means  we 
have  no  access  to  funds  previously  voted  by  the 
Council  under  provisions  of  chapter  645  of  the 
Acts  of  1948.  In  order  to  accomplish  anything  in 
the  near  future,  therefore,  I  recommend  for  your 
approval  the  enclosed  order.

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  an  order 
to  the  City  Council  to  provide  a  supplementary 
appropriation  of  $26,100  for  the  use  of  the  Boston 
Consumers'  Council. 

The  Boston  Consumers'  Council  first  received 
city  funding  in  1972.  Since  that  time  our  caseload 
has  risen  from  8,600  complaints  in  1972  to  an 
estimated  25,000  in  1975.  (In  1972  we  had  a  staff 
of  twenty-two  persons  and  now  have  a  total  staff 
of  nineteen.) 

This  increase  in  caseload  is  due  to  a  number  of 
factors,  ranging  from  the  prevailing  economic 
conditions  to  the  ever  increasing  visibility  of  our 
agency.  However,  the  most  significant  increase  in 
workload  has  resulted  from  the  recent  decision  of 
the  Attorney  General  to  no  longer  handle 
consumer  complaints,  thereby  placing  the  full 
burden    of    resolving    individual    complaints    in 


Boston  on  the  Consumers'  Council.  This  change 
was  effected  on  April  1,  1975,  and  immediately 
increased  our  weekly  volume  of  consumer 
complaints  by  300  percent. 

Apart  from  our  role  as  complaint  mediators,  the 
Consumers'  Council  has  also  established  a  history 
of  providing  consumers  with  detailed  market 
information  by  means  of  surveys  on  such  topics  as 
supermarket  prices,  prescription  drug  prices,  home 
heating  oil  prices,  and  other  matters  of  direct 
interest  to  consumers. 

The  Consumers'  Council  has  also  taken  a  direct 
participating  role  in  utility  rate  increase  cases,  the 
setting  of  taxi  rates,  and  the  support  of  legislation 
affecting  consumer  interests. 

While  we  welcome  our  increased  caseload  as 
evidence  of  our  effectiveness  in  serving  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  the  sheer  volume  of  work  which  we  are 
now  experiencing  has  substantially  changed  the 
demand  on  and  responsibility  of  Consumers' 
Council  staff  members. 

For  this  reason  we  are  requesting  the  funding  of 
a    position    of   complaints    manager    and   supple- 
mentary funds  to  raise  staff  salaries.

Whereas,  A  widely  publicized  report  prepared 
for  the  federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
has  caused  justifiable  concern  as  to  the  true  extent 
of  this  purported  health  hazard;  and 

Whereas,  Boston,  as  the  largest  single  user  of 
potable  water  supplied  from  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  water  system,  is  entitled  to 
the  best  professional  evaluation  available  on  the 
quality  of  the  product  supplied;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  in  the  past 
has  taken  the  lead  in  calling  public  hearings  on  the 
menace  of  lead  paint  poisoning  and  its  permanent 
brain  damage  to  youngsters;  and 

Whereas,  The  public  health  and  safety  and  peace 
of  mind  of  Boston  citizens  require  full  public 
exposition  of  the  situation  pertaining  to  our 
drinking  water;  and 

Whereas,  Reasonable  notice  should  be  given  the 
various  agencies  involved  to  assemble  pertinent 
data;  now,  therefore,  be  it

CERTIFICATION  OF  CITY  OF  BOSTON'S  DEBT- 
INCURRING  POWFR  FOR  CURRENT  YEAR 

The  following  was  received:

Councillors: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  chapter  44,  section  10,  and 
Acts  of  1891,  section  93,  we,  the  undersigned, 
accept  and  certify  the  estimate  of  the  City  Auditor 
and  Collector-Treasurer,  as  per  the  attached 
schedule,  of  the  City  of  Boston's  debt-incurring 
power  for  the  current  municipal  year.  The  amount 
which  the  city  will  be  empowered  to  borrow 
during  the  present  municipal  year  within  the  debt 
limit  established  by  law,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Emergency  Finance  Board,  is  estimated  to  be 
$36,143,605 

This  estimate  is  based  on  the  $2.6  billion 
equalized  valuation  set  for  the  city  by  the  State 
Tax  Commission,  and  upheld  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  City  of  Maiden  v.  Appellate  Tax 
Board  Mass.  Ad.  Sh.  (1975),  page  10-20.  It 
supersedes  the  estimate  certified  in  March,  1975, 
based  on  the  previous  equalized  valuation  of  $2.1 
billion  which  necessarily  had  to  be  used  while  the 
Maiden  case  was  being  decided.

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  44,  section  10, 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  Treasurer,  Au- 
ditor, and  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  shall,  before,  April  1 ,  certify  to  the 
City  Council  an  estimate  of  the  debt-incurring 
power  of  the  city  for  the  current  municipal  year. 

In  March  of  this  year,  as  you  know,  we  certified 
the  city's  debt-incurring  power  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  10.  The  debt-incurring 
power  certified  at  that  time  was  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a  $2.1  billion  equalized  value  for  the  city, 
which  had  been  in  effect  since  January,  1973,  and 
was  to  run  through  December,  1974.  The  new 
equalized  valuation  which  was  to  take  effect  in 
January,  1975,  however,  was  contested  by  the  city 
and,  after  recomputation,  was  challenged  by  the 
City  of  Maiden  (City  of  Maiden  v.  Appellate  Tax 
Board,  Mass.  Ad.  Sh.  1975,  page  1020),  thus 
necessitating  the  use  of  the  $2.1  billion  figure  until 
the  case  was  decided. 

The  Maiden  case  has  recently  been  decided, 
upholding  an  equalized  value  of  $2.6  billion  for  the 
city.  This  new  valuation  will  be  effective  from 
January  1,  1975.  The  city's  debt-incurring  power 
for  the  current  year  has,  therefore,  been 
recomputed  to  reflect  the  new  valuation,  and  must 
be  certified  in  accordance  with  section  10.

Dear  Mr.  President: 

The  MNB,  created  by  action  of  the  City  Council 
in  1967,  has  now  served  through  six  years  of 
activity  of  great  benefit  to  our  community  and  the 
city. 

During  this  period  we  have  provided  the 
residents  of  this  area  with  the  grass-roots 
representation  so  vitally  needed  to  understand  and 
cope  with  complex  public  programs.  Our  functions 
have  made  it  possible  for  the  maximum  number  of 
residents  to  participate  in,  and  benefit  from,  the 
various  programs  funded  by  the  federal  Model 
Cities  Program. 

As  a  volunteer  group  of  citizens,  the  MNB  has 
frequently  been  called  upon  to  stand  between 
public     agencies,     including     the     Model     Cities 


Administration,  and  the  citizens"  supposed  to 
receive  the  benefits  of  the  public  activity. 

Sometimes  we  have  stood  as  a  bridge  between 
the  public  sector  and  our  community,  facilitating 
the  flow  of  information,  raising  the  level  of 
understanding,  maximizing  the  citizen  benefits. 
Sometimes  we  have  stood  as  a  wall,  protecting  our 
area  from  bad  or  insensitive  decision,  holding 
public  officials  accountable  for  their  actions. 

With  the  assistance  of  our  staff  we  have  played 
an  important  role  as  a  citizens  participation 
organization.  We  could  never  have  achieved  this 
potential  without  the  support  from  the  Boston 
City  Council. 

From  the  very  earliest  days  the  Boston  City 
Council  has  been  the  principal  municipal  ally  of 
the  citizens  in  the  MNB  area.  It  was  the  City 
Council  which,  in  1967,  required  the  Mayor  to 
provide  a  meaningful  role  and  resources  to  the  area 
residents,  thus  leading  to  the  creation  of  the  MNB. 
It  was  the  Boston  City  Council,  first  in  1972,  then 
again  in  1973,  which  strengthened  the  role  of  the 
MNB  as  the  representative  of  the  area  residents  in 
the  crucial  negotiations  with  the  Mayor  and  the 
Model  Cities  Administration.  It  was  the  City 
Council  which  in  1974  extended  the  life  of  the 
MNB  for  an  additional  year  and,  with  the  support 
of  the  Mayor,  provided  the  needed  funding  from 
CDBC. 

We  come  to  you  again  in  a  moment  of  need.  On 
June  30,  1975,  unless  action  is  taken  now,  the 
MNB  will  cease  to  exist.  By  the  hand  of  the 
ordinance  passed  last  year  our  mandate  expires 
along  with  the  Model  Cities  program.  We  are  not 
questioning  the  termination  of  the  Model  Cities 
program,  nor  of  the  MNB's  role  with  respect  to 
that  program. 

We  do  feel,  however,  that  our  area  has 
continuing  need  for  effective  citizen  input  and 
representation.  We,  for  this  reason,  seek  the 
approval  and  action  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
which  would  help  us  continue  to  serve  our  area's 
residents  and  the  city.  We  seek  passage  of  an 
ordinance  establishing  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Citizens  Participation  Organization  (MNCPO). 

This  MNCPO,  as  the  attached  ordinance 
provides,  would  be  given  the  mandate  to  be  the 
citizens'  watchdog  for  a  specific  area  of  Boston. 
This  is  a  role  we  have  placed  for  six  years  and  are 
uniquely  qualified  to  continue  playing. 

We  hope  you  and  your  colleagues,  to  whom 
copies  of  this  letter  are  being  sent,  will  once  again 
join  with  the  residents  of  this  area  in  our  efforts  to 
be  full  participants  in,  and  receive  full  benefits 
from  the  governmental  process. 

Mr.  John  Marshall,  our  Board  Coordinator,  will 
contact  you  this  week  to  follow  up  this  letter.  We 
stand  ready  to  work  with  the  City  Council  in 
whatever  way  necessary  to  achieve  our  mutual  goal 
of  community  service.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Citizens  Participation  Organization. 

Whereas,  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board 
(hereinafter  the  MNB)  was  created  by  order  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  in  April,  1967,  and  by 
ordinance  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and  Mayor 
on  December  23,  1969,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  federal  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966,  as 
amended;  and 

Whereas,  The  ordinance  creating  the  MNB 
provides  that  it  is  to  be  the  official  representative 
of  the  residents  in  the  Model  Cities  Area  of  Boston, 
including  Precincts  1,  2,  4,  5,  6,  and  7  in  Ward  11; 
Precincts  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  in  Ward  9;  Precincts  3, 
4,  5,  and  7  in  Ward  8;  Precincts  1,  2,  3,  and  4  in 
Ward  13;  Precincts  1,  2,  4,  and  6  in  Ward  12; 
Precincts  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  7,  8,  and  9  in  Ward  14; and 

Whereas,  The  MNB,  in  accordance  with  its 
mandate  to  be  the  citizen's  representative  for  the 
affected  residents,  has  served  as  the  Project  Area 
Committee  for  the  Kitteridge  Park  Neighborhood 
Development  Project  and  the  Brunswick-King 
Neighborhood  Development  Project,  and  is  now 
serving  as  the  Project  Area  Committee  for  the 
Columbia-Blue  Hill  Survey  and  Planning  Project; 
and 

Whereas,  The  MNB  has  monitored  community 
participation  and  benefits  from  the  following 
municipal  programs  or  services:  police-community 
relations  program;  youth  recreation  projects;  senior 
citizen  programs;  citizen  education  evaluation 
programs;  school  community-communications  pro- 
gram; non-partisan  voter  registration  and  educa- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  The  MNB  has  served  to  represent  the 
parents  and  students  in  the  Model  Cities  Area  with 
respect  to  the  impact  on  the  area  of  Phase  I  and 
Phase  II  desegregation  orders  of  the  United  States 
District  Court;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  has  indicated  in 
resolutions  and  guidelines  pertaining  to  the 
disposition  of  the  community  development 
revenue-sharing  funds  the  desirability  of  having  a 
citizens  monitoring  agency ;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  has  indicated  its 
opinion  that  a  meaningful  citizens  participation 
component  would  greatly  assist  in  the  monitoring 
of  general  revenue-sharing  funds;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Department  of 
Labor,  through  its  Comprehensive  Employment 
and  Training  Act  Office,  has  indicated  the 
desirability  of  having  a  meaningful  citizens 
participation  component  to  aid  in  the  selection  of 
eligible  participants  and  to  monitor  the  operation 
of  the  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  MNB  is  fully  capable  and 
thoroughly  experienced  in  providing  effective 
citizen  representation  in  dealing  with  various  local, 
state,  and  federal  agencies  and  programs,  with  a 
capacity  and  experience  it  would  be  against  public 
policy  to  ignore;  now,  therefore,  be  it  hereby 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 


1.  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  established 
by  ordinance  in  1969,  as  subsequently  amended,  is 
hereby  renamed  the  Model  Neighborhood  Citizens 
Participation  Organization  (MNCPO). 

2.  The  MNCPO  shall  furnish  services  within  the 
area  identified  by  the  ordinance  entitled 
"Establishing  for  a  Limited  Time  a  Model  City 
Agency  and  Model  Neighborhood  Board  and 
Defining  Their  Powers  and  Duties,"  and  shall  also 
include  the  area  identified  by  the  city  as  being  the 
Washington  Park  Urban  renewal  area. 

3.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  the  official  citizens 
representative  and  participation  organization  for 
the  following  locally  funded  or  federally  funded 
and  locally  administered  programs  -  community 
development  revenue  sharing;  Comprehensive  Em- 
ployment Training  Act  revenue  sharing;  general 
revenue  sharing;  neighborhood  development  pro- 
grams, urban  renewal  programs  or  survey  and 
planning  projects  undertaken  within  the  previous 
Model  Cities  area  -  and  such  other  local,  state,  or 
private  community  service  programs  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  agreed  upon  between  the  MNCPO 
and  requisite  public  or  private  agencies  or  officials. 

4.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  eligible  to  request  funds 
from  any  local,  state,  or  federal  agency  in  addition 
to  funds  from  any  private  funding  sources. 

5.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  empowered  to  operate 
such  programs  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  within  the  designated  area. 

6.  The  MNCPO  shall  operate  its  programs  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  all 
interested  citizens  within  the  designated  area  to 
participate  in  and  benefit  from  its  programs, 
without  regard  to  race,  color,  religion,  creed,  or 
national  origin. 

7.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  empowered  to  provide 
such  employee  staff  assistants  as,  from  time  to 
time,  may  be  possible  from  funds  on  hand,  or  as 
programs  may  require. 

8.  All  municipal  agencies  shall  cooperate  with 
the  MNCPO  by  furnishing  such  information  as  it 
requires  to  carry  out  its  mandate  under  the  terms 
of    this    ordinance. 

9.  Municipal  funds  and  programs  of  all  types 
affecting  the  area  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  MNCPO, 
and  the  MNCPO  shall  report  to  the  Mayor,  the  City 
Council,  and  the  public  not  less  then  semiannually 
on  the  results  of  such  reviews  or  surveys  as  may  be 
conducted  with  respect  to  such  municipal  funds  or 
programs;  and,  in  addition,  the  MNCPO  shall,  upon 
request  of  the  Mayor  or  City  Council,  conduct 
special  surveys  or  reviews  and  make  the  results 
thereof  public. 

10.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  governed  by  a 
24-member  board  of  directors,  each  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  to  serve  two-year  terms.  Eighteen  of  the 
members  shall  be  drawn  from  electoral  districts 
conforming  with  the  present  six  districts  from 
which  MNB  members  are  presently  elected.  The 
remaining  six  members  of  the  MNCPO  Hoard  shall  . 
be  elected,  at  large,  from  within  the  area  known  as 
the  Washington  Park  urban  renewal  area:  provided, 
however,  the  present  elected  MNB  members  shall 
continue  to  serve  until  the  end  of  their  elected 
terms.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  by  the  City 
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of  Boston  Election  Department,  utilizing  such 
personnel  as  allocated  or  drawn  by  the  Election 
Department. 

11.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  subject  to  annual  audit 
by  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

12.  The  MNCPO  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
terms  and  regulations  as  are  other  municipal 
agencies  with  respect  to  participating  in  political 
activities. 

13.  The  members  of  the  MNCPO  are  hereby 
granted  the  status  of  special  municipal  employees 
for  the  purposes  of  chapter  26 8 A  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  said  members 
shall  serve  without  pay,  but  shall  be  reimbursed 
from  available  program  funds  for  loss  of 
compensation  and  for  expenses  necessary  to  the 
performance  of  their  official  duties.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of 
the  law  to  the  contrary,  the  licensing  authority  of 
the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant 
one-day  special  licenses  for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages,  in  buildings  under  the  care,  custody,  and 
management  of  Boston  Community  School 
Councils,  provided  that  such  beverages  shall  be 
served  only  to  persons  over  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Section  2.  Such  special  licenses  shall  not  be 
restricted  to  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages. 

Section  3.  Applications  for  said  special  licenses 
shall  have  the  approval  of  both  the  director  of 
community  schools  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
director  of  the  community  school  for  which  said 
license  is  applied  for,  prior  to  being  submitted  to 
the  Licensing  Authority  for  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  issuance  of  said  special  license. 

Section  4.  Applicants  for  special  licenses  under 
this  ordinance  shall  be  limited  to  Community 
School  Councils  within  the  meaning  of  section  3  of 
chapter  20B  as  created  by  chapter  18  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1972.  And  said  Community  School 
Councils  shall  provide,  as  a  part  of  applications  for 
special  licenses  to  be  approved,  evidence  that  the 
buildings  or  portions  thereof  within  which  sales  of 
alcoholic  beverages  will  occur  pursuant  to  the 
issuance  of  said  special  licenses  under  this 
ordinance  will  be  provided  adequate  police 
protection. 

Section    5.  Each    Community    School   Council 
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shall  receive  no  more  than  six  said  spedal  licenses 
per  calendar  year. 

Section  6.  In  no  event  shall  sales  of  alcoholic 
beverages,  pursuant  to  any  special  license,  issued 
under  this  ordinance  be  permitted  after  twelve 
o'clock  midnight  of  the  day  on  which  said  one-day 
special  license  is  to  be  effective. 

Section  7.  Community  School  Councils  con- 
ducting activities  and  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages 
pursuant  to  the  special  licenses  issued  under  this 
ordinance  shall  designate  a  member  thereof  who 
shall  supervise  these  activities  and  sales,  and  shall 
provide  adequate  police  supervision  in  the 
buildings  or  portions  of  the  buildings  used  for  said 
activities  or  sales  during  the  period  thereof. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  become  effective 
January  1, 1976.

LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  September  23,  1974)  amending  petition 
for  special  law  creating  the  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  -  recommending  that  the  order  ought 
to  pass  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

An  Act  Creating  the  Boston  Landmarks  Commission 
Section  1.   Purposes. 

The  purposes  of  this  act  are:  (a)  to  protect  the 
beauty  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  improve  the 
quality  of  its  environment  through  identification, 
recognition,  conservation,  maintenance,  and  en- 
hancement of  areas,  sites,  structures,  and  fixtures 
which  constitute  or  reflect  distinctive  features  of 
the  political,  economic,  social,  cultural,  or 
architectural  history  of  the  city;  (b)  to  foster 
appropriate  use  and  wider  public  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  such  features,  areas,  sites, 
structures,  and  fixtures;  (c)  to  resist  and  restrain 
environmental  influences  adverse  to  such  purposes; 
(d)  to  encourage  private  efforts  in  support  of  such 
purposes;  and  (e),  by  furthering  such  purposes,  to 
promote  the  public  welfare,  to  strengthen  the 
cultural  and  educational  life  of  the  city  and  the 
commonwealth,  and  to  make  the  city  a  more 
attractive  and  desirable  place  in  which  to  live  and 
work. 
Section  2.   Definitions.  , 

As  used  in  this  act,  the  following  words  shall 
have  the  following  meanings: 

"Architectural  conservation  district,"  any  area 
designated  by  the  commission  in  accordance  with 
section  4  as  an  area  containing  any  physical 
features  or  improvements  or  both  which  are  of 
historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic  significance  to  the  city  and  cause  such 
area  to  constitute  a  distinctive  section  of  the  city. 

"Back    Bay    Residential    District,"    the    district 
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created  by  section  2  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts  of 
1966,  as  it  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be  constituted. 

"Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,"  a  public 
body,  politic  and  corporate,  created  pursuant  to 
chapter  1 21 B  of  the  General  Laws  and  any 
successor  as  planning  agency  of  the  city,  whether 
by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise. 

"Building  Commissioner,"  the  Building  Com- 
missioner of  the  city. 

"City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

"City  Clerk,"  the  City  Clerk  of  the  city. 

"Commission,"  the  commission  provided  for  by 
section  3. 

"Landmark,"  any  physical  feature  or 
improvement  designated  by  the  commission  in 
accordance  with  section  4  as  a  physical  feature  or 
improvement  which  in  whole  or  part  has  historical, 
social,  cultural,  architectural,  or  aesthetic 
significance  to  the  city  and  the  commonwealth,  the 
New  England  region,  or  the  nation. 

"Landmark  district,"  any  area  designated  by  the 
commission  in  accordance  with  section  4  as  an  area 
containing  any  physical  features  or  improvements 
or  both  which  are  of  historical,  social,  cultural, 
architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to  the  city 
and  the  commonwealth,  the  New  England  region, 
or  the  nation,  and  cause  such  area  to  constitute  a 
distinctive  section  of  the  city. 

"Mayor,"  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 

"Physical  feature,"  any  natural  topographic 
feature  or  landscape  element,  including  plants  or 
trees,  water  courses,  shores,  promontaries,  and 
rock  outcroppings. 

"Privately  owned,"  all  property  which  is  not 
owned  by  the  city,  the  commonwealth,  or  the 
federal  government,  or  by  any  department,  board, 
agency,  or  authority  thereof. 

"Protection  area,"  any  area  designated  by  the 
commission  in  accordance  with  section  4  as  an  area 
which  is  contiguous  to  and  constitutes  an  essential 
part  of  the  physical  environment  of  any  architect- 
ural conservation  district,  landmark,  or  landmark 
district. 

"Site  topography,"  all  or  any  of  the  topography, 
planting,  paving,  steps,  fencing,  and  masonry  walls 
of  the  site  of  any  structure. 

"Council,"  the  city  council  of  the  city. 

"Demolition,"  the  razing  of  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  or  structure,  including  its  ruin 
by  neglect  of  necessary  maintenance  and  repairs,  or 
either. 

"Exterior  architectural  features,"  the  site 
topography  and  general  architectural  arrangement, 
or  either,  of  such  portion  of  the  exterior  of  any 
structure  as  is  designed  to  be  open  to  view  from 
any  street  or  way  open  to  public  travel,  including 
but  not  limited  to  (a)  the  kind,  color,  and  texture 
of  the  building  material  of  such  portion  so  open  to 
view;  (b)  the  type  and  design  of  all  windows, 
doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant 
to  such  portion;  (c)  the  location,  adequacy,  and 
treatment  of  any  vehicular  access  to  such  structure; 
and  (d)  the  location  and  treatment  of  any  motor 
vehicle  parking  space  appurtenant  to  such  structure 
and  so  open  to  view. 


"Historical  Beacon  Hill  District,"  the  district 
created  by  section  1  of  chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of 
1955,  as  amended  by  chapter  315  of  the  Acts 
of  1958  and  by  chapter  622  of  the  Acts  of  1963, 
as    it    now   is   or   may   hereafter  be   constituted. 

"Improvement,"  any  place,  structure,  building, 
fixture,  object,  or  landscape  or  topographic  feature 
which  in  whole  or  part  constitutes  an  exterior  or 
interior  betterment,  adornment,  or  enhancement 
of  any  real  property. 

"Structure,"  a  structure  as  defined  in  the  Boston 
building   code    and  the   site   topography   of  any 
structure. 
Section  3.  Boston  Landmarks  Commission. 

a.  There  shall  be  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  a  commission  known  as  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission.  The  commission  shall 
consist  of  nine  (9)  members  and  nine  (9)  alternates 
residing  in  the  city  and  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  except,  however,  that  of  the 
initial  appointments  three  members  and  alternates 
shall  be  for  a  term  expiring  June  30,  1976,  three 
members  and  alternates  for  a  term  expiring  June 
30,  1977,  and  three  members  and  alternates  for  a 
term  expiring  June  30,  1978,  as  follows:  two 
commissioners  from  four  candidates,  and  two 
alternates  from  four  other  candidates,  who  shall  be 
registered  architects  in  the  commonwealth, 
nominated  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects. 
one  commissioner  from  two  candidates  and  one 
alternate  from  two  other  candidates,  who  shall  be 
architectural  historians,  nominated  by  the  Society 
for  the  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities; 
one  commissioner  from  two  candidates  and  one 
alternate  from  two  other  candidates,  who  shall  be 
experienced  as  city  planners,  nominated  by  the 
Regional  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Planners;  one  commissioner  from  two  candidates, 
and  one  alternate  from  two  other  candidates,  who 
shall  be  landscape  architects  registered  in  the 
commonwealth,  nominated  by  the  Boston  Society 
of  Landscape  Architects;  one  commissioner  from 
two  candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board;  one  commissioner  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  two  commissioners, 
and  two  alternates,  selected  at  large  by  the  Mayor, 
who  by  reasons  of  experience  or  education  have 
demonstrated  knowledge  and  concern  for 
conservation  and  enhancement  of  those  physical 
features  of  the  city  which  are  important  to  its 
distinctive  character.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
any  member  of  the  commission  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  office. 
As  the  term  of  any  member  of  the  commission 
expires  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  as  such  member.  Nominations  for  all  initial 
appointments  to  the  commission  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Mayor  not  later  than  ninety  (90) 
days  after  the  date  of  approval  hereof  by  the 
governor  of  the  commonwealth.  Whenever  a 
commissioner  is  absent  or  unable  for  any  cause  to 
perform  his  duties,  the  alternate  appointed  in  the 
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same  mariner  as  such  commissioner  shall  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  such 
commissioner,  or  if  neither  a  commissioner  nor  his 
alternate  shall  be  present,  any  other  alternate 
present  shall  perform  his  duties;  but  an  alternate 
shall  not  be  otherwise  deemed  to  be,  or  act  as,  a 
member  of  the  commission.  All  references  to 
members  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
alternates  unless  the  context  indicates  otherwise. 
Upon  designation  of  any  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  and  unless  the  designation  so  provides  that 
the  commission  itself  shall  exercise  regulatory 
functions,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  a  district 
commission  to  consist  of  two  (2)  residents  of  such 
district  or  area  or  owners  of  property  therein  and 
two  alternates  and  three  (3)  members  of  the 
commission  who  shall  act  for  the  commission  in 
the  exercise  of  those  regulatory  functions 
described  in  section  5  of  this  act  which  pertain 
exclusively  to  said  district  or  area.  All 
appointments  to  the  commission  or  the  district 
commission  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  City 
Council. 

b.  Every  member  of  the  commission  shall 
continue  in  office  after  expiration  of  his  term  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  appointed.  The 
mayor  may  remove  any  member  in  accordance 
with  section  14  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909.  No  member  shall  receive  compensation  for 
his  service  •  on  the  commission  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  his  actual  expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  incurred  in  performance  of  his  official 
duties. 

c.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws  every  member  of  the  commission, 
and  every  person  who  shall,  on  a  part-time  and 
consultative  basis,  perform  any  professional 
services  for  the  commission  (such  as  the  services  of 
architects,  attorney,  engineer,  planner, 
environmentalist,  or  expert  in  construction, 
finance,  real  estate,  or  traffic)  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  special  municipal  employee. 

d.  Without  regard  to  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall 
provide  the  commission  with  an  administrative 
staff  acceptable  to  the  commission  and  adequate  to 
carry  on  the  functions  of  the  commission  as 
provided  for  in  this  act.  Such  staff  shall  be 
employees  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  the 
commission  may  contract  directly  for  such 
professional  and  expert  technical  assistance  as  such 
business  shall  require. 

e.  The  commission  shall  adopt,  and  may  from 
time  to  time,  amend,  reasonable  rules  for  its 
conduct  and,  after  public  hearing,  may  adopt  and 
from  time  to  time  amend  regulations  for  the 
purpose  of  interpreting  this  act  and  of 
implementing  its  administration  and  enforcement, 
which  regulations  shall  be  in  addition  to  those 
required  by  section  4.  A  copy  of  every  such  bylaw 
and  amendment  thereof  and  every  regulation  and 
amendment  thereof  adopted  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk; 


and  no  such  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  shall 
become  effective  until  it  shall  have  been  so  filed. 

f.  Annually  on  the  first  day  of  May,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  the  commission 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  and 
another  as  vice-chairman.  The  commission  shall 
designate  from  time  to  time  one  of  its  staff  to  serve 
as  its  secretary.  Whenever  the  secretary  shall  not 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  commission,  the 
commission  shall  elect  a  secretary  pro  tempore 
who  shall  take  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The 
records  of  the  commission  shall  set  forth  every 
determination  made  by  the  commission,  the  vote 
of  every  member  participating  in  such 
determination,  and  the  absence  or  failure  to  vote 
of  every  other  member. 

g.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  a 
department  of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  section 
53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Designations  by  Commission. 

a.  Subject  to  the  conditions  hereafter  specified 
in  this  section,  the  commission  (i)  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  all  members  of  the  commission  may 
designate  any  landmark,  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  or  (ii)  by  such  vote  may  amend  or  rescind  in 
whole  or  part  any  such  designation. 

b(l).  The  commission  may  designate  any 
improvement  or  physical  feature  as  a  landmark, 
and  may  designate  any  area  in  the  city  as  a 
landmark  district  or  architectural  conservation 
district,  and  may  amend  any  such  designation  as 
herein  provided  upon  a  finding  by  the  commission 
that  the  designation  or  amendment  meets  any  of 
the  following  criteria:  (a)  inclusion  in  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  as  provided  in  the 
National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966;  (b) 
structures,  sites,  objects,  man-made  or  natural,  at 
which  events  occurred  that  have  made  an 
outstanding  contribution  to,  and  are  identified 
prominently  with,  or  which  best  represent  some 
important  aspect  of  the  cultural,  political, 
economic,  military,  or  social  history  of  the  city, 
the  commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or 
the  nation;  (c)  structures,  sites,  objects,  man-made 
or  natural,  associated  significantly  with  the  lives  of 
outstanding  historic  personages;  (d)  structures, 
sites,  objects,  man-made  or  natural,  representative 
of  elements  of  architectural  or  landscape  design  or 
craftsmanship  which  embody  distinctive 
characteristics  of  a  type  inherently  valuable  for 
study  of  a  period,  style,  or  method  of  construction 
or  development,  or  a  notable  work  of  an  architect, 
landscape  architect,  designer,  or  builder  whose 
work  influenced  the  development  of  the  city,  the 
commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or  the 
nation. 

(2)  The  commission  may  designate  any  area  in 
the  city  as  a  protection  area  as  herein  provided 
upon  a  finding  by  the  commission  that  the  area  to 
be  designated  is  visually  related  to  the  landmark, 
landmark  district,  or  architectural  conservation 
district,  but  is  not  necessarily  of  sufficient 
historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic    significance    to   warrant   designation  as 
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such.  In  determining  the  boundaries  of  a 
protection  area,  the  commission  shall  consider  the 
following  elements:  (a)  major  views  and  vistas  of 
and  from  the  landmark,  landmark  district,  or 
architectural  conservation  district  as  determined  by 
the  topographical  characteristics  and  the  siting  of 
existing  buildings  in  the  area  contiguous  to  the 
landmark,  landmark  district,  or  architectural 
conservation  district;  (b)  pattern  of  roads,  paths, 
and  alleys  which  determine  the  size  and  shape  of 
land  parcels  and  which  control  vehicular  and 
nonvesicular  movement  to  and  from  the  landmark, 
landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district;  (c)  contrasts  between  the  scale  and  density 
of  the  landmark,  landmark  district,  or  architectural 
conservation  district  and  the  improvements  under 
consideration  for  designation  as  a  protection  area; 
(d)  contrasts  between  the  arrangement  of 
structure(s)  and  landscape  and  open-space  features 
of  the  landmark  in  the  landmark  district  or 
architectural  conservation  district  and  the 
improvements  under  consideration  for  designation 
as  a  protection  area.  In  no  case  shall  the  protection 
area  extend  more  than  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  feet 
from  a  boundary  of  the  landmark,  landmark 
district,  or  architectural  conservation  district. 

c.  Prior  to  the  designation  or  amendment  of 
designation  of  any  landmark,  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  an  investigation  and  report  on  the  historical 
and  architectural  significance  of  the  structures, 
sites,  or  objects  to  be  designated  shall  be  made. 
Such  report  will  also  attempt  to  provide  an 
indication  of  the  economic  status  of  the  property 
or  properties  under  consideration  for  designation 
by  providing  such  information  as  assessed  value, 
recent  real  estate  transactions  or  other  appropriate 
data.  The  report  shall  also  recommend  the 
boundaries  of  any  proposed  landmark,  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area,  and  recommend  standards  to  be 
adopted  by  the  commission  in  carrying  out  its 
regulatory  functions  provided  under  section  5  of 
this  act.  All  recommendations  shall  be  made  in 
consideration  of  any  master  plan,  zoning 
requirements,  projected  public  improvements,  and 
existing  and  proposed  renewal  and  development 
plans  applicable  to  the  section  of  the  city  to  be 
affected  by  the  designation  or  amendment  of 
designation. 

d.  In  the  case  of  a  landmark  which  is  under 
consideration  for  designation,  the  report  provided 
for  in  section  4c  above  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
commission  with  the  assistance  of  its  staff  or 
consultants,  or  in  the  case  of  a  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  the  report  shall  be  prepared  by  a  study 
committee  consisting  of  five  (5)  members  of  the 
commission  and  six  (6)  persons  who  have 
demonstrated  interest  in  the  district  or  area  under 
consideration  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  commission  staff  or 
consultants. 

e.  The  Mayor,  any  ten  registered  voters  of  the 


city,  or  any  commission  member  may  petition  the 
commission  to  designate  a  landmark,  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area  or  to  amend  or  rescind  such  a 
designation,  and  the  commission  shall  within  thirty 
(30)  days  next  following  the  filing  of  such  petition 
hold  a  preliminary  hearing  on  such  petition  with 
the  petitioners  and  arrange  for  the  preparation  of  a 
report  and,  if  required,  request  the  appointment  of 
a  study  committee.  The  commission  shall  not 
reconsider  a  proposed  designation,  amendment,  or 
rescission  of  designation  within  one  year  of  its 
previous  hearing  thereon,  unless  two-thirds  (2/3)  of 
all  its  members  vote  to  do  so.  Within  twenty-one 
(21)  days  after  the  completion  of  a  report  by  the 
commission  pertaining  to  the  proposed  designation 
of  a  landmark  or  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the 
transmittal  of  a  report  of  a  study  committee  to  the 
commission  pertaining  to  a  proposed  designation 
of  a  landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area,  the  commission  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing.  The  commission  shall  give 
notice  of  such  public  hearing  by  an  appropriate 
advertisement  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city  and,  if  possible,  in  at  least 
one  periodical  if  any  exist,  circulated  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  proposed  landmark,  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
hearing  and  by  mailing  a  copy  of  such 
advertisement  to  the  owner  of  the  proposed 
landmark  and  to  every  owner  as  appearing  on  the 
then  most  recent  tax  list  of  property  abutting  the 
proposed  landmark  or  within  the  proposed 
landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area  as  determined  from  the 
records  of  the  Assessing  Department,  and  to  the 
Mayor,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  the 
City  Clerk,  the  Office  of  Public  Service,  and  other 
any  person  who  may  have  filed  a  written  request 
for  such  notice  with  the  commission.  Such  request 
may  be  made  annually  in  December.  Notice  of 
such  hearing  will  anounce  the  availiability  of  a 
report  on  the  proposed  designation.  Whenever 
feasible  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission  such 
hearing  shall  be  held  in  the  vicinity  of  such 
landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area. 

f.  Prior  to  the  public  hearing,  the  commission 
shall  transmit  copies  of  the  report  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  to  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  for  their 
respective  consideration  and  recommendations. 

g.  Every  designation  or  amendment  of 
designation  of  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  shall  state 
its  location,  describe  its  general  characteristics,  and 
specify  its  boundaries,  and  every  designation  of 
any  landmark  shall  state  its  location,  describe  its 
general  characteristics,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
of  its  site.  Designation  of  interior  portions  of 
improvements  shall  further  specify  which  rooms, 
spaces,  and  surfaces  are  included  in  such 
designation. 

h.  As     part     of    every    such    designation    or 
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amendment  of  designation  the  commission  shall 
adopt  regulations  which  shall  specify  general 
standards  and  other  appropriate  criteria  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  the  provisions  of 
section  5  which  shall  be  applied  by  the  commission 
in  making  any  determination  under  section  6  with 
respect  to  the  designated  landmark  or  within  the 
designated  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area.  Such 
standards  and  criteria  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
commission  after  it  has  considered  the  study  report 
as  provided  for  in  section  4d  above.  Such  standards 
and  criteria  shall  take  account  of  the  differences  in 
significance  and  purpose  of  designation  among  a 
landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area;  provided, 
however,  that  the  standards  and  criteria  applicable 
within  any  protection  area  shall  relate  only  to 
demolition,  land  coverage,  height  of  structure, 
landscape,  or  topography. 

i.  The  commission  may  designate  as  a  landmark 
any  property  located  within  the  city  however 
owned  and  may  include,  in  any  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  any  such  property,  provided  that  the 
commission  shall  not  designate  as  a  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area  that  portion  of  the  city  bounded 
and  described  as  follows:  beginning  at  a  point  at 
the  intersection  of  the  center  line  of  Massachusetts 
Avenue  with  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Extension,  continuing  northwesterly  along  the 
center  line  of  said  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the 
city  boundary  with  the  city  of  Cambridge  in  the 
Charles  River,  thence  turning  northeasterly  and 
continuing  along  the  said  city  boundary  to  the 
pierhead  line,  thence  turning  southeasterly  and 
continuing  along  the  said  pierhead  line  toward  Fort 
Point  Channel,  continuing  southwardly  along  the 
middle  of  said  Fort  Point  Channel  to  Dorchester 
Avenue,  continuing  along  the  center  line  of  said 
Dorchester  Avenue  to  the  Broadway  Bridge,  thence 
turning  northwesterly  along  the  center  line  of  the 
Broadway  Bridge  crossing  the  John  Fitzgerald 
Expressway,  continuing  along  a  straight  line  to  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Extension,  along  the 
center  of  said  Turnpike  E  xtension  to  the  point  of 
origin,  except  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent 
the  adoption  of  historic  districts  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws 
within  the  area  described  herein. 

j.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
herein,  no  designation  of  the  interior  portion  of 
any  improvement  shall  be  made  unless  the  notice 
pursuant  to  section  4e  and  the  designation 
specifically  indicates  that  said,  interior  shall  be 
designated. 

k.  Within  the  Historic  Beacon  Hill  District  or 
Back  Bay  Residential  District  the  commission  may 
designate  interior  portions  of  structures  and 
landscape  features  individually  as  landmarks  in  the 
manner  provided  herein.  The  commission  may  not 
designate  as  a  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  any 
portion  of  the  Historic  Beacon  Hill  District  or  Back 


Bay  Residential  District,  or  any  portion  of  any 
other  historic  district  hereinafter  established 
pursuant  to  any  general  or  special  law. 

1.  Every  designation,  amendment,  and  rescission 
of  designation  approved  by  the  commission  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval.  If  he 
approves  it,  he  shall  sign  it.  If  he  disapproves  it,  he 
shall  file  it  with  the  City  Clerk  with  his  objections 
thereto  in  writing.  Every  such  designation, 
amendment,  or  rescission  of  designation  which 
within  fifteen  days  after  its  presentation  to  the 
Mayor  is  neither  signed  by  him  nor  filed  with  his 
written  objections  shall  be  deemed  approved  by 
the  mayor  after  the  sixteenth  day  following  such 
presentation. 

m.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Mayor's 
approval  of  a  designation,  amendment  or  rescission 
of  designation  of  a  landmark,  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area  pursuant  to  section  4L,  the  City  Council  may 
override  such  designation,  amendment,  or 
rescission  of  designation  of  such  landmark, 
landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  the  council.  In  the  absence  of  such  override 
or  express  approval  thereof,  any  such  designation, 
amendment,  or  rescission  of  designation  of  any 
such  landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  shall  be 
deemed  approved  by  the  council  after  the 
thirty-first  day  following  such  action  by  the  Mayor 
pursuant  to  section  4L. 

n.  Any  designation,  amendment  of  designation, 
and  rescission  of  designation  shall  become  effective 
upon  determination  of  a  designation  by  the 
commission,  provided  however  that  such 
designation  shall  be  filed  promptly  thereafter  by 
the  commission  with  the  City  Clerk,  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission,  and  the  Building 
Commissioner.  No  designation  of  or  amendment  of 
such  a  designation  shall  be  effective  as  to  any 
person  without  actual  notice  thereof  or  as  to  any 
parcel  of  property  until  recorded  in  the  Suffolk 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  and  indexed  in  the 
grantor  index  under  the  name  of  the  record  owner 
or  owners  thereof  and,  with  respect  to  registered 
land,  filed  in  said  registry  and  noted  on  the 
certificate  of  title  of  the  owner  or  owners.  The 
commission  may  at  any  time  after  notice  of  a 
public  hearing  to  consider  designation  of  a 
landmark  under  section  4(e)  record  as  above 
provided  a  notice  that  a  designation  is  under 
consideration  relating  to  the  property,  in  which 
case  for  the  period  of  ninety  days  after  such 
recording  (or  until  the  proposed  designation  is 
rejected,  if  such  action  occurs  sooner)  such 
property  shall  be  treated  as  and  entitled  to  all  the 
protection  of  a  landmark  hereunder. 
Section  5.  Regulatory  Function  of  the  Commission. 

Except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  by 
regulations  of  the  commission  duly  adopted  and 
effective  in  accordance  with  section  4  or  section  3 
and  section  4: 

a.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  building 
commissioner  for  any  reconstruction,  restoration, 
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exterior  or  interior  replacement,  or  alteration  or 
demolition  of  any  landmark  or  for  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  exterior  replacement 
or  alteration,  or  demolition  of  any  improvement 
not  a  landmark  in  any  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  unless  the  application  for  such  a  permit  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  and 
effective  in  accordance  with  sections  6,  7,  and  8. 

b.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission  (or  such  other  agency,  if 
any,  of  the  city  as  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
such  permit)  for  the  erection  or  replacement  of 
any  sign,  marquee,  awning,  or  other  exterior 
architectural  feature  to  be  attached  or  appurtenant 
to  any  landmark  or  to  any  improvement  not  a 
landmark  in  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area,  unless  the 
application  for  such  permit  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  a  certificate. 

c.  No  reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior 
erection,  exterior  or  interior  replacement  or 
alteration,  or  demolition  not  requiring  such  a 
building  permit  or  sign  permit  shall  be  undertaken 
by  any  person  or  by  any  officer,  department, 
agency,  authority,  or  board  of  the  city  or 
commonwealth  with  respect  to  any  landmark, 
unless  such  person,  officer,  department,  agency, 
authority,  or  board  shall  first  have  applied  for  and 
received  such  a  certificate. 

d.  No  construction,  reconstruction,  exterior 
erection,  replacement  or  alteration,  or  demolition 
not  requiring  such  a  building  permit  or  sign  permit 
shall  be  undertaken  by  any  person  or  by  an  officer, 
department,  agency,  authority,  or  board  of  the  city 
or  commonwealth  with  respect  to  any 
improvement  or  exterior  architectural  feature  in 
any  landmark  district  or  architectural  conservation 
district  or  any  improvement  in  any  protection  area, 
unless  such  person,  officer,  department,  agency, 
authority,  or  board  shall  first  have  applied  for  and 
received  such  a  certificate. 

e.  The  regulatory  functions  of  the  commission 
as  described  in  this  section  shall  extend  to  any 
property  however  owned  and  designated  as  a 
landmark  or  located  in  or  to  be  constructed  in  any 
landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area,  and  to  plans,  projects, 
or  work  to  be  executed  or  assisted  by  any 
governmental  body  or  its  officers,  departments, 
agencies,  authorities,  or  boards,  and  affecting  any 
landmark  or  any  landmark  improvement  or 
exterior  architectural  feature  located  in  or  to  be 
constructed  in  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area. 

Section  6.  Application  for  Certificates  from 
Commission.  — 

a.  Every  application  for  any  certificate  required 
by  section  5  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  and  shall  include  as  appendices  a  copy 
of  the  application,  if  any,  for  the  building  permit 
or  sign  permit  to  be  accompanied  by  such 
certificate  and  such  plans,  specifications,  and  other 
information  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
commission  in  its  regulations  then  in  effect. 


b.  Within  the  eight  days  next  following  the  date 
of  such  filing  (excluding  any  Saturday,  Sunday,  or 
legal  holiday),  the  commission  (or  such  person  as 
the  commission  shall  have  duly  authorized  so  to 
act  on  its  behalf)  shall  determine  whether  the 
application  shall  be  acted  on  as  an  application  for  a 
certificate  of  design  approval  to  be  issued  in 
accordance  with  section  7  or  a  certificate  of 
exemption  to  be  issued  in  accordance  with  section 
8a;  and  if  eight  (8)  days  shall  expire  without  any 
such  determination,  the  commission  (or  authorized 
person)  shall  thereupon  issue  a  certificate  of 
exemption,  provided  that  no  certificate  of 
exemption  pursuant  to  section  8b  may  be  issued 
until  a  public  hearing  has  been  held  as  provided 
hereunder. 

c.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  paragraph  b 
of  this  section,  the  commission  shall  hold  apliblic 
hearing  in  every  application  determined  in 
accordance  with  sections  6  and  8b  to  require  a 
certificate  or  design  approval  or  a  certificate  of 
exemption. 

d.  The  commission  shall  give  at  least  ten  days' 
prior  notice  to  every  hearing  provided  for  in 
section  6(c)  by  posting  notice  thereof  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Clerkand  mailing  copy  of  such  notice 
to  the  applicants  and  to  every  owner  (as  appearing 
on  the  then  most  recent  tax  list)  of  property 
abutting  the  landmark  or  improvement  which  is 
the  subject  of  the  application,  the  Mayor,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  any  other 
person  that  shall  have  requested  notice  of  such 
hearing.  Such  requests  may  be  made  annually  in 
December. 

e.  Any  such  hearing  may  be  conducted  by  any 
member  or  members  or  employee  or  employees  of 
the  commission  duly  authorized  by  the 
commission  so  to  act  on  its  behalf,  in  which  event 
such  person  or  persons  shall,  promptly  following 
conclusion  of  the  hearing,  file  with  the  commission 
a  written  report  on  the  hearing  with 
recommendations  for  action  by  the  commission. 

f.  As  soon  as  may  be  convenient  following  such 
hearing  but  not  later  than  the  thirtieth  day  next 
following  the  date  of  filing  of  the  application  (or 
such  further  time  as  the  applicant  in  writing  may 
allow  the  commission),  the  commission  shall 
determine  whether  or  not  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  restoration,  alteration,  erection, 
replacement,  or  demolition  delineated  in  the 
application  and  appendices  thereto  is  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Forthwith  upon 
making  such  determination,  the  commission  shall 
issue  a  certificate  of  design  approval  or  a  certificate 
or  exemption  or  shall  state  in  writing  its  reasons 
(including  such  recommendations,  if  any,  as  the 
commission  may  deem  appropriate)  for  not  issuing 
such  certificate  and  shall  by  certified  mail  give 
notice  of  such  determination  to  the  applicant,  and, 
whenever  a  public  hearing  shall  have  been  held, 
give  notice  by  regular  mail  to  every  person  who 
shall  have  requested  at  the  public  hearing  notice  of 
such  decision.  If  the  commission  shall  fail  to  make 
such  a  determination  within  the  said  period  of 
time,  such  application  shall  be  considered  approved 
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by  operation  of  law,  and  the  commission  shall, 
upon  demand  of  the  applicant  following  expiration 
of  such  period,  forthwith  issue  a  certificate  of 
exemption. 

g.  In  making  such  determination  the 
commission  shall  consider  (i)  the  regulations 
adopted  by  the  commission  under  section  4  as  part 
of  the  designation  to  which  the  application  is 
subject;  (ii)  the  relationship  of  the  construction 
reconstruction,  restoration,  alteration,  erection, 
replacement,  or  demolition  delineated  in  the 
application  and  appendices  thereto  to  the  entirety 
of  the  landmark,  improvement,  or  exterior 
architectural  feature  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
application,  to  other  physical  features  or  improve- 
ments in  the  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area,  if  any, 
where  such  landmark,  improvement,  or  exterior 
architectural  feature  is  located,  and  to  the 
historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic  significance  to  the  city,  the  common- 
wealth, the  New  England  region  or  the  nation  of 
such  landmark,  improvement,  or  exterior 
architectural  feature;  and  (iii)  such  historical, 
social,  cultural,  architectural,  or  aesthetic  con- 
sideration or  considerations,  if  any,  as  the 
commission  shall  deem  significant  and  directly 
related  to  effecting  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
Section  7.  Certificate  of  Design  Approval. 

a.  The  commission  may  incorporate  in  any 
certificate  of  design  approval  such  condition  or 
conditions,  if  any,  as  the  commission  may  find 
necessary  or  desirable  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this 
act  and  may  specify  that  certain  of  such  conditions 
shall  be  covenants  running  with  the  land.  Prior  to 
any  such  incorporation,  the  commission  may 
advise  the  applicant  of  the  proposed  condition  or 
conditions  and  invite  his  comments  thereon  and,  in 
accordance  with  the  procedures  and  criteria  of  this 
section,  may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time 
modify  or  remove  any  condition  so  incorporated. 

b.  No  certificate  of  design  approval  issued  by 
the  commission  subject  to  any  condition  which  has 
been  specified  as  a  covenant  running  with  the  land, 
nor  any  action  by  the  commission  modifying  or 
removing  any  such  condition,  shall  take  effect  until 
notice  thereof  shall  have  been  recorded  in  the 
Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds.  Such  notice 
shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  as 
appearing  on  the  then  most  recent  tax  list  of  the 
property  which  is  the  subject  of  the  application, 
shall  identify  such  property,  shall  state  the  date 
and  docket  number  of  the  commission's  determina- 
tion on  the  application,  and  shall  summarize  every 
such  condition.  Such  notice  shall  be  indexed  in  the 
grantor  index  under  the  name  of  such  owner,  and 
the  fee  for  such  recording  shall  be  paid  by  the 
applicant. 

Section  8.  Certificate  of  Exemption. 

a.  A  certificate  of  exemption  shall  be  issued  by 
the  commission  in  response  to  every  application 
determined,  in  accordance  with  section  6,  to 
delineate  (i)  only  ordinary  maintenance  and  repair 
involving  no  change  in  design,  material,  color,  and 
outward  appearance,  or  any  of  them;  or  (ii)  any 


construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  which 
the  Building  Commissioner  shall  have  certified  as 
being  required  to  remove  or  rectify  a  condition 
dangerous  to  the  public  safety;  or  (iii)  any 
construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  au- 
thorized under  any  building  permit  or  sign  permit 
duly  issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 
b.  Such  a  certificate  may  be  issued  by  the 
commission  in  response  to  any  application 
whenever,  in  accordance  with  section  6,  it  shall  be 
determined  (i)  that  the  construction,  re- 
construction, restoration,  alteration,  erection, 
replacement,  or  demolition  delineated  in  the 
application  and  appendices  thereto  would  not 
materially  impair  the  historical,  social,  cultural, 
architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  of  the 
landmark  or  improvement  which  is  the  subject  of 
the  application  and  the  landmark  district  or 
architectural  conservation  district,  if  any,  in  which 
such  landmark  or  improvement  is  located  and  (ii) 
that  failure  to  issue  such  certificate  would  impose 
substantial  hardship  on  the  applicant.  The 
applicant  shall  be  required  to  produce  evidence  of 
substantial  hardship,  which  may  include  evidence 
that  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
application  is  not  capable  of  earning  a  reasonable 
return.  The  commission  shall  review  such  evidence 
and  make  a  finding  as  to  whether  substantial 
hardship  would  result  from  failure  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  exemption.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provisions  hereunder,  the  commission  may 
postpone  a  final  determination  on  the  application 
for  up  to  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  the 
hearing  held  pursuant  to  section  6,  during  which 
time  it  shall  endeavor  to  devise,  in  consultation 
with  the  applicant,  a  plan  whereby,  through  such 
actions  as  are  necessary  or  appropriate,  the 
landmark  or  improvement  may  be  preserved. 
Section  9.  Appeals. 

a.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  designation  of  the 
commission  or  any  applicant  for  a  certificate 
aggrieved  by  a  determination  pertaining  to  that 
certificate  of  the  commission  may,  within  thirty 
days  next  following  date  of  such  designation  or 
determination,  appeal  the  designation  or  deter- 
mination to  the  Superior  Court  for  Suffolk 
County. 

b.  Upon  every  such  appeal  the  court  shall  hear 
all  pertinent  evidence  and,  on  the  basis  thereof, 
shall  affirm  the  designation  or  determination  of  the 
commission  or,  if  it  finds  the  decision  of  the 
commission  to  be  unwarranted  by  the  evidence  or 
to  exceed  the  authority  of  the  commission,  or  to 
damage  the  owner  of  the  property  unreasonably  in 
comparison  to  the  benefit  conferred  on  the  public, 
shall  annul  the  designation  or  determination  of  the 
commission  in  whole  or  in  part  or  remand  the  case 
for  further  action  by  the  commission  or  make  such 
other  decree  as  justice  and  equity  may  require, 
including  requiring  that  notice  of  such  decision  be 
recorded.  The  remedy  provided  by  this  section 
shall  be  exclusive,  but  the  parties  shall  have  all 
rights  of  exception  and  appeal  as  in  other  cases. 
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Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the  commission 
or  any  appellant  unless  the  court  shall  find  that  the 
commission's  determination  shall  have  been  made, 
or  the  appellant's  appeal  shall  have  been  taken,  in 
bad  faith. 
Section  10.  Enforcement. 

a.  Whoever,  without  the  certificate  required  by 
and  effective  in  accordance  with  this  act,  shall 
undertake  any  (i)  reconstruction,  restoration, 
exterior  erection,  exterior  or  interior  replacement 
or  alteration,  or  demolition  of  any  landmark  or 
any  (ii)  construction,  reconstruction,  exterior 
erection,  replacement  or  alteration,  or  demolition 
with  respect  to  any  exterior  architectural  feature  in 
any  landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500;  and 
whoever,  after  having  received  from  the  com- 
mission appropriate  notice  to  desist,  shall,  in 
violation  of  this  act,  permit  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  of  any  landmark  or  in  any 
such  district  or  area  to  continue  to  exist  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more 
than  $500.  A  separate  offense  shall  occur  every 
day  during  any  portion  of  which  any  such  violation 
shall  transpire. 

b.  Upon  petition  of  the  commission,  the 
Superior  Court  in  equity  for  Suffolk  County  may 
restrain  any  construction,  reconstruction,  restora- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  alteration,  or  de- 
molition in  violation  of  this  act,  may  order  the 
removal  in  whole  or  part  of  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  permitted  to  exist  in  violation 
of  this  act,  and  may  order  such  reconstruction  or 
restoration  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to 
redress  any  alteration  or  demolition  undertaken  in 
violation  of  this  act. 

Section  1 1.  Other  Functions  of  Commission. 

a.  The  commission  may  conduct  and  direct 
continuing  studies  of  areas,  physical  features,  and 
improvements  in  the  city  which  are  known  to  or 
shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
commission  as  possible  landmarks,  landmark 
districts,  architectural  conservation  districts,  or 
protection  areas,  may  from  time  to  time  make 
appropriate  reports  on  such  studies,  may  carry  on 
education  activities  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  shall  advise  such  other  officials  of  the 
city  as  the  Mayor  may  from  time  to  time  specify 
and  may  advise  any  official  of  the  city,  the 
commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or  the 
nation  who  may  request  such  advice. 

b.  The  commission  or  its  members  shall  be 
deemed  for  all  purposes  to  be  a  historic  district 
study  committee  as  provided  under  chapter  40C  of 
the  General  Laws,  but  if  in  case  the  provisions  of 
said  chapter  40C  shall  conflict  with  this  act,  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  govern. 

c.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  for  all 
purposes  to  be  the  historical  commission  of  the 
city  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  historical 
commission  under  section  8D  of  chapter  40  and 
under  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws;  but  if  in 
any  case  the  provisions  of  said  section  8D  of 
chapter  40  or  chapter  40C  shall  conflict  with  this 


act,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  govern. 

d.  In  the  name  of  the  city  and  in  order  to  effect 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  commission  may,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  Council,  apply  for 
any  gift  or  grant  of  any  property  and  any  form  of 
subvention  and,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor  and  Council,  may  receive  any  such  gift, 
grant,  or  subvention,  and  acquire  by  gift,  purchase, 
grant,  bequest,  devise,  lease,  or  otherwise  the  fee, 
any  lesser  interest,  development  right,  easement 
(including  any  scenic  easement),  covenant,  or  other 
contractual  right  (including  conveyances  on  con- 
ditions or  with  limitations  or  reversions)  in  any 
property  in  the  city.  The  commission  may,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  Council,  apply  for, 
receive,  and/or  expend  any  federal,  state,  or  private 
grant,  grant-in-aid,  gift,  or  bequest  in  furtherance 
of  the  general  purposes  of  this  act,  and,  with 
consent  of  the  Mayor  and  Council,  may, 
notwithstanding  any  provision  of  law  or  ordinance 
to  the  contrary,  for  the  purpose  of  matching  or 
qualifying  for  such  a  grant,  grant-in-aid,  gift,  or 
bequest,  obligate  fhe  expenditure  of  funds  which 
the  commission  may  have,  or  have  appropriated  to 
it,  whether  or  not  the  same  is  to  be  spent  within 
the  then  current  municipal  or  fiscal  year. 

e.  Upon  written  request  by  the  commission  of 
the  Mayor,  the  city,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Council  and  the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  may,  in 
order  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act,  take  by 
eminent  domain  under  chapter  79  of  the  General 
Laws  any  real  estate  or  interest  therein  located  in 
the  city;  and,  by  such  vote  and  such  consent,  the 
city  may  appropriate  and  expend  money  for  the 
purpose  of  paying,  in  whole  or  part,  any  damages 
for  which  the  city  may  be  liable  by  reason  of  any 
such  taking. 

f.  All  property  so  received,  acquired,  or  taken 
shall  be  under  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of  the 
commission  in  the  name  of  the  city. 

g.  In  the  name  of  the  city,  in  order  to  effect  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  subject  to  the  consent  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council,  the  commission  may,  by 
sale,  barter,  or  other  exchange,  convey  with  or 
without  deed  restrictions  or  other  protective 
encumbrances  or  otherwise  transfer  any  property 
managed  and  controlled  by  it. 

Section  12.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and  if 
any  such  provisions  shall  be  held  invalid  or 
unconstitutional  by  any  decision  of  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not 
impair  or  otherwise  affect  any  other  provisions  of 
this  act. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  in  the  new 
draft  was  passed. 

2.  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  March  10) 
creating  the  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Commission 
and  defining  its  powers  and  duties  -  recom- 
mending passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Ordinance  Creating  the  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne 
Commission  and  Defining  Its  Powers  and  Duties 

Section  1.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  achievement 
of  the  goals  of  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  as  recited 
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in  clause  sixth  of  a  certain  will  of  the  said  Edward 
Ingersoll  Browne  proved  October  3,  1901,  and  to 
act  as  the  sole  and  exclusive  agent  of  the  city  in 
expending  any  monies  available  or  made  available 
under  that  will,  there  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board, 
to  be  known  as  the  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne 
Commission,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  that  member 
of  the  City  Council  for  the  time  being  the  senior 
member  in  time  of  service,  or,  in  the  event  that 
two  or  more  members  have  equal  service,  the 
senior  of  those  in  age,  and  the  Collector-Treasurer. 
All  commissioners  shall  serve  ex-officio,  and 
without  additional  compensation.  The  Mayor  shall 
be  chairman. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  10  of 
chapter  25  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  the  said  commission 
shall  prudently  manage,  invest,  and  reinvest  the 
funds  bequeathed  to  the  city  under  said  will, 
together  with  such  other  sums  as  the  Mayor  and 
City- Council  may  make  available  to  it,  and  shall 
expend  the  same  in  a  manner  agreeable  to  the  said 
will,  or  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  any  order 
making  monies  available  to  said  commission,  but 
no  ^uch  funds  shall  be  expended  except  upon 
appropriation  lawfully  made  after  consultation 
with  a  committee  consisting  of  the  following  -  one 
member  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  two 
nominees  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects,  one  member  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
from  two  nominees  of  the  Art  Commission,  the 
Park  Commissioner,  and  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner, or  their  respective  designees,  all  of  whom 
shall  serve  without  further  compensation,  and 
those  appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  their  nominating  body. 

Section  3.  The  said  commission  shall  annually 
elect  a  firm  or  individual  having  not  less  than 
twenty  years  experience  in  the  administration  and 
investment  of  trust  funds  to  serve  as  investment 
counsel  and  fund  manager  for  such  compensation 
as  the  commission  shall  determine.  The  com- 
mission may  require  said  individual  or  firm  to  give 
bond  for  faithful  performance  of  his  or  its  duties, 
and  for  such  other  purpose  as  the  commission  may 
require,  in  an  amount  agreeable  to  the  said 
commission.  Said  firm  or  individual,  and  those 
members  of  the  said  committee  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws,  but  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed 
a  waiver  of  the  notice  requirements  of  section  8  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended. 

Section  4.  The  said  commission  shall  meet  at 
least  quarterly  on  the  first  Wednesday  or  Thursday 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  at  which 
meeting  the  firm  or  individual  elected  as 
investment  counsel  and  fund  manager  shall  furnish 
a  report  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  current 
condition  of  the  fund  and  any  recommendations 
relative  to  the  investment  of  the  fund  in  the  three 
months  next  following,  together  with  the  reasons 
for  such  recommendation.  The  said  commission 
shall  annually,  in  January,  submit  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  a  report  of  its  doings  in  the  then 


previous  year,  together  with  an  audited  statement 
of  the  funds  then  in  its  control,  and  its  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  available  for 
expenditure  in  the  then  current  year. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of 
law  or  ordinance  to  the  contrary,  and  notwith- 
standing the  requirement  of  appropriation: 

a.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 

b.  With  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  the  said  commission  may,  for  the 
purpose  of  matching  federal,  state,  or  private 
grants,  grants-in-aid,  gifts,  or  bequests,  obligate 
the  expenditure  of  funds  under  its  control,  for 
purposes  agreeable  to  the  aforesaid  Browne  will 
and/or  to  the  terms  of  said  grant,  grant-in-aid, 
gift,  or  bequest,  whether  or  not  the  same  is  to 
be  spent  within  the  then  current  municipal  or 
fiscal  year. 

c.  The  said  commission  may  hold,  and 
continue  to  hold,  any  security  tendered  to  it,  if 
in  the  opinion  of  the  said  commission  such 
holding  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  fund. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the 
new  draft  was  passed. 

3.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  May  19)  authorizing  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  to  enter  into  agreements  for 
acquisition  and  installation  of  parking  meters  - 
recommending  that  the  order  ought  to  pass.

now,  therefore,  be  it

and  Parking  to  discuss  methods  of  working  out  a

ALLOCATIONS

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  That  First  Opportunity 
Shall  Be  Given  to  Boston-Based  Musical  Units 
in  Parade  Allocations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  There   shall  be   maintained   in   the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  a  yearly  listing 
of  the   names   and  addresses  of  units  which  are 
composed   of  a    majority    of  juveniles   who  are 
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residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  (Boston-based 
units).  This  list  may  be  updated  during  the  year. 

Section  2.  Every  musical  unit  meeting  the 
description  above  and  desiring  to  be  notified  of 
city-funded  parades  requiring  musical  units  shall 
submit  to  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs 
the  name  of  the  unit,  its  director,  the  address  to 
which  the  notice  described  in  section  3  shall  be 
sent,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  its  members 
or  participants. 

Section  3.  Whenever  funds  are  allocated  for  a 
parade  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Boston,  which 
funds  include  an  allocation  for  a  musical  unit, 
notice  of  such  parade  and  allocation  shall  be 
mailed  first  class  to  each  of  the  musical  units  on 
the  aforementioned  list.  The  notice  shall  include 
the  following  information: 

a.  The  name,  date,  time,  and  location  of  the 
parade. 

b.  The  number  of  musical  units  required 
and/or  funded. 

c.  The  amount  available  to  each  unit  as 
payment  for  marching. 

d.  The  name  and  address  of  the  person 
responsible  for  contracting  with  the  units  for 
the  parade. 

e.  The  date  by  which  the  units  must  submit 
a  request  to  be  hired  for  the  parade. 

Section  4.  Musical  units  receiving  the  notice  set 
forth  in  section  3  and  submitting  the  request 
described  in  section  5  shall  be  the  first  units  hired 
for  the  parade. 

Section  5.  Each  musical  unit  which  receives  the 
notice  set  forth  in  section  3  and  which  desires  to 
be  hired  for  the  parade  shall  submit  such  a  request 
in  writing  to  the  person  designated  in  section  3, 
subsection  d,  of  the  aforementioned  notice  by  the 
date  indicated  in  section  3,  subsection  e. 

Section  6.  On  or  after  the  date  indicated  in 
section  3,  subsection  e,  of  the  aforementioned 
notice,  the  person  designated  in  section  3, 
subsection  d,  shall  hire  the  unit  submitting  the 
request  set  forth,  section  5. 

Section  7.  Only  after  the  refusal  of  those  units 
submitting  requests  pursuant  to  section  5  shall  the 
person  designated  in  section  3  subsection  d,  of  the 
aforementioned  notice  hire  musical  units  from 
outside  the  City  of  Boston;  provided,  however, 
that  no  offer  to  a  musical  unit  outside  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  in  excess  of  offers  made  to  and 
rejected  by  the  Boston-based  musical  units. 

Section  8.  Upon  appropriation  of  parade  funds 
or  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  the  list  set 
forth  in  section  1  shall  be  given  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  the  person  designated 
pursuant  to  section  3,  subsection  d. 

Section  9.  If  a  musical  unit  based  outside  of  the 
City  of  Boston  marches  in  a  parade  in  the  absence 
of  the  procedures  set  forth  above  in  sections  3-7 
being  followed,  the  sponsoring  organization  of  the 
parade  will  be  precluded  from  receiving  parade 
funds  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs 
for  the  subsequent  two-year  period. 

Section  10.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section   3   of  chapter    1   of  the  Ordinances,  this 


ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  passing  the  same.

eventual  grant  approvals  for  specific  projects. 

On  such  basis,  and  with  the  assurance  that  the 

city  will  make  every  effort  to  obtain  the  maximum 

of  state    assistance,    I    do    request   and   strongly

By  order  of  the  Council  dated  June  9,  1975,  you 
have  been  asked  for  your  views  on  whether,  as  a 
means  of  funding  the  anticipated  costs  of  full-time 
district  court  judges  and  tape-recording  equipment 
to  preserve  testimony,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
in  their  capacity  as  County  Commissioners  of 
Suffolk  County,  have  authority  to  "set  and/or 
change  court  fees"  of  the  district  courts  of  the 
County. 

The  salaries  of  the  judges  (and  those  who  by  law 
attend  the  courts,  such  as  clerks,  court  officers, 
and  the  like)  are  established  by  statute  (G.  L.  c. 
218,  p.  6,  as  amended  by  St.  1974,  c.  558).  Court 
fees  are  similarly  provided  for  by  statute  on  a 
uniform  basis  throughout  the  Commonwealth  (G. 
L.  c.  262,  p.  2,  as  amended  by  St.  1971,  c.  851). 

We  have,  in  the  past,  requested  the  Legislature 
to  relieve  Boston  of  this  ever-growing  financial 
burden,  thus  far  they  have  refused  to  give  favorable 
consideration  to  our  requests.  I  understand  that 
the  Governor  believes  the  Commonwealth  should 
absorb  the  costs  of  administering  all  its  courts.  So, 
too,  does  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  LICENSES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Licenses  submitted  the  following: 

After  three  public  hearings  at  which  the  City 
Council  Committee  on  Licensing  heard  testimony 
from  every  segment  of  the  taxicab  and  jitney  bus 
industries  as  well  as  the  City  of  Boston  Law 
Department,  Consumers'  Council,  representatives 
of  labor  unions  representing  drivers,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Utilities,  Boston  Police  Hackney 
Division,  Division  of  Weights  and  Measures,  the 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority,  and  the  general 
public,  this  committee  submits  a  report  as  follows: 

This  committee  directed  its  efforts  first  to 
provide  measures  to  give  the  consumer  public  who 
use  these  taxicabs  and  buses  better  service  and 
better  protection  from  some  of  the  conditions  that 
the  committee  found  in  its  deliberations,  such  as 
unsealed  taxicab  meters,  on  information  furnished 
by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  the 
Boston  Police  Hackney  Division.  The  present  laws 
which  govern  some  of  these  practices  are 
substantially  adequate.  However,  the  manpower 
necessary  to  enforce  them  is  very  inadequate.  This 
is  not  to  say  that  the  existing  law  enforcement 
agencies  are  not  doing  their  job  properly,  but 
rather  that  there  are  not  enough  of  them  due  to 
the  large  number  of  taxicabs  (1,525)  in  the  city 
and  other  licensed  public  vehicles  for  which  they 
are  responsible. 

Further,  the  rules  and  regulations  in  existence 
today  do  not  adequately  spell  out  the  proper 
responsibility  for  the  enforcement  and  subsequent 


disposition  of  any  violation  of  these  laws.  The 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  has  some  power  to 
provide  a  forum  for  complaints,  but  in  some  cases 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority 
has  some  responsibility.  Even  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  has  some  jurisdiction  over  those 
vehicles  using  the  airport  through  the  State  Police 
Force.  Primarily,  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  under  the  law,  has  direct 
responsibility  for  the  supervision  and  issuance  of 
the  taxicab  medallion.  He  likewise  has  similar 
powers  for  the  sightseeing  buses,  but  there  is  a  gap 
when  it  comes  to  limousines  and  airport  buses 
which  ply  their  trade  through  the  city  streets. 
Chapter  159A  gives  to  the  City  Council  a  power  to 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  on  those  vehicles 
for  which  it  has  the  authority  to  issue  licenses  for 
the  use  of  its  streets,  such  as  buses,  limousines,  and 
other  vehicles  used  to  transport  people  to  and  from 
the  airport  as  well  as  any  outside  buses  which  use 
the  city  streets  to  pick  up  passengers.  However,  a 
recent  law  passed  last  week  has  taken  some  of  that 
power  from  the  City  Council  and  placed  it  in  the* 
hands  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  for  the  issuance  of 
licenses  only  in  those  instances  where  a  bus  or 
vehicle  coming  from  outside  with  passengers  can 
use  those  city  streets  for  one  stop  only  at  a 
regional  transportation  center,  such  as  the  Logan 
International  Airport.  So  we  have  found  that  there 
is  a  rapidly  declining  market  in  some  of  the 
communities  of  the  city  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
taxicab  because  of  the  high  incidence  of  crime  in 
some  areas.  This  creates  a  small  but  profitable 
market  in  the  downtown  areas  and  at  the  Logan 
International  Airport  where  some  3,000,000 
people  arrive  annually. 

Every  major  transportation  industry,  both 
public  and  private,  is  competing  for  this  business, 
so  that  the  taxicab  industry  must  then  share  this 
market.  The  danger  of  indiscreet  issuances  of 
licenses  to  outside  bus  companies  is  that  it  causes 
damage  to  a  major  industry  in  Boston  which  pays 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  of  taxes  to  the 
city  as  well  as  furnishing  employment  for  some 
approximately  10,000  drivers.  For  several  years  we 
had  some  300  and  400  gypsy  cabs  whose  licenses 
were  issued  from  cities  and  towns  outside  the  City 
of  Boston.  On  rainy  days  this  caused  a  large  influx 
of  these  taxicabs  to  illegally  operate  in  Boston.  The 
courts  have  been  reluctant  to  prosecute  because  of 
their  interpretation.  We  have  eliminated  this 
problem  through  passage  of  legislation  that  allows 
outside  taxicabs  to  come  into  Boston  only  if  they 
receive  a  phone  call  from  a  customer.  The  danger 
with  this  law,  as  it  now  stands,  is  that  there  are 
several  Boston-based  taxicabs  who  also  own  cabs  in 
neighboring  cities  and  towns  who  answer  calls 
through  a  system  of  a  Boston  dispatcher  working 
for  one  of  the  two  firms.  This  practice  should  be 
eliminated  in  order  that  we  may  preserve  an 
industry  which  is  vital  to  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
transportation  field. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  certain  practices 
that   have   been   discovered   through  some  police 
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work  at  the  airport  whereby  they  uncovered 
several  taxicabs  that  had  foreign  devices  on  the  taxi 
meters  which  would  cause  the  meter  to  jump 
whenever  the  taxicab  driver  pressed  a  button  that 
was  connected  to  the  accelerator.  This  practice 
must  be  eliminated  for  the  protection  of  the 
consuming  public.  The  taxi  fares  in  the  City  of 
Boston  are  certainly  as  high  as  if  not  higher  than 
any  other  city  in  the  country,  and  the  taxicab 
patron  should  be  treated  fairly.  To  eliminate  this 
abuse  the  committee  is  recommending  that  when 
the  seal  is  broken  on  a  taxicab  it  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  owner  to  have  the  meter 
resealed  at  the  meter  course  of  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  Hyde  Park  within  the 
period  of  the  next  working  day.  If  it  happens  on  a 
weekend  or  holiday  the  owner  will  have  the  next 
working  day  to  have  that  meter  repaired.  In  the 
event  that  he  does  not  have  it  sealed  within  that 
period  of  time  this  committee  is  going  to 
recommend  that  the  person  be  brought  to  court, 
and  recommends  a  fine  of  $50.  In  the  event  of 
more  than  one  violation  the  committee  is 
recommending  that  the  Police  Commissioner,  who 
is  the  licensing  authority,  after  a  proper  hearing, 
take  further  steps,  if  necessary,  depending  on  the 
circumstances  in  the  individual  case.  The  com- 
mittee is  also  going  to  recommend  that  the  owner 
be  responsible  for  having  his  meter  checked  for  a 
seal  twice  a  year  —  six  months  apart.  In  other 
words,  in  order  to  avoid  the  confusion  of  all  the 
1,525  cabs  going  to  the  meter  course  in  Hyde  Park 
at  once,  the  committee  is  recommending  that  the 
owner  -  effective  the  first  of  July,  1975  -  have 
the  responsibility  of  going  to  the  meter  course  six 
months  after  his  last  meter  sealing.  If  it  is  beyond 
the  six-month  period  since  last  meter  sealing,  then 
he  will  have  the  month  of  July  within  which  to 
have  his  meter  sealed. 

The  Police  Department  will  provide  the  Sealer 
of  Weights  and  Measures  with  any  information 
relative  to  the  legal  name  and  address  of  the 
particular  cab  in  the  event  that  there  is  a  violation. 
In  cases  of  unsealed  meters,  both  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  and  the  Boston  Police 
Department  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over 
enforcement.  It  is  hoped  that  they  will  set  up  a 
liaison  between  the  two  departments  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  rule. 

As  to  the  airport  limousines  and  buses,  the 
Committee  on  Licenses  has  found  that  there  has 
been  a  flagrant  violation  by  one  company,  namely, 
Airways  Transportation,  which  has  for  many  years 
violated  the  law  through  the  lack  of  acquiring  the 
proper  licenses  for  use  on  our  streets  through  the 
provisions  of  chapter  159A.  In  addition  to  that, 
there  are  many  private  limousines  who  are 
bootlegging  services  out  of  the  airport  without  the 
proper  licenses,  picking  up  within  the  city,  and 
illegally  using  our  streets. 

In  addition,  confusion  exists  in  the  proper 
numbering  of  the  taxicabs  -  the  number  of 
medallion  and  the  number  of  the  cab  itself.  In 
order  to  avoid  this  confusion  and  to  give  the 
taxicab  customer  more  protection,  we  are  going  to 


recommend  that  the  Police  Commissioner  issue 
numbers  to  all  taxicabs  corresponding  to  the 
number  on  the  driver's  medallion,  and  that  these 
numbers  stay  with  the  medallion  so  that  if  the 
customer  has  a  complaint  against  an  individual 
taxicab,  he  will  not  take  the  wrong  number.  This 
should  be  done  by  the  Pobce  Commissioner  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  committee  will  contact  the 
Police  Commissioner  through  his  Hackney  Division 
and  suggest  this  more  positive  identification  by 
proper  numbering. 

The  committee  is  going  to  set  up  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  for  any  licensee  who  obtains 
under  chapter  1 59A  a  license  from  the  City 
Council  to  use  the  city  streets.  First  of  all,  the  bus 
or  limousine  will  be  properly  marked  with  the  true 
name  of  the  owner,  whether  it  be  a  corporation, 
individual  or  a  name  other  than  the  owner's  name, 
but  must  be  properly  registered  at  the  City  Clerk's 
office  in  the  City  of  Boston  with  the  proper  place 
of  business  and  legal  address.  The  licensee  will  be 
properly  insured  and  so  state  on  his  license  prior  to 
the  acquisition  of  this  license.  Present  license 
holders  will  furnish  the  committee  with  their  limits 
of  public  liability,  as  well  as  other  types  of 
insurance  for  the  public  protection.  At  all  times 
they  will  have  a  copy  of  a  certificate  in  the  vehicle 
showing  the  routes  and  streets  authorized  by  the 
City  Council  license.  They  shall  stop  only  where 
specifically  stated  on  the  license.  The  licensee  shall 
not  have  any  persons  soliciting  customers  at  these 
stops.  They  may  set  up  telephone  service  so  that 
they  may  be  personally  called  by  the  customer 
requesting  the  service.  They  shall  not  stop  at  any 
other  places  for  the  pickup  and  discharge  of 
passengers  except  as  authorized  on  their  permit.  If 
there  is  any  violation  of  this  rule  a  complaint  can 
be  made  to  the  police  or  to  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Licenses,  and  the  owner  will  be 
given  seven  days'  notice  by  registered  mail  of  such 
violation,  and  a  hearing  shall  be  held.  The 
committee  will  recommend  that  such  violations 
will  carry  a  penalty  of  a  $50  fine  and  any  other 
action  the  Police  Commissioner  may  deem 
necessary. 

The  City  Council  Committee  on  Licenses  shall 
review  all  those  licenses  they  have  the  power  to  do 
under  chapter  159A,  except  those  that  have  been 
recently  exempted,  and  shall  have  the  right  to 
review  annually  on  June  1  of  each  year  by  holding 
a  public  hearing  and  requesting  any  information 
pertaining  to  the  operation  of  these  licenses. 

As  to  sightseeing  buses,  because  of  the  large 
influx  of  sightseeing  buses  into  the  City  of  Boston, 
particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  historic  shrines,  there 
has  been  a  tendency  by  bus  drivers  to  park  and 
block  traffic,  causing  a  stoppage  of  the  traffic  flow. 
The  City  Council  committee  recommends  that  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Department  set  up  parking 
areas  or  parking  zones  where  those  buses  can  stop 
and  allow  their  passengers  to  visit  the  historic  sites.  . 
This  ordinance  will  apply  to  out-of-state 
sightseeing  buses  which  come  into  our  city  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  penalty  for  this  infraction  or 
violation   will   be  $50  and  any  other  action  the 
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Police  Commissioner  deems  necessary,  depending 
on  the  circumstances  in  the  case. 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  there  has  been  in  the 
past  in  certain  historical  areas  of  our  city  a  mass 
confusion  and  traffic  tieup  as  well  as  buses  in  large 
numbers  standing  at  a  sidewalk  curb  with  their 
motors  on  and  emitting  large  quantities  of  noxious 
gas  odors  to  the  extent  that  the  health  and  safety 
of  our  people  have  been  threatened.  This  practice 
must  cease.  Buses  when  parked  or  standing  on  a 
street  for  a  period  that  is  detrimental  to  the  flow 
of  traffic  shall  turn  off  their  ignitions  and  motors 
at  all  times.  A  violation  of  this  would  also 
constitute,  upon  a  proper  hearing  in  the  courts,  a 
$50  fine.  These  fines  will  all  be  based  on  a  proper 
hearing  and  disposition  in  the  local  court  of 
jurisdiction  in  which  these  violations  occur,  upon 
proper  complaint  by  the  law  enforcement  agency. 

The  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  will 
adequately  place  proper  signs  indicating  the 
prohibition  as  contained  in  the  ordinance  and  post 
the  fine  for  violation  on  the  sign.  The  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  and  Police  Department  will 
properly  notify  all  local  bus  companies  by 
registered  mail  and  a  public  advertisement  in  our 
daily  and  weekly  newspapers  so  that  there  will  be 
adequate  notice  of  the  location  of  the  parking 
areas  and  also  of  the  penalty  for  violation  of  any  of 
these  regulations. 

Finally,  this  is  the  first  review  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to 
this  public  transportation  and  taxicab  industry 
within  the  City  of  Boston  in  about  twenty-five 
years.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  committee  that  there 
be  an  annual  review  of  all  these  laws  and  problems 
within  these  industries.  The  City  Council  com- 
mittee will,  through  its  own  rules,  provide  for  an 
annual  review  of  these  rules  and  regulations  and  a 
conference  with  representatives  of  management 
and  labor  in  this  industry,  as  well  as  the  authorities 
which  have  the  responsibility  for  public  transporta- 
tion, so  that  we  do  not  have  a  recurrence  of  these 
practices  which  this  committee  has  found  in  its 
series  of  public  hearings. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  takes  this 
opportunity  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all 
segments  of  this  industry,  both  the  company- 
owned  cab  operators  as  well  as  the  independents, 
and  to  the  representatives  of  drivers'  unions  as  well 
as  to  public  agencies  such  as  the  City  of  Boston 
Police  Department  Hackney  Division,  the  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  the  Consumers'  Council, 
representatives  of  the  labor  unions,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Transportation  Authority,  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department,  the  news  media,  and  the 
public  in  general,  who  cooperated  in  formulating 
this  report  and  the  subsequent  recommendations. 

The  interim  report  was  accepted.

Prescott  R.  Thompson,  a  patrolman  in  the  Police 
Department  of  said  city,  who  is  totally  in- 
capacitated as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him 
when  injured  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on 
November  27,  1971.  Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to 
the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which 
would  have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  continued  in 
service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  -time  of  his 
retirement.  Upon  his  death,  leaving  Marilyn  J. 
Thompson,  his  wife,  surviving  him,  said  city  shall 
pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an 
annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by  $312  for  each 
child  of  said  Prescott  R.  Thompson  during  such 
time  as  such  child  is  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or 
over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  in- 
capacitated from  earning.  If  said  Marilyn  J. 
Thompson  remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of 
the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity 'of  $520  to 
or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the 
time  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  Prescott 
R.  Thompson  under  this  act  the  Boston  Retire- 
ment Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of 
the  State-Boston  Retirement  System. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Prescott  R.  Thompson  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

APPROPRIATION  OF  $14,379,482  FOR 
SCHOOL  PURPOSES  AND  $995,698  FOR 
SALARY  INCREASES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  14,  1975. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  April  4,  1975,  the  School  Committee 
appropriated  under  its  own  appropriating  power  a 
general  school  purposes  budget  for  fiscal  1976 
totaling  $126,753,554,  and  a  fiscal  1976  budget 
for  alterations  and  repairs  of  $4,912,055.  On  the 
same  date  the  School  Committee  submitted  to  this 
office  a  request  for  an  additional  appropriation  for 
general  school  purposes  of  $33,086,866. 

As  a  result  of  a  court  order  May  10,  1975,  which 
required  expansion  of  the  school  balance  program 
in  the  coming  school  year,  the  School  Committee 
submitted  on  June  18,  1975,  a  second  request  for 
additional   appropriation   for  general  school  pur- 


poses in  fiscal  1976  totaling  $8,992,390  and  an 
additional  request  for  alterations  and  repairs  of 
$3,200,000.  These  latter  two  appropriation  re- 
quests represent  the  School  Committee's  estimate 
of  additional  cost  resulting  from  the  May  10  court 
order. 

The  School  Committee  has  also  requested  an 
additional  appropriation  for  general  school  pur- 
poses of  $995,698  to  provide  for  new  6  percent 
salary  increases  in  fiscal  1976  for  administrative 
and  nonteaching  personnel. 

The  fiscal  1976  general  school  purposes  budget 
requested  by  the  School  Committee,  therefore, 
totals  $169,828,508,  and  the  alterations  and  repairs 
budget  requested  totals  $8,112,055,  which  would 
provide  a  total  school  budget  of  $177,940,563. 
This  total  requested  school  budget  would  represent 
an  increase  of  35.7  percent  over  the  total  school 
budget  approved  for  fiscal  1975  of  $131,100,000. 

An  increase  of.  this  size  in  the  school  budget  at  a 
time  when  school  attendance  has  been  declining 
for  several  years  is  unconscionable.  Since  1970  the 
average  daily  attendance  in  the  Boston  school 
system  has  declined  from  82,747  students  to  an 
attendance  of  71,088  students  in  the  school  year 
just  ended,  a  decline  of  14.1  percent.  During  that 
same  period  the  total  school  budget  increased  from 
$93.4  million  to  $131.1  million,  an  increase  of 
40.4  percent.  Also  during  that  same  period  the 
School  Department  budget  impact  on  the  tax  rate 
increased  from  17  percent  of  the  1970  tax  rate  to 
24.9  percent  of  the  city's  1974-75  tax  rate. 

It  is  our  considered  conviction  that  even  though 
we  are  committed  to  providing  the  funds  to  the 
School  Department  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
court  order,  we  must  at  the  same  time  reflect  the 
declining  school  population  in  our  recom- 
mendation to  your  Honorable  Body  for  appropria- 
tion to  the  School  Committee.  We  are  also  firmly 
convinced  that  we  cannot  accede  to  requests  by 
the  School  Committee  which  are  labeled  as 
desegregation  requests,  but  for  which  no  explana- 
tion or  justification  is  presented  to  indicate  how 
they  are  required  by  the  court  order.  The 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  has  documented  in  a 
recent  report  that  in  the  past  school  year  the 
School  Department  spent  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  unnecessarily  under  the  banner  of  de- 
segregation which  was  not  in  fact  required  by  the 
court  order  for  desegregation.  This  kind  of  waste 
must  stop. 

We  have  accordingly  scrutinized  carefully  all 
portions  and  aspects  of  the  School  Committee's 
requests  for  additional  appropriation.  As  a  result  of 
our  evaluation  I  am  recommending  to  your 
Honorable  Body  herewith  two  appropriation 
orders  for  the  School  Committee  totaling 
$15,375,180.  This  will  provide  a  total  general 
school  purposes  budget  for  fiscal  1976  of 
$142,128,734  and  a  total  school  budget  of 
$147,040,789,  which  is  an  increase  of  12.2  percent 
over  the  total  fiscal  1975  budget.  No  additional 
appropriation  for  alterations  and  repairs  is 
recommended. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  take 
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favorable  action  on  these  appropriations.

In  reply  to  your  recent  communication 
please  be  advised  that  in  answer  to  No.  1  of  your 
inquiry,  an  employee  must  notify  his  immediate 
superior  of  any  accident  which  happens  to  him 
which  arises  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his 
employment.  It  is  then  incumbent  upon  his 
department,  as  the  employer,  to  file  with  the  City 
of  Boston  Workmen's  Compensation  Service,  82 
Water  Street,  Boston,  in  triplicate,  the  employer's 
first  report  of  injury.  This  must  be  filed  within 
forty-eight  hours  of  the  injury  unless  there  are 
compelling  reasons  preventing  the  employer  from 
so  doing.  Upon  receipt  of  this  injury  report  this 
division  then  takes  the  necessary  steps  to  provide 
the  benefits  to  the  employee  under  General  Laws, 
chapter  152.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

In  response  to  the  order  of  Councillor  Iannella, 
passed  by  the  Council,  requesting  specific 
information  on  our  plans  for  street  reconstruction 
in  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal  Project  I  have  the 
following  responses: 

I.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is 
planning  to  award  as  many  as  four  street  and 
sidewalk  reconstruction  contracts  during  1975,  and 
is  working  as  well  with  the  South  End  community 
and  with  the  State  Departments  of  Transportation 
and  Public  Works  to  plan  the  complete  re- 
construction of  Tremont  Street  and  Columbus 
Avenue  in  the  South  End,  to  begin  later  this  year 
and  to  continue  on  during  1976.  The  BRA 
contract  notation  for  the  four  contracts  we  have 
planned,  the  site  preparation  Contracts  35,  36,  44, 
and  16,  with  scope  and  streets  involved  in  these 
contracts  are  listed  on  the  attached  sheet. 

II.  In  general,  we  have  determined  that  both 
brick  and  concrete  paving  will  be  employed  in  the 
South  End,  with  specific  locations  of  each  to  be 
based  on  community  recommendations.  We  have 
been  actively  involved  in  community  meetings 
involving  residents  of  the  areas  to  be  affected  by 
Contracts  35  and  36  as  well  as  with  representatives 
of  the  South  End  Project  Area  Committee  and  the 
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South  End  Committee  on  Transportation  to  plan 
the  specific  design  and  details  of  construction  for 
these  contracts.  As  I  see  it,  these  details  are  to 
include  use  of  at  least  some  brick  paving  for 
sidewalks,  careful  attention  to  the  location  and 
types  of  trees  to  be  planted,  and  redesign  of  certain 
residential  street  rights-of-way  to  include  increased 
numbers  of  street  furniture,  i.e.,  benches,  street 
signs,  etc.,  and  incorporation  of  parking  and  traffic 
control  designs,  known  as  street  neck-downs,  at 
various  street  intersections.  The  attitude  of  the 
community  and  the  results  of  these  design  review 
meetings  to  date  have  been  most  rewarding,  and  I 
expect  a  reasonable  consensus  on  design  features  so 
that  we  may  proceed  with  final  construction 
drawings  within  the  next  two  weeks.  Therefore  I 
would  hope  to  have  Contracts  35  and  36  under 
way  by  July. 

We  are  simultaneously  reaching  design  decisions 
for  the  Tremont  Street  and  Columbus  Avenue 
Project.  Community  groups  from  all  sections  of  the 
South  End  are  participating  in  these  decisions.  We 
will  continue  the  neighborhood  and  community 
review  process  through  to  Contracts  44  and  16  and 
will  work  to  begin  construction  on  these  projects 
by  late  summer  as  our  project  and  CDRS  funds 
permit. 

Regarding  brick  paving,  we  do  indeed  intend  to 
incorporate  it  into  our  reconstruction  plans. 
However,  the  consensus  of  community  groups  to 
date  has  not  been  for  a  complete  changeover  from 
concrete  to  brick  paving,  but  a  carefully  designed 
blend  of  the  two  in  order  to  produce  the 
maintenance  advantages  of  concrete  and  the 
superior  appearance  of  brick.  Certain  South  End 
streets  that  are  particularly  short  and  narrow  in 
nature,  such  as  Lawrence  Street,  Gray  Street,  and 
Dartmouth  Place,  will  receive  all-brick  sidewalks, 
per  community  request. 

III.  Our  community  meetings  have  involved 
both  members  of  the  South  End  Historical  Society 
and  nonmembers  in  the  community  who  are 
cognizant  of  the  historic  amenities  that  exist 
within  public  rights-of-way  in  the  South  End. 
These  include  brick  paving,  as  mentioned  above, 
sidewalk  coal  chutes,  tether  rings,  and  certain  other 
unique  appurtenances,  fittings,  etc.,  that  date  back 
to  the  nineteenth-century  South  End.  Regarding 
the  nature  of  BRA  use  of  advice  from  a  number  of 
concerned  South  End  and  Boston  agencies,  I  will 
characterize  as  follows  our  relationship  with  each 
group  as  street  construction  contracts  go  from 
design  to  construction. 

a.  South  End  Project  Area  Committee 
(SEPAC):  This  body  as  a  project  area 
committee  receives  formal  BRA  recom- 
mendations as  submitted  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  Board  in  advance  of 
any  BRA  action.  There  are  also  SEPAC  district 
and  at-large  members  present  at  all  or  most  of 
our  neighborhood  design  review  meetings. 

b.  The  South  End  Historical  Society  has 
been  in  communication  with  us  about  their 
desire  for  certain  aesthetic  amenities,  including 
brick  pavipg,  to  be  included  in  our  plans  for 


upcoming  street  contracts.  Similarly, 
representatives  of  the  South  End  Historical 
Society  have  been  at  many  of  the  neighborhood 
meetings,  and  we  have  had  to  discuss  these 
details  as  they  affect  overall  design. 

c  and  d.  We  have  not  singled  out  the  ad  hoc 
Landmarks  Commission  or  the  Arts  Com- 
mission by  name  in  our  design  studies. 
However,  it  is  my  impression  that  these  groups 
are  represented  implicitly  in  our  contacts  with 
the  South  End  Historical  Society  and  the 
Conservation  Commission,  who  are  aware  of 
and  participate  in  our  ongoing  design  process  in 
the  South  End  community. 

e.  The  Conservation  Commission  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  quartered  at  the  BRA  offices  at 
City  Hall,  and  members  of  the  commission  as 
well  as  the  BRA  planning  staff  have  been 
making  recommendations  to  the  South  End 
staff  and  Engineeering  Department  on  desired 
design  features  for  upcoming  street  con- 
struction contracts. 

f.  The  function  of  coordinating  our  designs 
with  the  Parks  Department,  and  therefore  the 
tree  warden,  is  handled  by  ongoing  review  with 
the  Parks  Department  staff  about  plans  for 
location  and  variety  of  tree  planting  with  each 
street  contract.  The  process  begins  with  the 
discussion  of  street  trees  in  the  neighborhood 
that  is  to  be  affected,  and  then  recommenda- 
tions are  forwarded  to  the  Parks  Department 
for  approval. 

g  and  i.  Items  g  and  i  are  related.  The 
National  Advisory  Committee  on  Historic 
Preservation  and  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission  comprise  two  ends  of  a  three-way 
review  committee  that  meets  as  necessary  to. 
discuss  developments  of  possible  impact  on  the 
historic  significance  of  the  district.  The  third 
party  is  the  HUD  area  office,  which  has  an 
ongoing  review  responsibility  in  relation  to  the 
South  End  urban  renewal  plan  and,  further- 
more, will  be  specifically  reviewing  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  street  contracts  we 
intend  to  award  during  1975.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  this  direct  HUD  contact  and  also  the 
involvement  of  the  South  End  Historical 
Society  will  cover  quite  adequately  the  interests 
of  both  the  Massachusetts  and  National  Historic 
Advisory  Commission. 

h.  Item  h  involves  the  consultation  of  the 
Public  Works  Commission.  All  public  improve- 
ments contracts  conducted  by  the  Authority, 
including  street  contracts,  are  reviewed  by  the 
appropriate  division  of  the  Boston  Public  Works 
Department.  In  addition,  changes  to  street 
rights-of-way  are  reviewed  by  the  three 
commissioners  of  the  Public  Improvements 
Commission. 

IV.  We  have  not  as  yet  received  the  specific 
approval  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  on 
Historic  Preservations  of  our  street  contracts 
scheduled  for  the  South  End  in  1975.  However,  we 
are  responding  to  ongoing  review  and  comment  of 
various  groups  concerned  with  aesthetic  design  and 
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historic  preservation,  as  outlined  in  my  responses 
above.  Specifically,  as  discussed  under  4,  Items  g 
and  i,  the  National  Advisory  Committee  will  be 
directly  involved  as  necessary,  as  the  contract  plans 
and  specifications  for  these  contracts  are  reviewed 
by  appropriate  community,  city,  and  HUD  offices. 
Given  the  lengths  to  which  we  are  going  to  in- 
corporate community  design  and  historic 
preservation  goals  into  our  construction  program,  I 
do  not  anticipate  major  difficulty  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  approval  of  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  on  Historical  Preservation. 

I  hope  that  the  above  information  adequately 
answers  your  questions  and  demonstrates  to  you 
our  concern  for  preservation  and  enhancement  of 
the  historic  character  of  the  South  End.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LICENSES 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Licenses,  submitted  the  following  report: 

Your  Committee  on  Licenses  held  three  public 
hearings  on  rules  and  regulations  concerning  jitney 
buses  and  the  Council's  authority  on  regulating 
these  vehicles. 

In  this  regard,  on  the  public  transportation 
question  there  were  alleged  violations  of  the 
tampering  with  taxi  meters  and  the  use  thereof  as 
well  as  traffic  complaints  from  the  neighborhoods 
in  which  historic  sites  were  located  concerning  the 
parking  of  the  sightseeing  buses. 

In  view  of  this  youi  committee  is  submitting 
under  chapter  159A  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  use  of  our  streets  by  jitney  buses, 
which  we  are  empov/ered  to  do. 

Also,  there  is  a  proposed  strengthening  of  legisla- 
tion to  tighten  up  the  use  of  taxi  meters  to  protect 
the  consuming  public  against  tampering  with  these 
devices  and  an  order  for  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  adopt  regulations  under  his  power  to  license 
sightseeing  buses  so  as  to  eliminate  traffic  con- 
gestion and  environmental  protection  of  the  areas 
where  these  buses  travel  and  park. 

This  is  a  result  of  your  committee's  deliberations 
on  all  these  matters  with  the  sincere  hope  that  they 
will  help  the  law  enforcement  agencies  who  have 
supervision  over  these  vehicles. 

We  further  recommend  after  consulting  with  the 
professional  hackney  police  and  the  industry  as  a 
whole  that  there  is  a  need  for  additional  law  en- 
forcement officers  to  implement  and  strengthen 
these  regulations.  We  so  recommend  to  the  Mayor 
and  Police  Commissioner.

An  Ordinance  Concerning 

the  Operation  of  Taxicabs. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  registered  owner  of  a  taxicab 
medallion  shall  be  responsible  to  have  his  taxi 
meter  sealed  by  the  City  of  Boston  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  at  least  twice  a  year,  or  six 
months  after  the  last  inspection  and  sealing  of  the 
meter  by  said  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Section  2.  If  said  seal  which  is  affixed  to  the 
meter  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  is 
broken,  mutilated,  or  otherwise  detached  from  said 
meter,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  of 
said  taxi  medallion  to  have  the  said  taxi  meter  ex- 
amined or  sealed  within  twenty-four  hours  or  all  of 
the  next  working  day  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  at  the  official  meter  inspection  course. 
However,  if  the  seal  is  broken,  mutilated,  or  in  any 
way  detached  from  said  taxi  meter  before  a 
Saturday,  Sunday,  or  holiday,  the  owner  shall  have 
all  of  the  following  working  day  to  have  said  meter 
resealed.  A  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50. 

Section  3.  The  owner  of  said  taxicab  medallion 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  illegal  installation 
of  any  device  which  causes  the  meter  to  operate  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  charge  more  than  the  regular 
fare  authorized  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  In  the  event  that  a  taxicab  meter  is 
found  to  have  such  a  device  illegally  attached, 
which  causes  the  meter  to  register  a  fare  more  than 
the  fare  prescribed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
said  city,  said  owner  shall  be  required  after  a 
proper  hearing  by  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  his 
agent,  to  show  proper  cause  why  his  taxicab 
medallion  should  not  be  suspended  for  a  period  of 
at  least  thirty  days,  after  proper  notice  by 
registered  mail  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  at 
least  seven  days  before  such  a  hearing.  The  Police 
Commissioner  may  provide  any  further  penalty 
which  under  the  law  he  has  the  authority  to  so  do.

Rules  and  Regulations  Promulgated  by  the  Boston 

City  Council  Governing  the  Use  of  Its  Streets 

by   Jitneys  under   Chapter   159A  Except  as 

Provided  under  Chapter  306  of  the  Acts  of 

1975. 

The  Boston  City  Council  under  the  provisions  of 

chapter     159A     does     hereby     promulgate     the 

following  rules  and  regulations  to  be  used  by  jitney 

buses  in  the  use  of  the  City  of  Boston  streets: 

1.  All  jitney  buses  shall  use  only  those  streets 
and  make  certain  specific  stops  with  the  permission 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor.  Each  jitney  bus  used  under  this 
authority  shall  at  all  times  carry  a  copy  of  the 
permit. 

2.  Jitney  buses  shall  not  make  any  stops  other 
than  at  those  places  authorized  under  the  license, 
except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency  for  the 
safety  and  protection  of  the  passengers. 

3.  The  operator  of  the  jitney  bus  shall  not 
solicit  any  business  on  public  sidewalks  or  streets 
in  front  of  any  authorized  stop,  such  as  a  hotel  or 
terminal  at  Logan  International  Airport.  However, 
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they  may  pick  up  passengers  at  authorized  stops  by 
either  telephone  request  or  personal  request  of  a 
customer  requesting  the  service.  At  these 
authorized  stops  the  jitney  bus  company  may 
advertise  service,  schedules,  and  any  other 
information  necessary  as  well  as  a  direct  telephone 
for  the  convenience  of  the  customers. 

4.  Any  hotel,  motel,  lodging  house,  or  place  of 
lodging  which  advertises  transportation  service  as 
part  of  their  hotel  service,  for  which  service  the 
passenger  must  use  the  facilities  of  their  hotel,  shall 
not  use  any  street  in  Boston  over  which  their 
vehicles  may  travel  except  as  provided  under 
chapter  306  of  the  Acts  of  1975  without  the 
permission  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 

5.  Jitney  bus  companies  shall  at  all  times  have 
adequate  public  liability  insurance  coverage  on  all 
its  vehicles  in  the  carriage  of  passengers  with 
minimum  coverage  for  each  passenger  no  less  than 
what  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
minimum  insurance  provisions  are  by  statute  and 
cumulatively  adequate  to  cover  the  total  passenger 
capacity  as  stated  on  the  license. 

6.  The  jitney  bus  company  will  furnish  to  the 
City  Council  Committee  on  Licenses  upon 
application  for  a  permit  for  permission  to  use  the 
streets  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  159 A  all  the 
pertinent  information  relative  to  their  application. 

7.  A  violation  of  any  of  these  provisions  shall  be 
punishable  by  the  penalties  as  provided  in  General 
Laws,  chapter  159A,  section  15.  The  Boston  City 
Council  Committee  on  Licenses  may  hold  a  hearing 
upon  written  notice  of  a  violation  by  an  interested 
party  or  the  general  public  against  any  licensee 
committing  a  violation  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  159A.  However,  the  committee  shall  give 
the  jitney  bus  company  at  least  seven  days'  notice 
by  registered  mail  at  its  duly  registered  place  of 
business. 

The  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted. 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  held  several 
public  hearings  under  chapter  159 A  concerning  the 
use  of  our  streets  by  jitney  buses,  taxicabs, 
limousines,  and  sightseeing  buses  for  transportation 
of  passengers;  and 

Whereas,  The  Committee  on  Licenses  feels  that 
the  supervision  of  sightseeing  buses  rests  with  the 
Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who 
has  the  power  to  issue  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
supervision  and  the  registration  of  these  buses;  and 

Whereas,  The  Police  Commissioner  has  the 
authority  over  traffic  regulations  in  our  streets;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  height  of  the  tourist  season 
many  of  our  streets  are  heavily  used  by  sightseeing 
buses,  and  there  is  a  need  for  regulating  and 
controlling  the  parking  of  these  buses  which  cause 
severe  congestion  in  some  of  our  narrow  streets; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  order  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  adopt  the  following  parking 
regulations  concerning  the  parking  and  the 
movement  of  sightseeing  buses  within  our  city: 


Sightseeing  buses  operating  on  the  streets  in 
the  City  of  Boston  and  conducting  tours  of  the 
historic  sites  and  shrines  in  the  environs  of  said 
City  of  Boston  shall  make  stops  of  more  than 
five  minutes  duration  only  at  those  places 
designated  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  operator  of  said  bus  shall  turn  off  the 
motor  so  as  to  avoid  the  emission  of  noxious 
odors  in  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

The  Police  Commissioner  shall  set  up 
stopping  points  for  passengers  to  disembark 
from  said  buses  at  convenient  stops  within 
walking  distance  of  said  historic  shrine  or  site. 

The  term  historic  shrine  or  site  shall  mean 
any  building,  cemetery,  or  park  which  has  been 
designated  as  such  by  the  National  or  State 
Historic  Site  Commission. 

The  Police  Commissioner  shall  properly 
indicate  the  sightseeing  bus  stops  by  adequate 
signs  properly  visible  and  conveniently  located 
at  the  beginning  and  end  boundaries  of  the  stop 
with  proper  painting  of  the  sidewalk  curbs. 

Violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punish- 
able by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $50  in  the  district 
court  of  jurisdiction. 
The  order  was  passed.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  POSTING  OF 
POLITICAL  NOTICES,  ADVERTISE- 
MENTS, OR  BILLS 

Coun.  CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Posting  of 

Political  Notices,  Advertisements,  or  Bills. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 

hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section 

93A  of  chapter  29,  as  amended,  and  inserting  in 

place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  93A.  No  candidate  for  any  public 
office,  or  committee  organized  on  behalf  of  a 
candidate  for  public  office,  shall  allow,  or 
suffer  to  remain,  any  political  notice,  advertise- 
ment, or  bill  bearing  his  name,  or  the  name  of 
the  candidate  on  whose  behalf  the  committee 
has  been  organized,  to  be  posted  up  or  affixed 
in  any  manner  to  a  post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall, 
building,  or  other  structure  in  the  city  unless 
he,  or  the  committee  organized  on  his  behalf, 
has  previously  obtained  the  written  consent,  on 
a  form  provided  by  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners, of  the  person  having  possession  of 
such  post,  pole,  fence,  tree,  wall,  building,  or 
other  structure. 

No  candidate  for  any  public  office,  or  com- 
mittee organized  on  behalf  of  a  candidate  for 
public  office,  shall  allow  any  political  notice, 
advertisement,  or  bill  bearing  his  name,  or  the 
name  of  the  candidate  on  whose  behalf  the 
committee  has  been  organized,  to  be  posted  up 
or  affixed  in  any  manner  to  a  post,  pole,  fence, 
tree,  wall,  building,  or  other  structure  in  the 
city  beyond  thirty  days  after  the  election  in 
which  he  was  a  candidate. 

Each  candidate  for  public  office,  or  com- 
mittee organized  on  behalf  of  a  candidate  for 
public  office,  shall  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  preceding  the  election  in  which  he,  or  the 
candidate  on  whose  behalf  the  committee  was 
organized,  deposit  the  sum  of  $150  with  the 
City  Clerk,  said  deposit  to  be  held  as  surety 
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that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  not 
violated  by  the  candidate,  the  committee 
organized  on  his  behalf,  or  anyone  acting  under 
the  authority  or  in  behalf  of  the  candidate  or 
committee. 

In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  section  110 
of  this  chapter,  any  candidate  for  public  office, 
or  committee  organized  on  his  behalf,  who 
allows  to  be  posted  or  affixed  in  any  manner  or 
suffer  to  remain  in  any  political  notice,  ad- 
vertisement, or  bill  bearing  his  name,  or  the 
name  of  the  candidate  on  whose  behalf  the 
committee  has  been  organized,  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  the 
above  said  deposit. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  in  receipt  of  a 
study  conducted  by  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  proving  the  above;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through  the 
Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under 
section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended,  and  any  authority  vested  in  the  City 
Council,  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  render  a 
legal  opinion  concerning  the  liability  of  the  city  to 
any  individual  who  may  incur  disability  and/or 
suffering  from  ingesting  the  city's  water,  after  the 
city  has  been  warned  of  the  existence  of  lead  in  its 
water  supply,  to  this  Honorable  Body  within  two 
weeks  from  the  receipt  of  this  order.

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled  this  fourteenth  day  of  July, 
1975,  that  the  resolution  attached  hereto,  the  same 
being  that  adopted  by  the  Fenway  Project  Area 
Committee  on  June  24,  1975,  entitled  "Resolution 
on  Institutional  Expansion,"  be,  and  hereby  is, 
adopted  as  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  attached,  be 
forwarded    to    the    Boston    Redevelopment    Au- 
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thority,  as  it  is  the  Planning  Board  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  inclusion  in  the  preparation  of  the 
general  plan  of  the  city. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 


Resolution  on  Institutional  Expansion 

(The  following  resolution  was  given  final  ap- 
proval at  the  June  24,  1975,  FenPAC  meeting  with 
a  quorum  present.) 

Whereas,  The  FenPAC  is  a  body  politic  with 
jurisdiction  to  act  in  all  matters  relating  to  physical 
development  within  the  Fenway  urban  renewal 
area  and  within  the  boundaries  of  the  FenPAC  area 
as  defined  for  the  purposes  of  the  FenPAC  election 
in  October,  1973;  and 

Whereas,  The  FenPAC  is  aware  of  the  integral 
nature  of  its  own  jurisdictional  area  with  the  total 
fabric  of  the  central  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  FenPAC  recognizes  that  the  per- 
petuation of  the  city  as  a  viable  economic  and 
social  entity  requires  the  harmonious  development 
of  both  residential  and  institutional  uses  within  the 
confines  of  limited  spatial  resources;  and 

Whereas,  The  FenPAC  recognizes  that  the  heavy 
reliance  of  the  city  on  the  property  tax  as  a  source 
of  income  coupled  with  the  tax-exempt  status  of 
institutional  property  is  a  threat  to  both  the 
economic  and  social  viability  of  the  city  and  the 
FenPAC  area;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  FenPAC  will  support  a  revision 
of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  to  provide  for  the 
orderly  establishment  and  growth  of  institutions 
within  institutional  zones,  such  zones  to  be  estab- 
lished to  protect  the  welfare  of  surrounding 
neighborhoods  as  well  as  the  institutions  in  order 
to  promote  the  harmonious  coexistence  of  res- 
idential and  institutional  uses;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  FenPAC  will  seek  and  support 
appropriate  long-range  methods  of  distributing  the 
tax  burden  more  equally  among  all  users  of  the 
city's  resources  and  services,  and  that  until  such 
time  as  the  above  long-range  policies  can  be  im- 
plemented, FenPAC  recognizes  the  need  to  adopt  a 
policy  within  its  own  area  which  will  provide  im- 
mediate protection  for  the  existing  residential  com- 
ponent of  the  Fenway  while  providing  general 
guidelines  within  which  institutions  may  evaluate 
their  development  plans  when  they  are  likely  to 
affect  the  residential  community.  The  FenPAC 
therefore  adopts  the  following  policy  provisions 
within  the  FenPAC  area: 

1.  There  shall  be  no  further  expansion  of  any 
institutional  use  which  has  the  effect  of  removing 
taxable  property  from  the  tax  rolls  of  the  city  un- 
less there  is  immediate  and  continuing  compensa- 
tion to  the  city  of  at  least  equal  value  to  the  tax 
potential  removed. 

2.  Any  existing  building  or  any  building  under- 
going construction,  conversion,  change  of 
occupancy,  or  other  change  requiring  legal 
clearance  under  the  laws  of  the  city  and/or  state 
shall  conform  to  the  most  stringent  requirements 
under  law  with  regard  to  density,  height,  F.A.R., 


structural   and    safety    codes,    open    space,   land- 
scaping and/or  screening  and  parking. 

3.  There  shall  be  no  further  net  reduction  of  the 
number  of  existing  residential  units  in  the  FenPAC 
area  resulting  from  the  demolition  or  conversion  to 
other  use  of  any  residential  structure  owned  by 
any  institution.  Whenever  demolition  or  conversion 
of  a  building  has  the  effect  of  displacing  current 
tenants,  the  responsible  institution  shall  provide 
such  relocation  services  as  will  permit  the  affected 
tenants  to  obtain  satisfactory  alternative  housing. 

4.  Institutions  shall  be  encouraged  to  provide  ap- 
propriate housing  suitable  for  and  attractive  to 
their  own  employees  and/or  students  within  a 
geographic  area  which  conforms  with  sound  plan- 
ning and  land-use  principles  and  with  all  applicable 
laws. 

5.  All  structures  or  parts  of  structures  owned  by 
any  institution  and  used  for  residential  purposes 
shall  be  taxable  on  the  same  basis  as  other 
residential  property  in  the  city  unless  it  can  be 
clearly  demonstrated  and  documented  that  such 
housing  is  provided  to  the  occupants  at  cost. 

6.  Adequate  off-street  parking  shall  be  provided 
in  conjunction  with  all  institutional  residential  uses 
whether  required  by  law  or  not.

FOR  EDITORIAL  ENTITLED  "THE 
MAYORS'  PLEA" 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  a  particularly  incisive  editorial  the 
Boston  Herald  American  has  outlined  the 
underlying  reasons  for  the  economic  distress  of 
some  larger  American  cities;  and 

Whereas,  This  editorial  indicates  the  large 
amounts  of  money  the  federal  government  has 
showered  upon  the  nation's  cities  in  the  past 
several  years;  and 

Whereas,  The  editorial,  published  July  8,  1975, 
notes  that  governmental  expenditures  at  the  local 
level  have  been  rising  much  faster  than  at  the  state 
and  federal  level;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Herald  American  correctly 
suggests  that,  rather  than  seek  additional  billions  of 
federal  aid,  mayors  would  do  well  to  practice 
economies  to  reduce  city  spending;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Herald  American  be, 
and  hereby  is,  commended  for  its  well-reasoned, 
concise,  and  accurate  editorial  entitled  "The 
Mayors'  Plea";  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  editorial  be  spread  upon 
the  records  of  this  meeting  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  and  that  copies  of  the  same  be  forwarded 
to  the  Honorable  Kevin  H.  White,  Mayor  of 
Boston,  to  the  Honorable  Joseph  Alioto,  Mayor  of 
San  Francisco,  and  to  the  Honorable  Moon 
Landrieu,     Mayor     of     New     Orleans.

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The  Mayors'  Plea 

The  United  States  Conference  of  Mayors, 
meeting  in  Boston  this  week,  has  issued  an  urgent 
plea  for  $2  billion  in  emergency  federal  aid  for 
cities  where  the  jobless  rate  exceeds  6  percent. 
That  would  mean  virtually  every  large  city,  since 
the  national  unemployment  level  is  well  above  that 
figure  and  it  is  generally  higher  in  urban  areas. 

Though  there  is  no  question  that  big  cities  are  in 
a  fiscal  bind  and  could  certainly  use  the  extra 
money,  we  wonder  how  far  $2  billion  spread  so 
thin  would  go  toward  solving  the  problem. 

According  to  Mayor  Kevin  White,  the 
conference  host,  more  than  a  score  of  major  cities, 
including  Boston,  are  nearing  bankruptcy.  And  San 
Francisco's  Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  opines  that  "the 
seeds  of  New  York's  problems  are  in  every 
American  City." 

If  that  is  so,  then  an  additional  $2  billion  from 
Washington-which  is  scarely  enough  to  balance 
Mayor  Beame's  books  in  Manhattan -isn't  going  to 
straighten  out  the  fiscal  affairs  of  all  of  the  nation's 
cities. 

The  federal  government,  moreover,  hasn't 
exactly  been  stingy  with  its  money  where  urban 
aid  is  concerned.  The  nation's  cities  are  already 
receiving  about  $5  billion  a  year  in  federal 
revenue-sharing  funds,  and  local  and  state 
governments  share  an  additional  $35  billion  or 
more  in  direct  federal  assistance  of  one  kind  or 
another. 

In  the  past  decade,  manna  from  Washington  to 
state  and  local  treasuries  has  more  than 
quadrupled.  But  ironically,  as  Uncle  Sam  has 
become  increasingly  generous,  the  fiscal  problems 
of  his  nieces  and  nephews  seem  to  have  grown 
worse.  And  so,  indeed,  have  his  own.  This  year  the 
federal  government  is  running  a  deficit  of  more 
than  $60  billion. 

That  raises  two  rather  obvious  questions.  First, 
will  more  manna  from  Washington  really  solve  the 
cities'  problems?  Second,  can  the  federal 
government  afford  to  give  even  more  assistance 
when  it  is  so  close  to  bankruptcy  itself? 

Maybe  it  can  and  will.  Indeed,  only  yesterday 


President  Ford  proposed  to  let  the  states  share  25 
percent  of  the  federal  government's  income  from 
gasoline  taxes-which  could  mean  a  windfall  of 
more  than  $1  billion.  Maybe  some  of  that  money 
will  trickle  down  to  the  cities  and  be  put  to  good 
use. 

But  ultimately  the  cities  are  going  to  have  to 
face  up  to  the  fact  that  they  can  no  longer  count 
on  someone  else  to  bail  them  out  of  their  financial 
troubles.  Like  other  levels  of  government,  they  are 
simply  going  to  have  to  become  more  frugal  and 
fiscally  responsible. 

For  several  decades  local  government  spending 
has  risen  much  faster  than  the  economy  has  grown, 
and  the  biggest  increases  have  been  in  the  nation's 
largest  cities.  Four  out  of  five  government  workers 
today  are  employed  by  states  and  cities,  which 
have  been  adding  employees  five  times  as  fast  as 
the  federal  government  since  1950. 

Surely  there  is  some"  room  here  for  major 
economies.  We  know  there  ought  to  be  in  Boston, 
which  is  spending  more  money  per  capita  now  than 
all  but  two  of  the  nation's  fifty  largest  cities.  The 
average  expenditure  for  those  cities,  according  to 
the  latest  available  figures,  was  $525  per  capita.  In 
Boston  it  is  $857-more  than  60  percent  higher. 

As  long  as  the  mayors  and  other  officials  of  our 
big  cities  feel  that  they  can  count  on  Uncle  Sam  to 
pick  up  a  large  and  growing  share  of  that  burden, 
they  are  likely  to  postpone  or  play  down  the  need 
for  economies  that  are  already  long  overdue.  The 
sooner  they  recognize  that  their  problems  can't  be 
solved  by  passing  the  buck  to  someone  else,  the 
better  off  we'll  all  be.

On  Friday,  July  18,  1975,  in  accord  with  an 
order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  July  14,  1975, 
your  Executive  Committee  conducted  a  public 
hearing  relative  to  the  reassignment  of  Boston 
Police  Deputy  Superintendent  Joseph  V.  Saia.

Your 
committee  respectfully  requests  that  same  be 
referred  back  to  it  for  further  consideration. 

At  the  hearing  held  by  your  committee 
testimony  supporting  the  actions  of  Deputy  Saia 
was  received  from  representatives  of  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolmens'  Association,  and  a  written 
statement  was  received  from  the  Boston  Police 
Superior    Officers'    Federation.    A    copy   of   that 


statement  is  attached  hereto.  In  addition, 
testimony  was  heard  from  several  residents  and 
businessmen  from  the  North  End,  all  this 
testimony  in  support  of  Deputy  Superintendent 
Joseph  V.  Saia,  not  only  in  regard  to  the  present 
incident,  but  attesting  to  his  long  and  dedicated 
service  to  the  citizens  of  Boston.  No  testimony  was 
offered  in  opposition  to  Deputy  Saia,  or  in  support 
of  the  actions  of  the  Police  Commissioner. 

In  accordance  with  a  motion  offered  by 
Councillor  Langone  a  summons  was  issued  to,  and 
served  upon,  Commissioner  di  Grazia,  commanding 
him  to  appear  before  your  committee  at  3  p.m. 
this  afternoon.  In  the  event  the  above-mentioned 
home  rule  petition  is  referred  to  your  committee, 
it  is  the  intention  of  your  chairman  to  move  that 
the  Police  Commissioner,  Superintendent  Jordan, 
Deputies  Saia  and  Dubois,  Gary  Hayes,  and  Phillip 
Marks  be  summonsed  to  appear  before  your 
committee,  and  to  have  with  them  records,  reports, 
and  the  like,  pertaining  to  personnel  actions  that 
would  be  affected  by  such  a  petition,  if  enacted. 

Your  committee  will  make  further  report  to  the 
Council  after  additional  hearings.

"Traffic  and  Tribute" 

There  is  something  about  a  funeral  cortege  that 
serves  as  a  reminder  to  all  of  us  that  life  at  its 
longest  is  short,  mixed  with  sadness  and  gladness, 
unfulfilled  hopes,  harsh  realities,  satisfactions,  and 
disappointments.  Sometimes  the  length  of  years 
provide  parents  with  many  a  heartache  as  things 
turn  out  much  differently  than  they  would  have 
wished  or  planned.  Death  provides  the  pause  that 
can  make  anyone  wonder  what  life  is  all  about, 
what  really  matters  in  the  final  analysis,  and  sadly, 
how  little  value  some  people  attach  to  human  life. 

Perhaps  out  of  traditional  respect  rather  than  by 
any  community  traffic  regulations  certain 
allowances  have  been  made  around  churches  and 
temples,  and  en  route  to  cemeteries,  both  for  the 
convenience  of  the  families  involved  and  the 
elimination  of  added  highway  problems  that  might 
be  created.  Drivers  are  generally  alert  to 
processional  patterns  and  take  momentary  delays 
in  good  fashion.  Call  it  politeness,  deference,  or 
whatever,  the  custom  of  giving  way  to  a  cortege 
has  some  sobering  merits  amid  the  frenzied 
circumstances  of  modern  society. 

Last  week  it  seemed  that  an  unusual  amount  of 
attention  was  given  by  police  officials  to  traffic 
details  for  the  funeral  of  a  respected  82-year-old 
woman  in  the  North  End  of  Boston.  The  large 
number  of  flower  cars  and  limousines  involved  in 
the  cortege  prompted  the  use  of  motorcycles, 
patrol  cars,  and  uniformed  officers  in 
circumstances  that  Commissioner  di  Grazia  felt 
were  embarrassing  to  the  Police  Department.  All  of 
this  resulted  in  the  deposition  of  Deputy 
Superintendent  Saia,  the  censure  of  Deputy 
Superintendent  Dubois,  and  a  flood  of  evidence 
that  traffic  details  for  funerals  in  Boston  and 
surrounding  communities  are  provided  without 
very  much  of  a  check  on  the  morals  of  the 
mourners. 

The  confusion  in  this  case,  compounded  by  the 
peremptory        disciplinary       action       of       the 


Commissioner  could  be  attributed  to  a  failure  to 
distinguish  between  tribute  and  traffic.  A  person 
does  not  have  to  be  very  long  in  this  city,  as  a 
tourist  or  as  a  hired  public  official,  to  know  the 
nature  of  the  North  End.  It  has  its  charm,  its  own 
culture,  its  social  fabric,  its  family  strengths  and 
weaknesses,  its  pride,  and  its  shame.  After  all,  what 
section  of  the  city  —  or  any  community  —  does  not 
have  the  same  record  of  human  failures  and 
achievements? 

Above  all,  the  North  End  is  concentrated  in  such 
a  small  area  and  it  still  enjoys  a  sense  of 
community  while  it  struggles  with  traffic  on  foot 
and  on  wheels.  At  best,  moving  about  the  North 
End  by  car  is  something  of  a  challenge,  and  a  long 
line  of  cars  gathered  for  a  funeral  merely 
accentuates  the  situation.  While  we  cannot  know 
all  the  information  internally  and  politically  that 
precipitated  the  action  of  Commissioner  di  Grazia 
and  his  subordinates,  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that 
an  aged  mother's  funeral  should  become  a  major 
issue  when  so  many  other  problems  enjoy 
unlicensed  freedom  in  the  city.  Maybe  in  the 
future  funeral  directors  should  provide  police 
officials  with  the  names  of  all  mourners  so  that 
they  could  be  checked  out  by  a  minister  of 
morality.

Thank  you  for  your  invitation  to  attend  the 
hearing  before  the  Boston  City  Council  relative  to 
the  reinstatement  of  Joseph  V.  Saia  to  his 
command  post  in  Area  B  in  the  Boston  Police 
Department. 

The  Boston  Police  Superior  Officers  Federation, 
representing  all  of  the  sergeants,  lieutenants,  and 
captains  in  the  City  of  Boston  Police  Department, 
wishes  to  be  strongly  recorded  in  favor  of  the 
deputy  superintendent's  reinstatement. 

Deputy  Superintendent  Saia  has  an  unblemished 
record  of  thirty-three  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
the  Boston  Police  Department  and,  most 
particularly,  over  the  last  ten  years  has  been 
assigned  to  command  positions  in  every 
confrontation  across  the  city.  Deputy 
Superintendent  Saia  is  a  charter  member  and 
founder  of  our  organization  and  was  the  backbone 
of  its  existence  in  its  early  days. 

Because  of  the  rules  of  collective  bargaining  he 
no  longer  retains  a  full  membership  but  continues 
as  an  associate  member.  We  feel  that  this  transfer  is 
based  upon  an  overreaction  to  incomplete 
information  by  the  Police  Commissioner. 

The  actions  taken  by  Deputy  Superintendent 
Saia  in  this  situation  were  responsible  and  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  lives  and  safety  of  the 
residents  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  deputy  acted 
with  authority  and  carried  out  that  authority  with 
competence. 

Our  Federation  hopes  that  in  making  your 
deliberations  in   this   matter   you  will   take   into 
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account  what  effect  an  adverse  decision  would 
have  on  the  already  debilitated  morale  of  our 
members. 

In  closing  we  again  repeat  our  support  of  a 
reinstatement  for  Deputy  Superintendent  Saia  and 
would  hope  that  your  Body  will  do  so  with  due 
dispatch.

'Traffic  and  Tribute" 

There  is  something  about  a  funeral  cortege  that 
serves  as  a  reminder  to  all  of  us  that  life  at  its 
longest  is  short,  mixed  with  sadness  and  gladness, 
unfulfilled  hopes,  harsh  realities,  satisfactions,  and 
disappointments.  Sometimes  the  length  of  years 
provide  parents  with  many  a  heartache  as  things 
turn  out  much  differently  than  they  would  have 
wished  or  planned.  Death  provides  the  pause  that 
can  make  anyone  wonder  what  life  is  all  about, 
what  really  matters  in  the  final  analysis,  and  sadly, 
how  little  value  some  people  attach  to  human  life. 

Perhaps  out  of  traditional  respect  rather  than  by 
any  community  traffic  regulations  certain 
allowances  have  been  made  around  churches  and 
temples,  and  en  route  to  cemeteries,  both  for  the 
convenience  of  the  families  involved  and  the* 
elimination  of  added  highway  problems  that  might 
be  created.  Drivers  are  generally  alert  to 
processional  patterns  and  take  momentary  delays 
in  good  fashion.  Call  it  politeness,  deference,  or 
whatever,  the  custom  of  giving  way  to  a  cortege 
has  some  sobering  merits  amid  the  frenzied 
circumstances  of  modern  society. 


Last  week  it  seemed  that  an  unusual  amount  of 
attention  was  given  by  police  officials  to  traffic 
details  for  the  funeral  of  a  respected  82-year-old 
woman  in  the  North  End  of  Boston.  The  large 
number  of  flower  cars  and  limousines  involved  in 
the  cortege  prompted  the  use  of  motorcycles, 
patrol  cars,  and  uniformed  officers  in 
circumstances  that  Commissioner  di  Grazia  felt 
were  embarrassing  to  the  Police  Department.  All  of 
this  resulted  in  the  deposition  of  Deputy 
Superintendent  Saia,  the  censure  of  Deputy 
Superintendent  Dubois,  and  a  flood  of  evidence 
that  traffic  details  for  funerals  in  Boston  and 
surrounding  communities  are  provided  without 
very  much  of  a  check  on  the  morals  of  the 
mourners. 

The  confusion  in  this  case,  compounded  by  the 
peremptory  disciplinary  action  of  the 
Commissioner  could  be  attributed  to  a  failure  to 
distinguish  between  tribute  and  traffic.  A  person 
does  not  have  to  be  very  long  in  this  city,  as  a 
tourist  or  as  a  hired  public  official,  to  know  the 
nature  of  the  North  End.  It  has  its  charm,  its  own 
culture,  its  social  fabric,  its  family  strengths  and 
weaknesses,  its  pride,  and  its  shame.  After  all,  what 
section  of  the  city— or  any  community—  does  not 
have  the  same  record  of  human  failures  and 
achievements? 

Above  all,  the  North  End  is  concentrated  in  such 
a  small  area  and  it  still  enjoys  a  sense  of 
community  while  it  struggles  with  traffic  on  foot 
and  on  wheels.  At  best,  moving  about  the  North 
End  by  car  is  something  of  a  challenge,  and  a  long 
line  of  cars  gathered  for  a  funeral  merely 
accentuates  the  situation.  While  we  cannot  know 
all  the  information  internally  and  politically  that 
precipitated  the  action  of  Commissioner  di  Grazia 
and  his  subordinates,  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that 
an  aged  mother's  funeral  should  become  a  major' 
issue  when  so  many  other  problems  enjoy 
unlicensed  freedom  in  the  city.  Maybe  in  the 
future  funeral  directors  should  provide  police 
officials  with  the  names  of  all  mourners  so  that 
they  could  be  checked  out  by  a  minister  of 
morality.

Relative  to  Residency  Requirements. 
Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

My  reply  to  the  City  Council  request  for 
information  of  June  9,  1975,  follows 

Question  1.  May  the  City  of  Boston  impose  a 
residency  requirement  on  new  employees  of  the 
city  by  ordinance,  or  is  a  change  in  state  law 
necessary? 

Question      2.  Would      different      modes      of 
legislation    be    necessitated    to    affect    new   Civil 
Service  employees,  new  employees  of  the  city,  and 
new  employees  of  the  School  Department? 
Recent  Developments 

A  review  of  recent  developments  in  respect  to 
Civil  Service  residency  requirements  is  helpful  to 
an  understanding  of  the  answers  to  these  questions. 

General  Laws,  chapter  31,  section  8  (see  also  8B 
and  16),  mandates  that  civil  service  employees 
reside  within  the  city  or  town  in  which  they  work. 
Rule  4  of  the  Civil  Service  Rules  states  that  the 
residency  period  be  six  months  prior  to  application 
for  work. 

By  letter  of  November,  1972,  and  April,  1973, 
Attorney  General  Quinn  ruled  these  and  other 
residency  requirements  were  unconstitutional.  The 
Legislature,  however,  did  not  repeal  the  residency 
requirement  of  G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  8,  but,  in  fact 
amended  the  statute  in  other  respects  in  both  1973 
and  1974.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  has 
adopted  no  new  rules,  and  still  provides  a  copy  as 
its  official  rules  containing  the  previously  referred 
to  Rule  4.  Civil  Service  has,  however,  changed  its 
examination  notice,  which  previous  to  Attorney 
General  Quinn's  opinion  stated  "Applicants  for  the 
service  of  a  city  must  also  have  domiciled  in  the 
city  in  which  they  seek  service  for  six  months  next 
preceding  the  date  of  filing  application." 

Next,  in  June  of  1974,  in  Milton  v.  Civil  Service 
Commission,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1974)  843,  312  N.E. 
2d  188,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  stated  that 
Attorney  General  Quinn  was  wrong  in  respect  to 
police.  Specifically  the  court  held  that  St.  1972,  c. 
226,  G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  48A  (since  amended  in  other 
respects),  requiring  that  Civil  Service  certify  the 


names  of  resident  policemen  ahead  of  nonresident, 
was  constitutional  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  should  comply.  The  court  also  stated 
that  the  so-called  compelling  state  interest  test 
was  not  applicable  in  reviewing  the  residency 
requirement.  In  reviewing  the  constitutionality  of 
legislation  a  court  can  apply  either  the  compelling 
interest  or  rational  basis  test.  With  respect  to  the 
former,  the  state,  where  it  enacts  legislation 
burdening  or  infringing  a  constitutional  right,  must 
show  a  compelling  reason  for  the  statute.  In  the 
latter,  where  the  burden  on  a  constitutional  right  is 
trivial,  the  statute  carries  with  it  a  "subsidiary 
presumption  of  constitutionality  and  'any 
reasonably  conceivable  set  of  facts'  is  sufficient  to 
justify  it."  Milton  v.  Civil  Service  Commission, 
supra,  at  849.  Thus,  it  is  our  view  that  by  holding 
the  compelling  interest  test  inapplicable  to 
residency  requirements  for  police,  it  is  more 
probable  than  not  that  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
would  do  so  for  other  similar  residency 
requirements  such  as  G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  8,  as 
interpreted  and  implemented  by  Civil  Service  Rule 
4.  If  so,  it  is  fairly  easy  to  conceive  of  a  set  of  facts 
to  justify  such  a  requirement. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  is  not  of  this  view. 
It  only  enforces  the  statutory  residency 
requirement  for  police  and  firemen,  considers 
Attorney  General  Quinn's  opinions  binding  on  it 
relative  to  the  other  statutes,  and  as  of  this  date 
does  not  plan  to  ask  the  present  Attorney  General 
to  review  the  constitutionality  of  these  other 
requirements  in  light  of  Milton  v.  Civil  Service 
Commission,  supra. 

Federal  decisional  law  threatens  to  further 
muddle  the  status  of  residency  requirements,  but 
to  date  has  not.  Director  of  Civil  Service 
Commission  v.  Milton,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1974) 
2309,  320  N.E.  2d  883. 

Question  1 

If  the  City  Council  wishes  new  employees  of  the 
city  to  be  residents,  the  appropriate  course  for  it  to 
take  is  to  pass  an  order  -  not  an  ordinance  - 
requesting  the  Mayor  to  cause  the  city  to  comply 
with  G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  8,  and  Rule  4  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  Rules  (attached).  An 
ordinance  would  be  best  redundant  of  G.  L.  c.  31, 
s.  8,  and  would  probably  further  complicate 
existing  residency  requirements. 
Question  2 

"New  Civil  Service  employees"  would  have  to  be 
residents  if  G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  8,  and  Civil  Service  Rule 
4  were  enforced  (see  above).  An  ordinance  would 
be  the  proper  way  to  require  "New  employees  of 
the  city"  to  be  residents,  if  such  employees  are  not 
already  in  the  reach  of  Ord.  1974,  c.  11  (City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ord.,  Title  5,s.  101),  or  not  subject  to 
Civil  Service,  and  not  otherwise  exempted  from  the 
effect  of  such  an  ordinance  (e.g.  St.  1924,  c.  479, 
s.  3,  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.,  Title  2,  s.  7).  For 
the  Council  to  impose  residency  requirements  on 
"new  employees  of  the  School  Department"  would 
require  substantial  changes  in  the  General  Laws 
and  the  city's  charter  (e.g.,  teachers  are  exempt 
from  Civil  Service,  G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  8,  and  the  city's 
charter  and  state  law  give  exclusive  control  of  the 
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schools  to  the  School  Committee,  City  of  Boston 
Code,  St.,  Title  15,  s.  4,  and  cross  references, 
particularly  G.  L.  c.  43,  s.  33).  "New  employees  of 
the  School  Department"  filling  those  School 
Department  positions  subject  to  Civil  Service 
would  have  to  be  residents,  of  course,  if  G.  L.  c. 
31,  s.  8,  were  enforced.

G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  8  -  Notice  of 

Examination;  Posting;  Promotions  to 

Be  Posted;  Promotional  Bulletins. 

(a)  Official  Service.  The  administrator  shall 
prepare  notices  of  all  open  competitive 
examinations  and  send  them  to  the  clerks  of  the 
several  cities  and  towns  having  persons  domiciled 
therein  who  may  be  eligible  to  apply  for  said 
examinations,  who  shall  cause  all  notices  sent  them 
to  be  posted  in  the  city  and  town  halls,  and  other 
conspicuous  places  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
final  date  for  filing  applications  therefor.  There 
shall  be  so  posted  not  less  than  five  of  such  notices 
in  every  such  town,  except  in  towns  of  less  than 
twenty-five  hundred  population,  where  two  such 
notices  shall  be  posted,  and  not  less  than 
twenty-five  in  every  such  city,  including  one  in 
each  ward.  The  clerks  of  said  cities  and  towns  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  administrator,  at 
such  time  as  he  may  determine,  certifying  that  all 
such  announcements  have  been  so  posted  and 
setting  forth  such  detail  relative  to  the  time  and 
place  of  posting  as  the  administrator  shall  require. 
The  administrator  may  require  additional  posting 
or  may  modify  the  preceding  requirements  as  he 
determines  local  conditions  warrant.  Such 
modification  may  include  provisions  for  making 
the  announcements  available  to  the  public  during 
the  required  periods  of  posting  in  loose-leaf 
notebooks  or  other  form  in  lieu  of  actual  posting 
on  bulletin  boards,  as  the  administrator  determines 
necessary  and  advisable.  The  administrator  shall 
cause  copies  of  such  notices  to  be  posted  at  similar 
times  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  office  of  the 
division. 

Civil  Service  Commission 
Rule  4  —  Qualifications. 

An  applicant  at  the  time  of  filing  application  for 
any  office  or  position  to  which  these  rules  apply 
must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  has 
domiciled  in  the  Commonwealth  for  one  year  next 
preceding  the  date  of  filing  his  application.  An 
applicant  for  an  office  or  position  in  the  service  of 
a  city  must  also  have  domiciled  in  the  city  in  which 
he  seeks  service  for  six  months  next  preceding  the 
date  of  filing  his  application.  The  Director  may 
waive  the  restrictions  of  domicile  when  in  his 
opinion  the  needs  of  the  public  service  may  so 
require.  If  domicile  is  waived  in  any  examination, 
it  must  be  waived  for  all  applicants  who  request 
such  waiver,  and  information  regarding  the  waiver, 
if  any,  must  be  stated  in  the  notice  of  the 
examination.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1973-74  OF  COORDI- 
NATING COUNCIL  ON  DRUG  ABUSE

Report  for  1973-74 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse 

I.  Background 

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  was 
created  by  ordinance  passed  in  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  December  29,  1969,  and  signed  by 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  January  19,  1970.  The 
ordinance  established  a  twenty-one-member  board 
which  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  to  "coordi- 
nate to  the  fullest  possible  extent  the  work  of  all 
public  and  private  agencies  dealing  with  drug 
abuse;  to  effect  an  ongoing  dialogue,  ah  exchange 
of  views  between  such  agencies;  to  conduct  either 
independently  or  in  conjunction  with  the  school 
committee  of  the  city  such  drug  education  pro- 
grams as  said  Council  deems  advisable;  to  conduct 
studies,  investigations,  and  research  into  the  source 
and  use  of  harmful  and  narcotic  drugs.  .  .  ;  to 
pursue  a  course  of  action  to  insure  that  all  laws 
governing  the  sale,  possession,  and  use  of  both 
harmful  and  narcotic  drugs  are  fully  enforced;  and, 
by  the  use  of  such  media  of  communications  as 
said  Council  from  time  to  time  deems  appropriate, 
to  keep  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  informed  re- 
specting the  use  of  both  harmful  and  narcotic 
drugs." 

Of  the  twenty-one  Council  members,  the  Police 
Commissioner,  the  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner, Corporation  Counsel,  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  and  Chairman  of  Youth 
Activities  Commission  or  their  respective  designees 
are  ex-officio  members.  The  ordinance  stipulates 
that  at  least  two  of  the  remaining  members  shall  be 
doctors  or  psychologists.

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  during 
1973-74  enhanced  its  role  as  an  advisor  to  the 
Mayor  on  critical  issues.  The  Council  continued  al- 
so to  focus  its  attention  upon  the  need  to  inform 
and  educate  the  general  public  regarding  the  dan- 
gers of  drugs  (including  alcohol)  and  the  extent  of 
their  use  in  Boston. 

Three  main  areas  concerned  the  Council  during 
1973:  (a)  Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street  Crime 
(TASC)  grant  proposals,  (b)  Client  Oriented  Data 
Acquisition  Process  (CODAP),  and  (c)  requests 
from  the  Mayor  seeking  advice  on  the  continuation 
of  the  city's  role  in  the  delivery  of  drug  treatment 
services. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  the 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  a  federal 
grant  from  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health 
in  the  amount  of  $738,000  was  received  for  a 
Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street  Crime/Adult 
(TASC/A)  project.  This  project's  intent  was  to  di- 
vert drug-dependent  adults  who  have  come  in  con- 
tact with  the  criminal  justice  system  on  a  district 
court  level  (those  individuals  who  have  committed 
a  crime  of  a  misdemeanor  nature  or  less)  and  divert 
those  individuals  through  a  series  of  referral  mech- 
anisms to  drug  treatment  programs  within  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  grant  was  awarded  by  the  Special 
Action  Office  for  Drug  Abuse  Prevention 
(SAODAP),  and  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse  took  on  an  advisory  role  to  the  TASC  plan- 
ning system.  The  city  also  received  a  $1,200,000 
grant  from  the  National  Institute  of  Drug  Abuse 
(NIMH)  for  a  Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street 
Crime/Juvenile  (TASC/J)  project  which  was  admin- 
fstered  by  the  city's  Youth  Activities  Commission. 
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Both  the  state  and  the  federal  governments 
placed  conditions  on  the  acceptance  of  the  funds 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  During  the  summer  of  1973 
the  Coordinating  Council  became  an  advisor  to 
both  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Youth  Activities 
Commission.  With  the  aid  of  numerous  drug  agen- 
cies the  Council  satisfactorily  addressed  those  con- 
ditions so  that  by  December,  1973,  funds  were  be- 
ginning to  be  received  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
planning  and  operation  phases  of  both  federal 
projects. 

The  issue  of  confidentiality  of  patients'  records 
again  came  before  the  Council  in  1973.  This  time  it 
took  the  form  of  the  federal  government's  in- 
sistence that  Boston  participate  in  "Client  Oriented 
Data  Acquisition  Process"  as  part  of  its  Treatment 
Alternative  to  Street  Crime  grants.  Through  the  ve- 
hicle of  its  Legal  Committee  and  its  Treatment 
Committee,  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse  invited  and  received  participation  and  advice 
from  numerous  legal,  medical,  and  technical  ex- 
perts as  well  as  many  community  leaders  and  or- 
ganizations. Members  of  the  Council  and  its  staff 
met  with  representatives  of  the  National  Institute 
of  Mental  Health  and  the  President's  Special  Ac- 
tion Office.  They  studied  the  CODAP  system 
thoroughly,  and  the  result  was  their  strong  and 
unanimous  feeling  that  the  City  of  Boston  should 
not  participate  in  the  CODAP  system  as  it  was 
presently  constituted  because  the  system  violated 
the  clients'  rights  of  confidentiality.  They  would 
not  tolerate  conditioning  receipt  of  funds  at  the 
risk  of  the  patients'  rights.  The  Coordinating  Coun- 
cil on  Drug  Abuse  recommended  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  Youth  Activities  Commission  that  they  for- 
mally communicate  the  principles  set  forth  in  the 
recommendation  to  federal  agencies  and  members 
of  Congress  in  conjunction  with  their  rejection  of 
CODAP  participation  at  this  time.  They  advised 
further  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Youth  Activities 
Commission  take  such  legal  and  political  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  secure  funding  of  the  Boston 
Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street  Crime  system  pro- 
posals. It  was  felt  by  conditioning  the  provision  of 
needed  services  on  individual  and  program  partici- 
pation in  national  data  collection  system  the 
federal  government  through  the  CODAP  system  ex- 
ploited basic  human  needs.  Such  conditioning 
would  further  jeopardize  essential  treatment  rela- 
tionships between  individual  clients  and  staff  in 
treatment  programs. 

The  Mayor,  upon  the  advice  of  the  Coordinating 
Council,  sent  the  appropriate  message  to 
Washington  stating  that  the  city  would  reject  the 
federal  funds  for  both  TASC  projects  if  the 
CODAP  system  was  part  of  the  grants.  In 
November  of  1973  the  city  received  information 
from  Washington  which  stated  that  the  Boston 
TASC  programs  would  not  have  to  participate  in 
the  CODAP  system.  Thus  the  road  was  opened  to 
allow  the  TASC  programs  to  become  operational 
during  late  1973  and  early  1974. 

In  October  of  1973  the  Mayor  requested  that 
the  Coordinating  Council  review  the  city's  role  and 
performance  in  the  area  of  drug  treatment  pro- 


grams. He  wished  the  Council  to  look  at  the  ap- 
propriate city  role  in  the  provision  and/or  sponsor- 
ship of  treatment  services,  at  the  acceptable  models 
for  program  capacity  and  design,  and  at  the  rela- 
tionships between  drug  treatment  programs  and 
other  entities.  Could  they  be  improved  and 
strengthened  and,  finally,  were  there  areas  for  im- 
provement in  program  management?  The  Council 
took  these  matters  under  advisement  and  as  1973 
drew  to  a  close  they  began  to  design  a  mechanism 
to  address  those  issues.  There  were  a  number  of 
discussions  between  the  Division  of  Drug  Reha- 
bilitation, the  state's  drug  agency,  and  the  Coordi- 
nating Council,  as  well  as  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  which  operates  the  City  of 
Boston's  drug  treatment  programs. 

The  Mayor  requested  through  a  memorandum 
that  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  be- 
come the  focal  point  for  funding  proposals  that  are 
submitted  by  various  city  departments.  He  further 
stated  that  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Coordi- 
nating Council  be  notified  as  to  the  extent  and 
purpose  of  proposals  that  are  being  suggested.  The 
Council  would  not  review  and  comment  on  such 
proposals  but  rather  note  their  existence  so  that 
they  could  coordinate  future  activities. 

The  Coordinating  Council  also  continued  its  role 
as  a  provider  of  "seed  money"  to  programs  during 
1973  and  1974.  A  contract  was  awarded  to  Catho- 
lic Charities  in  the  amount  of  $2,000  to  aid  in  the 
operation  of  a  summer  youth  hostel  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  in  January  of  1974  another  $2,000 
was  awarded  to  the  Shelter  for  Life  Emergency  and 
Employment  Problems,  Inc.  (SLEEP,  Inc.).  The 
award  to  SLEEP,  Inc.,  represented  initial  financial 
support  for  a  program  that  would  provide  counsel- 
ing for  employment  and  other  life  support  services 
in  addition  to  offering  a  three-day  emergency  room 
and  board  for  young  men  and  women  eighteen 
through  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

In  a  follow  up  to  the  Mayor's  request  to  the 
Coordinating  Council  from  the  previous  October, 
regarding  the  delivery  of  services  and  the  city's 
role,  a  report  was  formulated  for  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Coordinating  Council.  The  Coor- 
dinating Council  was  proceeding  in  its  statutory 
role  as  advisory  panel  to  the  Mayor.  The  report  was 
formulated  after  discussions  with  personnel  of  the 
drug  treatment  program  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  and  others  as  part  of  an  open 
process.  It  was  pointed  Out  that  the  resolution  it- 
self would  not  bring  about  the  programmatic 
changes  indicated  in  the  proposal  but  that  the  De- 
partment of  Health  and  Hospitals  would  be  free  to 
pursue  that  issue  further,  as  an  in-house  study,  if 
they  agreed  that  it  offered  a  serious  option.  The 
study  itself  dealt  with  theoretical  considerations, 
while  the  department  and  the  trustees  would  have 
to  address  the  pragmatic  issues. 

It  was  resolved  from  the  report  that  the  Coor- 
dinating Council  on  Drug  Abuse  should  recom- 
mend to  the  Mayor  in  response  to  his  letter  of 
October  15,  1973,  that  the  City  of  Boston  sponsor, 
rather  than  directly  provide,  drug  treatment 
services,  and  that  a  contracting  mechanism  with 
private  agencies  be  designed  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
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plementing  this  policy;  that  this  recommendation 
and  supporting  material  be  forwarded  to  the 
Mayor,  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
and  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Health  and-Hospitals  for  their  consideration.  The 
understanding  was  that  the  implementation  would 
be  left  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
and  that  the  force  of  the  resolution  was  to  stimu- 
late further  discussion  of  this  alternative  rather 
than  to  require  its  adoption. 

The  Treatment  Committee  of  the  Council  during 
1973  and  1974  continued  to  be  an  open  forum  for 
all  treatment  modalities.  Discussion  centered  on 
poly  drug  use,  use  of  barbiturates,  and  the  effect  of 
New  York  State  drug  law  on  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  as  well  as  an  update  on  new  drugs 
that  were  being  utilized  in  the  "streets."  The  Coun- 
cil noted  that  in  September  of  1974  the  federal 
administration  had  stated  that  the  "corner  had 
been  turned  on  heroin  abuse"  and  that  the  drug 
problem  was  being  reduced.  It  was  the  feeling  of 
the  members  of  the  Treatment  Committee  and  of 
the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  that  just 
the  opposite  was  true.  The  Treatment  Committee 
continued  its  monthly  meetings  designed  to  inform 
the  membership  of  relevant  issues  and  to 
strengthen  the  cooperation  among  agencies  work- 
ing to  rehabilitate  drug-dependent  persons. 

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  dis- 
tributed over  50,000  pieces  of  drug  literature  to 
the  citizens  of  the  city  in  a  continuing  effort 
toward  drug  prevention.  Members  of  the  Council 
spoke  to  numerous  agencies,  citizen  groups,  and 
schoolchildren  on  the  dangers  of  the  abuse  of  alco- 
hol and  drugs.  Requests  for  films  and  speakers  in- 
creased over  previous  years. 

As  fiscal  year  1974  drew  to  a  close  the  Coordi- 
nating Council  felt  that,  overall,  drug  abuse  was 
unfortunately  becoming  more  prevalent  despite 
local  efforts.  Treatment  programs  throughout  the 
city  had  begun  to  coordinate  their  efforts  so  that 
effective  treatment  was  in  many  respects  being  pro- 
vided for  those  seeking  that  service.  The  federal 
government  continued,  however,  to  deemphasize 
the  drug  issue  even  though  indicators  from  cities 
across  the  nation  were  showing  an  increase  in 
usage.  The  Coordinating  Council  on  many  oc- 
casions indicated  their  displeasure  with  administra- 
tion policies.

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  resolution 
(referred  May  12)  approving  industrial  develop- 
ment project  for  Bellesteel  Industries,  Inc.  -  re- 
commending that  the  resolution  ought  to  pass  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  An  industrial  development  project  is 
proposed  for  the  City  of  Boston  by  Bellesteel  In- 
dustries, Inc.  (the  "Company"),  a  corporation 
doing  business  at  150  McClellan  Highway,  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  induce  employment  and 
create  jobs  both  directly  and  indirectly,  the  City  of 
Boston,  acting  by  and  through  the  Boston  In- 
dustrial Development  Financing  Authority,  pro- 
poses implementation  of  this  project,  consisting 
generally  of  the  following:  acquisition  and  con- 
struction of  certain  facilities  for  use  in  connection 
with  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  steel  and 
aluminum  blanks  and  the  processing  of  steel  and 
aluminum  coils,  including  the  construction  of  a 
building  which  will  contain  approximately  10,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space  and  will  be  used  for  in- 
ventory receiving  and  warehousing  and  for  ex- 
pediting processed  material,  and  the  construction 
of  a  building  or  addition  which  will  contain  ap- 
proximately 4,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  to  be 
used  for  office  space,  which  buildings  will  be  lo- 
cated on  the  premises  commonly  known  and  num- 
bered as  150  McClellan  Highway,  and  consisting  of 
approximately  two  acres  of  land  with  the  buildings 
and  improvements  thereon,  and  the  acquisition  and 
installation  of  equipment,  including  related  renova- 
tion of  an  existing  building  containing  approxi- 
mately 12,000  square  feet  on  said  premises;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Industrial  Development 
and  Financing  Authority  proposes  to  acquire  the 
above  facilities  and  lease  back  to  Bellesteel  In- 
dustries; and 

Whereas,  This  industrial  development  project 
will  provide  a  projected  increase  in  employment 
from  twenty-nine  to  forty,  as  well  as  provide  for 
the  long-term  growth  of  the  company  and  thus  fu- 
ture job  creation  both  directly  at  the  company  and 
indirectly  to  Boston  firms  which  service  the  com- 
pany, and  Bellesteel  Industries  will  endeavor  to  em- 
ploy Boston  residents  in  new  positions  created;  and 

Whereas,  The  company  has  demonstrated  its  fis- 
cal stability  and  growth  in  the  past  and  is  projected 
to  increase  its  direct  annual  payroll  from  $630,000 
to  $740,000;  and 

Whereas,  The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  de- 
scribed above  is  not  more  than  $875,000  (all  items 
of  project  cost  in  excess  of  $775,000  having  been 
or  to  be  financed  by  the  company  other  than  by 
the  issue  of  industrial  development  bonds),  and 
may  be  financed  by  industrial  revenue  bonds, 
thereby  providing  tax-free  (federal  and  state)  in- 
terest to  purchasers  of  the  bonds,  and  therefore 
lower  interest  costs  to  the  company;  and 

Whereas,  The  financing  of  the  project  by' the 
Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing  Au- 
thority under  provisions  of  chapter  40D  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  as  amended  appears 
feasible;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston  approves  the 
industrial  development  project  described  above, 
the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and  the  financing,  for 
Bellesteel  Industries,  Inc.,  by  the  issue  of  not  more 
than  $775,000  industrial  revenue  bonds  pursuant 
to  chapter  40D  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
as  amended,  provided  that  such  bonds  do  not  con- 
stitute a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  resolution  in  the 
new  draft  was  adopted.

3.  That  the  order  of  the  Council  adopted  rela- 
tive to  Joseph  V.  Saia  on  July  14,  1975,  ought  to 
be  affirmed. 

4.  That  the  action  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
in  impounding  reports  relative  to  incidents  in  the 
North  End  on  July  10,  1975,  and  in  ordering  his 
command  staff  not  to  testify,  not  only  frustrated 
your  committee's  deliberations  and  defeated  the 
public's  right  to  know  the  workings  of  public  of- 
fices, but  also  deprived  a  dedicated  public  official, 
Deputy  Saia,  of  his  opportunity  to  have  the  facts 


concerning   this   incident  aired,  in  order  that  he 
might  be  cleared  of  charges  publicly  made. 

5.  That  the  reports  relative  to  incidents  in  the 
North  End  on  July  10,  1975,  ought  to  be  released. 

6.  That  the  City  Council  ought  to  continue  its 
efforts  to  cause  the  reinstatement  of  Deputy 
Joseph  V.  Saia. 

7.  That  the  home  rule  petition  referred  June  21, 
1975,  Docket  No.  2457y  relative  to  appeals  of  per- 
sonnel actions  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Minority  Report  of  Councillor  Langone 
Coun.  LANGONE:  This  is  a  minority  report  of  one 
member,  Councillor  Frederick  C.  Langone,  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee.  The  report  of  the  majority 
is  good,  and  I  certainly  congratulate  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  for  it  as  far  as  it  went,  but  it 
didn't  go  far  enough. 

There  were  matters  which  were  taken  up  in  the 
committee  which  would  implement  and  strengthen 
the  position  of  the  City  Council  in  this  matter 
which  were  not  recommended  in  the  committee 
report. 

On  July  18,  1975,  and  I  read  this  from  the  ad- 
denda given  by  the  chairman,  and  I  shall  provide 
copies  to  the  secretary. 

"At  the  Executive  Meeting  held  this  day  the  fol- 
lowing vote  took  place  on  the  following  motion  by 
Councillor  O'Neil: 

"Moved,  That  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  withhold  any  and  all  monies  requested  by 
this  administration  until  Commissioner  Robert  J. 
di  Grazia  appears  before  the  Executive  Committee 
with  a  full  explanation  as  to  why  Deputy  Joseph 
Saia  was  transferred  from  his  area  command;  and 
be  it  further 

"Moved,  That  on  his  failure  to  appear,  this 
Council  demand  his  resignation." 

Then  it  indicates  the  vote.  The  vote,  as  you 
know,  was  eight  to  one. 

This  is  perhaps  the  most  effective  step  that  your 
City  Council  Executive  Committee  can  take,  the 
implementation  of  this  particular  motion,  in  that 
we  have  no  recourse  on  the  course  recommended 
by  the  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

A  home  rule  petition  is  meaningless,  as  stated  by 
the  chairman.  The  Mayor  might  veto  it  or  not  sign 
it  and  just  let  it  lie  dormant.  Secondly,  it  could  be 
defeated  in  the  Legislature,  or  it  could  be  vetoed 
by  the  Governor,  if  all  the  previous  steps  are  suc- 
cessful, leaving  this  entire  question  in  midair,  com- 
pletely unresolved,  until  some  other  crisis  comes 
before  this  City  Council,  and  then  would  start  the 
same  gymnastics  that  appeared  in  this  present  case. 

The  minority  report  recommends  that  in  order 
for  the  majority  report  to  be  effective  we  include 
and  we  adopt  this  motion  and  also  two  other  steps 
that  were  taken  by  the  committee  which  have  not 
been  reported  out  which  call  for  more  effective 
action  than  what  has  been  recommended  by  the 
committee,  namely,  the  unanswered  summons  by 
the  Police  Commissioner,  the  failure  to  appear  be- 
fore the  City  Council  when  summonsed  under 
chapter  233,  section  8,  relative  to  an  order  placed 
by  Mrs.  Hicks  in  the  Council,  which  was  passed  and 
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which  the  Corporation  Counsel  ruled  was  a  matter 
not  properly  before  the  Council  under  section  8, 
chapter  233. 

This  ruling,  whether  or  not  it  was  accepted,  was 
contradicted  at  the  hearing  last  Thursday  evening 
by  our  two  counsel  which  the  City  Council  voted 
to  hire,  namely,  former  City  Councillor  Gabriel  F. 
Piemonte  and  former  Corporation  Counsel  J.  J. 
Sullivan.  They  ruled  that  the  City  Council  had  the 
right  to  proceed  and  to  ask  questions. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  Council  does  not  ac- 
cept a  minority  report,  this  entire  issue,  if  not 
acted  upon  by  the  Mayor,  by  the  Legislature,  by 
the  Governor,  will  go  unanswered.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  City  Council  take  all  the  steps  to  insure 
that  in  the  future  the  various  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Boston  do  appear  here  before  the  City 
Council  and  answer  questions  relative  to  matters 
which  are  properly  before  the  Council. 

The  question  of  Councillor  Tierney's  motion  un- 
der chapter  17F  of  the  charter  is  not  recommended 
here,  that  we  go  forward  with  summonsing  the 
Police  Commissioner  under  chapter  17F. 

This  matter  is  too  important  in  the  overall 
question  -  not  completely  ignoring  the  Saia  matter 
-  but  in  other  matters  before  the  City  Council 
when  it  has  requested  the  attendance  of  commis- 
sioners on  matters  which  were  before  the  Council. 

In  the  last  eleven  or  twelve  years  that  I  have 
been  here  we  have  had  too  many  occasions  where 
the  Corporation  Counsel  would  come  down  in 
place  of  a  commissioner  and  state  that  the  commis- 
sioner did  not  want  to  come  and  that  his 
attendance  was  not  necessary  since  the  matter  was 
not  properly  before  the  Council. 

What  the  chairman  states  in  his  verbal  testimony 
is  correct,  that  this  is  a  matter  of  great  importance, 
that  at  all  times  the  City  Council,  in  order  to  be 
effective,  must  have  answers  to  questions  of  great 
importance  which  might  arise  before  the  City 
Council  and  be  to  the  public  interest. 

We  must  pursue  all  the  courses  of  action  left 
open  to  the  Council.  We  must  pursue  the  court 
case  which  has  not  been  recommended  in  the 
majority  opinion  under  chapter  233,  section  8.  We 
must  determine  once  and  for  all  whether  or  not  the 
City  Council  does  have  the  right  to  have  him  ap- 
pear before  the  City  Council. 

All  these  questions  should  and  must  be 
answered.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  minority  report 
not  to  whitewash  some  of  the  issues  and  highlight 
an  issue  which  is  very  questionable  as  to  its  pas- 
sage. 

If  we  are  to  retain  the  confidence  of  the  people 
in  this  body  -  and  it  has  been  described  in  many, 
many  cases  by  even  some  of  the  present  members 
as  a  weak  Council  -  then  this  is  the  time  to  show 
our  strength,  not  to  just  whitewash  the  Saia  affair 
or  whitewash  as  we  have  in  the  past  when  commis- 
sioners refused  and  failed  to  appear  on  important 
questions. 

This  matter  should  be  followed.  This  matter  will 
be  followed.  We  have  the  ability  now.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  has  authorized  us  to  hire  and 
to  retain  two  very  competent  counsel,  a  former 
Corporation  Counsel  of  this  City  and  a  former  City 


Councillor  with  over  twenty  years  of  service.  Their 
opinion  is  valued  by  myself,  and  I'm  sure  by  the 
members  of  this  Council,  and  they  feel  that  this 
matter  can  be  successfully  pursued  in  the  courts 
and  have  an  adjudication. 

I  fail  to  see  why  the  majority  report  of  this  com- 
mittee did  not  include  these  two  steps  that  have 
been  recommended.  Secondly,  the  Council's  main 
power  is  the  power  to  appropriate.  When  we  fail  to 
exert  that  appropriation  power,  we  are  truly  admit- 
ting that  we  are  weak,  but  we  are  not  weak  because 
of  the  law;  we  are  weak  because  of  individuals, 
because  of  our  lack  of  fortitude,  our  lack  of  per- 
sonal conviction  to  say  to  the  Mayor  "You  are  not 
going  to  get  any  money  until  you  do  exactly  what 
you  are  legally  asked  to  do,  namely,  to  force  Com- 
missioner di  Grazia  to  come  here  and  sit  in  this 
chamber  and  answer  questions." 

When  Mr.  Saia  did  not  give  the  order  for  the 
escort  at  the  funeral,  who  gave  the  order?  Who  was 
responsible  for  bringing  disgrace  and  disrepute  on 
the  Police  Department?  Who  in  Headquarters  did 
this? 

When  we  fail  to  do  that  today,  if  we  did,  I  say 
then  we  are  a  weak  body,  but  no  vote  of  mine  will 
enforce  the  weakness  and  the  pandering  of  any 
commissioner  in  this  City  Council. 

Today  we  must  stand  up.  Today  we  must  stand 
up  -  not  tomorrow.  And  the  subterfuge  that  is 
being  used  is  that  there  will  be  payless  paydays. 
Why  did  not  the  Mayor  think  of  the  payless  pay- 
days when  he  authorized  Mr.  di  Grazia  to  come 
here  and  authorized  Herb  Gleason,  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  Every  time  one  member  or  two  members 
or  three  members  of  this  Council  asked  a  question 
which  would  solve  the  entire  Saia  matter,  Mr.  Glea- 
son said  to  Mr.  di  Grazia,  "I  advise  you  not  to 
answer  that  question."  Why  didn't  the  Mayor  think 
of  this?  Why  didn't  Mr.  Gleason  think  of  this 
Thursday  night  when  I  said  to  Mr.  Gleason:  "To- 
morrow you  must  come  before  the  Council  or 
maybe  Monday  you  must  come  before  the  Council 
on  other  matters.  Think  of  that,  Mr.  Gleason,  not 
of  whether  you  are  protecting  Mr.  di  Grazia's  right 
not  to  testify,  but  think  of  the  power  that  can  be 
exercised  by  this  Council  in  refusing  any  moneys." 
And  that  is  what  this  says. 

Mr.  President,  I  was  told  this  morning  and  I  was 
told  Friday  by  the  Collector-Treasurer  that  the 
motion  was  appropriation  orders.  That  is  incorrect. 
The  order  on  July  18,  filed  by  Councillor  O'Neil, 
says  "all  moneys."  That  means  loan  orders;  that 
means  appropriation  orders;  that  means  any  appro- 
priation or  any  kind  of  money  that  the  Mayor 
might  need  in  this  particular  case. 

So,  Mr.  President,  I  hope  that  your  Council  ac- 
cepts this  minority  report,  because  the  minority 
report  in  this  case  will  make  you  and  your  col- 
leagues more  respected  by  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment in  that  they  know  that  over  the  weekend 
they  can't  put  all  the  pressure,  they  can't  bring  all 
the  forces  to  being.  They  know  that  they  won't  be 
able  to  intimidate  you.  They  know  they  won't  be 
able  to  scare  you.  They  know  they  won't  be  able 
to  put  the  gun  to  your  back  and  say,  "We  will 
bring  this  force  against  you  if  the  checks  do  not  go 
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out  two  weeks  from  today;  23,000  city  employees 
will  be  calling  you." 

Mr.  President,  that  tactic  was  used  very  recently 
by  Governor  Dukakis  when  he  said  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, "If  you  do  not  pass  the  budget  for  the  wel- 
fare, there  will  be  no  checks."  The  Legislature,  to 
their  credit,  stood  up  and  said  to  Governor  Duka- 
kis: "You  are  not  scaring  us.  You  are  not  intimi- 
dating us  with  the  welfare  money.  If  you  want  it, 
send  us  a  budget  that  is  within  reason.  Don't  give 
us  this  balloon  budget  that  you  have  given  us." 

Today  this  City  Council  has  an  opportunity  to 
be  equally  strong,  and,  by  God,  Mr.  President,  this 
is  the  only  power  you  have,  and  when  the  roll  is 
called  I  would  hope,  regardless  of  what,  that  your 
Honorable  Body  will  show  the  strength  and  the 
fortitude  that  they  showed  the  other  night  when 
several  of  the  members  got  up  and  said:  "You 
won't  get  any  more  money.  You  didn't  answer  the 
questions  tonight.  You  won't  get  any  more 
money."  The  public  record  shows  that.  And  I  hope 
that  because  there  aren't  500  people  from  the 
North  End  here  today  some  of  you  will  remember 
your  words,  unless  you  want  the  credibility  of  a 
whole  community  to  be  lost,  because  the  Mayor 
has  used  intimidation  here. 

Mr.  President,  I  hope  this  minority  report  is  ac- 
cepted and  voted  on,  and  I  call  for  a  call  of  the 
yeas  and  nays  when  this  vote  is  taken.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
AMENDING  SECTION  17F  OF  THE  CITY 
CHARTER 
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Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2  as  amend- 
ed, under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts 
of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
17F  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

Section  17F.  The  City  Council  at  any  time 
may  request  from  the  Mayor  specific  infor- 
mation on  any  municipal  matter  within  its 
authority  and  may  request  his  presence  to 
answer  written  questions  relating  thereto  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  one  week 
from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  questions, 
in  which  case  the  Mayor  shall  personally  or 
through  the  head  of  a  department  or  a  member 
of  a  board  attend  such  meeting  and  publicly 
answer  all  such  questions.  The  City  Council  at 
any  time  may  require  from  a  head  of  a  depart- 
ment or  a  member  of  a  board  specific  infor- 
mation on  any  municipal  matter  within  its 
authority,  and  may  require  the  presence  of  such 
persons  to  answer  questions  relating  thereto  at 
a  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  chairman 
of  any  committee,  in  which  case  a  head  of  a 
department  or  a  member  of  a  board  shall 
personally  attend  such  meeting  and  publicly 
answer  all  questions  relating  to  official  business. 
The  person  so  attending  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
answer  questions  relating  to  any  other  matter. 
The  Mayor  at  any  time  may  attend  and  address 
the  City  Council  in  person  or  through  the  head 
of  a  department  or  a  member  upon  such  subject 
as  he  may  desire. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


SUPPORTING  CONTINUATION  OF  ARMS 
EMBARGO  AGAINST  TURKEY 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  foUowing: 

Whereas,  Within  one  week  of  the  first  anni- 
versary of  the  contemptuous  Turkish  invasion  and 
occupation  of  the  sovereign  Republic  of  Cyprus, 
Turkey  again  showed  its  disdain  for  the  inter- 
national rule  of  law  by  unilaterally  taking  over 
American  military  bases  it  had  previously  per- 
mitted on  its  soil;  and 

Whereas,  The  invasion  and  occupation  of  Cyprus 
as  well  as  the  taking  over  of  American  military 
bases  by  Turkey  is  the  action  of  a  spoiled  and  petu- 
lant child  in  the  international  family  of  man;  and 

Whereas,  Such  action  was  taken  by  Turkey  this 
past  week  because  of  the  wise  decision  of  the 
United  States  Congress  in  refusing  to  lift  a  military 
arms  embargo  against  Turkey;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,   That    the    Boston  City  Council,  in 


meeting  assembled,  support  the  continuation  of 
the  arms  embargo  against  Turkey  to  prevent  fur- 
ther violation  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  Republic  of 
Cyprus;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  sup- 
ports any  diplomatic  action  taken  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  through  the  Secretary  of  State 
in  the  international  arena  to  end  the  Turkish  occu- 
pation of  the  Republic  of  Cyprus  and  restore  it  to 
the  democratic  rule  of  law. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 


SUPREME  JUDICIAL  COURT  TO  DECLARE 
ABORTION  ON  DEMAND  UNCON- 
STITUTIONAL 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Life  is  a  precious  gift  from  God  which 
should  be  held  sacred  by  all;  and 

Whereas,  The  love  which  exists  within  the  womb 
is  as  wholesome  and  sacred  as  that  which  exists 
outside  the  womb;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  has  recently  reversed  a  prior  decision  that 
decreed  for  purposes  of  wrongful  death  actions 
that  life  begins  at  birth;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court's  most  recent  decision  that  a  viable  fetus  is  a 
person  for  wrongful  death  actions  is  the  only 
decision  consistent  with  reason  and  morality;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court's  decision  is  of  compelling  value  as  a 
precedent  in  abortion  cases;  and 

Whereas,  This  City  Council,  as  well  as  many 
other  responsible  groups  and  citizens,  believes  that 
abortion  is  murder;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  publicly  approves  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Supreme  Judicial  Court's  recent  decision 
that  viable  fetuses  are  persons  for  purposes  of 
wrongful  death  actions;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  con- 
tinue its  protection  of  life  by  declaring  abortion  on 
demand  unconstitutional  at  its  earliest  possible  op- 
portunity. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 


OPPOSING  HOUSE  BILL  NO.  5984  AND  EN- 
DORSING HOUSE  BILL  NO.  1957  RE 
RENT  CONTROL 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  House  Bills  5984  and 
1957  are  presently  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature; and 

Whereas,  H.  5984  would  allow  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs  to  veto  a  municipality's  in- 
terpretation of  a  housing  emergency,  resulting  in 
inadequate  consideration  of  housing  markets  and 
problems  and  also  resulting  in  a  severe  blow  being 
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dealt  to  home  rule;  and 

Whereas,  H.  5984  would  also  open  a  loophole  in 
rent  control  by  allowing  evictions  for  proposed 
condominium  conversion  but  not  insuring  that 
such  conversion  occurs;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  H.  1957  there 
would  be  no  expiration  date  of  chapter  842;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  for  many 
years  has  supported  rent  control  for  purposes  of 
community  stability;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  not  herein  oppose  Mas- 
sachusetts House  Bill  5984;  and  be  it  further

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Whereas,  The  Great  and  General  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  presently  con- 
sidering Senate  Bill  No.  1828,  which  would  permit 
savings  banks  to  issue  life  insurance  policies  up  to 
$10,000,  and  hence  relieve  consumers  and  the  sav- 
ings banks  from  this  needless  duplication;  and 

Whereas,  This  bill  would  require  savings  bank 
life  insurance  interviewers  to  take  qualifying 
examinations  as  is  currently  mandatory  for  life  in- 
surance agents,  which  is  a  sound  move  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  consumer;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  en- 
dorses Senate  Bill  1828,  and  urges  its  passage  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  of  the 
Commonwealth;  and  be  it  further

EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  TRAINING  FOR 
BOSTON  POLICE

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  police  officer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  or  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  thereof,  whose  regular  duties  are  carried 
out  wholly  or  predominantly  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  required  to  have 
completed  within  two  years  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  legislation  a  full  course  in  emer- 


gency medical  care  approved  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health  pursuant 
to  chapter  111C  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  as  amended,  or  to  have  received  training 
in  the  provision  of  emergency  medical  care 
which,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health  may 
establish  with  advice  of  the  Emergency  Medical 
Care  Advisory  Board,  the  department  finds  to 
be  substantially  equivalent  to  that  provided  by 
full  courses  in  emergency  medical  care  ap- 
proved by  the  department  pursuant  to  said 
chapter  111C.  Such  police  officer  shall  also  be 
required  in  the  year  following  completion  of 
such  course  to  participate  satisfactorily  in  a 
supplemental  course  in  emergency  medical  care 
approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  pursuant  to  chapter  111C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Section  2.  The  training  requirements  for 
police  officers  affected  by  this  law  shall  not  be 
lower  than  the  training  requirements  of  ambu- 
lance attendants  employed  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  Boston 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  111C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Section  3.  The  training  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  standards  established 
by  the  Committee  on  Cardiopulmonary  Resus- 
citation and  Emergency  Cardiac  Care  of  the 
American  Heart  Association. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  departments  whose 
members  are  affected  by  this  law  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  law  by 
each  member  so  affected  within  two  years  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  law. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordi- 
nances. 


ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  EMERGENCY 
MEDICAL  TRAINING  FOR  BOSTON 
POLICE  AND  BOSTON  FIRE  FIGHTERS 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An  Ordinance  to  Provide  for  Emergency  Medical 
Training  for  Boston  Police  and  Boston  Fire 
Fighters. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department  or  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  unless  he  has  successfully 
completed  a  full  course  in  emergency  medical 
care  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  pursuant  to  chapter 
1 1 1C  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  or  has  received  training  in  the  pro- 
vision of  emergency  medical  care  which,  subject 
to  such  regulations  as  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  may  establish  with  the 
advice  of  the  Emergency  Medical  Care  Advisory 
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Board,  the  department  finds  to  be  substantially 
equivalent  to  that  provided  by  full  courses  in 
emergency  medical  care  approved  by  the 
department  pursuant  to  chapter  111C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and 
unless  in  each  year  following  completion  of 
such  course  he  or  she  participates  satisfactorily 
in  a  supplemental  course  in  emergency  medical 
care  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  pursuant  to  chapter 
1 1 1C  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as 
amended. 

Section    2.  The    training   requirements   for 
members  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  and 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  shall  not  be  lower 
than   the  training  requirements  of  ambulance 
attendants   employed   by   the   Department   of 
Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  Boston  un- 
der   the    provisions   of  chapter    111C   of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended. 
Section    3.  The    training    approved   by   the 
Massachusetts    Department    of   Public    Health 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  standards  established 
by  the  Committee  on  Cardiopulmonary  Resus- 
citation and   Emergency  Cardiac  Care  of  the 
American  Heart  Association. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment and  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  re- 
spectively, to  ensure  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  by  each  member  of  the 
departments  within  two  years  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  ordinance.

DISAPPROVING  AN  ORDINANCE  CON- 
CERNING THE  OPERATION  OF  TAXICABS 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

1  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  July  14,  1975,  which  would 
require  owners  of  taxicab  medallions  to  have  their 
taxi  meters  sealed  by  the  city  at  least  twice  a  year. 
My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  G.  L.  c.  98,  s. 
41,  provides  for  an  annual  testing  and  sealing  of 
measuring  devices.  It  is  not  permissible  for  the  City 
Council  to  enact  an  ordinance  which  conflicts  with 
state  law. 

Other  sections  of  the  ordinance  place  the 
responsibility  for  repair  of  a  mutilated  seal  on  the 
owners  of  a  medallion  and  provide  for  the 
suspension  of  a  medallion  in  any  case  where  a 
device  has  been  installed  which  causes  a  meter  to 
charge  more  than  the  regular  fare.  I  am  calling 
these  proposals  to  the  attention  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  whom  the  Legislature  has  com- 


mitted   the   exclusive    authority  to   regulate  taxis 
under  St.  1930,  c.  392,  as  amended.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 

Section  1.  The  registered  owner  of  a  taxicab 
medallion  shall  be  responsible  for  having  his  taxi 
meter  sealed  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  at  least  twice  a  year,  or  six 
months  after  the  last  inspection  and  sealing  of  the 
meter  by  said  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Section  2.  If  said  seal,  which  is  affixed  to  the 
meter  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  is 
broken,  mutilated,  or  otherwise  detached  from  said 
meter,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  of 
said  taxi  medallion  to  have  the  said  taxi  meter 
examined  or  sealed  within  twenty-four  hours  or  all 
of  the  next  working  day  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures  at  the  official  meter  inspection 
course.  However,  if  the  seal  is  broken,  mutilated, 
or  in  any  way  detached  from  said  taxi  meter  before 
a  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  holiday,  the  owner  shall 
have  all  of  the  following  working  day  to  have  said 
meter  resealed.  A  violation  of  this  provision  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50. 

Section  3.  The  owner  of  said  taxicab  medallion 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  illegal  installation 
of  any  device  which  causes  the  meter  to  operate  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  charge  more  than  the  regular 
fare  authorized  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  In  the  event  that  a  taxicab  meter  is 
found  to  have  such  a  device  illegally  attached 
which  causes  the  meter  to  register  a  fare  more  than 
the  fare  prescribed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
said  city,  said  owner  shall  be  required  after  a 
proper  hearing  by  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  his 
agent,  to  show  proper  cause  why  his  taxicab 
medallion  should  not  be  suspended  for  a  period  of 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days,  after  proper  notice  by 
registered  mail  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  at 
least  seven  days  before  such  a  hearing.  The  Police 
Commissioner  may  provide  any  further  penalty 
which  under  the  law  he  has  the  authority  to  so  do.

Street  Journal  included  an  article  by  Michael 
Novak  entitled  "Busing- the  Arrogance  of  Power"; 
and 

Whereas,  The  said  article  is  an  extremely  well- 
reasoned  statement  on  a  matter  of  public  interest 
to  all  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  article  by  Michael  Novak 
published  in  the  July  25,  1975,  issue  of  the  Wall 
Street  Journal,  entitled  "Busing-the  Arrogance  of 
Power,"  be  included  in  full  in  the  City  Council 
Minutes  and  the  City  Record. 

"Busing-the  Arrogance  of  Power" 
By  Michael  Novak 

Busing  is,  in  important  ways,  the  Vietnam  of  the 
1970s.  It  is  a  quagmire;  a  lost  cause;  taxation 
without  representation;  a  policy  of  massive  social 
engineering  with  little  clear  prospect  of  benefit;  a 
mistake;  a  tragedy;  breeder  of  endless  demonstra- 
tions, riots,  and  dissent. 

At  last  count,  only  4  percent  of  whites  and  9 
percent  of  blacks  favored  busing.  Only  "the  best 
and  the  brightest,"  it  seems,  as  in  Boston,  favor  it. 
They  designed  it,  they  impose  it,  and  they  will 
never  suffer  their  children  to  experience  it. 

On  its  face  busing  has  racist  presuppositions.  A 
century  ago,  hardly  literate  immigrant  Catholic 
young  women  established  a  massive  parochial 
school  system  which  soon  rivalled  the  well- 
financed  public  schools  in  the  quality  of  discipline, 
instruction,  and  social  mobility   it  imparted.  But 
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the  assumption  behind  busing  is  that  blacks,  unlike 
Catholic  immigrants,  cannot  learn  in  largely 
separate  environments.  They  need  an  infusion  of 
"white  magic."  They  can  learn  only  among  whites. 
This  is  a  preposterous  assumption.  Excellent  black 
schools  like  Dunbar  in  Washington  give  it  the  lie. 

Busing  arose  as  an  issue  in  the  south.  There  the 
court  orders  at  first  had  the  effect  of  halting 
busing- of  allowing  blacks  to  attend  neighborhood 
schools  rather  than  of  being  bused  away  from 
home  to  all  black  schools. 
Judicial  Assumptions 

Next,  busing  advanced  in  the  south  from  being 
an  issue  in  de  jure  segregation  to  being  an  issue  in 
de  facto  segregation.  In  cities  like  Charlotte 
historic  patterns  of  residential  segregation  were 
diagnosed  by  the  courts  as  having  an  unconstitu- 
tional effect  on  equal  opportunity  in  schooling. 
Here  the  courts  made  fresh  assumptions;  that 
education  in  more  or  less  homogeneous  neighbor- 
hood schools  is  inequitable;  and  that  historic 
residental  patterns  have  the  force  of  unjust 
coercion.  (The  courts  might  have  commanded 
residential  integration  rather  than  school 
integration.) 

The  structure  of  the  courts'  reasoning  becomes 
weaker  and  more  dubious  still  when  northern  cities 
like  Boston,  Buffalo,  Pittsburgh,  Detroit,  and 
others  come  into  view.  Consider  the  following 
propositions: 

1.  The  traditional  residential  patterns  of 
northern  cities  over  the  last  180  years  have  always 
involved  de  facto  ethnic  segregation,  not  only  for 
blacks,  but  for  virtually  every  ethnic  group. 

2.  In  some  cases,  as  in  Boston  and  Detroit,  more 
financial  resources,  federal  programs,  and  educa- 
tional experimentation  have  been' lavished  on  pre- 
dominantly black  schools  than  on  predominantly 
white  ethnic  schools  of  the  working  class.  Rates  of 
entrance  into  college,  dropout  rates,  and  other 
indices  of  the  status  of  such  schools  are  often 
comparable. 

3.  Before  1900,  90  percent  of  all  blacks  lived  in 
the  south;  and  90  percent  of  the  white  ethnics  who 
now  live  in  the  northern  cities  had  not  yet  arrived. 
These  two  great  migrations  were  not  linked  by 
slavery,  were  culturally  almost  totally  unprepared 
for  their  future  meeting,  and  came  to  their 
rendezvous  with  some  different  social  skills,  family 
traditions,  disciplines,  needs,  and  aspirations. 

4.  The  average  child  of  black  migrants  to  the 
north  was  academically  three  or  four  years  behind 
his  average  white  counterpart,  even  though  blacks 
had  English  as  a  mother  tongue.  Even  today  the 
average  black  child  is  academically  at  least  a  year 
behind  the  average  white. 

5.  The  patterns  of  parental  discipline  in  the 
typical  white  ethnic  home,  particularly  as  between 
fathers  and  sons,  is  quite  different  from  the  pat- 
terns of  discipline  in  the  home  not  of  middle-class 
blacks,  but  of  the  most  poor,  despairing,  and 
suffering  blacks. 

6.  The  "street  culture"  of  poor  black  students  is 
of  a   different  moral  and  emotional  "life  style" 

from  that  of  both  middle-class  black  and  white  . 

ethnic  students.  In  particular,  incidences  of  pre- 


marital sexual  expression,  illegitimate  birth, 
hustling,  intimidation,  and  disruptive  behavior  are 
significantly    different. 

7.  The  role  of  the  family  or  family-substitute  in 
bringing  about  differential  attitudes,  behaviors,  and 
success  in  school  is  undoubtedly  the  greatest  single 
factor  influencing  the  classroom.  The  family  is  a 
more  basic  social  unit  than  the  school. 

8.  Class  factors  influence  dramatically  the  at- 
titudes, behaviors,  aspirations,  and  educational  suc- 
cess of  students  in  school. 

9.  Families  choose  their  place  of  residence-or 
judge  its  merit-by  their  preference  for  its  neigh- 
borhood school  as  much  as,  or  more  than,  by  any 
other  factor. 

If  these  propositions  are  true,  then  it  must 
surely  be  predictable  that  96  percent  of  the  whites 
and  91  percent  of  the  blacks  would  find  busing  a 
poor  instrument  for  what  a  great  majority,  both 
black  and  white,  also  desire:  a  genuinely  peacefully 
integrated  society. 

What  seems  to  have  been  forgotten  is  that  busing 
is  merely  an  instrument,  a  tool,  a  method-not  an 
end.  The  most  appropriate  question  with  respect  to 
busing,  as  for  any  instrument,  is  "Does  it  work?" 
However  moral  the  instrument  may  sound,  "What 
are  its  effects?"  is  the  central  moral  question. 

In  my  view,  busing  of  the  Boston  and  Detroit 
sort  is  an  immoral  policy.  It  goes  against  the  basic 
social  principles  of  American  life— against  family, 
neighborhood,  class,  ethnic,  and  even  educational 
realities  which  are  so  basic  they  are  seldom  even 
voiced.  Working-class  whites  who  are  bused  have 
too  much  to  lose;  they  face  possible  downward 
mobility.  Working-class  blacks  or  poor  blacks  have 
too  little  to  gain;  indeed,  the  ensuing  experience  of 
cultural  segregation  within  the  purportedly  in- 
tegrated schools  can  be  embittering. 

It  would  be  lovely  if  greater  contacts  between 
persons  from  different  cultures  always  led  to 
greater  understanding  and  good  will.  In  fact,  con- 
tact often  reinforces  the  worst  stereotypes.  This  is 
particularly  likely  where  the  contact  is  un- 
equal-when  those  of  a  more  suffering  lower  class, 
educationally  behind  their  peers,  become  tangible 
proof  to  other  children  of  realities  they  had  hereto- 
fore held  to  be  mere  bigotry. 

Human  beings  are  not  parts  of  a  machine,  to  be 
anonymously  fitted  into  slots.  They  approach  each 
other  from  complicated  past  histories  and  diverse 
personal  experiences.  They  do  not  perceive  each 
other  accurately,  or  easily  find  it  possible  to  share 
honest  transactions.  Even  highly  educated  blacks 
and  whites  often  find  honesty  anguishingly 
difficult.  What,  then,  about  the  less  articulate?  To 

ride  roughshod  over  such  histories  is  to  exhibit 

gross  human  arrogance.  It  is  to  invite  great  human 
disaster.  It  is  to  destroy  integration  in  the  name  of 
saving  it. 
Embittering  a  Generation 

Forced  busing  will  set  back  the  advances  of  civil 
rights  made  during  the  past  generation  by  twenty 
years;  a  whole  generation,  and  maybe  another,  will 
be  embittered,  just  as  South  Boston  and  Roxbury 
are  likely  to  be  for  decades  to  come.  Family  folk- 
lpre  will  recount  the  ugly  history  for  years. 
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Busing  is  to  black  equality  what  prohibition  was 
to  the  moral  crisis  of  the  depression.  It  is  a  flaming 
moral  issue  of  dubious  social  judgment.  Now,  as 
then,  the  fundamental  problem  is  economic. 

Blacks  do  not  need  buses;  they  need  jobs. 
Having  acquired  solid  jobs,  the  black  family  will 
have  an  economic  base.  Then  school  will  be  mean- 
ingful, and  its  lessons  liberating  and  inspiring.  The 
key  to  integration  in  the  United  States  is  a  plan  to 
allow  every  available  black  worker  to  work;  and  to 
rebuild  and  to  beautify  black  homes  and  neighbor- 
hoods. For  families  increase  their  net  worth  not  so 
much  through  wages  as  through  real  estate. 

Most  black  neighborhoods  were,  hardly  a 
generation  ago,  among  the  most  solidly  built  and 
desirable  in  the  northern  cities;  restored,  they 
would  be  far  more  valuable -as  investments-than 
the  flimsy  modern  housing  of  working-class 
suburbs.  Under  improved  economic  conditions  a 
black  middle  class  and  working  class  will  integrate 
with  whites  as  economic,  social,  cultural,  and 
educational  equals. 

Economics  first;  education  second.  A  cardinal 
principle  both  of  Marx  and  of  capitalism  cannot  be 
all  wrong.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  AN  ADVISORY 
BOARD  ON  COMPENSATION 

Couns.  DiCARA,  CONNOLLY,  and  O'LEARY

An  Ordinance  Creating  an 

Advisory  Board  on  Compensation. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 

Section   1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  chapter  3A  the  following  chapter: 
Chapter  3B. 
Creating  an  Advisory  Board  on  Compensation. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the 
city  a  board  to  be  called  the  Advisory  Board  on 
Compensation,  consisting  of  seven  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  City  Council.  Membership  on  the  board 
shall  be  restricted  to  residents  of  the  city,  and  a 
member  who  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  city 
shall  be  removed  upon  the  date  of  his  or  her 
change  of  residence  by  operation  of  law.  No 
member  shall  be  a  compensated  employee  of 
the  city  nor  an  elected  official  of  the  city.  At 
least  one  member  of  the  board  shall  be  a  former 
elected  city  official,  one  member  shall  be  a 
representative  of  organized  labor,  one  member 
shall  be  experienced  in  setting  salary  schedules 
and  in  salary  administration  for  management, 
one  member  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  one  member  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Municipal  Research 
Bureau.  The  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  one  of  the  members  as  chairperson 
and  another  as  vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1976,  two 
for  two  years  from  said  date,  two  for  three 
years  from  said  date,  and  two  for  four  years 
from  said  date.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  any  such  member,  or  of  any  sub- 
sequent member,  his  or  her  successor  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  four 
years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
a  member  his  or  her  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  within  eight  weeks  to 
serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 
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Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  The  Staff  Director  of  the  City 
Council  shall  furnish  the  board  with  the 
requisite  administrative  and  clerical  support. 
The  board  shall  be  authorized  to  seek  and 
accept  funds  and  other  resources  from  private 
or  governmental  sources  to  enable  it  to  perform 
its  duties  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  board  shall  study  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council 
members,  and  staff,  and  all  other  salaries  fixed 
by  ordinance,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
chapters  2,  2A,  and  3  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961,  as  amended.  On  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  December  of  each  year  the 
board  shall  report  recommendations,  if  any,  of 
adjustment  of  salaries  and  expenses  to  the 
Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council  for  their 
consideration. 

Section  2.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is.  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  shall  pay  an  annual 
pension  in  monthly  installments  to  Angelo  J. 
Manni,  a  patrolman  in  (he  Police  Department  of 
said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result  of 
injuries  sustained  by  him  when  injured  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  on  October  8,  1970.  Such 
pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rale  of  regular 
compensation  which  would  have  been  paid  to  him 
had  he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by 
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him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  his  death, 
leaving  Maria  A.  Manni,  his  wife,  surviving  him, 
said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by 
$312  for  each  child  of  said  Angelo  J.  Manni  during 
such  time  as  such  child  is  under  eighteen  years  of 
age,  or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  for  earning.  If  said  Maria  A.  Manni 
remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of  the  afore- 
said annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520  to  or  for 
the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the  time 
aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  effective  date  hereof,  the 
Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to 
Angelo  J.  Manni  all  amounts  standing  to  his  credit 
in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston 
Retirement  System  and  shall  make  no  further 
payment  to  him  except  in  accordance  with  section 
1  hereof. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Maria  A.  Manni  relative  to  his  in- 
demnification by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be  in- 
curred by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a 
result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

SEALING  OF  TAXI  METERS  AND  IN- 
STALLATION OF  ILLEGAL  DEVICES 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  registered  owner  of  a  taxicab 
medallion^shall  be  responsible  to  have  his  taxi 
meter  sealed  by  the  City  of  Boston,  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  at  least  twice  a  year,  or  six 
months  after  the  inspection  and  sealing  of  the 
meter  by  said  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Section  2.  If  said  seal,  which  is  affixed  to  the 
meter  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  is 
broken,  mutilated,  or  otherwise  detached  from  said 
meter,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  of 
said  taxi  medallion  to  have  the  said  taxi  meter 
examined  or  sealed  within  twenty-four  hours  or  all 
of  the  next  working  day  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures  at  the  official  meter  inspection 
course.  However,  if  the  seal  is  broken,  mutilated, 
or  in  any  way  detached  from  said  taxi  meter  before 
a  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  holiday,  the  owner  shall 
have  all  of  the  following  working  day.  to  have  said 
meter  resealed.  A  violation  of  this  provision  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $50. 

Section  3.  The  owner  of  said  taxicab  medallion 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  illegal  installation 


of  any  device  which  causes  the  meter  to  operate  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  charge  more  than  the  regular 
fare  authorized  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  In  the  event  that  a  taxicab  meter  is 
found  to  have  such  a  device  illegally  attached 
which  causes  the  meter  to  register  a  fare  more  than 
the  fare  prescribed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of 
the  city,  said  owner  shall  be  required  after  a  proper 
hearing  by  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  his  agent, 
to  show  proper  cause  why  his  taxicab  medallion 
should  not  be  suspended  for  a  period  of  at  least 
thirty  days,  after  proper  notice  by  registered  mail 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  at  least  seven  days 
before  such  a  hearing.  The  Police  Commissioner 
may  provide  any  further  penalty  which  under  the 
law  he  has  the  authority  to  so  do.

Sir: 

With  reference  to  the  above  subject  matter, 
please  be  advised  that  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednes- 
day, July  9,  1975,  I  received  a  telephone  call  from 
Mr.  Joseph  Langone,  proprietor  of  the  Langone 
Funeral  Home,  Merrimac  Street,  bringing  to  my 
attention  that  the  funeral  cortege  of  Mrs. 
Giovanina  Angiulo  would  be  immense  and  would 
cause  a  major  traffic  congestion  problem  if  the 
police  did  not  make  preparations  to  cope  with  the 
problem.  He  brought  to  my  attention  that  there 
would  be  apparently  from  fifteen  to  twenty  flower 
cars,  twelve  family  cars,  and  fifty  to  seventy-five 
other  cars  in  the  cortege. 

Having  in  mind  the  danger  to  public  safety  in 
the  North  End  community  and  surrounding  area 
caused  by  vehicular  congestion  problems  which 
would  back  up  such  traffic  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
North  Station,  North  Washington  Street,  Com- 
mercial Street,  Hanover  Street,  Cross  Street,  and 
the  Sumner  Tunnel,  blocking  fire  lanes,  MBTA 
routes,  and  sight-seeing  buses,  I  telephoned  the 
Bureau  of  Field  Services  and  brought  the  matter  to 
the  attention  of  Deputy  Superintendent  Oscar  T. 
Dubois  and  recommended  that  I  be  allowed  to  plan 
and  make  preparations  to  cope  with  the  problem. 
He  accepted  my  recommendation. 

In  furtherance  of  the  preparations  to  cope  with 
the  problem,  I  requested  of  Lieutenant  John 
Brennan,  Traffic  Bureau  (Superintendent  John 
Lynch  is  on  vacation),  two  motorcycles  from  the 
Traffic  Bureau  to  be  in  the  area  of  the  funeral 
home  after  the  8  a.m.  roll  call  on  Thursday,  July 
10,  1975,  the  day  of  the  funeral,  to  cope  with  the 
traffic  problem  and  to  expedite  the  funeral  cortege 
from  the  funeral  home  to  North  Washington 
Street,  to  Commercial  Street,  right  on  Hanover 
Street,  and  stop  at  Prince  Street.  The  cortege  was  to 
leave  the  funeral  home  about  9:45  a.m.  and  arrive 
at  Prince  Street  for  the  funeral  Mass  in  St. 
Leonard's  Church,  Prince  Street,  at  10  a.m.  After 
the  Mass  I  further  requested  that  the  two  motor- 
cycles expedite  the  movement  of  the  funeral 
cortege  in  Hanover  Street,  to  Cross  Street,  to 
Endicott  Street,  to  North  Washington  Street, 
through  Keaney  Square,  over  the  bridge  into 
Charlestown  and  then  allow  the  cortege  to  proceed 
on  its  own.  The  funeral  Mass  was  over  about  10:45 
a.m. 

In  preparing  for  the  parking  of  the  funeral 
cortege  in  Hanover  Street  from  Charter  Street  to 
Parmenter  Street,  both  sides,  I  had  arranged  to 
have  bags,  placed  over  the  parking  meters  in  the 
area  and  for  two  District  1  sector  cars  and  one 
motorcycle  to  assist  in  removing  the  parked 
vehicles  from  this  area  so  that  the  vehicles  of  the 
funeral  cortege  could  be  parked  against  the  curbing 


and  yet  allow  for  fire  lanes  to  be  opened  to 
facilitate  the  movement  of  traffic  in  Hanover 
Street  and  surrounding  areas.  These  preparations 
averted  the  immense  traffic  congestion  problem 
and  danger  to  public  safety.

With  reference  to  the  above  subject  matter 
please  be  advised  that  on  Wednesday,  July  9,  1975, 
Deputy  Superintendent  Joseph  V.  Saia,  com- 
manding, patrol  division  B,  contacted  me  to  apprise 
this  office  that  the  Joseph  A.  Langone,  Jr.,  Funeral 
Home,  located  at  Merrimac  and  New  Chardon 
Streets,  Boston,  was  going  to  have  an  exceptionally 
large  funeral  on  Thursday  July  10,  1975,  with  a  9 
a.m.  Mass  at  St.  Leonard's  Church,  Hanover  Street, 
North  End. 

It  was  determined  that  due  to  the  size  of  the 
funeral  and  the  heavily  congested  area  in  which  it 
was  taking  place  it  would  be  necessary  to  provide 
some  police  coverage  to  facilitate  the  flow  of 
traffic. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  requests  to  be  made  of  this 
office  for  police  service  beyond  the  usual  with 
regard  to  large  funerals,  demonstrations,  motor- 
cades, and  so  forth,  and  it  has  also  been  my  policy 
to  allow  such  services  if  a  patrol  division  com- 
mander or  district  commander  can  justify  the  need. 
In  this  particular  instance  I  felt  the  need  was 
justified  and  granted  permission  to  the  patrol  divi- 
sion commander  to  provide  sufficient  police 
coverage  to  accomplish  the  stated  purpose. 

Having  full  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  de- 
ceased woman  was  from  a  family  well  known  to 
the  police  for  obvious  reasons,  I  still  felt  it  was 
incumbent  upon  this  department  to  take  ap- 
propriate action  with  regard  to  public  safety  and 
related  traffic  control  and  acted  accordingly  in  au- 
thorizing the  patrol  division  commander  to  take 
whatever  action  he  deemed  necessary  to  provide 
for  such  provisions. 

Additionally,  from  past  experience  with  matters 
of  this  nature  I  am  certain  that  this  department 
would  have  been  the  subject  of  far  more  serious 
complaints  if  we  had  seen  fit  not  to  take  ap- 
propriate action,  and  the  North  End  neighborhood 
would  be  filled  with  rumors  that  we  had  failed  to 
take  appropriate  action  because  the  deceased  was 
from  a  certain  family.

Section  550  of  Title  2  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  words  "shall  cause  every  ordi- 
nance" the  words  "except  ordinances  consolidating 
and  arranging  the  ordinances."

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  UNIFORM  PRO- 
CEDURE FOR  THE  ADOPTION  AND 
PROMULGATION  OF  FORMS  AND  REGU-

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  Uniform  Procedure  for 
the  Adoption  and  Promulgation  of  Forms  and 
Regulations  by  the  City  Departments. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Title  2  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after 
section  753  the  following  section: 
Section  754. 
(a)  City  departments  shall  in  adopting  and 
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promulgating  forms  and  regulations  adhere  to 
the  requirements  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General 
Laws,  State  Administrative  Procedure,  par- 
ticularly sections  1  through  6,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  City  Clerk  shall  appropriately 
perform  those  duties  designated  therein  to  be 
performed  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

(b)  Forms  and  regulations  presently  in  effect 
not  readopted  and  repromulgated  in  accordance 
with  the  above  standards  shall  become  null  and 
void  on  December  31,  1976. 
Section  2.  Section  751  of  Title  2  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  formerly  section  2  of 
chapter   1   of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "regula- 
tions."

TEMPORARY  LOAN  OF  $60,000,000  IN 
ANTICIPATION  OF  REVENUE 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1975,  the  Col- 
lector-Treasurer be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  (1) 
to  issue  in  such  year  under  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  4,  as 
amended,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he 
may  deem  best,  notes  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $60,000,000  in  the  aggre- 
gate under  this  order,  which  amount  is  in  addition 
to  the  amount  authorized  by  an  order  first  passed 
under  said  section  in  the  City  Council  on  July  28, 
1975,  and  again  on  August  4,  1975,  which  was 
approved  by  the  Mayor  on  August  5,  1975,  and  (2) 
to  refund  under  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  17,  as  amended,  any 
such  notes  issued  for  a  shorter  period  than  one 
year.

Sunday,  August  10,  1975,  for  the  purpose  of 
testing  the  ability  of  City  of  Boston  law  enforce- 
ment officials  to  provide  adequate  protection  for 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  times  of  strife.

Whereas,  This  meeting  was  held  in  the  Council 
Chambers  on  July  24,  1975;  and 

Whereas,  The  Police  Commissioner  Robert  J.  di 
Grazia,  upon  request  of  the  Council,  refused  to 
present  the  committee  with  two  reports,  one  re- 
port from  Deputy  Superintendent  Joseph  Saia  and 
the  other  report  from  Deputy  Superintendent  Os- 
car Dubois;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  then  stated  that  mon- 
ies would  be  withheld  pending  the  presentation  of 
these  reports  to  the  Council,  and  a  meeting  was 
held  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  de-

Whereas,  Recent  legislation  in  California  guaran- 
tees the  right  of  the  farm  workers  to  a  free, 
secret-ballot  election  of  union  representation;  and

tion, but  has  yet  to  ensure  that  the  growers  will 
conclude  negotiations  and  sign  contracts  with  the 
elected  representation;  and 

Whereas,  The  UFW,  AFL-CIO,  and  its  sup- 
porters have  since  1973  called  for  American 
consumers  to  support  its  boycott  of  table  grapes  as 
the  most  effective  way  to  impress  upon  the 
growers  the  need  for  better  working^  and  living 
conditions  among  the  farm  workers;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
endorses  the  United  Farm  Workers  boycott  of 
table  grapes;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  calls 
upon  the  people  of  Boston  to  refrain  from  the  pur- 
chase of  non-UFW  table  grapes  until  contracts  are 
signed  between  the  grape  growers  and  the  duly 
elected  union  representation.

ditions among  the  farm  workers;  now,  therefore,

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
endorses  the  United  Farm  Workers  boycott  of

Three  questions  were  raised  in  the  City  Council 
17F  inquiry  of  July  21,  1975,  concerning  plans  for 
future  development  of  the  Columbia  Point 
Peninsula: 

1.  Present  status  of  January  1974  plan. 
Unfortunately,    not    much    progress   has   been 
made   in   carrying  out  the  previously  announced 
development  package  for  several  obvious  reasons: 

(a)  The  state  of  the  national  economy  has 
not  favored  large  scale  development,  or,  for 
that  matter,  development  of  any  size. 

(b)  HUD  has  abandoned  its  New  Com- 
munities Program  -  a  "new  town-in  town" 
program  would  have  made  available  federal 
money  for  the  Columbia  Point  revitalization 
effort. 

(c)  The  section  8  -  leased  housing  program, 
a  most  important  part  of  our  plan  -  did  not 
become  operational  until  quite  recently,  about 
one  year  behind  schedule. 

(d)  There  has  been  general  difficulty  in 
securing  any  federal  commitment  to  the  con- 
cept. 


2.  Other  plans. 

There  are  few  other  sources  of  funding  for 
rehabilitation  work  at  the  Columbia  Point  project. 
To  the  degree  that  these  are  available,  we  continue 
to  move  ahead,  albeit  slowly,  on  the  January,  1974 
plan.  So  far,  we  have  been  able  to  secure: 

(a)  Target  Project  Program  (TPP)  funding 
for  rehabilitation  of  existing  units  is 
$2,040,000  for  the  upcoming  year.  This  will 
cover  deferred  maintenance  and  security. 

(b)  Target  Projects  Program  modernization 
funding  for  replacement  of  internal  systems  is 
$6,000,000  for  the  upcoming  year. 

3.  Future  plans. 

We  will  continue  to  program  the  TPP  funds,  but 
any  larger  scale  development  will  await  a  more 
favorable  economic  climate  and  some  willingness 
from  HUD  to  recognize  (1)  the  unique  challenge  at 
Columbia  Point;  and  (2)  the  soundness  of  the 
"Columbia  Point  Peninsula,  a  program  for  revitali- 
zation" plan  of  January,  1974.

LOAN  OF  $1,500,000  FOR  PURCHASE 
AND  RENOVATION  OF  BOSTON  ARENA

Dear  Councillors: 

I  enclose  herewith  an  appropriation  and  loan 
order  for  the  purchase  and  renovation  of  the 
Boston  Arena.  When  this  order  was  submitted 
previously,  your  Honorable  Body  amended  it  by 
reducing  the  amount  and  limiting  the  use  of  the 
proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  the  property.  Without 
the  ability  to  renovate  that  property  significantly, 
the  city  will  not  be  able  to  operate  the  Arena.  It 
makes  no  sense  to  acquire  the  property  only  to 
have  it  sit  idle,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  again 
urging  you  to  adopt  the  order  as  submitted 
herewith.

I  have  received  an  order  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  dated  July  14,  1975,  requesting  my 
opinion  concerning  the  liability  of  the  city  to  any 
individual  who  may  incur  disability  and/or  suf- 
fering from  ingesting  the  city's  water,  after  the  city 
has  been  warned  of  the  existence  of  lead  in  its 
water  supply.  The  city  could  be  liable,  but  in  my 
opinion  it  is  not. 

The  maintenance  of  a  water  supply  system  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  city  or  town  who 
pay  for  the  water  supplied  is  a  "commercial 
venture"  and  the  municipality  is  liable  for 
negligence  in  connection  with  such  maintenance. 
Sloper  v.  City  of  Quincy,  301  Mass.  20.  But  a 
plaintiff  would  have  to  show  that  the  city  caused 
lead  to  be  present  in  the  water  supply  system,  that 
lead  was  ingested  from  that  system,  and  that  such 
lead  was  the  major  cause  of  the  injury  complained 
of.  Winer  v.  Eastern  Air  Lines,  Inc.,  330  Mass.  337. 
Laveel  v.  Cambridge  Electric  Light  Co.,  312  Mass. 
80.  The  plaintiff  would  also  have  to  show  that  the 
city  had  not  taken  reasonable  steps  to  remedy  the 
condition. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  lead  could  be 
eliminated  from  the  system:  an  anticorrosive 
chemical  can  be  injected  into  the  system;  or  all  the 
lead  pipe  in  the  city  could  be  replaced.  The  latter 
method  would  be  vastly  expensive  but  pointless 
unless  at  the  same  time  lead  pipes  leading  to  and 
within  private  buildings  were  also  replaced.  This, 
however,  would  put  heavy  burdens  on  property 
owners  and  tenants. 

Injecting  an  anticorrosive  chemical  into  the 
system  is  clearly  then,  the  preferable  solution.  But 
since  Boston  receives  its  water  from  the  Metro- 
politan Water  District  through  many  gates,  it  is 
only  feasible  and  economical  if  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission  injects  the  anticorrosive  "up- 
stream" while  the  entire  supply  is  in  one  channel. 


Ever  since  the  city  learned  that  there  might  be 
excessive  lead  in  the  water  in  certain  areas,  it  has 
urged  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to 
take  action  to  correct  the  situation.  I  have  myself 
attended  four  meetings  with  various  chairmen  of 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  urge  the 
agency  to  expedite  the  installation.  I  have  appeared 
on  behalf  of  the  city  at  two  legislative  hearings  in 
favor  of  bills  to  authorize  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  to  expend  the  money  to  construct  a 
facility  to  inject  anticorrosive  chemicals  and 
fluoride  into  the  system.  It  still  has  not  managed  to 
accomplish  the  work,  but  is  at  last  moving  ahead 
with  it.  If  it  is  again  delayed,  the  city  intends  to 
seek  a  judicial  order  compelling  performance. 

In  summary,  then,  I  believe  that  the  city  has 
exerted  every  useful  effort  to  have  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  eliminate  the  precipi- 
tation of  lead  into  the  city's  drinking  water  in  the 
only  feasible  and  economical  way.

Your  Honor: 

The  total  cost  for  the  three  sets  of  new  revolving 
doors  at  Boston  City  Hall  is  $56,479.  Two  sets 
have  been  installed  at  the  third-floor  plaza  entrance 


and  one  set  has  been  installed  at  the  third-floor 
north  entrance.  The  main  purpose  for  this  ex- 
penditure is  that  the  standard  doors  do  not  work 
efficiently  and  are  a  continuing  expense. 

We  initiated  procedures  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mission for  installation  of  the  revolving  doors  three 
(3)  years  ago.  Refusal  by  the  Finance  Commission, 
which  led  to.  public  bidding  through  the  Public 
Facilities  Department,  prolonged  actual  start  up  till 
this  spring. 

The  existing  doors  were  of  a  poor  design  from 
the  outset.  The  hinge  portion  which  controls  each 
door  is  rated  for  only  200  pounds,  but  each  door 
weighs  400  pounds.  Hence  it  has  been  necessary  to 
readjust  and  recalibrate  the  doors  several  times  a 
year  and  over  the  past  six  years  this  has  amounted 
to  a  fair  expense.  In  addition  the  hinge  system 
(Rixon)  cannot  be  adjusted  any  further  after  six 
years  of  such  work.  To  replace  the  hinge  system  is 
a  very  costly  and  very  difficult  procedure.  It  entails 
digging  up  the  brick  at  the  base  of  each  door, 
chipping  out  the  cement,  replacing  the  existing 
Rixon  shell  with  an  oversized  shell,  installing  new 
hinges,  and  then  recementing  and  rebricking.  After 
completing  this  extensive  work,  there  would  still 
remain  the  additional  problem  of  the  constant 
waste  of  energy,  winter  and  summer,  which  occurs 
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when  the  doors  are  opened  on  the  second  and  third 
levels.  Heat  enters  the  building  in  summer,  and 
cold  air  is  sucked  into  the  lobby  in  winter,  making 
working  conditions  quite  uncomfortable. 

We  have  had  to  induce  a  high-velocity  heating 
system  on  the  third  and  second  levels  to  combat 
this  winter  cold  with  little  success.  The  revolving 
door  concept  is  the  best  answer  to  the  above  hinge 
and  energy  problems.  With  installation  of  these 
revolving  doors,  we  also  plan  to  keep  twelve  (12) 
of  the  standard  doors  permanently  closed,  further 
reducing  expenses.  Another  problem  with  the 
standard  doors  is  the  difficulty  in  opening  them, 
especially  on  windy  days  due  to  their  size  and 
weight.

INVESTIGATION  OF  FIRE  AT  68  NORTH 
MARGIN  STREET  IN  NORTH  END

Whereas,  Early  Saturday  morning,  September  6, 
1975,  a  fire  of  a  suspicious  nature  occurred  at  68 
North  Margin  Street  in  the  North  End  area  and  two 
people,  Patrick  Papa  and  Mrs.  Josephine  Don- 
naruma,  residents  of  that  building,  were  fatally 
injured  and  several  others  were  seriously  injured; 
and 

Whereas,  There  have  been  several  fires  of  un- 
determined nature  in  that  area  in  the  past  few 
years,  some  causing  loss  of  lives  and  others  causing 
great  property  damage;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  that  area  are  very 
concerned  and  alarmed  over  the  frequency  of  these 
suspicious  fires  because  of  the  density  of  the 
population  and  the  potential  danger  to  them;  and 

Whereas,  Except  for  the  extreme  heroism  of 
young  Patrick  Papa  and  the  neighbors  and  residents 
of  the  area  there  would  have  been  more  fatalities. 
Patrick  Papa,  despite  the  personal  danger,  entered 
the  building  to  save  several  occupants  and  then 
finally  was  trapped  himself,  for  which  he  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice  to  help  others;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  post- 
humously cites  this  brave,  young  hero,  Patrick 
Papa,  in  the  exemplification  of  his  heroism  and 
bravery  for  saving  the  lives  of  other  occupants  at 
the  risk  and  sacrifice  of  his  own.  His  conduct  was 
of  such  a  high  degree  that  such  a  brave  deed  should 
be  recognized  by  a  saddened  City  of  Boston; 
therefore,  be  it

or  ordinance  over  the  initial  five-year  period  will 
not  exceed  $25,000;  (2)  the  estimated  change 
effected  by  an  order  or  ordinance  upon  city 
expenditures  after  the  initial  five-year  period  if 
substantial  increases  or  decreases  are  expected  to 
occur  after  the  initial  five-year  period;  and  (3) 
what  portion  of  the  funds  which  will  finance  the 
order  or  ordinance  will  be  provided  by  the  local, 
state,  and  federal  governments  respectively.

TION OF  SCHOOLS 


I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  which  would  provide 
legislative  authorization  for  payment  to  legal  coun- 
sel for  the  Home  and  School  Association.  You  will 
recall  that  on  December  27,  1974,  you  voted  such 
an  appropriation  and  payment  has  been  made  to 
the  law  firm  of  Choate,  Hall  and  Stewart  through 
July  15,  when  further  payments  were  enjoined  by 
Judge  Ford  in  the  case  of  West  v.  White,  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  No.  7870.  On  September  5,  Justice 
Quirico  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  declined  to 
set  aside  that  injunction.  While  neither  judge  has 
provided  us  with  any  explanation  for  his  action, 
the  plaintiffs  in  the  case  question  the  city's 
authority,  without  legislative  authorization,  to 
make  such  a  payment.  Accordingly,  although  there 
is  considerable  doubt  as  to  its  necessity,  obtaining 
legislative  authorization  is  the  most  expeditious 
way  to  continue  the  valuable  participation  of  the 
Home  and  School  Association  and  their  attorneys 
in  the  school  desegregation  controversy. 

I  am  convinced  on  my  observation  of  the  court 
proceedings,  as  well  as  other  events  related  to 
desegregation  of  the  schools,  that  the  Home  and 
School  Association  and  their  counsel,  Thayer 
Fremont-Smith,  have  contributed  greatly  to  the 
maturity  with  which  this  difficult  problem  has 
been  approached  in  the  last  months.  The  Home 
and  School  Association  has  raised  an  issue  of 
national  importance  in  the  area  of  desegregation, 
namely,  if  the  remedy  for  segregation  in  a'  school 
system  should  be  the  correction  of  deliberate  acts 
of  governmental  bodies  and  their  consequences, 
rather  than  the  racial  balancing  of  all  the  schools 
therein.  This  issue  should  be  clearly  presented  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  by  those 
best  qualified  to  argue  it. 

Accordingly,  I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of 
the  attached  order.

In  response  to  the  August  21st  request  by 
Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Director  of  the  Administrative 
Services  Department,  that  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  respond  to  an  order  passed  in 
the  Boston  City  Council  on  August  11,  1975,  the 
following  is  respectfully  submitted: 

1.  A  complete  record  of  maintenance  checks  of 
all  emergency  vehicles  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
vehicles. 

Answer:  The  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  operates  eight  emergency  ambulances. 
These  vehicles  are  given  maintenance  checks  by 
the  drivers  and  shift  supervisors  at  the  begin- 
ning and  end  of  each  shift  during  which  they 
are  in  service.  The  ambulance  check  out/check 
in  form  and  the  memo  which  explains  its  use 
are  attached  to  this  letter  as  Exhibit  No.  1.  A 
summary  of  major  repairs  and  major  main- 
tenance during  1975  is  attached  as  Exhibit  No. 
2. 

2.  The  age  and  year  purchased. 

Answer:  The  chart  for  Exhibit  No.  2  in- 
cludes the  age  and  year  purchased  for  each  of 
the  eight  ambulances  operated  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

3.  The  last  year  money  was  requested  for 
ambulances  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals. 

Answer:  The  1974-75  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  budget  included  $50,000  for  the 
purchase  of  two  new  modular  ambulances. 
These  two  vehicles  were  publicly  advertised,  a 
contract  awarded  to  Mirak  Chevrolet  Medical 
Coaches,  Inc.,  and  the  vehicles  received  and  put 
into  service  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  on  July  1,  1975.  The  1975-76  budget 
request  of  the  department  included  a  second 
$50,000  for  the  purchase  of  two  additional 
modular  ambulances.  These  four  ambulances 
(FY  74-75  and  FY  75-76)  plus  six  modular 
ambulances  requested  from  the  Massachusetts 
Office   of  Emergency   Medical  Services  to  be 


purchased  with  federal  funds  would  have  given 
the  department  ten  new  modular  ambulances. 
The  existing  1973  Chevrolet/Wolf  coach  modu- 
lar ambulances  were  to  be  kept  and  used  as 
spare  vehicles. 

Since    the    time    of    that    budget    request, 
however,  on  May  8,  1975,  the  department  was 
informed  that  the  state  (OEMS)  had  awarded 
Boston  orly   50  percent  of  the  cost  of  three 
new    modular    ambulances.    The    $50,000    in- 
cluded  in    the    1975-76  budget  has  therefore 
been  reserved  to  meet  that  commitment  and 
there   are   at    the   present   time   no  additional 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  new  ambulances. 
I  trust  that  the  above  information  satisfactorily 
answers   the   questions  presented   by  the  Boston 
City  Council.

I  seriously  question  the  wisdom  of  purchasing 
the  Boston  Arena  from  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  at  this  time.  The  building  is  more  than 
fifty  years  old,  and  needs  massive  sums  of  money 
to  restore  it  to  operating  condition.  The  private 
sector  has  lost  interest  in  the  arena;  the  Boston 
Arena  Authority  has  lost  interest;  and  the  Metro- 
politan District  Commission  simply  refuses  to  pick 
it  up.  Why  should  the  City  of  Boston  assume  this 
new  burden,  this  "White  Elephant"? 

In  purchasing  the  arena,  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
will  be  assuming  the  costs  of  repair  and  refurbish- 
ment plus  an  additional  two  hundred  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($250,000)  per  year  in  operating  costs. 
Income  from  the  facility  has  declined  from  one 
hundred  seventy-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
seventy-five  dollars  ($177,575)  in  1973,  to  ninety- 
four  thousand  six  hundred  one  dollars  ($94,601)  in 
1975.  The  purchase  of  the  arena  is  a  frill  the  city 
cannot  afford. 

Instead,  I  would  recommend  that  a  special 
committee  be  formed  to  examine  the  possibilities 
of  building  a  new  regional  schoolboy  ice-skating 
facility  on  the  site  of  the  West  Roxbury  High 
School,  or  land  vacated  by  the  United  States  Navy 
in  South  Boston. 

The  estimated  cost  for  such  a  facility  is  three 
million  dollars  ($3,000,000).  If  the  facility  \yas  a 
regional  facility  the  state  would  reimburse  the  city 
for  between  sixty-five  (65)  percent  to  eighty-five 
(85)  percent  of  the  construction  costs,  and  the  cost 
of  operating  and  maintaining  the  facility  would  be 
borne  by  the  participating  school  districts. 

In  view  of  the  present  state  of  the  economy,  and 
in  light  of  the  fiscal  crises  threatening  both  state 
and  city,  the  proposal  to  purchase  the  arena  makes 
no  sense.  I,  therefore,  recommend  the  Committee 
report  not  pass  as  recommended,  and  that  the  loan 
order  be  disapproved.

mailed  by  the  affiant  without  the  paying  of 
postage  therefor,  the  Commission  will  proceed 
under  the  provisions  of  section  47B  of  chapter 
51  of  the  General  Laws  to  determine  his  or  her 
qualifications  to  vote.

BRA  ALLOW  PARKING  BY  NORTH  END  RESI- 
DENTS ON  LAND  AT  RICHMOND,  CROSS, 
AND  FULTON  STREETS

Whereas,  The  North  End  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  most  congested  neighborhood  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  has  a  paucity  of  parking  spaces  for

Whereas,  Demolition  of  structures  at  the  inter- 
section of  Richmond,  Cross,  and  Fulton  Streets 
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near  the  entrance  to  the  Callahan  Tunnel  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  produced 
additional  parking  spaces  in  the  North  End  section 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Members  of  the  Boston  Tactical  Police 
Force  are  utilizing  the  spaces  created  for  parking  at 
the  intersection  of  Richmond,  Cross,  and  Fulton 
Streets  in  the  North  End  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  depriving  residents  of  the  area  of  parking 
spaces;  now,  therefore,  be  it

I  enclose  herewith  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt  two 
proposed  orders  authorizing  the  application  for 
and  expenditure  of  funds  under  Titles  II  and  VI  of 
the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training  Act 
of  1973  (CETA).  The  proposal  for  the  expenditure 
of  those  funds  was  developed  by  the  city's  Man- 
power Administration,  which  will  oversee  the 
conduct  of  these  programs. 

The  first  order  provides  $3,125,793  in  funds 
from  Boston's  fiscal  year  1976  allocation  for  the 
continuation  of  its  Title  II  Public  Service  Employ- 
ment Program.  The  second  order  modifies  the 
city's  existing  Title  VI  grant  to  incorporate 
$8,850,416  in  new  funds  made  available  by  recent 
federal  legislation. 

While  there  are  large  numbers  of  unemployed  in 
the  city  who  have  applied  for  participation  in  this 
program,  it  is  important  to  note  these  funds  do  not 
allow  expansion  of  the  program.  These  funds  will 
be  used  to  cover  the  costs  of  present  CETA 
enrollees  and  will  not  be  sufficient  to  allow  any 
new  hiring  under  either  Title  II  or  Title  VI. 

Changes  in  federal  guidelines  for  application  for 
these  funds  have  delayed  this  submission  which 
would  cover  costs  which  we  have  carried  since  July 
1,  1975.  For  this  reason,  I  encourage  you  to  give 
the  attached  orders  your  earliest  consideration.

Whites  in  Minority 
In  City's  Schools

.Stripped  of  all  the  mumbo-jumbo  and  the  double-talk  by 
top  school  officials,  the  cold,  hard  fact  is  that  there  now  arc 
more  non-white  pupils  than  white  children  in  Boston's 
public  school  system. 

That  should  come  as  no  surprise  to  Transcript  readers 
because  it  has  been  predicted  for  months  in  this  column.  It 
also  is  an  incWtable  result  of  US.  District  Court  Judge  W. 
Arthur  Garritv's  compulsory  busing  orders. 

Garrity  has  made  the  white  boys  and  girls  the  minority 
group  in  Boston's  public  schools.  For  all  practical  purposes 
ho  has  made  it  impossible  to  accomplish  any  meaningful 
integration  in  the  city's  schools. 

.fudge  Garrity  now  should  sit  back  in  the  chamber  of  his 
federal  court  or  the  study  of  his  Wellesley  home  and  reflect 
upon  the  harm  he  has  visited  upon  Boston  and  its  public 
school  system. 

His  alleged  expert,  who  scoffed  at  reports  about  white 
flight  and  in  wiseacre  fashion  referred  to  the  I-ogan  Airport, 
should  take  a  close  look  at  the  school  attendance  figures  and 
the  story  they  tell  of  the  effect  of  Garrity's  compulsory 
busing  decrees. 

A  lot  of  while  kids  have  left  the  Boston  public  schools  and 
gone  somewhere.  Most  of  them. are  attending  schools 
elsewhere.  Very  few  arc  truants. 

If  you  deduct  the  approximately  5000  white  pupils  in  East 
Boston  who  were  exempted  from  busing  and  the  thousands 
of  other  white  boys  and  girls  attending  magnet  schools  from 
the  total  of  about  25,000  w  hite  children  in  the  entire  public 
school  system,  there  are  not  enough  white  youngsters  left 
for  Garrity  to  bus  around  and  accomplish  anything  except 
to  disturb  and  upset  parents  who  want  their  sons  and 
daughters  to  attend  the  neighborhood  schools  closest  to 
their  homes. 

If  Judge  Garrity  has  raised  the  standard  of  public  school 
education  by  even  one  iota  in  Boston,  a  great  many  peop'e 
would  like  to  know  where  to  find  that  improvement. 

The  answer,  of  course,  is  that  he  has  accomplished  no 
improvement,  that  he  only  has  damaged  Boston,  virtually 
wrecked  its  public  school  system,  thrown  hundreds  of 
teachers  out  of  work  and  created  a  racism  such  as  Boston 
never  has  known  before. 

In  addition,  he  passed  erroneous  attendance  figures  to  the 
city's  public  school  officials  who,  for  reasons  best  known  to 
themselves,  accepted  them. 

Judge  Garrity  sat  in  open  court  last  spring  and  publicly 
mused  about  the  school  attendance  figure.  The  computer 
showed  85,000  children  attending  the  city's  public  schools. 
But  the  computer  obviously  was  wrong,  and  Garrity  said  as 
much. 

lie  delcared,  in  effect,  that  the  figure  included  boys  and 
girls  who  had  attended  school  in  Boston  for  a  day  but  then 
luid  gone  elsewhere.  He  said  10,000  kids  had  gone 
somewhere  else.  He  asked  himself  whether  there  had  been 
white  flight  but  didn't  answer  his  own  question. 

In  the  end,  Garrity  accepted  the  obviously  erroneous 

85,000  figure  for  the  number  of  children  attending  Boston's 
public  schools.  Why  he  did  so  when  he  said  the  number  was 
wrong  is  a  mystery.  So  Garrity  and  school  officials  planned 
for  7G/JO0  children  to  return  to  public  schools  in  Boston  this 
month  when  it  was  clear  there  would  not  be  much  niore 
than  50,000. 

We  can't  expect  much  from  school  olllclals  who  arc 
unable  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  how  many 
children  are  attending  classes  at  the  end  of  a  school  year  or 
from  a  lederal  judge  who  received  dally  attendance  figures 
but  did  not  use  them  properly.

Section  11F.  Disability  income  insurance  for  non- 
occupational injury  or  disease;  combined  cover- 
age; policies  and  applications,  filing;  premiums, 
contribution  and  appropriation,  withholding  or 
direct  payment;  cancellation;  dividends  or  re- 
funds; acceptance  of  this  section  by  govern- 
mental   units 

Upon  acceptance  of  this  section  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  appropriate  public  authority  of  the 
governmental  unit  shall  negotiate  with  one  or  more 
insurance  companies  and  purchase  on  such  terms  as 
it  deems  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
governmental  unit  and  its  employees  a  policy  or 
policies  of  group  disability  income  insurance  gov- 
erning nonoccupational  injury  or  disease.  Such  in- 
surance shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the 
eligibility  requirements  as  provided  in  chapter  'one 
hundred  and  seventy-five.  The  appropriate  public 
authority  shall  incorporate  this  disability  income 
insurance  as  an  integral  part  of  the  group  life  and 
accidental  death  and  dismemberment  insurance 
provided  under  section  five  or  eleven  A  with  the 
claims  experience  and  retention  costs  combined,  or 
the  claims  experience  and  retention  costs  of  said 
disability  income  insurance  may  be  maintained 
separately  from  the  claims  experience  and  reten- 
tion costs  of  the  group  life  and  accidental  death 
and  dismemberment  insurance  provided  under  sec- 
tions five  and  eleven  A.  The  appropriate  public 
authority  may  execute  policies  or  contracts  for 
said  disability  income  insurance  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  five  years;  provided,  however,  that  the 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  premium  per  month  to 
be  borne  by  the  governmental  unit  shall  not  exceed 
the  estimated  monthly  cost  for  which  funds  have 
been  appropriated  for  the  then  current  fiscal,year. 
A  copy  of  said  policies  or  contracts  shall  be  filed 
with  the  commission  no  later  than  thirty  days  after 


their  effective  date  and  the  commission  shall  in  its 
discretion  include  pertinent  data  regarding  such 
insurance  in  its  annual  report.  Each  employee 
entitled  to  be  insured  under  this  section  shall  file 
an  application  therefor  with  the  treasurer  of  the 
governmental  unit  on  a  form  prescribed  by  said 
treasurer.  Such  application  shall  be  the  property  of 
the  governmental  unit.  With  respect  to  any  disa- 
bility income  insurance  which  is  in  effect  for  an 
employee  there  shall  be  withheld  from  payment  of 
salary,  wages  or  other  compensation  fifty  percent 
of  a  total  monthly  premium  or  rate  and  the 
governmental  unit  shall  contribute  the  remaining 
fifty  percent.  If  an  employee  is  not  entitled  to 
receive  salary,  wages  or  other  compensation  for  a 
calendar  or  premium  month  while  in  the  status  of  a 
leave  of  absence  without  pay  and  not  because  of 
sickness  or  injury,  he  shall  make  payment  directly 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  governmental  unit  and  there 
shall  be  no  contribution  by  the  governmental  unit 
for  such  payment.  If  an  employee  is  entitled  to 
receive,  during  a  calendar  month,  salary,  wages  or 
other  compensation,  and  the  premium  has  not 
been  withheld  from  said  salary,  wages  or  other 
compensation,  he  may  continue  his  insurance  in 
effect  by  paying  directly  to  the  governmental  unit, 
which  would  otherwise  have  been  deducted  from 
his  salary  or  wages,  and  said  governmental  unit 
shall  contribute  the  remaining  fifty  percent  of  the 
cost  of  the  monthly  premium.  If  an  employee  is 
not  entitled  to  receive  salary,  wages  or  other 
compensation  for  any  calendar  month,  due  to 
illness  of  such  employee  and  not  because  of  illness 
of  his  immediate  family,  for  purposes  of  this 
section  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  granted 
sick  leave  without  pay,  and  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  appropriate  public  authority, 
said  employee  shall  make  payment  for  fifty  per- 
cent of  the  cost  of  such  insurance  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  governmental  unit,  and  such  governmental 
unit  shall  contribute  the  remaining  fifty  percent  of 
said  premium.  All  amounts  withheld  from  an 
employee's  salary,  wages  or  other  compensation 
and  all  amounts  paid  by  an  employee  together  with 
the  contribution  of  the  governmental  unit  as 
hereinbefore  described  shall  be  paid  by  the  treas- 
urer of  the  governmental  unit  to  the  carrier  or 
carriers  entitled  to  the  premium.

Ordered,  That  section  16  of  chapter  32B  of  the 
General    Laws,    be,    and    the    same    hereby    is, 
accepted. 

Section    16.  Optional    insurance    for    services    of 
health    care    organizations;    contracts;    pre- 
miums; contributions;  schedule  of  health  care 
services;  payment  formulas;  accounting;  divi- 
dends; rules   and  regulations;  acceptance  of 
section  by  political  subdivisions 
Upon  acceptance  of  this  section  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  appropriate  public  authority  of  the 
governmental   unit    shall    enter   into    a   contract, 
hereinafter  described,  to  make  available  the  ser- 
vices   of   a    health    care    organization   to   certain 
eligible   and   retired   employees   and   dependents, 
including  the  surviving  spouse  and  dependents  of 
such  active  and  retired  employees,  on  a  voluntary 
and  optional  basis,  as  it  deems  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  governmental  unit  and  such  eligible 
persons  as  aforesaid,  provided:  — 

(1)  that  the  total  monthly  premium  cost  to  be 
paid  by  the  governmental  unit  is  to  be  paid  under 
the  terms  of  a  contract  to  a  carrier  and  not  paid 
directly  to  a  health  care  organization.  For  purposes 
of  this  chapter  such  a  contract  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  contract  of  insurance; 

(2)  that  the  health  care  organization  maintains 
fair  and  non-discriminatory  formulas  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  vendors'  services  and  that  such  for- 
mulas result  in  the  same  relative  charges  to  all  fiscal 
intermediaries  or  carriers  with  whom  the  health 
care  organization  has  an  agreement;  provided, 
however,  that  any  difference  in  relative  charges 
which  may  result  from  the  application  of  a  rate  of 
payment  approved  under  section  five  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  seventy-six  A  shall  be  deemed  to 
comply  herewith. 

The  appropriate  public  authority  shall  negotiate 
such  a  contract  of  insurance  for  and  on  behalf  and 
in  the  name  of  the  governmental  unit  for  such  a 
period  of  time  not  exceeding  five  years  as  it  may, 
in  its  discretion,  deem  to  be  the  most  advantageous 
to  the  governmental  unit  and  the  persons  insured 
hereunder. 

AD  persons  eligible  for  the  insurance  provided 
under  section  five  shall  have  the  option  to  be 
insured  for  the  services  of  a  health  care  organiza- 
tion under  this  section  but  shall  not  be  insured  for 
both.  The  governmental  unit's  contribution  toward 
the  total  monthly  premium  cost  or  rate  for 
coverage  under  this  section  shall  be  the  same  as  and 
shall  not  exceed  the  governmental  unit's  contri- 
bution for  the  health  insurance  programs  provided 
under  sections  three,  five,  and  eleven  C,  such 
contribution  for  said  health  insurance  being  deter- 
mined from  time  to  time  under  the  applicable 
sections  of  this  chapter,  and  the  eligible  persons, 
having  elected  coverage  under  this  section  by 
making  application  as  provided  in  section  six,  shall 
pay  the  remainder  of  the  total  monthly  premium 
cost  or  rate.  Such  payment  by  the  insured  shall  be 
made  to  the  governmental  unit  as  provided  in 
sections  seven,  seven  A,  nine  A,  nine  B,  nine  C, 
nine  D  and  nine  E,  as  may  be  applicable. 

The  governmental  unit  shall  require  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  such  insurance  contracts  an 


accounting  at  least  annually  of  the  payments  made 
to  providers  of  services  on  behalf  of  each  person  so 
insured;  and,  the  extent  and  range  of  health  care 
services  shall  be  a  matter  of  continuing  analysis  and 
study  by  the  governmental  unit  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  a  reasonable  relationship  between  the 
total  monthly  premium  cost  or  rate  and  the 
schedule  of  health  care  services  provided. 

Any  dividend  or  its  equivalent  derived  from 
insurance  contracts  issued  pursuant  to  this  section 
shall  be  applied  as  provided  in  sections  eight  or 
eight  A  whichever  may  be  applicable. 

The  appropriate  public  authority  may  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  administration  of  this  section. 

This  section  shall  take  effect  in  a  county,  city, 
town,  or  district  upon  its  acceptance  in  the 
following  manner:—  in  a  county,  by  vote  of  the 
county  commissioners;  in  a  city  having  a  Plan  D  or 
Plan  E  charter  by  majority  vote  of  its  city  council, 
in  any  other  city  by  vote  of  its  city  council 
approved  by  the  mayor;  in  a  town  by  vote  of  the 
board  of  selectmen;  in  a  regional  school  district  by 
vote  of  the  regional  district  school  committee  and 
in  all  other  districts  by  vote  of  the  registered  voters 
of  the  district  at  a  district  meeting.

$31,127,000,  or  about  $19.25  on  our  tax  rate;and

traveled  and  least  funded  trolley  service  in  the 
MBTA  district; and 

Whereas,  Riders  of  the  Arborway  Line  are 
regularly  subjected  to  delays  due  to  the  breakdown 
of  the  antiquated  trolleys  in  service  on  this  route; 
and 

Whereas,  Certain  of  these  streetcars  have  been  in 
service  since  long  before  Charlie  invested  his  nickel; 
and 

Whereas,  The  MBTA  is  soon  to  receive  new 
articulated  trolleys  to  replace  much  of  the  rolling 
stock  now  in  use  on  the  Green  Line;  and 

Whereas,  MBTA  Chairman  Kiley  is  now  planning 
to  deploy  virtually  all  of  these  new  vehicles  on 
lines  which  serve  Brookline  and  Newton  rather 
than  Boston; and 

Whereas,  Newton  only  pays  1.8  million  toward 
the  MBTA  deficit  and  Brookline  only  slightly 
more;  and 

Whereas,  Equity  requires  that  Boston's  transit 
patrons,  especially  those  on  the  Arborway  Line, 
have  the  benefit  of  the  new  light  rail  trolleys,  at 
least  in  proportion  to  the  amount  contributed  to

Whereas,  Unless  this  second  order  is  placed, 
there  will  not  be  enough  new  streetcars  to  service 
the  Arborway  Line;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  to  make  a  public  com- 
mitment towards  improving  the  service  on  the 
Arborway  Line  by  taking  the  following  actions: 

1.  A  second  order  for  new  LRV  streetcars  be 
placed  immediately  to  ensure  adequate 
numbers  for  the  Arborway  Line. 

2.  Distribute  the  first  order  of  LRVs  evenly 
among  all  streetcar  lines  as  they  come  in. 

3.  Initiate  the  necessary  steps  to  prepare  the 
Arborway  Line  through  Jamaica  Plain  for  LRVs 
in  time  to  be  ready  for  the  first  expected  cars  in

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been  spent  for  urban  renewal,  model  cities,  and 
community  improvement  projects  along  the  path 
of  the  Orange  Line  structure;  and 

Whereas,  These  public  funds  will  be  largely 
wasted  unless  the  unsightly,  vibrating,  noisy, 
elevated  structure  is  demolished;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  public  funds,  in  the  form  of 
a  bond  issue  and  federal  grants,  available  for 
modernization  of  MBTA  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  proposed  to  relocate  the 
Orange  Line  to  the  Penn  Central  right-of-way  and 
supplement  service  with  buses  and  "people- 
movers";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  restates 
its  support  of  this  proposal;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  as  he  is  a 
member  of  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board,  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  requested  to  place  the  subject  of  the 
relocation  of  the  Orange  Line  and  a  proposal  to 
demolish  the  present  elevated  structure  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO 
THE  VERIFICATION  OF  INFORMATION 
PERTAINING  TO  NEWLY  REGISTERED 
VOTERS 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  a  purported  ordinance  relative  to  the 
verification  of  information  pertaining  to  newly 
registered  voters.  My  reasons  for  disapproval  are 
that  the  proposed  ordinance  conflicts  with  G.  L.  c. 
51,  s.  47B,  as  amended  by  St.  1973,  c.  1137,  s.  9B. 
That  section  provides: 

"If  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  registra- 
tion  of  a   voter   the   registrars  have  probable 
cause  to  believe  that  the  voter  has  made  a  false 
statement  in  his  affidavit  of  registration,  they 
may  prepare  a  complaint  setting  forth  the  basis 
for    their    belief,    and    summon   the   voter   to 
appear  before  them  in  the  manner  set  forth  in 
section    forty-eight.    They    shall   examine   the 
voter  and  determine  his  qualifications  to  vote  in 
the  manner  set  forth  in  section  forty-nine." 
The   proposed   ordinance  purports  to  give  the 
Election  Commission  the  power  to  "request  the 
affiant  to  produce  reasonable  proof  of  residence, 
satisfactory    to    the   Election   Commission   or   its 
agent."   The    effect    of    the    proposed   ordinance 
would   be  to  impose  an  additional  burden  on  a 
registrant  of  requesting  him  to  come  in  and  prove 
the  truth  of  what  he  has  asserted  under  oath. 

While  I  share  your  concern  for  the  legality  of  the 
registration  process,  it  is  plain  to  me  that  the 
Legislature  has,  through  its  recent  enactments, 
disapproved  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  cities  and 
towns  to  encumber  the  registration  of  voters  in  any 
manner  except  in  accordance  with  its  terms.  See 
Hershkoff  v.  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  of 
Worcester,  1974  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  2427.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as

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Section  1.  Immediately  following  the  registra- 
tion of  a  voter  under  the  provisions  of  section  42 
of  chapter  51  of  the  General  Laws,  the  Election 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  proceed  to 
determine  whether  there  appears  at  that  time  to  be 
probable  cause  to  believe  that  the  affiant  has  made 
a  false  statement  in  such  an  affidavit.  Without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  Com- 
mission, or  any  agent  of  it,  shall  do  the  following: 

(a)  examine  the  then  most  recent  Annual 
Listing  of  Residents,  to  determine  whether  or 
not  the  affiant  is  listed  at  the  address  given,  and 
in  the  event  the  affiant  is  not  listed, 

(b)  request  the  affiant  to  produce  reasonable 
proof  of  residence,  satisfactory  to  the  Election 
Commissioner  or  its  agent,  and  in  the  event  the 
affiant  fails  to  produce  reasonable  identifica- 
tion, the  said  Commission  or  its  agent,  shall, 

(3)  forthwith  dispatch  to  the  affiant  by  first 
class  mail,  postage  prepaid,  in  an  envelope 
endorsed  "Address  Correction  Requested  -  Do 
Not  Forward"  a  notice,  informing  the  affiant 
that  unless  the  Commission  shall  receive,  within 
ten  days  of  the  date  of  mailing,  a  signed, 
written  confirmation  of  receipt  of  said  notice, 
by  means  of  a  card  or  letter  which  can  be 
mailed  by  the  affiant  without  the  paying  of 
postage  therefor,  the  Commission  will  proceed 
under  the  provisions  of  section  47B  of  chapter 
51  of  the  General  Laws  to  determine  his  or  her 
qualifications  to  vote. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  3  of  chap- 
ter 1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

BUS  SHELTERS  FINANCE  BY 
ADVERTISING  REVENUE 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Council  Members: 

The  Authority  has  investigated  the  proposal 
suggested  by  the  City  Council  to  install  bus  shelters 
financed  by  revenue  advertising  incorporated  in  the 
shelter,  as  is  being  done  in  New  York  City. 

An  agreement  between  the  Authority  and  its 
advertising  concessionaire  requires  that  all  adver- 
tising on  Authority  facilities  or  vehicles  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  concessionaire.  We  discussed 
this  with  the  concessionaire,  and  they  felt  that  it 
would  not  be  practical  to  support  shelters  with 
revenue  advertising.  Vandalism  of  the  advertising 
and  the  shelters  would  reduce  their  effectiveness. 
In  addition,  in  many  of  the  areas  where  shelters 
may  be  feasible,  there  would  not  be  sufficient 
public  exposure  of  the  advertising  to  make  it 
possible  to  sell  the  space.  We  do  not  have  the 
densities  of  pedestrian  and  bus  traffic  found  in 
Manhattan.  Thus,  we  must  conclude  that  it  is  not 
feasible  for  the  Authority  to  adopt  the  New, York 
program.

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Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

1.  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

City:   The  City  of  Boston. 

Gross  Annual  Income:  Gross  annual  income  as 
computed  for  federal  income  purposes.  The  gross 
annual  income  of  all  income-earning  persons  in  a 
household  shall  be  computed  to  any  member  of 
the  household  who  claims  a  tax  credit  under  this 
act. 

Parent:  Any  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person 
having  responsibility  for  the  support  of  one  or 
more  children  of  such  age  as  to  be  legally  required 
to  be  enrolled  in  school. 

Private  or  parochial:  Any  school  located  in  the 
city  other  than  a  public  school  or  a  school 
established  under  a  form  or  organization  which 
permits  the  earning  of  a  profit. 

Tax  Credit:  An  amount  of  money  which  may 
be  deducted^  from  a  taxpayer's  annual  payment  of 
real  estate  taxes  at  such  times  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  commissioner  of  assessing  of  the  city. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  tax  burden 
of  parents  whose  children  are  enrolled  in  private  or 
parochial  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston,  up  to  and 
including  grade  12,  said  city  may  by  ordinance 
allow  a  tax  credit  to  such  parents  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  the  following: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross 
annual  income  is  $7,000  or  less  $500  for  each 
child  enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial  school; 

(b)  in  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross 
annual  income  is  more  than  $7,000  but  not 
more  than  $10,000,  $400  for  each  child  en- 
rolled in  a  private  or  parochial  school; 

(c)  in  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross 
annual  income  is  more  than  $10,000  but  not 
more  than  $15,000,  $300  for  each  child  en- 
rolled in  a  private  or  parochial  school; 

(d)  in  the  case  of  a  parent  whose  gross 
annual  income  is  $15,000  or  more,  $200  for 
each  child  enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial 
school. 

3.  The  city  by  ordinance  further  allows  a  tax 
credit  to  the  owners  of  rental  property  in  which 
live  tenants  who  are  parents  of  children  in  private 
or  parochial  schools,  in  such  amount  as  such 
ordinance  may  provide,  but  not  exceeding  in 
respect  of  each  such  parent  resident  therein  the 
amounts  as  aforesaid.  Any  ordinance  so  providing 
shall  direct  that  the  entire  tax  credit  allowed  to  a 
landlord  under  this  section  shall  be  applied  to  the 
reduction  of  the  rent  paid  by  every  parent  in 
respect  of  whom  such  credit  is  allowed  and  the  city 
may  enforce  this  provision  by  other  appropriate 
measures.  So  long  as  the  rents  in  the  city  are 
controlled  pursuant  to  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of 


1970,  or  pursuant  to  any  other  general  or  special 
law,  the  local  authority  having  responsibility  for 
regulating  rents  shall  also  ensure,  as  to  all  housing 
units  wherein  the  rents  are  controlled  by  such 
authority,  that  all  tax  savings  resulting  from  the 
operation  of  this  section  and  any  ordinance  there- 
under are  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  rents  paid 
by  such  parents. 

4.  The  city  may  by  ordinance  prescribe  the 
form  of  certificate  to  be  executed  by  any  person 
seeking  benefits  under  this  act,  and  may  by 
ordinance  require  any  such  person  to  furnish  such 
additional  information,  including  certified  copies 
of  income  tax  returns,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
verification  of  his  claim. 

5.  Any  person  who  knowingly,  and  with  intent 
to  seek  a  benefit  under  this  act  to  which  he  is  not 
otherwise  entitled,  makes  any  false  statements  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $  1 ,000  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both,  and  each  such  false  statement  shall  be  a 
separate  offense.  Any  landlord  who,  having  sought 
and  obtained  a  tax  credit  under  section  (3)  of  this 
act,  fails  to  apply  the  entire  amount  so  credited  to 
the  reduction  of  the  rent  paid  by  the  tenant  in 
respect  of  whom  such  credit  was  obtained  shall 
likewise  be  punished,  and  in  addition  shall  be 
civilly  liable  to  such  tenant  for  three  times  the 
amount  so  withheld. 

6.  Any  student  whose  parents  receive  such  a  tax 
credit  and  is  enrolled  in  a  private  or  parochial 
school  shall  not  be  required  as  part  of  his  curricu- 
lum to  study  any  course  pertaining  to  a  religious 
belief,  cult,  or  sect. 

7.  In  the  event  that  any  of  the  individual 
provisions  in  this  act  are  deemed  to  be  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  law,  then  it  is  the  intent  of  this 
act  that  each  paragraph  shall  be  considered  divisi- 
ble and  separate  and,  further,  that  the  phrase, 
"private  or  parochial,"  where  used,  shall  be  con- 
sidered divisible  so  that,  notwithstanding  the  use  of 
such  language  for  the  purpose  of  this  petition,  it  is 
the  intent  that  the  use  of  such  words,  "private  or 
parochial,"  shall  be  construed  as  separable  and 
divisible.

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An    Ordinance    Establishing   Campaign    Spending 
Limitations  for  Candidates  for  City  Office. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  201  of  Title  2 
of  the  ordinances,  the  following  new  caption  and 
section: 

Campaign  Spending 
Section   202.  Limitations  on  Campaign  Spending 
in  City  Preliminary  Elections  and  City  Elections. 

No  person  being  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Mayor,  City  Councillor  at  Large,  or  School  Com- 
mitteeman, at  any  regular  or  special  election  or 
preliminary  election,  and  no  person  acting  with  his 
leave  or  authority,  or  without  such  leave  or 
authority,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  Treas- 
urer or  Chairman  of  a  nonelected  political  commit- 
tee, shall  expend,  cause  to  be  expended,  allow  to 
be  expended,  or  suffer  to  be  expended,  in  the 
municipal  year  of  such  election,  any  monies  in 
furtherance  of  the  campaign  of  such  a  candidate, 
for  whatever  purpose,  by  any  person,  in  excess  of 
the  amounts  hereinafter  set  out,  which  shall  be  the 
aggregate  of  expenditures  by  all  persons,  under 
whatever  color  or  guise,  in  furtherance  of  that 
campaign; 

The  Office  of  Mayor:  Two  hundred   thou- 
sand dollars; 

The   Office   of  City   Councillor   at  Large: 
Twenty  thousand  dollars; 

The     Office    of    School    Committee- 
man: Twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Every  dollar  expended  in  excess  of  the  above 
limitations  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate 
offense,  and  each  offense  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  two  dollars. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  incurring 
of  a  liability  for  goods  and  services  in  furtherance 
of  such  a  campaign  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an 
expenditure  of  monies  equal  to  the  amount  of  such 
liability,  and  it  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
expended  on  the  date  the  liability  was  incurred. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  CBC  Ord.  2, 
section  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the 
City  Council  in  adopting  the  same,  and  shall  take 
effect  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  the  year 
1976. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  hereof  are  severable 
and  the  decision  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  invalidating  or  impairing  the  validity  of 
any  part  or  portion  hereof  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
affect  the  validity  of  any  remaining  part  of  portion 
of  this  ordinance.

(2)  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby 
is,  authorized  to  maintain  a  conservation  fund  in 
accordance  with  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5(51),  and  to 
deposit  in  that  fund  any  money  received  or 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  the  Conservation 
Commission:  and 

(3)  That  approval  be,  and  hereby  is,  given  in 
accordance  with  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  53A  for  the 
expenditure  by  the  Conservation  Commission  of 
funds  received  for  the  purposes  of  G.  L.  c.  40,  s. 
8C. 

(4)  That  the  Conservation  Commission  file  with 
the  City  Council  on  a  quarterly  basis,  a  record  of 
all  gifts,  grants,  bequests,  or  devises  of  personal 
property  or  interests  in  real  property  of  the  kinds 
mentioned  in  said  section  8C  that  have  been 
received.

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  United  Nations, 
the  United  States  chief  delegate  to  the  United 
Nations,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  members  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.

OPERATION  OF  "SPECIAL  GANG  SQUAD" 
WITHIN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Director  Edward  T.  Sullivan  of  the  Administrative 
Services  Department.  It  is  dated  August  21,  1975, 
and  speaks  of  a  City  Council  order  relating  to 
street  gangs,  dated  August  11,  1975.  A  copy  of 
each  is  enclosed  herewith. 

The  formation  of  the  Special  Gang  Squad  was 
brought  about  by  the  extraordinarily  high  number 
of  calls  received  by  the  Boston  Police  Department 
last  year  relating  to  gangs,  i.e.,  gangs  harassing 
passersby,  or  committing  vandalism.  It  was  decided 
early  that  a  method  would  be  devised  wherein 
special  units,  dedicated  solely  to  handling  com- 
plaints about  gangs,  would  reduce  this  problem, 
and  free  patrol  cars  for  high-priority  calls. 

After  careful  consideration  and  deliberation  by 
the  Bureau  of  Field  Services  staff  and  area  deputy 
superintendents,  it  was  determined  that  the  motor- 
cycle officers  would  be  the  best  deterrent  because 
of  their  proven  successes  in  the  area  of  crowd 
control.  To  determine  the  number  of  cycles  re- 
quired, the  district  commanders  were  directed  to 
submit  reports  listing  the  locations  on  their  dis- 
tricts where  gangs  would  most  likely  congregate 
and,  also,  to  list  the  locations  by  priority  need.  As 
was  expected,  Districts  5,  6,  and  1 1  had  the  highest 
number  of  locations  and  would  require  frequent 
deployment  of  the  cycles.  It  was  decided  that 
twelve  cycles  would  be  needed  to  contain  the 
problem. 

Although  the  squad  was  formed  on  a  preventa- 
tive patrol  basis,  records  show  there  were  forty 
arrests  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  and 
August  of  offenders  who  loiter  on  corners  and 
other  public  places,  and  who  have  been  guilty  of 
acts  of  vandalism  and  other  offenses.  Records  show 
that  they  responded  to  fifteen  calls  per  tour  of 
duty. 

At  the  present  time  the  squad  is  composed  of 
one  captain,  three  sergeants,  and  seventy-six  patrol- 
men.

If  this  country  is  to  be  saved,  it  must  be  done  on 
the  spiritual  and  moral  values  on  which  it  was 
founded,  based  upon  the  dignity  of  the  human 
person,  the  cogency  of  the  moral  law,  the  validity 
of  truth  and  justice,  and  the  right  of  God  in  the 
domain  of  human  affairs. 

O  God,  on  this  day  let  Thy  manifold  blessings  be 
upon  these  custodians  of  our  government.  Inspire 
them  with  Thy  courage,  that  they  may  enkindle 
confidence  in  the  hearts  of  all  our  citizens,  even 
the  faithless  and  mistaken  among  us.  And  "for  the" 
rest  of  us,  0  Lord,  who  do  not  share  the 
responsibilities  of  political  office,  grant  us  Thy 
saving  grace.  When  we  cannot  help  the  cause,  let  us 
not  hurt  it;  if  we  cannot  help  bind  up  a  few 
wounds,  please,  God  keep  us  from  opening  new 
ones. 

While  we  seek  God's  blessing  on  our  own  work, 
we  ask  a  special  benediction  on  the  American 
veterans  who  have  served  this  great  nation  in  its 
days  of  darkness.  With  indefatigable  zeal,  with 
watchful  vigilance,  and  brave  hearts  they  have 
stood  as  custodians,  heroic  sentinels  over  our  great 
American  heritage  in  which  the  majority  is  without 
tyranny,  the  minority  without  fear.  To  the  veteran 
we  say,  "thank  you-may  God  bless  you."

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING 
CAMPAIGN  SPENDING  LIMITATIONS 
FOR  CANDIDATES  FOR  CITY  OFFICE 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  October  20,  placing  limitations  on 
campaign  spending  in  city  preliminary  elections 
and  city  elections. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  city  may 
not  enact  such  limitations  in  the  absence  of 
specific  authority  of  the  Legislature.  The  Home 
Rule  Amendment  (Const.  Amend.,  Art.  LXXXIX, 
s.  7)  provides: 

"Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  deemed  to 
grant  to  any   city  or  town  the  power  to  (1) 
regulate  elections  other  than  those  prescribed 
by  sections  three  and  four .  .  ." 
This  section  further  provides  that: 

"...  the  foregoing  enumerated  powers  may 
be  granted  by  the  general  court  in  conformity 
with    the    constitution    and   with    the   powers 
reserved  to  the  general  court  by  section  eight." 
Legislation    dealing    with    the    regulation    of 
campaign    finances    is    legislation    regulating 
elections.    Bowe   v.    Secretary   of  the  Common- 
wealth,   320   Mass.   230.  First  National  Bank  of 
Boston  v.  Attorney  General,  1972  Adv.  Sh.  1711. 
Since  such  regulation  of  elections  can  be  im- 
posed  only  by   the  General  Court,   the  City  of 
Boston  cannot  act  in  this  area  without  a  power 
specifically  delegated  to  it  by  the  General  Court  in 
accordance  with  Const.  Amend.,  Art.  LXXXIX,  s. 
7. 1  know  of  no  such  delegation.

No  person  being  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
Mayor,  City  Councillor  at  Large,  or  School 
Committeeman,  at  any  regular  or  special 
election  or  preliminary  election,  and  no  person 
acting  with  his  leave  or  authority,  or  without 
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such  leave  or  authority,  including  but  not 
limited  to,  the  Treasurer  or  Chairman  of  a 
nonelected  political  committee,  shall  expend, 
cause  to  be  expended,  allow  to  be  expended,  or 
suffer  to  be  expended  in  the  municipal  year  of 
such  election,  any  monies  in  furtherance  of  the 
campaign  of  such  a  candidate,  for  whatever 
purpose,  by  any  person,  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  hereinafter  set  out,  which  shall  be  the 
aggregate  of  expenditures  by  all  persons,  under 
whatever  color  or  guise,  in  furtherance  of  that 
campaign; 

The  Office  of  Mayor:  $200,000; 
The    Office    of   City    Councillor    at   Large: 
$20,000; 

The  Office  of  School  Committeeman: 
$20,000. 

Every  dollar  expended  in  excess  of  the  above 
limitations  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate 
offense,  and  each  offense  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  $2. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the 
incurring  of  a  liability  for  goods  and  services  in 
furtherance  of  such  a  campaign  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  an  expenditure  of  monies  equal  to  the 
amount  of  such  liability,  and  it  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  expended  on  the  date  the  liability 
was  incurred. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  CBC  Ord.  2, 
section  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the 
City  Council  in  adopting  the  same,  and  shall  take 
effect  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  the  year 
1976. 

Section   3.  The  provisions  hereof  are  severable 
and    the    decision   of   any    court    of   competent 
jurisdiction  invalidating  or  impairing  the  validity  of 
any  remaining  part  or  portion  of  this  ordinance.

Such  adver- 
tisements shall  state  the  time  and  place  where 
the  form  of  lease  and,  if  the  term  of  the  lease  is 
to  exceed  five  years,  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, may  be  had,  and  the  time  and  place  for 
opening  the  proposals  in  answer  to  said  adver- 
tisements, and  shall  reserve  to  the  board  the 
right  to  reject  all  proposals.  All  such  proposals 
shall  be  opened  to  the  public.  No  lease  shall  be 
made  except  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder 
as  determined  by  the  board.  Every  lease  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  years  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  bond  with  surety  satisfactory 
to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit  of  money, 
certified  check,  or  other  security  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  thereof,  and  such  bond  or 
other  security  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city 
collector  until  the  lease  has  been  carried  out  in 
all  respects.  The  preceding  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  leases  under  clause 
(eVi)  of  section  one,  nor  to  leases  under  clause 
(b)  of  this  section.  Every  lease  for  a  period 
exceeding  five  years  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
bond  with  surety  satisfactory  to  the  board,  or 
by  a  deposit  of  money,  certified  check,  or  other 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all 
covenants  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  construct, 
or  cause  to  be  constructed,  any  structures  or 
facilities  for  parking;  and  such  bond  or  other 
security  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  col- 
lector until  all  such  covenants  have  been  carried 
out  in  all  respects. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  in  clause 
(a)  of  this  section,  in  the  case  of  any  lease  of 
land  for  a  period  exceeding  five  years,  but  not 
exceeding  forty  years,  where  upon  the  effective 
date  of  this  act  or  upon  such  later  date  when 
the  lease  may  be  made,  there  is  not  already  a 
parking  facility  in  existence  upon  such  land, 
but  only  in  such  cases,  the  board  may  in  its 
discretion  adopt  such  procedures  for  the 
selection  of  a  lessee  as  it  deems  to  be  in 
furtherance  of  the  purpose  of  this  act,  and  in 
accordance  with  such  procedures  may  select 
lessees  and  enter  into  leases.  Every  such  lease 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with  surety 
satisfactory  to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit  of 
money,  certified  check,  or  other  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  covenants  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed,    any    structures    or    facilities    for 
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parking;  and  such  bond  or  other  security  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  city  collector  until  all 
such  covenants  have  been  carried  out  in  all 
respects. 

(c)  Other  provisions.  All  amounts  received  in 
reimbursement  for  the  cost  of  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  all  amounts  received  as  a  result  of 
the  failure  of  faithful  performance  of  covenants 
to  construct  structures  or  facilities  for  parking 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Parking  Facilities  Fund 
established  under  section  4;  in  addition,  on  July 
first  of  each  year,  said  Parking  Facilities  Fund 
shall  also  be  credited,  from  the  amounts  re- 
ceived from  leases  entered  into  under  this  act, 
with  an  amount  equivalent  to  twelve  times  20 
percent  of  the  total  monthly  rental  of  all  leases 
entered  into  under  this  act  as  of  said  date;  and 
all  other  amounts  received  from  leases  under 
this  act  or  as  a  result  of  other  failure  of  faithful 
performance  required  in  any  such  lease  shall  be 
credited  as  general  funds  of  the  city  and  may  be 
appropriated  for  any  municipal  purposes.  No 
person  shall  be  assessed  any  tax  upon  any  real 
estate  or  buildings  of  which  he  is  the  lessee 
under  the  act,  any  provision  of  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
McDONOUGH  offered  the  following:

and  is  hereby,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section 
8  of  Article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
delete  section  4  of  said  House  Bill  No.  6509.

1.  The  Public  Works  Department  will  dispose  of 
refuse  previously  burnt  at  the  incinerator  at  the 
Gardner  Street,  West  Roxbury,  sanitary  landfill, 
until  September  30,  1975. 

2.  It  is  our  intention  to  award  a  contract  to  the 
Refuse  Energy  Systems  Company  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse  from  the  East  Boston  and  Roxbury 
districts  in  the  amount  of  $664,055,  for  the  period 
October  1,  1975,  to  June  30, 1976,  and  to  award  a 
contract  to  SCA  Disposal  Services  of  New  England, 
Inc.,  for  disposing  of  the  refuse  from  the  Charles- 
town,  South  Boston,  and  City  Proper  districts,  in 
the  amount  of  $979,690,  for  the  period  October  1, 
1975,  to  June  30,  1976. 

3.  The  proposed  contracts  were  bid  as  the  result 
of  public  advertising  in  the  Boston  City  Record. 

4.  The  proposed  contracts  are  not  being 
awarded  on  the  basis  of  so-called  Invitation  Bids. 

5.  See  answer  to  No.  2. 

6.  From  the  bids  received  and  our  intention  to 
award  contracts,  it  appears  the  amount  of 
$1,500,000  will  be  insufficient  in  the  amount  of 
$306,300. 

7.  The  sum  of  $1,500,000  requested  for  ad- 
ditional refuse  disposal  costs  was  determined  by

This  letter  is  in  response  to  an  order  issued  by 
the  City  Council  on  October  6,  1975,  requesting 
information  concerning  a  grant  of  $150,000  to  the 
Roxbury    Community   Development  Corporation. 

Roxbury  Community  Development  Corporation 
(CDC)  and  the  Boston  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  (BEDIC)  are  jointly  con- 
ducting a  feasibility  study  of  industrial  develop- 
ment in  the  area  known  as  the  Southwest  Corridor. 
BEDIC  is  the  recipient  of  a  $104,214  technical 
assistance  grant  from  the  Economic  Development 
Administration  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce  (EDA).  The  EDA  grant  designated  CDC. 
as  the  development  corporation  to  conduct  said 
study. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  grant,  the  federal  grant 
was  to  be  matched  by  grantee  cash  contribution  of 
$45,786.  This  office,  as  part  of  an  overall  profes- 
sional services  contract  with  CDC,  provided  the 
grantee  cash  contribution,  form  federal  Com- 
munity Development  block  grant  funds.  The  pro- 
vision of  this  matching  share  is  fully  consistent 
with  the  city's  application  for  Federal  Community 
Development  block  grant  funds  and  all  relevant 
laws  and  regulations. 

The  decision  to  provide  the  cash  contribution 
was  made  in  order  to  leverage  further  federal 
funding  of  the  Southwest  Corridor  industrial  de- 
velopment project.  The  project,  according  to 
current  projections,  will  have  far-reaching  effects 
on  the  economic  life  of  the  surrounding  com- 
munity and  the  city  as  a  whole.  An  estimated 
1,400  industrial  jobs  will  be  created  with  an 
approximate  annual  payroll  of  $10,020,000.  The 
project  will  also  mean  an  estimated  $317,000  in 
tax  revenues  for  the  city.

Please  be  advised  that  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  does  not  have  any  special  funding  that 
could  be  applied  to  the  security  patrol.  Further- 
more, the  management  of  the  Bromley-Heath 
complex  is  provided  by  the  Bromley -Heath  Tenant 
Management  Corporation.  Our  contractual  re- 
lationship with  the  TMC  provides  the  contractor 
with  a  pro  rata  share  of  the  Authority's  operating 
subsidies,  and  requires  that  TMC  develop  an 
operating  budget  within  the  constraints  of  this 
revenue.  Given  the  general  inadequacy  of  funding 
for  the  Authority  it  appears  unlikely  that  either  it 
or  TMC  will  have  sufficient  revenue  to  support  the 
continuation  of  the  security  patrol.

COMMENDATION  TO  STATE  AFL-CIO 
CONVENTION  FOR  STAND  RE  FORCED 
BUSING 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  state 
convention,  meeting  in  the  City  of  Boston  on 
Friday,  November  7,  1975,  unanimously  endorsed 
a  resolution  of  support  for  the  enactment  of  a 
Constitutional  amendment  to  prohibit  the  forced 
busing  of  school  children  to  achieve  racial  balance 
in  schools;  and 

Whereas,  By  so  endorsing  a  resolution  of  support 
for  the  enactment  of  a  Constitutional  amendment 
to  prohibit  mandatory  (forced)  busing  to  achieve 
racial  balance  in  schools,  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  solidly  placed  itself  within  the  ranks  of 
the  majority  of  people  both  within  the  City  of 
Boston  and  nationwide  who  are  opposed  to  such  a 
judicially  tyrannical  method  of  achieving  racial 
balance  in  public  schools;  and 

Whereas,  Through  the  passage  of  a  resolution  in 
support  of  a  Constitutional  amendment  to  prohibit 
forced  busing,  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  has 
greatly  enhanced  the  possibility  of  enactment  of  a 
Constitutional  amendment  to  prohibit  forced 
busing;  and 

Whereas,  The  resolution  endorsed  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts AFL-CIO  convention  was  introduced  to 
the  convention  by  Thomas  D.  Alward,  President  of 
the  International  Fire  Fighters  Association,  and 
Martin  Pierce,  Vice-President  of  the  International 
Fire  Fighters  Association;  and 

Whereas,  Unanimous  endorsement  of  the  re- 
solution was  achieved  despite  the  opposition  of  the 
national  leadership  of  the  AFL-CIO,  demonstrating 
the  determination  of  the  working  men  and  women 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  end  the 
forced  busing  of  school  children  throughout  the 
nation;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  commends  the  state  AFL-CIO 
convention  for  its  courageous  action  in  support  of 
the  children  and  parents  of  the  entire  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  of  the  City  of  Boston;

CONDUCT  OF  CASE  OF  BLACK  VOTERS, 
ROSE  JOLLEY  ET  AL.  V.  JOHN  J. 
McDONOUGH  ET  AL.

On  or  about  March  4  of  this  year  you  were 
served  with  a  summons  and  a  copy  of  the 
complaint  in  the  voter  rights  case,  Black  Voters, 
Rose  Jolley,  et  al.  v.  John  J.  McDonough.  Plaintiffs 
seek  a  ruling  from  the  United  States  District  Court 
that  the  at-large  method  of  electing  School  Com- 
mittee members  unconstitutionally  discriminates 
against  black  voters.  The  challenge  to  the  at-large 
system  is  not  frivolous  as  there  is  a  sizeable  body 
of  case  law  dealing  with  the  constitutionality  of 
at-large  elections  or  their  functional  equivalents, 
multimember  legislative  elections. 

On  behalf  of  all  defendants,  the  Law  Depart- 
ment filed  on  April  14  a  Motion  to  Dismiss  the 
Complaint  for  failure  to  state  a  claim.  That  motion 
was  denied  by  Federal  District  Court  Judge  Joseph 
Tauro. 

Soon  thereafter,  plaintiffs  began  to  seek 
evidence  through  discovery,  as  provided  for  in  the 
Federal  Rules  of  Civil  Procedure.  Of  the  City 
Council  defendants,  only  Mrs.  Hicks  and  Mr. 
O'Neil  were  deposed  or  asked  to  produce  docu- 
ments and  answers  to  Interrogatories  and  Requests 
to  Admit  Facts. 

On  August  26,  1975,  by  a  three-to-one  vote,  the 
School  Committee  voted  to  retain  Robert  Kline, 
Esquire,  and  Joseph  Gordon,  Esquire,  of  the  firm 
Kline  &  Gordon,  as  its  counsel  on  this  action.  Since 
then,  Messrs.  Kline  and  Gordon  have  been 
completing  the  responses  to  the  extensive  dis- 
covery requests  of  the  plaintiffs.  With  that  phase 
almost  completed,  Kline  and  Gordon  have  been 
preparing  their  own  discovery  motions  and  have 


been  continuing  their  research  into  the  factual  and 
legal  issues.  Attorney  Robert  Dinsmore  has  also 
filed  an  appearance  on  behalf  of  Mrs.  Hicks  to 
assist  her  in  responding  to  plaintiffs'  discovery 
requests. 

On  September  30,  1975,  Judge  Tauro  estab- 
lished the  future  schedule  for  the  trial.  Discovery 
by  both  sides  must  be  completed  by  December  16, 
1975.  A  pretrial  conference  will  be  held  on 
January  19,  1976,  and  a  trial  will  begin  on  March 
8,1976. 

After  the  primary  defendants,  the  School  Com- 
mittee members,  had  retained  new  counsel,  the 
Law  Department  reassessed  its  role  in  the  future 
conduct  of  the  case.  Two  major  factors  determined 
the  outcome  of  that  reassessment.  First,  none  of 
the  other  defendants  in  the  case,  the  City  Council- 
lors, the  Mayor,  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  Election 
Commissioners,  have  a  statutorily  defined  interest 
in  the  case.  That  is,  the  election  process  which  is 
used  to  elect  School  Committee  members  is  not 
relevant  to  the  regular  statutory  duties  of  the 
noncommittee  defendants  and  their  relationship  to 
the  School  Committee.  The  City  Clerk  and 
Election  Commissioners  were  joined  in  the  case 
because  they  administer  the  elections,  but  that  task 
will  continue,  regardless  of  the  type  of  election 
system  which  is  used,  after  this  case  is  concluded. 
The  City  Councillors  and  Mayor  were  joined 
because  they  jointly  are  empowered  to  change  the 
election  procedure  for  School  Committee 
members.  If  the  federal  courts  determine  that  the 
current  system  for  electing  School  Committee 
members  is  unconstitutional  ,  then  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  will  probably  be  asked  by  the 
court  to  propose  alternative  plans  for  School 
Committee  elections.  However,  even  if  the  School 
Committee  election  process  is  changed,  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  will  continue  to  have  the  same 
statutory  relationship  with  the  School  Committee 
vis-a-vis  such  matters  as  the  budget  and  school 
construction,  as  they  do  now.  Secondly,  the  Law 
Department,  like  other  departments  of  the  city, 
has  strict  budgetary  limits.  Defending  this  constitu- 
tional case  would  easily  require  the  full  time 
efforts  of  at  least  one  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  and  many  hours  of  law  student  assistants. 
Such  an  expense  is  difficult  to  justify  in  view  of 
the  thorough  defense  already  progressing  on  behalf 
of  the  School  Committee. 

After  considering  the  above  factors,  representa- 
tives of  the  Law  Department  met  with  Kline  and 
Gordon  on  October  9,  and  announced  that  the 
Law  Department  had  decided  to  rely  upon  them  to 
conduct  the  entire  defense  of  the  liability  stage  of 
this  case.  The  Law  Department  would,  of  course, 
represent  the  noncommittee  defendants  at  the 
remedy  stage,  if  any. 

Unless  the  City  Council  as  a  body  persuades  me 
to  do  otherwise,  I  propose  that  the  ease  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  above  considera- 
tions.

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  Kurt  Waldheim,  Secretary  General  of  the  United 
Nations,  Henry  Kissinger,  Secretary  of  State  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  each  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Congressional  Delegation.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  HON.  JAMES  A.  BURKE

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

I  deeply  appreciate  the  Council's  expression  of 
concern  with  the  actions  taken  by  the  United 
Nations  to  equate  Zionism  with  racism.  I  share 
your  distress  over  this  sharp  departure  from  every- 
thing for  which  the  United  Nations  was  meant  to 
stand. 

The  true  focus  of  Zionism  should  be  abundantly 
clear  to  all  rational  and  compassionate  human 
beings,  and  it  should  be  equally  clear  that  it  is 
antisemitism,  and  not  Zionism,  which  is  racism  - 
racism  in  its  most  blatant  and  horrifying  form. 

When  the  Third  Committee  of  the  United 
Nations  adopted  their  resolution  on  October  17,  I 
immediately  joined  with  the  distinguished  Majority 
Leader,  Thomas  P.  O'Neill,  in  filing  House  Resolu- 
tion 803,  condemning  the  action  of  the  Third 
Committee,  and  urging  the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  to  disapprove  the  resolution. 

I  was  shocked  and  dismayed  that  the  General 
Assembly  would  take  the  irresponsible  action  that 
it  did  in  approving  the  Third  Committee  resolu- 
tion. Congress  has  reacted  immediately  to  this 
outrage.  The  House  and  Senate  have  each  unani- 
mously adopted  a  resolution  which  strongly  con- 
demns the  Assembly's  vote,  and  urges  a  prompt 
reconsideration  of  that  action.  Naturally,  I  shall 
continue  to  voice  my  strong  disapproval  of  the 
U.N.'s  action,  and  will  insist  that  this  government 
use  every  available  means  to  see  this  tragic  error 
corrected.

Every  lease  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing five  years  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond 
with  surety  satisfactory  to  the  board,  or  by  a 
deposit  of  money,  certified  check  or  other 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  thereof, 
and    such    bond    or    other    security    shall    be 
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deposited  with  the  city  collector  until  the  lease 
has  been  carried  out  in  all  respects.  The 
preceding  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  leases  under  clause  (e  Vz)  of  section 
one,  nor  to  leases  under  clause  (b)  of  this 
section.  Every  lease  for  a  period  exceeding  five 
years  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with 
surety  satisfactory  to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit 
of  money,  certified  check  or  other  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  covenants  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed,  any  structures  or  facilities  for 
parking;  and  such  bond  or  other  security  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  city  collector  until  all 
such  covenants  have  been  carried  out  in  all 
respects. 

(b)  In  the  event  that  public  advertising  as 
required  by  clause  (a)  of  this  section  does  not 
produce  responsible  proposals  for  the  construc- 
tion of  any  structures  or  facilities  for  parking 
on  land  to  be  leased  from  the  city  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  forty  years,  the  board  may  in  its 
discretion  adopt  such  procedures  for  the  selec- 
tion of  a  lessee  as  it  deems  to  be  in  furtherance 
of  the  purpose  of  this  act,  and  in  accordance 
with  such  procedures  may  select  lessees  and 
enter  into  leases,  provided  that  each  lease  shall 
contain  a  mechanism  for  increasing  annually  on 
the  anniversary  of  the  lease  the  rent  paid  to  the 
city  and  the  rates  charged  for  parking  according 
to  any  increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  Every  such 
lease  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  with 
surety  satisfactory  to  the  board,  or  by  a  deposit 
of  money,  certified  check  or  other  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  covenants  on  the

Facilities  Fund  shall  also  be  credited,  from  the 
amounts  received  from  leases  entered  into 
under  this  act,  with  an  amount  equivalent  to 
twelve  times  twenty  percent  of  the  total 
monthly  rental  of  all  leases  entered  into  under 
this  act  as  of  said  date;  and  all  other  amounts 
received  from  leases  under  this  act  or  as  a  result 
of  other  failure  of  faithful  performance  re- 
quired in  any  such  lease  shall  be  credited  as 
general  funds  of  the  city  and  may  be  appro- 
priated for  any  municipal  purposes.

facilities  owned  by  the  city  for  the  purpose  of 
replacing  the  Suffolk  County  Jail;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the 
Collector-Treasurer  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  section  7A  of  chapter  642 
of  the  Acts  of  1966,  as  amended,  to  issue  from 
time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds, 
notes,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount  of  $8,500,000. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Amendment:  Judge  W.  Arthur  Garrity,  of  the 
Federal  District  Court,  has  ordered  the  Charles 
Street  Jail  (Suffolk  County  Jail),  to  be  closed 
down,  and  a  new  intake  facility  be  constructed  in 
the  downtown  area  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Jail  is  old  and  antiquated,  but  the  sum  of  money 
that  is  voted  by  the  City  Council,  who  are  the 
County  Commissioners,  is  an  ample  amount  of 
money  to  bring  it  up  to  all  standards  to  make  it 
livable  and  adequate  quarters  for  the  inmates  who 
are  being  detained  there  awaiting  trial.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  November  17,  1975,  requiring  that 
first  opportunity  shall  be  given  to  Boston-based 
musical  units  in  parade  allocations.  My  reasons  for 
disapproval  are  that  the  cumbersome  mechanism  of 
the  ordinance  is  unnecessary  to  reach  this  entirely 
desirable  goal.  Toward  that  end  I  have  instructed 
the  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  examine  the 
proposal  and  establish  the  procedures  whereby  its 
objective  can  be  obtained.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five. 
An  Ordinance  Requiring  That  First  Opportunity 
Shall  be  Given  to  Boston-Based  Musical  Units 
in  Parade  Allcoations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  There    shall    be   maintained    in    the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  a  yearly  listing 
of  the   names   and  addresses  of  units  which  are 
composed    of    a    majority    of  juveniles   who   are 
residents   of   the  City   of  Boston.   (Boston-based 
units).  This  list  may  be  updated  during  the  year. 

Section  2.  Every  musical  unit  meeting  the  de- 
scription above  and  desiring  to  be  notified  of 
city-funded  parades  requiring  musical  units  shall 
submit  to  the  Mayor's  Office  and  Cultural  Affairs 
the  name  of  the  unit,  its  director,  the  address  to 
which   the  notice  described   in  section  3  shall  be 
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sent,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  its  members 
or  participants. 

Section  3.  Whenever  funds  are  allocated  for  a 
parade  to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Boston,  which 
funds  include  an  allocation  for  a  musical  unit(s), 
notice  of  such  parade  and  allocation  shall  be 
mailed  first  class,  to  each  of  the  musical  units  on 
the  aforementioned  list;  the  notice  shall  include 
the  following  information: 

a.  the  name,  date,  time,  and  location  of  the 
parade; 

b.  the  number  of  musical  units  required 
and/or  funded; 

c.  the  amount(s)  available  to  each  unit  as 
payment  for  marching; 

d.  the  name  and  address  of  the  person(s) 
responsible  for  contracting  with  the  units  for 
the  parade; 

e.  the  date  by  which  the  units  must  submit  a 
request  to  be  hired  for  the  parade. 

Section  4.  Musical  units  receiving  the  notice  set 
forth  in  section  3  and  submitting  the  request 
described  in  section  5  shall  be  the  first  unit(s)  hired 
for  the  parade. 

Section  5.  Each  musical  unit  which  receives  the 
notice  set  forth  in  section  3  and  which  desires  to 
be  hired  for  the  parade  shall  submit  such  a  request 
in  writing  to  the  person  designated  in  Section  3, 
Subsection  d  of  the  aforementioned  notice  by  the 
date  indicated  in  section  3,  subsection  e. 

Section  6.  On  or  after  the  date  indicated  in 
section  3,  subsection  e  of  the  aforementioned 
notice,  the  person  designated  in  section  3,  sub- 
section d  shall  hire  the  unit(s)  submitting  the 
request  set  forth  in  section  5. 

Section  7.  Only  after  the  refusal  (s)  of  those 
units  submitting  request(s)  pursuant  to  section  5 
shall  the  person  designated  in  section  3,  subsection 
d  of  the  aforementioned  notice,  hire  musical  units 
from  outside  the  City  of  Boston;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  offer  to  a  musical  unit,  from  outside 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  in  excess  of  offers  made 
to  and  rejected  by  Boston-based  musical  units. 

Section  8.  Upon  appropriation  of  parade  funds 
or  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  the  list  set 
forth  in  section  1  shall  be  given  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  the  person  designated 
pursuant  to  section  3,  subsection  d.

RE  ZIONISM

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
you  for  providing  me  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
dealing  with  Zionism  recently  adopted  by  the 
Boston  City  Council.  I  share  your  distress  over  this 
sharp  departure  from  everything  for  which  the 
United  Nations  was  meant  to  stand. 

The  true  focus  of  Zionism  should  be  abundantly 
clear  to  all  rational  and  compassionate  human 
beings,  and  it  should  be  equally  clear  that  it  is 
antiSemitism,  and  not  Zionism,  which  is  racism  - 
racism  in  its  most  blatant  and  horrifying  form. 

When  the  Third  Committee  of  the  United 
Nations  adopted  their  resolution  on  October  17,  I 
immediately  joined  with  the  distinguished  Majority 
Leader,  Thomas  P.  O'Neill,  in  filing  House  Resolu- 
tion 803,  condemning  the  action  of  the  Third 
Committee,  and  urging  the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  to  disapprove  the  resolution. 

I  was  shocked  and  dismayed  that  the  General 
Assembly  would  take  the  irresponsible  action  that 
it  did  in  approving  the  Third  Committee  resolu- 
tion. Congress  has  reacted  immediately  to  this 
outrage.  The  House  and  Senate  have  each  unani- 
mously adopted  a  resolution  which  strongly  con- 
demns the  assembly's  vote,  and  urges  a  prompt 


reconsideration  of  that  action.  As  you  know, 
Congress  has  also  voted  to  reassess  this  nation's 
financial  commitment  to  the  United  Nations.

FORCED  BUSING

Thank  you  very  much  for  sending  me  a  copy  of 
the  testimony  given  before  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil in  regards  to  the  busing  situation  in  Boston.  I 
am,  as  you  are  aware,  very  sympathetic  to  the 
outrage  expressed  by  your  citizens  due  to  the 
ramifications  of  court-ordered  forced  busing. 

In  the  years  that  busing  has  been  used  by  the 
courts  as  a  remedy  for  racial  imbalances  in  the 
public  schools,  it  has  been  disruptive  to  our  school 
systems  and  has  not  improved  educational  oppor- 
tunities for  anyone.  I  assure  you  that  I  will  make 
every  effort  to  see  that  a  Congressional  proposal  is 
passed  which  will  put  an  end  to  court-ordered 
busing  once  and  for  all.  The  time  has  come  for 
definitive  action  in  the  United  States  Congress  so 
that  we  might  return  quality  to  education  through 
the  free  access  to  our  neighbor  schools.

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  ordinance  which 
would  effect  the  reinstitution  of  rent  control  under 
the  special  statute  so  empowering  the  City  of 
Boston.  St.  1970,  c.  863. 

Action  of  this  sort  is  made  necessary  by  the 
failure  so  far  of  the  Legislature  to  extend  the 
general  rent  control  enabling  act.  St.  1970,  c.  842. 
Although  it  is  reported  that  the  Legislature 
proposes  to  take  up  the  extension  of  the  later 
statute  on  December  31,  I  do  not  think  that  the 
city  should  be  exposed  to  the  risk  of  having  rent 
control  disappear  on  New  Year's  Eve  by  inaction 
or  mistake.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain 

Residential  Rents  and  Evictions. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  residential  rents 
are  regulated  and  controlled  so  that  rents  will  not 
be  increased  unreasonably  and  landlords  will 
receive  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  housing 
accommodations,  and  unless  evictions  of  tenants 
are  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  resulting  therefrom  will 
produce  serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety, 
and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore 


Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa-- 
chusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  declared 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  a 
substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent, 
and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  units 
continue  to  exist  because  of  (1)  the  deterioration 
and  demolition  of  existing  housing,  and  (2)  an 
insufficient  supply  of  new  housing;  and  also 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this  ordi- 
nance, unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by  section 
2. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition  or  improvement  which  ap- 
preciably adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all 
housing  accommodations  within  the  city  or  any 
category  of  such  housing  accommodations  based 
on  size,  age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other 
common  characteristics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive  director  of 
the  board.  The  executive  director  exclusively  shall 
exercise  the  regular  and  customary  functions  of 
management.  The  executive  director  shall  also  have 
the  power  to  govern  the  conduct  of  the 
department  and  to  hire  and  discharge  employees. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building, 
structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  within  the  city,  including  houses,  apart- 
ments, rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and  other 
properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes 
together  with  all  services  connected  with  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  such  property,  not  including  the 
following: 

(i)  housing  accommodations  which  the 
United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  any  authority  created  under  the 
laws  thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or 
regulates  the  individual  rents. 

(ii)  housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two 
dwelling  units,  or  containing  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or 
structures  under  common  legal  or  beneficial 
ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
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structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided  further 
that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all 
beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwelling 
units  therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 

(iii)  housing  accommodations  constructed, 
created  by  conversion  from  a  non-housing  to  a 
housing  use,  or  substantially  rehabilitated  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  so  as  to  constitute  the 
equivalent  of  new  construction  after  December 
I,  1968. 

(iv)  housing  accommodations  in  co- 
operatives. 

(v)  housing  accommodations  in  hotels, 
motels,  inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or 
boarding  houses  which  are  occupied  in  the 
majority  by  transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less 
than  fourteen  consecutive  days,  providing  that 
the  exception  of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns, 
tourist  homes  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses 
from  the  above  definition  may  be  reviewed  at 
any  time  by  the  board. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided, 
by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the 
use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommo- 
dation, including,  without  limitation:  services, 
furniture,  furnishings  and  equipment;  repairs; 
decorating  and  maintenance;  provision  of  light, 
heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone  and  elevator 
service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and 
privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common 
rooms,  yard  and  other  common  areas;  maid  service, 
linen  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse, 
parking  facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege 
or  facility  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
any  housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to  a 
housing  accommodation  shall  include  a  pro- 
portionate part  of  services  provided  to  common 
facilities  of  the  building  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  contained. 

(g)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  any 
manner  including  but  not  limited  to  a  partnership, 
corporation,  trust;  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder 
shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages, 
controls  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of 
the  landlord. 

(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of 
providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including, 
but  not  limited,  to  maintenance,  repair,  manage- 
ment fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission,  in- 
surance, utilities  included  within  the  rent  but  not 
including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization  nor 
an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any  bonus, 
benefit,  gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  other- 
wise, demanded  or  received  for,  in  connection 
with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation of  for  housing  services  or  for  the  transfer 
of  a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(j)    Rental  Jiousing   agreement:   an   agreement, 


verbal,  written  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  housing  accom- 
modation and  for  housing  services. 

(k)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee 
or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  of  a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Board,  (a)  Composition.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known  as  the  Rent 
Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  who 
owns  no  housing  accommodations,  one  landlord 
who  owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units 
in  the  city,  and  three  members  representing  the 
public  interest,  none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage 
more  than  three  rental  units  in  the  city.  The 
executive  director,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
may  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected.  The  executive  director,  if  a  member  of  the 
board,  shall  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  board.  If 
the  executive  director  is  not  a  member  of  the 
board,  the  board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
chairperson  to  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  Vacanies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  compensation  for  actual  service  in  the 
amount  of  eight  dollars  per  hour,  or  part  thereof. 
The  executive  director  shall  not  receive  any  ad- 
ditional compensation  for  the  duties  of  chairperson 
of  the  board,  beyond  the  executive  director's 
salary. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  hire,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  the  executive  director.  Upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  executive  director,  the  board 
shall  promulgate  such  policies,  rulings,  and  regula- 
tions, and  shall  issue  such  orders,  as  will  further  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  board  shall,  upon 
recommendation  of  the  executive  director,  and  as 
provided  in  sections  3,  5,  and  6,  establish  and 
adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged  for 
housing  accommodations,  shall  grant  or  deny 
certificates  of  eviction  as  provided  under  section 
7  A  and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  to  enforce  any  police,  rule,  ruling, 
regulation  or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by  the 
board  under  this  ordinance.  The  board  may  refer 
any  appropriate  matter  to  the  assessing,  building, 
fire,  housing  inspection  departments  or  other 
appropriate  departments  and  may,  at  the  request 
of  any  landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opinion 
as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital 
improvement  on  the  rents.= 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations  and 
Reports.  The  board  may  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in  pro- 
mulgating any  regulation,  rule,  or  order  under  this 
code  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated  here- 
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under.  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may 
be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to  produce 
books  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he  may  be 
summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court 
and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8  of 
chapter  233.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for 
rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any 
controlled  housing  accommodation  may  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce  records  and 
other  documents  and  make  reports.  Such  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel, 
and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of  all  testimony  and 
such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  said 
transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places.  Section 
10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply. 
The  board  shall  recommend  for  adoption  such 
amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum  rent 
of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  rent 
which  was  established  under  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970,  and  section  13(a)  of  chapter  19  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1972.  If  the  maximum  rent  has 
not  otherwise  been  established,  it  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  board.  Any  maximum  rent  may  be 
subsequently  adjusted  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  5  and  6. 

Section  4.  Registration.  The  board  may  require 
registration  of  all  controlled  housing  accommoda- 
tions on  forms  approved  by  the  executive  director. 
Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  statement  or 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section, 
or  who  has  failed  to  file  any  information  required 
under  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  shall  in 
addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  9,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues.  No  petition  for  an 
upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  board  until  all  statements  and 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section 
have  been  filed  and  any  such  petition  received 
prior  to  such  filing  shall  be  dismissed. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a) 
Individual  and  General  Adjustments.  Upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  executive  director,  the  board 
shall,  by  order  or  regulation  as  provided  in  section 
6,  make  such  individual  or  general  adjustments, 
either  upward  or  downward,  of  the  maximum  rent 
established  by  section  3  for  any  housing  accom- 
modation or  any  class  of  housing  accommodations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  hardships  or  to 
correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so  doing,  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum 
rents  for  housing  accommodations  at  levels  which 
will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determining 
whether  the  maximum  rent  for  housing  accom- 
modations yields  a  fair  net  operating  income,  the 
board  shall  consider  the  following  among  other 
revelent  factors: 

(i)  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 
(ii)  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses; 


(iii)  capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations  as  distinguished  from  ordinary 
repair,  replacement  and  maintenance; 

(iv)  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services;  and 

(v)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing 
accommodations,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair, 
replacement  or  maintenance. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may  pro- 
mulgate a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases  or 
decreases  for  improvement  or  deterioration  of 
specific  services  and  facilities. 

(d)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  state 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other  ap- 
plicable municipal  code,  ordinance  or  state  law, 
regulating  the  conditions  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions. The  board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward 
adjustment  of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that 
the  tenant  is  more  than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in 
payment  of  rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  due  to  a 
withholding  of  rent  under  the  provisions  of  section 
8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  or  section 
127L  of  chapter  111. 

(e)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rental 
levels,  established  under  sections  3,  5,  and  6,  for 
any  class  of  housing  accommodations  if  in  its 
judgment  the  need  for  continuing  such  maximum 
rental  levels  no  longer  exists  because  of  sufficient 
construction  of  new  housing  accommodations  the 
rental  levels  for  which  are  comparable  to  the  rental 
levels  of  the  class  of  housing  accommodations  for 
which  maximum  rental  levels  are  to  be  dis- 
continued or  because  the  demand  for  housing 
accommodations  has  otherwise  been  met.  Any 
maximum  rental  level  removed  under  this  para- 
graph shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted  and  re- 
imposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  board  that  a 
substantial  shortage  of  housing  'accommodations 
exists  and  that  the  reimposition  of  rent  control  is 
necessary  in  the  public  interest.  Any  action  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  hearing  and 
notice  requirements  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  6. 

Section  6.  Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings,  (a) 
Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent.  The 
board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt  of 
a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or 
tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation  or  upon  its 
own  initiative.  Such  petition  shall  be  made  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  executive  director.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and  tenant  if  the 
petition  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant  and 
landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  landlord, 
of  the  receipt  of  such  petition  and  of  the  right  of 
either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within 
fifteen  calendar  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice,  or 
the  board  nay  schedule  a  hearing  on  it's  own 
initiative.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either 
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party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord 
and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted 
before  a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may 
consolidate  petitions  and  actions  taken  under  its 
own  initiative  relating  to  housing  accommodations 
in  the  same  building  or  development,  and  all  such 
petitions  and  actions  may  be  considered  in  a  single 
hearing. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by 
Regulation.  On  its  own  initiative,  the  board  may 
make  a  general  adjustment,  by  percentage  or 
otherwise,  of  the  rental  levels  for  any  class  of 
housing  accommodations  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions, if  any,  as  the  board  shall  determine.  Prior  to 
making  such  adjustment,  a  public  hearing  shall  be 
held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board.  Notice 
of  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  hearings 
shall  be  published  three  times  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  city. 

(c)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  Individual  Adjust- 
ment. Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this 
lection,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  an  indivi- 
dual housing  accommodation  and  may  dismiss  any 
petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision  has  been  made 
with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent  for  such  housing 
accommodation  within  twelve  months  or  if  the 
board  finds  that  the  petition  for  adjustment  is  filed 
for  purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  purposes 
not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall 
be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said 
section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(e)  Judicial  Review.  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (c)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the 
housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in  Con- 
nection with  Tenant  Petitions  and  Board  Initiated 
Actions  for  Adjustment.  Upon  receipt  by  the 
board  of  a  tenant  petition  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent,  or  upon  action  initiated  by  the 
board  for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  the 
landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive  director, 
within  fifteen  days  after  a  written  demand  therefor 
an  information  statement  on  forms  approved  by 
the  executive  director. 

Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  may  in 
addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  10  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues. 

Section  7A.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person  shall  bring 
any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation  unless: 

(i)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled; 

(ii)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  of 


covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the  obliga- 
tion to  surrender  possession  upon  proper  notice 
and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation  after 
having  received  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
landlord ; 

(iii)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting- 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation; 

(iv)  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  a  housing  accommodation  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  purpose; 

(v)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

(vi)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord 
reasonable  access  to  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary 
repairs  or  improvements  required  by  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
subdivision  thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  as  permitted  or  required  by  the  lease 
or  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
housing  accommodation  to  any  prospective 
purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

(vii)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord; 

(viii)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law; 

(ix)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the  housing 
accommodation  from  housing  use;  or 

(x)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a 
controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to 
the  board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon  receipt 
of  such  an  application,  the  board  shall  send  a  copy 
of  the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the  controlled 
housing  accommodation  together  with  a  notifica- 
tion of  all  rights  and  procedures  available  under 
this  section.  If  the  board  finds  that  the  facts 
attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid  and 
in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  issued. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  Notwithstanding    the    provisions    of    this

section  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or 
any  agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  pos- 
session of  any  housing  accommodation  operated 
by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized 
by  the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such 
accommodations  are  administered. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person 
to  recover  possession  of  such  housing  accommoda- 
tion. Upon  a  decision  of  said  board  concerning  the 
granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate  of  eviction, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  housing 
accommodation  involved  is  located  or  to  the 
housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  8.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who 
demands,  accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment 
of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated, 
shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter  provided  to  the  person 
from  whom  such  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained,  or  to  the  city  for  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the 
court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  not  more  than  three  times 
the  amount  by  which  the  payment  or  payments 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed 
the  maximum  rent  which  could  be  lawfully  de- 
manded, accepted,  received  or  retained,  whichever 
is  the  greater;  provided  that  if  the  defendant  proves 
that  the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the  result 
of  failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against 
the  occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of 
such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the 
overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  rule, 
regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated  fails  to 
bring  an  action  under  this  section  within  thirty 
calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  violation  the  board  may  settle  the  claim  arising 
out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such  action.  Settle- 
ment by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar  any  other 
person  from  bringing  action  for  the  violation  or 
violations  with  regard  to  which  a  settlement  has 
been  reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles  said 
claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it 
incurred  in  the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  has  been  committed 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  remainder.  In  the  event  the 
city  brings  action  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  attorney's 
fees  and  costs  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a) 
and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation  was 
committed  shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in 
any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to  any 
recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other  action 


against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any 
violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  committed  by  the  same  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints  brought 
under  this  section. 

Section  9.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  accept, 
receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodations  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regulations  or 
orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or  otherwise  to  do 
or  omit  to  do  any  action  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules,  regula- 
tions or  orders  hereunder  promulgated.  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  by  act  or  omission 
knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct  tending  to 
deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a  tenant  from 
exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  this  code, 
including  any  such  conduct  tending  to  deprive  a 
tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort  or  enjoyment  of  a 
housing  accommodation  in  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  such  conduct  intended  to  result  in 
substantial  inconvenience  or  amounting  to  a  viola- 
tion of  privacy,  harassment,  intimidation,  threat  or 
coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation  and  no  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payment  of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been 
demanded,  accepted,  received  or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the  board 
with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonmant  for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or 
both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
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is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  10.  Injunctions.  The  superior  court  and 
the  housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  of 
rules,  regulations  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board. 

Section  11.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This 
ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  December  31, 
1975,  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  December 
31,  1980,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by_  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  that  the  present  rental 
housing  emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  12.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  13.  Transitional  Provisions.  Chapter 
842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  expires  on  December  31, 
1975.  Any  matter  pending  before  the  Administra- 
tor under  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  considered 
by  the  board  established  hereunder  as  if  brought 
by  way  of  petition  or  action  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  board 
may  consolidate  any  such  matter  with  any  petition 
for  adjustment  or  action  initiated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
above-stated  docket,  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  conducted  public  hearings  on  August  15, 
1975,  into  the  state  of  civil  rights  in  the  City  of 
Boston  since  the  imposition  of  court-ordered 
forced  busing  in  September,  1974. 

Said  hearings  were  held  shortly  after  the  United 
States  Civil  Rights  Commission  visited  the  City  of 
Boston  and  failed  to  adequately  investigate  civil 
rights  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  hearings  held  by  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  dramatically  demonstrated  that  neither 
federal,  state,  nor  local  investigative  agencies  are 
protecting  the  civil  rights  of  every  citizen  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  are,  rather,  only  interested  in 
those  of  a  small  segment  of  the  city's  total 
population. 

For  instance,  a  representative  of  the  Boston 
Teachers  Union  testified  that  teacher  assaults  have 
increased'  150  percent  in  the  Boston  public  schools 
since  September  of  1974;  and  yet  the  United 
States  Civil  Rights  Commission  failed  to  look  into 
the  matter  during  its  investigation  last  summer. 

In  another  instance,  a  former  student  at  South 
Boston  High  School,  Michael  Faith,  testified  that 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  notified  him 
that  it  found  no  violation  of  his  civil  rights  after  he 
was  stabbed,  hospitalized,  and  subsequently  denied 
entry  into  military  and  police  service  because  of 
the  nature  of  the  injuries  he  received  in  the 
stabbing  perpetrated  by  another  student  at  South 
Boston  High  School. 

A  mother,  Mrs.  Barbara  Tatara  of  the  Hyde  Park 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston,  testified  that  she  had 
obtained  no  remedy  in  the  law  as  administered  by 
any  federal  agencies  after  her  daughter  was 
assaulted    in    the    corridors    of   Hyde   Park   High 


School  and  effectively  denied  reentry  into  the 
school  by  the  threats  of  her  attackers. 

Witness  after  witness  before  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  testified  to  the  futility  of 
redressing  grievances  brought  about  by 
court-ordered  forced  busing  because  of  the 
inability  and/or  refusal  of  federal  agencies  charged 
with  guaranteeing  due  process  of  law  for  all 
citizens  to  recognize  that  reverse  discrimination  is  a 
fact  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
recommends  that,  as  provided  for  in  Docket  No. 
2425,'  copies  of  the  entire  transcript  of  the  public 
hearings  held  under  the  provisions  of  Docket  No. 
2425, 'be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  the  Speaker  of  the  United  States  House  of 
Representatives,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
Senate,  each  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Congressional  delegation,  the  Attorneys  General  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  the  United  States  Department  of 
Justice^the  Commissioner  of  the  United  States  Civil 
Rights  Commission,  and  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination. 

Copies  of  the  same  transcripts  were  given  to 
Senator  James  O:  Eastland,  Chairman  of  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee,  for  inclusion  into  the 
Committee's  record  during  recent  hearings  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  oh  a  Constitutional  amendment 
to  prohibit  forced  busing  when  your  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  personally 
testified  in  favor  of  such  an  amendment.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

On  December  19,  1975,  the  Committee  held  a 
public  hearing  on  an  ordinance  "Regulating  Certain 
Residential  Rents  and  Evictions,"  which  was 
submitted  to  the  Council  by  the  Mayor  on 
December  15,1975. 

At  the  hearing,  in  addition  to  daylong  testimony 
by  both  proponents  and  opponents  of  the 
ordinance  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  your 
Committee  received  written  statements  and 
amendments  from  the  present  Rent  Control 
Agency,  as  well  as  other  proponents  and  opponents 
of  the  ordinance  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor. 

Among  amendments  proposed,  it  was  suggested 
by  a  present  Rent  Control  Agency  that  so-called 
luxury  sections  212  and  220  housing 
accommodations  be  controlled,  that  substantially 
rehabilitated  units  be  decontrolled,  in  addition  to 
some  amendments  of  lesser  scope. 

The  Rental  Housing  Association  of  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  submitted  an  extensive 
redraft  of  the  Mayor's  ordinance  which  is  attached. 


Among  its  major  provisions  are  decontrol  of 
conventionally  financed  luxury  units,  with  such 
units  being  priced  as  low  as  $200  per  month;  a 
compulsory  annual  rent  adjustment;  a  board 
decision  within  ninety  days  of  a  petition  for  a  rent 
increase;  use  of  the  fair-market  value  formula  in 
determining  a  reasonable  return  on  investment  and 
decontrol  of  units  which  are  vacant  or  become 
vacant  on  or  after  January  1,  1976. 

Your  Committee  submits  and  recommends 
passage  of  an  ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft 
which  is  substantially  the  same  as  the  draft 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  excepting  in  the  following 
respects: 

(1)  All  controlled  housing  accommodations 
will  henceforth  be  under  the  control  of  one 
board,  rather  than  two  boards,  as  is 
contemplated  by  the  Mayor's  version  of  the 
ordinance.  The  executive  director  may  not  be 
chairman  of  the  board  and  the  board  may  act 
without  recommendation  of  the  executive 
director. 

(2)  Housing  accommodations  which  are^or 
become  vacant,  on  or  after  January  1,  19715, 
will  no  longer  be  subject  to  control. 

(3)  The  ordinance  will  remain  in  effect  until 
December  31,  1979,  rather  than  December  31, 
1980. 

In  light  of  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the 
city  and  its  people,  your  Committee  thinks  that  it 
has  reached  a  reasonable  position  between  the 
conflicting  demands  of  both  those  who  would 
retain  or  increase  the  city's  power  over  housing 
accommodations  and  those  who  would  decrease  or 
totally  abolish  that  power.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents 

and  Evictions. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and  , 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and,  unless  residential  rents 
are  regulated  and  controlled  so  that  rents  will  not 
be  increased  unreasonably  and  landlords  will 
receive  a  fair  net  operating  income  from  housing 
accommodations,  and  unless  evictions  of  tenants 
are  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressure  resulting  therefrom  will 
produce  serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety, 
and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  Article  .  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
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1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it 

Declared,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of 
safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing 
units  continues  to  exist  because  of  (1)  the 
deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing  housing; 
and  (2)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  housing; 
and,  also 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969 
as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971 ;  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by 
section  two. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial 
rehabilitation,  addition,  or  improvement  which 
appreciably  adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including 
ordinary  repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all 
housing  accommodations  within  the  city  or  any 
category  of  such  housing  accommodations  based 
on  size,  age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other 
common  characteristics. 

(d)  Executive  director:  the  executive  director 
of  the  board.  The  executive  director  exclusively 
shall  exercise  the  regular  and  customary  functions 
of  management.  The  executive  director  shall  also 
have  the  power  to  govern  the  conduct  of  the 
department  and  to  hire  and  discharge  employees. 

(e)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building, 
structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  within  the  city,  including  houses, 
apartments,  rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and 
other  properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes  together  with  all  services  connected  with 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  such  property,  not 
including  the  following: 

(i)  housing  accommodations  which  the 
United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  or  any  authority  created  under 
the  laws  thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or 
finances  or  subsidizes  or  insures  the  mortgage 
thereon,  or  regulates  the  individual  rents 
thereof;  except  the  housing  accommodations 
subsidized  under  sections  202,  221  '(d),  or  236 
of  the  National  Housing  Act  as  amended. 

(ii)  housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two 
dwelling  units,  or  containing  three  dwelling 
units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  as  his  permanent  residence;  provided 
that  two  or  more  adjoining  buildings  or 
structures  under  common  legal  or  beneficial 
ownership  "shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  this  purpose;  and  provided  further 


that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered 
occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all 
beneficial  owners  occupy  one  or  more  dwelling 
units  therein  as  their  permanent  residence. 

(iii)  housing  accomodations  constructed, 
created  by  conversion  from  a  non-housing  to  a 
housing  use,  or  substantially  rehabilitated  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  so  as  to  constitute  the 
equivalent  of  new  construction  after  December 
1,  1968  with  respect  to  conventionally  financed 
housing  accommodations,  and  after  January  1, 
1972  with  respect  to  housing  accommodations 
described  in  paragraph  (e)  (i)  above. 

(iv)  housing  accommodations  in 
cooperatives. 

(v)  housing  accommodations  in  hotels, 
motels,  inns,  tourist  homes  and  rooming  or 
boarding  houses  which  are  occupied  in  the 
majority  by  transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less 
than  fourteen  consecutive  days,  providing  that 
the  exception  of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns, 
tourist  homes  and  rooming  or  boarding  houses 
from  the  above  definition  may  be  reviewed  at 
any  time  by  the  board. 

(vi)  units  of  housing  accommodations  which 
become  vacant  on  or  after  January  1,  1976,  or 
which  are  vacated  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to 
court  order  anytime  thereafter.  For  purposes  of 
this  clause,  a  unit  shall  be  construed  to  have 
been  vacated  when  the  legal  occupant  is  a 
person  or  persons  other  than  the  legal  occupant 
of  said  rental  unit  prior  to  January  1,  1976, 
except  for  a  spouse  of  the  legal  occupant,  or 
any  children  of  the  legal  occupant  born  during 
the  term  of  the  legal  occupancy.  The  owner  of 
said  vacated  housing  accommodations  shall  file 
with  the  board  an  affidavit,  under  oath, 
declaring  that  the  occupant  vacated  said 
accommodations  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to 
court  order. 

(f)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided 
by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the 
use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, including,  without  limitation:  services,  furni- 
ture, furnishings  and  equipment;  repairs;  decorat- 
ing and  maintenance;  provision  of  light,  heat,  hot 
water,  cold  water,  telephone  and  elevator  service; 
kitchen,  bath  and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges; 
use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yard 
and  other  common  areas;  maid  service,  linen 
service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse,  parking 
facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege  or  facility 
connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to  a 
housing  accommodation  shall  include  a 
proportionate  part  of  services  provided  to  common 
facilities  of  the  building  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  contained. 

(g)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  any 
manner,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a 
partnership,  corporation,  trust;  for  purposes  of  this 
ordinance,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord 
hereunder  shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who 
manage:?,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on 
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behalf  of  the  landlord. 

(h)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord  of 
providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  maintenance,  repair, 
management  fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission, 
insurance,  utilities  included  within  the  rent,  but 
not  including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization, 
nor  an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation. 

(i)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any 
bonus,  benefit,  gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or 
otherwise,  demanded  or  received  for,  or  in 
connection  with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a 
housing  accommodation  or  for  housing  services  for 
the  transfer  of  a  lease  of  a  housing 
accommodation. 

(J)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(k)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee, 
sublessee,  or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Board,  (a)  Composition.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known  as  the  Rent 
Board,  consisting  of  five  residents  of  the  city 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including  one  tenant  who 
owns  no  housing  accommodations,  one  landlord 
who  owns  or  manages  at  least  twenty  rental  units 
in  the  city,  and  three  members  representing  the 
public  interest,  none  of  whom  may  own  or  manage 
more  than  three  rental  units  in  the  city.  The 
executive  director,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
may  serve  as  a  member  of  the  board.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected.  The  executive  director,  if  a  member  of  the 
board,  shall  not  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  board. 
The  board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
chairperson  to  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  compensation  for  actual  service  in  the 
amount  of  eight  dollars  per  hour,  or  part  thereof. 
The  executive  director  shall  not  receive  any 
additional  compensation  for  duties  performed  as  a 
member  of  the  board,  beyond  the  executive 
director's  salary.  Members  of  the  board  other  than 
the  executive  director,  are  hereby  classified  as 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  hire,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  the  executive  director.  The  board 
shall  promulgate  such  policies,  rules,  rulings,  and 
regulations,  and  shall  issue  such  orders,  as  will 
further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  board 
shall,  as  provided  in  sections  3,  5,  and  6,  establish 
and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged 
for  housing  accommodations;  shall  grant  or  deny 
certificates  of  eviction  as  provided  under  section  8; 
and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  as  may  be 
necessary     to     enforce    the    provisions    of    this 


ordinance  or  to  enforce  any  policy  rule,  ruling, 
regulation  or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by  the 
board  under  this  ordinance.  The  board  may  refer 
any  appropriate  matter  to  the  assessing,  building, 
fire,  housing  inspection  departments  or  other 
appropriate  departments  and  may,  at  the  request 
of  any  landlord,  render  a  binding  advisory  opinion 
as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital 
improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations,  and 
Reports.  The  board  may  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in 
promulgating  any  regulation,  rule  or  order  under 
this  code  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated 
hereunder.  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to 
produce  books  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a 
court  and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8 
of  chapter  233.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for 
rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of  any 
controlled  housing  accommodation  may  be 
required  to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce  records  and 
other  documents  and  make  reports.  Such  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel, 
and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of  all  testimony  and 
such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  said 
transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places.  Section 
10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply. 
The  board  shall  recommend  for  adoption  such 
amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Maximum  Rent.  The  maximum  rent 
of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  be  the  rent 
which  was  established  under  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970,  and  section  13  (a)  of  chapter  19  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1972.  If  the  maximum  rent  has 
not  otherwise  been  established,  it  shall  be 
established  by  the  board.  Any  maximum  rent  may 
be  subsequently  adjusted  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  5  and  6. 

Section  4.  Registration.  The  board  may  require 
registration  of  all  controlled  housing 
accommodations  on  forms  approved  by  the 
executive  director.  Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any 
statement  or  information  required  to  be  filed 
under  this  section,  or  who  has  failed  to  file  any 
information  required  under  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970,  shall  in  addition  to  other  penalties 
under  section  10,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty 
dollars  per  calendar  day  that  such  failure 
continues.  No  petition  for  an  upward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  shall  be  accepted  by  the  board 
until  all  statements  and  information  required  to  be 
filed  under  this  section  have  been  filed  and  any 
such  petition  received  prior  to  such  filing  shall  be 
dismissed. 

Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent,  (a) 
Individual  and  General  Adjustments.  The  board 
shall,  by  order  or  regulation  as  provided  in  section 
6,  make  such  individual  or  general  adjustments, 
either  upward  or  downward,  of  the  maximum  rent 
established  by  section  3  for  any  housing 
accommodation  or  any  class  of  housing 
accommodations  as  may  be  necessary  to  remove 
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hardships  or  to  correct  other  inequities,  and  in  so 
doing,  shall  observe  the  principle  of  maintaining 
maximum  rents  for  housing  accommodations  at 
such  levels  which  will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net 
operating  income  from  such  housing 
accommodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  In  determining 
whether  the  maximum  rent  for  housing 
accommodations  yields  a  fair  net  operating 
income,  the  board  shall  consider  the  following 
among  other  relevant  factors: 

(i)  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

(ii)  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses; 

(iii)  capital  improvement  of  the  housing 
accommodations  as  distinguished  from  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance. 

(iv)  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services;  and 

(v)  substantial  deterioration  of  the  housing 
accommodations,  other  than  ordinary  wear  and 
tear,  or  failure  to  perform  ordinary  repair, 
replacement,  or  maintenance. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  increases 
or  decreases  for  improvement  or  deterioration  of 
specific  services  and  facilities. 

(d)  Denial  of  Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  or  the  Boston  Building  Code  or  the 
Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code  or  any  other 
applicable  municipal  code,  ordinance  or  state  law, 
regulating  the  conditions  of  housing 
accommodations.  The  board  may  refuse  to  make  a 
downward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  if  it 
determines  that  the  tenant  is  more  than  sixty  days 
in  arrears  in  payment  of  rent,  unless  such  arrearage 
is  due  to  a  withholding  of  rent  under  the  provisions 
of  section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  section  1 27L  of  chapter  111. 

(e)  The  board  may  remove  maximum  rental 
levels,  established  under  sections  3,  5,  and  6,  for 
any  class  of  housing  accommodations  if  in  its 
judgment  the  need  for  continuing  such  maximum 
rental  levels  no  longer  exists  because  of  sufficient 
construction  of  new  housing  accommodations  the 
rental  levels  for  which  are  comparable  to  the  rental 
levels  of  the  class  of  housing  accommodations  for 
which  maximum  rental  levels  are  to  be 
discontinued  or  because  the  demand  for  housing 
accommodations  has  otherwise  been  met.  Any 
maximum  rental  level  removed  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  reimposed  or  adjusted  and 
reimposed  upon  a  finding  by  the  board  that  a 
substantial  shortage  of  housing  accommodations 
exists  and  that  the  reimposition  of  rent  control  is 
necessary  in  the  public  interest.  Any  action  under 
this  paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  hearing  and 
notice  requirements  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  6. 

Section  6.  Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings,  (a) 
Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent.  The 
board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt  of 


a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord  or 
tenant  of-  such  housing  accommodation  or  upon  its 
own  initiative.  Such  petition  shall  be  made  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  executive  director.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and  tenant  if  the 
petition  was  filled  by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant  and 
landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  landlord, 
of  the  receipt  of  such  petition  and  of  the  right  of 
either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within 
fifteen  calendar  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice,  or 
the  board  may  schedule  a  hearing  on  its  own 
initiative.  If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either 
party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the 
initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord 
and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted 
before  a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may 
consolidate  petitions  and  actions  taken  under  its 
own  initiative  relating  to  housing  accommodations 
in  the  same  building  or  development,  and  all  such 
petitions  and  actions  may  be  considered  in  a  single 
hearing. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by 
Regulation.  On  its  own  initiative,  the  board  may 
make  a  general  adjustment,  by  percentage  or 
otherwise,  of  the  rental  levels  for  any  class  of 
housing  accommodations  subject  to  such 
conditions,  if  any,  as  the  board  shall  determine. 
Prior  to  making  such  adjustment,  a  public  hearing 
shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the 
board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of 
such  hearings  shall  be  published  three  times  in  at 
least  one  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in 
the  city. 

(c)  Limitation  of  Petitions  for  Individual 
Adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  section,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  and  may 
dismiss  any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision 
has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent 
for  such  housing  accommodation  within  twelve 
months  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  petition  for 
adjustment  is  filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  or 
for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall 
be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said 
section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings; 

(e)  Judicial  Review.  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (c)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the 
housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in 
Connection  with  Tenant  Petitions  and  Board 
Initiated  ACtions  for  Adjustment.  Upon  receipt  by 
the  board  of  a  tenant  petition  for  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent,  or  upon  action  initiated  by  the 
board  for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  the 
landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive  director, 
within  fifteen  calendar  days  after  a  written  demand 
therefor,  an  information  statement  on  forms 
approved  by  the  executive  director. 
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Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  may,  in 
addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  10,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues. 

Section  8.  Evictions,  (a)  No  person  shall  bring 
any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation  unless: 

(i)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled; 

(ii)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord; 

(iii)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting 
to  exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the 
comfort,  safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord 
or  other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation; 

(iv)  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or 
permitting  a  housing  accommodation  to  be 
used  for  any  illegal  purpose. 

(v)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

(vi)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord 
reasonable  access  to  the  housing 
accommodation  for  the  purpose  of  making 
necessary  repairs  or  improvements  required  by 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the 
Commonwealth,  or  any  subdivision  thereof,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as  permitted  or 
required  by  the  lease  or  by  law,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  the  housing 
accommodation  to  any  prospective  purchaser 
or  mortgagee; 

(vii)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the 
landlord; 

(viii)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover 
possession  in  good  faith  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  himself,  or  his  children,  parents, 
brothers,  sisters,  father-in-law,  mother-in-law, 
or  daughter-in-law; 

(ix)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the  housing 
accommodation  from  housing  use;  or 

(x)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 

for   any  other  just   cause,  provided   that   his 

purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 

and  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)   A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 

a  controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  apply  to 

the  board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon  receipt 

of  such  an  application,  the  board  shall  send  a  copy 

of  the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the  controlled 

housing      accommodation       together      with      a 

notification  of  all  rights  and  procedures  available 


under  this  section.  If  the  board  finds  that  the  facts 
attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid  and 
in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certificate  of 
eviction  shall  be  issued. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this 
section  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or 
any  agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover 
possession  of  any  housing  accommodation 
operated  by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is 
authorized  by  the  statute  or  regulation  under 
which  such  accommodations  are  administered. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person 
to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing 
accommodation.  Upon  a  decision  of  said  board 
concerning  the  granting  or  withholding  of  a 
certificate  of  eviction,  either  party  concerned  may 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  the  housing  accommodation  involved  is 
located  or  to  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after  such 
decision. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies,  (a)  Any  person  who 
demands,  accepts,  receives,  or  retains  any  payment 
of  rent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  lawful  rent,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated 
shall  be  liable  as  hereinafter  provided  to  the  person 
from  whom  such  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained,  or  to  the  city  for  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the 
court,  plus  liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  not  more  than  three  times 
the  amount  by  which  the  payment  or  payments 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed 
the  maximum  rent  which  could  be  lawfully 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained, 
whichever  is  the  greater;  provided  that  if  the 
defendant  proves  that  the  violation  was  neither 
willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable 
precautions  against  the  occurrence  of  the  violation, 
the  amount  of  such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the 
amount  of  the  overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated 
fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within 
thirty  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation  of  the  board  may  settle 
the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such 
action.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar 
any  other  person  from  bringing  action  for  the 
violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a 
settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the 
board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement 
thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation 
has    been    committed    shall    be    entitled    to    the 
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remainder.  In  the  event  the  city  brings  action 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs  under 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions 
of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits  in 
any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to  any 
recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other  action 
against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of  any 
violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior  to 
the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  committed  by  the  same  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints  brought 
under  this  section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand,  accept, 
receive,  or  retain,  any  rent  for  the  use  or  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodations  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules, 
regulations  or  orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or 
otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
rules,  regulations,  or  orders  hereunder 
promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
by  act  or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to 
prevent  a  tenant  from  exercising,  any  right 
conferred  by  this  code,  including  any  such  conduct 
tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfoXt, 
or  enjoyment  of  a  housing  accommodation  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance  and  any  such  conduct 
intended  to  result  in  substantial  inconvenience  or 
amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy,  harassment, 
intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing 
accommodation  and  no  finder's  fee  or  service 
charge  shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from 
whom  the  payment  is  demanded,  accepted, 
received,  or  retained  actually  rents  or  leases  the 
housing  accommodation  with  regard  to  which 
payment  of  said  fee  or  said  charge  has  been 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated,  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board,  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the 
board  with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or 


by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or 
both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  11.  Injunctions.  The  superior  court  and 
the  housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  restrain  by 
injunction  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  of 
rules,  regulations,  and  orders  promulgated  by  the 
board. 

Section  12.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This 
ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  December  31, 

1975  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  December  31, 
1979,  or  until  a  prior  determination  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  that  the  present  rental  housing 
emergency  no  longer  exists. 

Section  13.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  14.  Transitional  Provisions.  Chapter 
842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  expires  on  December  31, 
1975.  Chapter  19  of  the  ordinances  of  1972 
expires  on  December  31,  1975.  Any  matter 
pending  before  the  Administrator  under  chapter 
842  of  the  ACts  of  1970  or  under  chapter  19  of 
the  ordinances  of  1972  oh  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  considered  by  the  board 
established  hereunder  as  if  brought  by  way  of 
petition  of  action  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may 
consolidate  any  such  matter  with  any  petition  for 
adjustment  or  action  initiated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Employee:  any  person  regularly, 
permanently,  or  temporarily  in  the  employ  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  or  any  official,  public 
officer,  or  member  of  a  board,  commission,  or 
agency  whose  compensation  is  paid  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  or  any  non-Civil  Service  employee; 
except  any  person  whose  residency  within  the 
City  of  Boston  is  required  by  the  City  of 
Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5,  Section  101, 
and  except  any  person  serving  in  a  position 
without  compensation  except  for 
reimbursement  for  expenses  actually  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  official  duties,  or  to  a 
person  acting  in  place  of  such  a  person,  and 
except  any  person  whose  employment  is 
exclusively  within  the  control  of  the  School 
Committee  as  required  by  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  applicable  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and 
except  any  employee  subject  to  Civil  Service 
laws. 

Resident   of  the  City  of  Boston:  a  person

Statement  of  residence:  a  statement  signed 
under  penalties  of  perjury  by  a  person 
certifying  that  he  or  she  is  a  resident  of  the  City 
of  Boston.

Ceases  to  be  an  employee:  the  termination 
of  an  individual's  employment  by  either  the 
employee  or  by  a  person  acting  lawfully  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  a  leave  of 
absence,  except  if  the  leave  of  absence  is  due  to 
sickness  of  the  individual,  sickness  of  a  member 
of  the  individual's  immediate  family,  or  due  to 
an  individual's  enrollment  and  attendance  on  a 
full  time  basis  at  an  accredited  trade,  technical, 
or  high  school,  or  at  an  accredited  coEege, 
university,  or  institution  of  higher  learning,  or 
due  to  pregnancy. 

Any  person  who  becomes  an  employee  of 
the  City  of  Boston  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be,  prior  to  employment,  and 
shall  continue  to  be  for  the  duration  of 
employment,  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston.

follows: 
Section      1.  The      City      of     Boston      Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  5,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  section  101,  the  following  section: 

Section  101  A.  Definitions:  In  this  section, 
unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  or  the 
context  otherwise  requires,  the  following  words 
and  phrases  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Employee:  any  person  who  is  subject  to 
Civil  Service  laws,  except  any  person  whose 
residency  within  the  City  of  Boston  is  required 
by  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
5,  section  101,  and  except  any  person  serving  in 
a  position  without  compensation  except  for 
reimbursement  for  expenses  actually  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  official  duties,  or  to  a 
person  acting  in  place  of  such  a  person,  and 
except  any  person  whose  employment  is 
exclusively  within  the  control  of  the  School 
Committee  as  required  by  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  applicable  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

Provisions  of  Section  101  A. 

1.  All  new  employees  are  required  to  be 
residents  of  the  city  except 

(a)  People  already  working  for  the  city  (as 
long  as  they  do  not  leave  and  then  come  back 
to  the  city) 

(b)  People  already  covered  under  section 
101  —  the  residency  requirement  as  provided  in 
101  will  remain 

(c)  People  who  work  for  the  city  but  receive 
no  pay,  e.g.,  unpaid  board  members 

(d)  People  who  are  under  the  control  of  the 
School  Department 

(e)  People  who  are  Civil  Service  employees 

2.  Defines  residence  as  domicile  where  a  person 
"eats,  sleeps,  and  maintains  his  or  her  normal 
personal  household  effects," 

3.  Requires  that  employees  certify  before  they 
get  a  job  and  each  year  that  they  have  the  job  that 
they  are  residents 

4.  Provides  that  Mayor  and  City  Council  can 
waive  the  residency  requirement 

Provisions  of  Section  101 B. 

1.  Places  the  same  restrictions  of  101 A  on  new 
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Civil  Service  employees.

ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  RESIDENCY  OF 
EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  CITY  FIRST 
EMPLOYED  BY  THE  CITY  ON  OR  AFTER 
JULY  1,1976 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-five 
An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Residency  of  Employees 
of  the  City  First  Employed  by  the  City  on  or 
after  July  1,1976. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  Unemployment  in  Boston  presently 
exceeds  state  and  national  averages;  and 

Whereas,  The  population  of  Boston  has  declined 
in  the  past  twenty-five  years;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  takes  notice  that 
emergency  situations  require  that  officers  and 
employees  of  the  city  be  near  to  their  places  of 
employment;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  the 
City  Council  makes  a  legislative  determination  that 
those  who  are  residents  of  Boston  take  greater 
interest  in  the  future  of  Boston  than  nonresidents 
and  further  that  such  a  quality  is  desirable  in 
employees  and  officers  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  the 
City  Council  makes  a  legislative  determination  that 
residency  by  city  employees  will  strengthen  the 
economic  situation  of  the  city  and  will  encourage 
stability  in  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  While  giving  great  weight  to  these 
determinations,  the  City  Council  further 
determines  that  the  public  need  is  sufficient  to 
require  that  new  employees  be  residents  of  Boston 
and  that  the  public  need  does  not  at  this  time 
require  that  present  nonresident  employees  of 
Boston  be  compelled  to  move  into  the  city;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Declared,  That  a  state  of  emergency  of 
indefinite  duration  exists  wjth  respect  to  the 
employment  of  persons  by  the  city,  that  to  serve 
the  particular  needs  of  the  public,  action  to  require 
new  employees  of  the  city  to  be  residents  of 
Boston  is  necessary  and  desirable;  and  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ord.  5,  is 
hereby   amended  by  inserting  after   section   101 
thereof,  the  following  new  section  and  caption: 
Residency  Requirement 

Section  101  A.  Every  person  first  employed  by 
the  City  of  Boston  on  or  after  July  1 ,  1976  shall  be 
a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  shall  not 
cease  to  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  during 
his  employment  by  the  city.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance,  an  employee  shall  be  any  person 
receiving  monies  from  the  city  subject  to 
withholding  ..taxes  by  the  state  or  federal 
government,     except     principal     employees     and 


officers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  101 
hereof. 

Upon  taking  employment  with  the  city,  and 
annually  on  February  first  thereafter,  every  person 
subject  to  this  section  shall  file  with  his  or  her 
department  head,  or  like  officer,  a  certificate, 
signed  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury, 
stating  his  or  her  name,  and  place  of  residence. 
Upon  receipt  of  a  certificate  indicating  a  place  of 
residence  not  within  the  City  of  Boston,  or  if  no 
such  certificate  is  filed,  the  department  head  or 
like  officer  shall  forthwith  strike  the  name  of  the 
employee  from  the  payrolljthat  person  shall  cease 
to  be  employed  by  the  city,  and  the  department 
head  or  like  officer  shall  give  notice  of  his  action  to 
the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the 
City  Council,  the  Mayor,  and  the 
Collector-Treasurer.  No  person  so  stricken  from  a 
payroll,  shall  be  reemployed  by  the  city  for  a 
period  of  one  year  following  the  cessation  of  his  or 
her  employment. 

Any  person,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  city,  who 
makes  payment  of  wages  to  any  person  stricken 
from  a  payroll  under  the  provisions  hereof,  within 
one  year  of  the  date  of  striking,  and  any  person 
accepting  such  payment,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  two  dollars  for  each  dollar  so  paid  or 
accepted. 

To  the  extent  permitted  by  chapter  31  of  The 
General  Laws,  every  examination  held  to  establish 
a  Civil  Service  list  for  employment  by  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  restricted  to  City  of  Boston 
residents. 

In  the  event  that  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  conflict  with  a  provision  of  any  general  or 
special  law,  the  provision  of  that  general  or  special 
law  shall  govern,  and  shall  not  defeat  the 
application  of  this  ordinance  with  respect  to  any 
position  not  governed  by  that  law. 

In  the  event  that  the  Mayor,  with  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council,  determines  it  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  public  to  do  so,  the  provisions 
hereof  may  be  waived  with  respect  to  a  particular 
person  or  position,  and  such  waiver  shall  not  act  to 
defeat  the  application  of  this  section  to  every  other 
person  or  position. 

The  provisions  hereof  are  severable,  and  the 
action  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in 
declaring  any  part  or  portion  hereof  invalid,  shall 
not  act  to  defeat  any  remaining  part  or  portion 
hereof,  and  any  such  action  declaring  this  section 
invalid  with  respect  to  any  position  or  person  shall 
not  be  held  to  apply  to  any  other  person  or 
position. 

In  construing  this  ordinance,  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  to  require  residence  as  opposed  to  the 
establishment  or  maintenance  of  a  domicile.

A  RIGHT  OF  FREE  PETITION  AND 
PROVIDING  INITIATIVE  AND 
REFERENDUM  PROCEDURES  FOR  THE 
CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 
SUMMARY  OF  THE  HOME  RULE  PETITION  TO 
PROVIDE:   An  Act   Establishing  a  Right  of 
Free    Petition    and    Providing   Initiative   and 
Referendum    Procedures    for    the    City    of 
Boston. 
Section  1.  Initiative  procedures  shall  be  started 
by  the  filing  of  an  initiative  petition  with  the  City 
Clerk  which  is  signed  by  ten  registered  voters. 

Section  2.  The  City  Council  or  School 
Committee  shall  hold  a  hearing  on  the  petition 
within  forty-five  days  after  it  receives  it. 

Section  3.  Definition  of  "measure";  any  action 
which  legally  can  be  taken  by  the  City  Council  or 
School  Committee  but  excluding 

1.  an  emergency  measure; 

2.  the  city  budget  or  School  Committee  as  a 
whole; 

3.  a  revenue  loan  order; 

4.  any  appropriation  for  city  debts; 

5.  the  provisions  of  chapter  150EofMGLA; 

6.  any  proceeding  affecting  the  status  of  a 
city  employee; 

7.  any  action  which  refers  a  matter  to  the 
voters; 

8.  any  proceeding  which  repeals  a  measure 
protested  by  referendum  procedures; 
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9.  any    ordinance    passed    pursuant   to    St. 
1909,  chapter  486,  section  5a,  b,  c,  f,  g; 

10.  the  abolition  of  any  city  position; 
Defines      "initiative      measure";     a      measure 

proposed  by  initiative  procedures  under  this 
section. 

Defines  "referendum  measure";  a  measure 
protested  by  referendum  procedures  under  this 
section. 

Section  4.  The  petitioners  shall  file  with  the 
clerk  at  least  10,000  signatures  of  registered  voters 
within  six  months  after  a  hearing  has  been  held  on 
the  matter  by  the  City  Council  or  the  School 
Committee. 

Section  5.  The  City  Council  or  School 
Committee  shall  act  on  the  proposed  measure 
within  thirty  days  after  an  initiative  petition  is 
presented  to  them.  If  they  fail  to  act  the  measure 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  rejected.  If  the 
measure  is  rejected  the  clerk  shall  send  a  copy  of 
the  measure  to  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Section  6.  The  Corporation  Counsel  shall  within 
ten  days  after  his  receipt  of  the  proposed  measure 
send  the  City  Clerk  his  opinion  of  the  legality  of 
said  measure. 

Section  7.  Within  thirty-five  days  after  the" 
rejection  of  the  proposed  measure,  a  supplemental 
initiative  petition  may  be  filed  and  shall  contain  at 
least  2,500  signatures  of  registered  voters.  If  the 
petitioners  wish  to  have  a  special  election  on  the 
matter  they  must  compile  at  least  15,000 
signatures.  Otherwise  the  City  Council  shall 
provide  for  the  submission  of  the  initiative  measure 
at  the  next  regular  city  election. 

Section  8.  Any  measure  passed  by  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee  may  be 
protested  or  referred  to  the  registered  voters. 

Section  9.  Referendum  procedures  shall  be 
started  by  filing  a  referendum  petition  within 
thirty  days  after  passage  by  City  Council  or  School 
Committee. 

Section  10.  Within  thirty  days  after  a 
referendum  petition  is  presented  to  the  'City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee,  they  shall  either 
repeal  the  measure  or  shall  provide  for  submitting 
it  to  the  registered  voters  at  the  next  regular 
election. 

Section  11.  The  initiative  petition,  the 
supplemental  initiative  petition,  and  the 
referendum  petition  shall  be  drawn  up  in  a  specific 
form  and  each  signature  shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  signer's  present  address  and  registered  address. 

Section  12.  The  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  shall  certify  the  number  and 
validity  of  the  signatures.  The  City  Clerk  shall  hold 
the  petition  and  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  certificate  available  for  inspection 
for  two  full  days,  and  objections  to  the  signatures' 
validity  and  number  may  be  filed. 

Section  13.  Whenever  an  initiative  measure  or 
referendum  measure  is  to  be  submitted  to  the 
registered  voters,  the  City  Council  shall  provide  for 
submission  at  the  next  regular  election  unless  the 
supplemental  initiative  petition  contains  at  least 
15,000  signatures,  in  which  case  they  shall  hold  a 


special  election.  The  City  Council  may  also  vote  by 
majority  to  hold  a  special  election  on  a  referendum 
measure. 

Section  14.  The  ballot  containing  the  initiative 
or  referendum  measure  shall  be  drawn  up  in  a 
specific  form. 

Section  15.  An  initiative  measure  shall  take 
effect  and  a  referendum  measure  shall  not  take 
effect,  if  a  majority  of  persons  so  vote. 

Section  1 6.  If  there  are  conflicting  measures  on 
the  ballot,  only  the  one  collecting  the  greater 
number  of  votes  would  take  effect  or  remain  in 
effect. 

Section  17.  The  City  Council  may  submit  any 
measure  which  it  or  the  School  Committee  could 
pass  to  the  registered  voters  for  approval  or 
disapproval. 

Section  18.  No  measure  which  has  already  been 
submitted  to  the  voters  and  disapproved  by  them 
may  be  resubmitted  by  intiative  procedures  until 
after  the  City  Council  and  School  Committee 
elected  at  the  next  regular  municipal  election 
assume  office. 

Section  19.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  impair  the 
Mayor's  power  to  veto  action  by  the  City  Council. 
If  the  Mayor  vetoes  an  initiative  measure  passed  by 
the  Council  and  the  Council  fails  to  override  the 
Mayor's  veto,  the  Council  shall  then  submit  the 
initiative  or  referendum  measure  to  the  registered 
voters. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  or  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation  be 
enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
An  Act  Establishing  a  Right  of  Free  Petition  and 
Providing  Initiative  and  Referendum 
Procedures  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.  Chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  37  the 
following  section: 

Section  37 A 
FREE     PETITION      AND      INITIATIVE     AND 
REFERENDUM   PROCEDURES    FOR   THE 
CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

Section  1.  Initiative  procedures  shall  be  started 
by  the  filing  of  an  initiative  petition  with  the  City 
Clerk.  The  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee,  shall  contain  a 
request  for  the  passage  of  a  particular  measure  set 
forth  in  the  petition,  and  shall  be  signed  by  ten 
registered  voters  of  the  city  as  certified  by  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners.  If  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  shall  so  certify,  said  board 
shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  to  that  effect  and 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  proposed  measure  to  the 
City  Council  or  the  School  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  City  Council  or  School 
Committee  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  with  respect 
to  every  proposed  measure  submitted  which  is 
accompanied  by  a  petition  addressed  to  it  signed 
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by  at  least  ten  registered  voters  in  accordance  with 
section  1.  The  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  City 
Council  or  School  Committee,  or,  in  either  case,  by 
the  committee  or  subcommittee  thereof  not  later 
than  forty-five  days  after  the  petition  is  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk.  Hearings  on  two  or  more  petitions 
filed  under  this  section  may  be  held  at  the  same 
time  and  place.  The  clerk  shall  mail  notice  of  the 
hearing  to  the  petitioners  whose  names  appear  in 
the  first  five  places  on  each  petition  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  hearing. 

Section  3.  The  word  "measure,"  as  it  is  used  in 
this  section,  shall  mean  an  ordinance  passed,  or 
which  could  be  passed,  by  the  City  Council  or  an 
order,  resolution,  vote,  or  other  proceeding  passed, 
or  which  could  be  passed,  by  the  City  Council  or 
the  School  Committee,  including  a  specific  item  in 
the  city  budget  or  School  Committee  budget  but 
excluding 

(1)  an  emergency  measure  passed  in 
conformity  with  the  city  charter; 

(2)  the  city  budget  as  a  whole  or  the  School 
Committee  budget  as  a  whole; 

(3)  a  revenue  loan  order; 

(4)  any  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the 
city's  debts  or  obligations; 

(5)  the  provisions  of  chapter  150E  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws; 

(6)  any  proceeding  or  part  thereof,  relating 
to  the  election,  employment,  appointment, 
suspension,  transfer,  demotion,  removal,  or 
discharge  of  any  city  officer  or  employee; 

(7)  any  proceeding  providing  for  the 
submission  or  referral  of  a  matter  to  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  at  an  election;  or 

(8)  any  proceeding  repealing  or  rescinding  a 
measure,  or  part  thereof,  which  is  protested  by 
referendum  procedures; 

(9)  any  ordinance  passed  pursuant  to  St. 
1909,  chapter  486,  section  5a,  b,  c,  e,  f,  g; 

(10)  The  abolition  of  any  position  in  any 
agency,  department,  board  or  commission. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  allow  an  initiative  measure  to  be 
proposed  which  could  not  otherwise  be  proposed 
by  the  City  Council  or  the  School  Committee. 
Provided  further,  however,  that  the  term  "specific 
item"  above  shall  mean  one  item.  The  words 
"initiative  measure"  shall  mean  a  measure 
proposed  by  initiative  procedures  under  this 
section,  and  the  words  "referendum  measure"  shall 
mean  a  measure,  or  part  of  a  measure,  which  is 
protested  by  referendum  procedures  under  this 
section.  Whenever  the  City  Clerk  is  required  by 
section  5  or  section  12  to  give  written  notice  to  the 
petitioners,  he  shall  cause  notice  to  be  delivered  to 
the  residences  of  the  people  whose  names  appear  in 
the  first  five  positions  on  the  initiative  petition,  the 
supplemental  initiative  petition,  or  the  referendum 
petition,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  4.  After  the  City  Clerk  receives  the 
notification  as  provided  by  section  1,  the 
signatures  of  additional  registered  voters  of  the  city 
shall  be  gathered  on  forms  prepared  in  accordance 
with    section     11.    The    separate    pages    bearing 


additional  signatures  shall  be  filed  at  one  time  with 
the  City  Clerk  not  more  than  six  months  after  the 
City  Council  or  School  Committee  has  held  the 
hearing  pursuant  to  section  2  and  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  part  of  the  initiative  petition.  Such  additional 
signatures  together  with  those  of  the  ten  filers  of 
the  petition  shall  amount  to  at  least  10,000 
signatures  of  registered  voters  of  the  city. 

Section  5.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  and 
validity  of  signatures  to  an  initiative  petition  shall 
be  determined  in  accordance  with  section  12. 
Within  thirty  days  after  an  initiative  petition  is 
presented  to  the  City  Council  or  the  School 
Committee,  the  Council  or  the  Committee  shall  act 
with  respect  to  the  initiative  measure  by  passing  it 
without  change,  or  by  rejecting  it,  or  by  passing 
some  other  measure  stated  to  be  in  lieu  thereof. 
The  passage  of  a  measure  in  lieu  of  an  initiative 
measure  shall  be  deemed  a  rejection  of  the 
initiative  measure.  If  the  Council  or  the  Committee 
fails  to  act  with  respect  to  the  initiative  measure  as 
required  by  this  section  within  thirty  days  after 
presentation,  the  measure  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  rejected  on  the  thirtieth  day  after 
presentation.  If  an  initiative  measure  is  rejected, 
the  City  Clerk  shall  within  five  days  give  written 
notice  of  that  fact  to  the  petitioners  whose  names 
appear  in  the  first  five  positions  on  the  petition. 
The  City  Clerk  shall  also  transmit  a  copy  of  said 
measure  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  within  said 
period. 

Section  6.  Within  ten  days  after  his  receipt  of 
the  proposed  measure  the  Corporation  Counsel 
shall  send  the  City  Clerk  an  advisory  opinion 
stating  in  writing  whether  the  measure  may  be 
proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and  whether  it 
may  be  lawfully  passed  by  the  City  Council  or 
School  Committee.  The  failure  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  send  such  an  opinion  within  the  time 
prescribed  above  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  that  in 
his  opinion  such  proposed  measure  may  be 
proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and  may  be 
lawfully  passed  by  the  City  Council  or  the  School 
Committee.  The  City  Clerk  shall  furnish  a  copy  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel's  opinion  or  a 
certification  that  no  such  opinion  was  sent  within 
the  time  prescribed  to  the  people  whose  names 
appear  in  the  first  five  positions  on  the  initiative 
petition. 

Section  7.  Within  thirty-five  days  after  notice  of 
the  rejection  of  an  initiative  measure  has  been 
given  by  the  City  Clerk,  a  supplemental  initiative 
petition  addressed  to  the  City  Council  on  forms 
prepared  in  accordance  with  section  1 1  shall  be 
filed  with  the  City  Clerk.  The  supplemental 
initiative  petition  shall  be  signed  by  no  less  than 
2,500  registered  voters  of  the  city.  Provided, 
however,  that  a  petition  containing  not  less  than 
15,000  signatures  submitted  pursuant  to  section  13 
(1)  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  not  later  than 
sixty  days  after  notice  of  rejection.  The  sufficiency 
of  the  number  and  validity  of  signatures  to  a 
supplemental  initiative  petition  shall  be  determined 
in  accordance  with  section  12.  If  the  number  of 
signatures  to  a  supplemental  initiative  petition  is 
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sufficient  the  City  Council  shall  provide  for  a 
submission  of  the  initiative  measure  to  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accordance  with 
section  1 3. 

Section  8.  Any  measure  passed  by  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee,  including  a 
measure  proposed  by  initiative  procedures  and 
passed  by  the  Council  or  the  Committee,  may  be 
protested  and  referred  to  the  registered  voters  of 
the  city  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Section  9.  Referendum  procedures  shall  be 
started  by  the  filing  of  a  referendum  petition  with 
the  City  Clerk  before  or  within  thirty  days  after 
the  final  passage  by  the  City  Council  or  the  School 
Committee  of  the  measure  to  which  the  petition 
relates.  The  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee  on  forms 
prepared  in  accordance  with  section  1 1  and  shall 
be  signed  by  at  least  1 2,000  registered  voters  of  the 
city.  Whenever  referendum  procedures  are  started 
in  accordance  with  this  section,  the  measure  to 
which  the  referendum  petition  relates  shall 
thereupon  be  suspended  from  taking  effect,  and 
suspension  shall  remain  in  force  until  (1)  it  is 
determined  that  there  is  an  insufficient  number  of 
signatures  to  the  petition;  or  (2)  the  referendum 
measure  has  been  repealed  or  rescinded  by  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee;  or  (3)  the 
question  whether  the  measure  should  take  effect 
has  been  determined  by  the  registered  voters.  The 
City  Council  may  submit  the  referendum  issue  to 
the  voters  in  a  special  election  in  accordance  with 
section  13  if,  upon  receipt  of  the  referendum 
petition,  a  majority  of  Councillors  so  vote. 

Section  10.  The  sufficiency  of  the  number  and 
validity  of  signatures  to  a  referendum  petition  shall 
be  determined  in  accordance  with  section  12. 
Within  thirty  days  after  a  referendum  petition  is 
presented  to  the  City  Council,  it  shall  reconsider 
the  referendum  measure  and  shall  repeal  or  rescind 
it,  or  the  Council  shall  provide  for  referring  the 
matter  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  in 
accordance  with  section  13.  Within  thirty  days 
after  a  referendum  petition  is  presented  to  the 
School  Committee  it  shall  likewise  reconsider  and 
repeal  or  rescind  the  referendum  measure  or  shall 
notify  the  City  Council  that  it  has  failed  to  take 
such  action  with  respect  to  the  measure.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  notice  the  City  Council  shall 
thereupon  provide  for  referring  the  matter  to  the 
registered  voters  of  the  city  in  accordance  with 
section  13.

Section  11.  (a)  Signatures  to  initiative, 
supplemental  initiative,  and  referendum  petitions 
need  not  all  be  on  one  paper. 

(b)  Each  separate  page  of  an  initiative  petition 
on  which  signatures  in  addition  to  those  of  the  ten 
original  filers  of  the  petition  are  obtained  shall  bear 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  ten  original  filers  of 
the  petition  and  shall  also  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
(City  Council)  (School  Committee)  of  the  City 
of  Boston  pass  the  following  measure:  (set 
forth  initiative  measure  in  full).  Each  of  the 
undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a  registered 
voter  of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not  signed  this 
initiative  petition  more  than  once. 

(c)  Each  separate  page  of  a  supplemental 
initiative  petition  shall  have  two  sentences  in 
substantially  the  following  form  at  the  top: 

Each  of  the  undersigned  requests  that  the 
following  measure  which  was  presented  by  an 
initiative  petition  and  then  rejected  by  the 
(City  Council)  (School  Committee)  of  the  City 
of  Boston  be  submitted  to  all  the  registered 
voters  of  the  city;'  (set  forth  initiative  measure 
in  full).  Each  of  the  undersigned  certifies  that 
he  is  a  registered  voter  of  the  city  and  that  he 
has  not  signed  this  supplemental  initiative 
petition  more  than  once. 

(d)  Each  separate  page  of  a  referendum  petition 
shall  have  two  sentences  in  substantially  the 
following  form  at  the  top: 

(Each  of  the  undersigned  protests  the  action 
of  the  (City  Council)  (School  Committee)  of 
the  City  of  Boston  whereby  it  passed  the 
following  measure:  (set  forth  the  protested 
measure  in  full),  and  requests  that  such  measure 
be  repealed  or  rescinded) ;  or  (Each  of  the 
undersigned  protests  the  action  of  the  (City 
Council)  (School  Committee)  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  passing  (describe  measure  in  general 
terms)  insofar  as  said  measure  contains  the 
following  provisions:  (set  forth  the  protested 
provisions  in  full),  and  requests  that  such 
provisions  be  repealed  or  rescinded); and:  Each 
of  the  undersigned  certifies  that  he  is  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city  and  that  he  has  not 
signed  this  referendum  petition  more  than 
once.

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(f)  If  a  petition  is  expected  to  be  filed  in  the 
period  between  July  fifteenth  and  December 
thirty-first,  the  year  inserted  in  "Registered 
Address"  in  subsection  (e)  above  shall  be  the  then 
current  year.  If  a  petition  is  expected  to  be  filed  in 
the  period  between  January  first  and  July 
fifteenth,  the  year  which  is  so  inserted  shall  be  the 
preceding  year. 

Section  12.  Whenever  a  completed  initiative 
petition,  a  supplemental  initiative  petition,  or  a 
referendum  petition  is  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  he 
shall  submit  it  to  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  forthwith.  The  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  shall  thereupon  examine  the 
petition  and  place  a  check  mark  against  each 
signature  which  they  determine  is  the  name  of  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city,  except  that  when  they 
have  checked  a  number  of  signatures  which  is  40 
percent  greater  than  the  minimum  number  of 
signatures  which  is  required  for  a  valid  petition, 
they  need  not  examine  or  check  any  further 
signatures.  The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
shall  prepare  a  certificate  showing  the  number  of 
signatures  to  the  petition  which  have  been  so 
checked.  The  City  Clerk  shall  hold  the  petition  and 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners'  certificate 
available  for  public  inspection  during  ordinary 
office  hours  for  two  full  days;  and  unless  written 
objections  to  the  certificate  of  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  are  filed  by  a  registered 
voter  within  said  period,  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners'  certificate  shall  be  deemed 
conclusive.  If  objections  are  so  filed,  the  Clerk  shall 
promptly  give  written  notice  of  that  fact  to  the 
petitioners.  Objections  to  the  sufficiency  or 
validity  of  the  signatures  on  any  petition  shall  be 
disposed  of  forthwith  in  the  manner  provided  by 
section  12  of  chapter  53,  and  to  the  extent 
required  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  shall 
revise  the  certificate  accordingly.

If  such  original  or 
revised  certificate  shows  that  the  number  of 
signatures  is  sufficient,  the  Clerk  shall  present  the 
petition  and  the  applicable  certificate  to  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee,  as  may  be 
appropriate. 

Section  1  3.  Whenever  an  initiative  measure  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  registered  Voters  or  a 
referendum  measure  is  to  be  referred  to  them,  the 
City  Council  shall  provide  for  submission  at  the 
next  regular  election  unless  (1)  the  supplemental 
initiative  petition  contains  at  least  15,000 
signatures  in  accordance  with  section  7  or  (2)  a 
majority  of  the  City  Council  has  voted  to  hold  a 
special  election  on  a  referendum  measure  in 
accordance  with  section  9.  In  such  cases  the  City 
Council  shall  provide  for  the  submission  of  the 
initiative  measure  or  referral  of  the  referendum 
measure  at  a  special  city  election  to  be  held  on  any 


Tuesday  other  than  a  holiday  within  120  days  after 
the  supplemental  initiative  petition  was  presented 
to  the  City  Council  or  the  School  Committee  or 
the  referendum  petition  was  presented  to  the  City 
Council  or  the  School  Committee,  provided  that  if 
a  regular  city  election  is  to  be  held  within  said 
period,  the  City  Council  may  cause  such 
submission  or  referral  to  occur  at  such  regular  city 
election. 

Section  14.  At  the  election  at  which  an 
initiative  measure  is  submitted  to  the  registered 
voters,  the  ballot  shall  contain  a  question  in 
substantially  the  following  form: 

Shall    the    following    measure    which    was 

proposed  by  an  initiative  petition  addressed  to 

the  (City   Council)   (School  Committee)  take 

effect?  (Text  of  proposed  measure)  Yes_  No_ 

At  the  election  at  which  a  referendum  measure 

is  referred  to  the  voters  the  ballot  shall  contain  a 

question  in  substantially  the  same  form  as  one  of 

the  following: 

Shall  the  following  measures  which  was 
passed  by  the  (City  Council)  (School 
Committee)  take  effect?  (Text  of  measure) 
Yes_  No_;  or  Shall  the  following  provisions  of 
the  (describe  measure  in  general  terms)  which 
was  passed  by  the  (City  Council)  (School 
Committee)  take  effect?  (Text  of  provisions) 
Yes_  No_. 

Whenever  an  initiative  measure  or  referendum 
measure  is  to  be  submitted  or  referred  to  the 
registered  voters,  the  City  Clerk  shall  furnish  a 
copy  of  such  measure  to  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
If  the  Corporation  Counsel  deems  it  necessary  or 
desirable,  he  shall  prepare  a  fair  and  concise 
summary  of  the  measure  for  use  on  the  ballot  or 
ballot  label  in  lieu  of  the  full  text  of  the  measure. 
In  addition,  if  only  part  of  a  measure  is  being 
referred  to  the  voters,  the  Corporation  Counsel 
may  add  such  explanatory  material  as  he  deems 
necessary  in  order  to  indicate  what  effect  the 
repeal  of  such  part  will  have. 

Section  15.  An  initiative  measure  shall  take 
effect  and  a  referendum  measure  shall  not  take 
effect,  if  a  majority  of  the  persons  voting  on  the 
question  so  vote. 

Section  16.  If  two  or  more  questions  are 
submitted  or  referred  to  the  registered  voters  at 
one  election  and  as  a  result  of  the  election 
inconsistent  measures,  which  were  contained  in 
such  questions,  would  be  in  effect  thereafter,  only 
the  measure  receiving  the  greater  number  of  votes 
in  favor  of  its  effectiveness  shall  take  effect  or 
remain  in  effect.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  none  of  the 
measures  would  take  effect  and  they  would 
automatically  be  placed  on  the  ballot  at  the  next 
election. 

Section  17.  The  City  Council  may  submit  any 
measure  which  it  could  pass,  and  on  the  request  of 
the  School  Committee,  shall  submit  any  measure 
which  the  School  Committee  could  pass,  to  the 
registered  voters  for  their  approval  or  disapproval 
at  a  regular  or  special  city  election. 

Section     18.   An    initiative     measure    may    be 
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proposed  to  the  City  Council  or  the  School 
Committee  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  but  no  measure  which  is  substantially  the 
same  as  any  other  measure  submitted  or  referred  to 
the  voters  and  disapproved  by  them  may  be 
resubmitted  until  after  the  City  Council  and 
School  Committee  elected  at  the  next  regular 
municipal  election  assume  office  and  no  measure 
which  would  have  the  effect  of  repealing  any 
measure  so  submitted  or  referred  and  approved  by 
the  voters  may  be  proposed  by  initiative 
procedures  until  after  the  City  Council  and  School 
Committee  elected  at  the  next  regular  municipal 
election  assume  office. 

Section  19.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  impair  the  Mayor's  power  to  veto 
action  by  the  City  Council  to  the  extent  that  such 
power  is  conferred  on  him,  except  that  he  shall  not 
have  any  power  to  veto  City  Council  proceedings 
providing  for  the  submission  of  an  initiative 
measure  or  the  referral  of  a  referendum  measure  to 
the  registered  voters.  If  the  Mayor  vetoes  an 
initiative  measure  passed  by  the  Council  or  vetoes 
proceedings  of  the  Council  repealing  or  rescinding 
a  referendum  measure  and  the  Council  fails  to 
override  the  Mayor's  veto,  the  Council  shall  then 
provide  for  submitting  the  initiative  measure  or 
referring  the  referendum  measure  to  the  registered 
voters.

CERTAIN  INFORMATION  UNDER  17F  RE 
ISSUANCE  OF  BOND  ANTICIPATION 
NOTES  OF  $30,000,000 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  "rolled  over" 
thirty  million  dollars  ($30,000,000)  in  bond 
anticipation  notes  in  November  of  1975;  and 

Whereas,  A  total  of  forty  million  dollars 
(540,000,000)  bond  anticipation  notes  were  issued 
to  three  Boston  banks  without  public  advertising 
or  public  sale  at  an  interest  rate  of  nine  percent 
(9%) ;  and 

Whereas,  The  interest  rate  of  nine  percent  (9%) 
on  the  bond  anticipation  notes  will  cost  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  nearly  one  million  dollars 
($1,000,000)  in  interest  costs  on  the  already  over

Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  under 
section  17F,  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as 
amended,  and  any  authority  vested  in  the  City 
Council,  be,  and  is,  hereby  requested  to  supply  the 
following  information  to  this  Honorable  Body 
within  two  weeks  from  the  receipt  of  this  order: 

1.  A  ruling  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston  as  to  whether  the  above  sale 
complied  with  Securities  Exchange  Commission 
rules  and  regulations; 

2.  A  list  of  banks,  individuals,  and/or 
corporations  that  were  offered  bonds  together 
with  the  date  offered  and  the  date  of  refusal  if 
any; 

3.  A  certified  copy  of  the  alleged 
"unconditional  approval"  by  Roger  Vacco  of 
the  law  firm  of  Palmer  and  Dodge  of  the  reissue 
of  thirty  million  dollars  ($30,000,000)  in  bond 
anticipation  notes  as  governed  by  chapter  44, 
section  1 7  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.
